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TRUE AMERICANISM. 


AN ORATION DELIVERED AT 


FANEUIL. HALL, BOSTON, JULY 5, 1915, 


BY 


LOUIS D. BRANDEIS, ESQ. 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


E pluribus unum — out of many one — was the 
motto adopted by the founders of the Republic 
when they formed a union of the thirteen states. 
To these we have added, from time to time, thirty- 
five more. The founders were convinced, as we 
are, that a strong nation could be built through 
federation. They were also convinced, as we are, 
that in America, under a free government, many 
peoples would make one nation. Throughout all 
these years we have admitted to our country and 
to citizenship immigrants from the diverse lands 
of Europe. We had faith that thereby we could 
best serve ourselves and mankind. This faith has 
been justified. The United States has grown great. 
The immigrants and their immediate descendants 
have proved themselves as loyal as any citizens of 
the country. Liberty has knit us closely together 
as Americans. Note the common devotion to 
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our country’s emblem expressed at the recent 
Flag Day celebration in New York by boys and 
girls representing more than twenty different 
nationalities warring abroad. 

On the nation’s birthday it is customary for us 
to gather together for the purpose of considering 
how we may better serve our country. This year 
we are asked to address ourselves to the newcomers 
and to make this Fourth of July what has been 
termed Americanization Day. 


AMERICANIZATION. 


What is Americanization? It manifests itself, in 
a superficial way, when the immigrant adopts the 
clothes, the manners and the customs generally 
prevailing here. Far more important is the mani- 
festation presented when he substitutes for his 
mother tongue the English language as the com- 
mon medium of speech. But the adoption of our 
language, manners and customs is only a small 
part of the process. To become Americanized 
the change wrought must be fundamental. How- 
ever great his outward conformity, the immigrant 
is not Americanized unless his interests and affec- 
tions have become deeply rooted here. And we 
properly demand of the immigrant even more than 
this. He must be brought into complete harmony 
with our ideals and aspirations and cooperate with 
us for their attainment. Only when this has been 
done will he possess the national consciousness of 
an American. 

I say “He must be brought into complete har- 
mony.” But let us not forget that many a poor 
immigrant comes to us from distant lands, ignorant 
of our language, strange in tattered clothes and 
with jarring manners, who is already truly American 
in this most important sense; who has long shared 
our ideals and who, oppressed and_ persecuted 
abroad, has yearned for our land of liberty and for 
the opportunity of aiding in the realization of its 
aims.

AMERICAN IDEALS. 


What are the American ideals? They are the 
development of the individual for his own and 
the common good; the development of the individual 
through liberty, and the attainment of the common 
good through democracy and social justice. 

Our form of government, as well as humanity, 
compels us to strive for the development of the 
individual man. Under universal suffrage (soon 
to be extended to women) every voter is a part 
ruler of the state. Unless the rulers have, in the 
main, education and character, and are free men, 
our great experiment in democracy must fail. It 
devolves upon the state, therefore, to fit its rulers 
for their task. It must provide not only facilities 
for development but the opportunity of using 
them. It must not only provide opportunity; it 
must stimulate the desire to avail of it. Thus we 
are compelled to insist upon observance of what 
we somewhat vaguely term the American standard 
of living; we become necessarily our brothers’ 
keepers. 


Tuer AMERICAN STANDARD OF LIVING. 


What does this standard imply? In substance, 
the exercise of those rights which our Constitution 
guarantees — the right to life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness. Life, in this connection, means 
living, not existing; liberty, freedom in things indus- 
trial as well as political; happiness includes, among 
other things, that satisfaction which can come only 
through the full development and_ utilization of 
one’s faculties. In order that men may live and 
not merely exist, in order that men may develop 
their faculties, they must have a reasonable income; 
they must have health and leisure. High wages 
will not meet the worker’s need unless employment 
be regular. The best of wages will not compen- 
sate for excessively long working hours which 
undermine health. And working conditions may 
be so bad as to nullify the good effects of high wages 
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and short hours. The essentials of American citi- 
zenship are not satisfied by supplying merely the | 
material needs or even the wants of the worker. 

Every citizen must have education — broad and 
continuous. This essential of citizenship is not 
met by an education which ends at the age of four- 
teen, or even at eighteen or twenty-two. Edu- 
cation must continue throughout life. A country 
cannot be governed well by rulers whose education 
and mental development is limited to their attend- 
ance at the common school. Whether the educa- 
tion of the citizen in later years is to be given in 
classes or from the public platform, or is to be 
supplied through discussion in the lodges and the 
trade unions, or is to be gained from the reading of 
papers, periodicals and books, in any case fresh- 
ness of mind is indispensable to its attainment. 
And to the preservation of freshness of mind a 
short workday is as essential as adequate food 
and proper conditions of working and of living. 
The worker must, in other words, have leisure. But 
leisure does not imply idleness. It means ability 
to work not less but more, ability to work at 
something besides breadwinning, ability to work 
harder while working at breadwinning, and ability 
to work more years at breadwinning. Leisure, so 
defined, is an essential of successful democracy. 

Furthermore, the citizen in a successful democ- 
racy must not only have education; he must be 
free. Men are not free if dependent industrially 
upon the arbitrary will of another. Industrial 
liberty on the part of the worker cannot, there- 
fore, exist if there be overweening industrial power. 
Some curb must be placed upon capitalistic com- 
bination. Nor will even this curb be effective 
unless the workers cooperate, as in trade unions. 
Control and cooperation are both essential to 
industrial liberty. 

And if the American is to be fitted for his task 
as ruler, he must have besides education and indus- 
trial liberty also some degree of financial independ- 
ence. Our existing industrial system is converting 
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an ever increasing percentage of the population into 
wage-earners, and experience teaches us that a 
large part of these become at some time financial 
dependents, by reason of sickness, accident, invalid- 
ity, superannuation, unemployment or premature 
death of the breadwinner of the family. Con- 
tingencies like these, which are generally referred 
to in the individual case as misfortunes, are now 
recognized as ordinary incidents in the life of the 
wage-earner. The need of providing indemnity 
against financial losses from such ordinary con- 
tingencies in the workingman’s life has become 
apparent and is already being supplied in other 
countries. The standard worthy to be called 
American implies some system of social insurance. 

And since the child is the father of the man, we 
must bear constantly in mind that the American 
standard of living cannot be attained or preserved 
unless the child is not only well fed but well born; 
unless he lives under conditions wholesome morally 
as well as physically; unless he is given education 
adequate both in quantity and in character to fit 
him for life’s work. 


Tue DistinctLty AMERICAN. 


Such are our ideals and the standard of living 
we have erected for ourselves. But what is there 
in these ideals which is peculiarly American? Many 
nations seek to develop the individual man for 
himself and for the common good. Some are as 
liberty-loving as we. Some pride themselves upon 
institutions more democratic than our own. Still 
others, less conspicuous for liberty or democracy, 
claim to be more successful in attaining social 
justice. And we are not the only nation which 
combines love of liberty with the practice of democ- 
racy and a longing for social justice. But there is 
one feature in our ideals and practices which is 
peculiarly American. It is inclusive brotherhood. 

Other countries, while developing the individual 
man, have assumed that their common good would 
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be attained only if the privileges of citizenship in 
them should be limited practically to natives or 
to persons of a particular nationality. America, 
on the other hand, has always declared herself 
for equality of nationalities as well as for equality 
of individuals. It recognizes racial equality as an 
essential of full human liberty and true brother- 
hood, and that it is the complement of democracy. 
It has, therefore, given like welcome to all the 
peoples of EKurope. 

Democracy rests upon two pillars: One, the prin- 
ciple that all men are equally entitled to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness; and the other, the 
conviction that such equal opportunity will most 
advance civilization. Aristocracy, on the other 
hand, denies both these postulates. It rests upon 
the principle of the superman. It willingly subordi- 
nates the many to the few, and seeks to justify 
sacrificing the individual by insisting that civiliza- 
tion will be advanced by such sacrifices. 

The struggles of the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries both in peace and in war were devoted 
largely to overcoming the aristocratic position as 
applied to individuals. In establishing the equal 
right of every person to development it became 
clear that equal opportunity for all involves this 
necessary limitation: Each man may develop him- 
self so far, but only so far, as his doing so will not 
interfere with the exercise of a like right by all 
others. Thus liberty came to mean the right to 
enjoy life, to acquire property, to pursue happiness 
in such manner and to such extent only as the 
exercise of the right in each is consistent with the 
exercise of a like right by every other of our fellow 
citizens. Liberty thus defined underlies twentieth 
century democracy. Liberty thus defined exists 
in a large part of the western world. And even 
where this equal right of each individual has not 
yet been accepted as a political right, its ethical 
claim is gaining recognition. 

America, dedicated to liberty and the brother- 
hood of man, rejected the aristocratic principle of

the superman as applied to peoples as it rejected it 
as applied to individuals. America has believed 
that each race had something of peculiar values 
which it can contribute to the attainment of those 
high ideals for which it is striving. America has 
believed that we must not only give to the immi- 
grant the best that we have, but must preserve for 
America the good that is in the immigrant and 
develop in him the best of which he is capable. 
America has believed that in differentiation, not 
in uniformity, lies the path of progress. It acted 
on this belief; it has advanced human happiness, 
and it has prospered. 


WAR AND PEACE. 


On the other hand, the aristocratic theory as 
applied to peoples survived generally throughout 
Kurope. It was there assumed by the stronger 
countries that the full development of one people 
necessarily involved its domination over another, 
and that only by such domination would civiliza- 
tion advance. Strong nationalities, assuming their 
own superiority, came to believe that they possessed 
the divine right to subject other peoples to their 
sway; and the belief in the existence of such a right 
ripened into a conviction that there was also a duty 
to exercise it. The Russianizing of Finland, the 
Prussianizing of Poland and Alsace, the Magyariz- 
ing of Croatia, the persecution of the Jews in Russia 
and Rumania, are the fruits of this arrogant claim 
of superiority, and that claim is also the underlying 
cause of the present war. 

The movements of the last century have proved 
that whole peoples have individuality no less marked 
than that of the single person; that the individuality 
of a people is irrepressible, and that the misnamed 
internationalism which seeks the obliteration of 
nationalities or peoples is unattainable. The new 
nationalism adopted by America proclaims that 
each race or people, like each individual, has the 
right and duty to develop, and that only through 
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such differentiated development will high civiliza- 
tion be attained. Not until these principles of 
nationalism, like those of democracy, are generally 
accepted will liberty be fully attained and minor- 
ities be secure in their rights. Not until then can 
the foundation be laid for a lasting peace among 
the nations. 

The world longs for an end of this war, and 
even more for a peace that will endure. It turns 
anxiously to the United States, the one great 
neutral country, and bids us point the way. And 
may we not answer: Go the way of liberty and 
justice — led by democracy and the new nation- 
alism. Without these, international congresses and 
supreme courts will prove vain and disarmament 
“The Great [lusion.”’ | 

And let us remember the poor parson of whom 
Chaucer says: 


“But Criste’s loore, and his Apostles twelve, 
He taughte, but first he followed it hymselve.”’

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REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON THE FORM 
OF THE ANNUAL BUDGET APPOINTED 
UNDER THE ORDER OF THE CITY COUN- 
CIL, APPROVED JUNE 8, 1915. 


Boston, October 1, 1915. 
To the Mayor and City Council of the City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— Pursuant. to an order* passed by the 
city council on June 7, 1915, and approved by the mayor 
June 8, the undersigned were appointed a commission to 
investigate and report upon ‘‘the expediency of adopting 
a segregated form of budget for the departments for 
which the city makes appropriations from taxes or 
revenues,” including the departments under control of 
the mayor, the school committee and _ schoolhouse 
department, the county departments, and the depart- 
ments in charge of officials appointed by the governor. 
In case the commission should approve the scheme of a 
segregated budget, it was directed to report upon the 
form of the estimates and appropriations, the manner in 
which the items therein should be classified, and the 
additional expense, if any, which would be incurred by 
the city as a result of the changes, if any, recommended 
by the commission in the present system of budget 
making and accounting. 

By an order * of the city council passed July 16, 1915, 
approved by the acting mayor July 19, the sum of $2,500 
was appropriated for the expenses of the commission. 

' The commission met in the mayor’s office by invita- 
tion of the acting mayor on June 29.

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Mr. Martin was elected secretary and Mr. E. A. 
Cottrell was appointed assistant secretary. At a sub- 
sequent meeting Mr. Martin was elected vice chairman 
and Mr. Cottrell was appointed secretary. 

A public hearing was given by the commission in the 
City Hall on July 7. 

The commission has caused data to be collected and 
abstracts to be prepared respecting the forms of budget 
in use in the larger cities of this country. It has also 
collected a large number of reports, addresses and other 
documents relating to the subject. It has conferred 
either personally or by letter with the mayor, the mem- 
bers of the city council and finance commission and most 
of the heads of the various departments of the city 
government. 

The members of the commission have, both as a body 
and as individuals, studied the material thus collected; 
they have considered the applicability to the city of 
Boston of the various methods and suggestions which 
have been brought to their attention; and they now beg 
to submit the following report. 


EXPEDIENCY. 


The word ‘‘budget”’ appears to be used in the litera- 
ture of municipal finance in a variety of senses; but a 
useful and sufficiently accurate working definition of the 
word is the following: ‘‘ A statement of probable revenue 
and expenditures and of financial proposals for the 
ensuing year as presented to or passed upon by a legisla- 
tive body.” Thus defined, the word ‘‘budget’’ includes 
the department estimates, the recommendations of the 
executive, if any, and the final action of the appropri- 
ating power; and it-is in this sense that the word is used 
in this report. 

The city of Boston has from the beginning of its 
corporate existence in 1822 made use of what is known 
as the “lump sum budget,’ according to which the 
appropriations are voted as aggregates for each depart- 
ment or main division of a department. During most 
of the intervening period the annual appropriations 
were itemized with more or less detail for only one, two 
or at most a few of the many departments. Thus, 
while between 1840 and 1854 the strict lump sum system 
obtained, beginning with the latter year it became custom- 
ary to itemize the appropriations for a small number, 
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varying from two to eight, of the departments. In 
1886 the number of departments, the appropriations 
of which were itemized, were only two; and the same 
is true of the budgets for 1891 and 1892. Between 1893 
and 1896 there were no items except for the departments 
and divisions as a whole. Between 1897 and 1901 two 
or three of the department appropriations were itemized. 
Since 1902 the lump sum system has been used, without 
exception. 

The only large cities discovered by the commission 
in which appropriations are voted on this plan are 
Kansas City, Mo., and San Francisco. 

The advantages of this system appear to be that it 
allows the heads of departments and the mayor the 
widest discretion in the expenditure of the appropria- 
tions; that it makes a short and simple budget; and 
that, so far as the city of Boston is concerned, no one 
has suggested, until quite recently, the advisability 
of a change. 

On the other hand, the fact that practically all the 
other large cities use a budget system in which the 
appropriations are classified and itemized to a greater 
or less extent indicates a general preference for a different 
system. The legislature of this state has by statute 
1913, chapter 719, section 20, directed that the appro- 
priating power in every city except Boston shall 
make its appropriations ‘‘in detail, clearly specify- 
ing the amount to be. expended for each particular 
purpose.”’ - Note, on the other hand, the provisions 
of law (see statute 1913, chapter 615) by force of which 
the appropriations for schoolhouse construction and 
schoolhouse repairs in the city of Boston must be made 
in lump sums. 

During the past few years there has been much com- 
plaint of the lump sum system as used in this city. A 
report of the Chamber of Commerce, printed in the 
minutes of the city council for June 6, 1914, a report 
of the finance commission printed in the minutes of 
November 7, 1914, and the debates in the city council 
of 1915* over the form of the budget may be referred to 
for a specification of the evils to which this system is 
alleged to have led in the past, or may conceivably lead 
to in the future. 

This commission is unable to accept all the criticisms 
of the present system as well founded; but upon the

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whole it believes that a greater itemization of the appro-. 
priations would facilitate the entire process of making 
up the annual budget, including the estimates of the 
departments, the recommendations of the mayor, sugges- 
tions by the public, consideration by the city council, 
and the final action of the mayor, and would, or at least 
should, tend, if these several functions are performed 
intelligently, to a greater economy in appropriation 
and a greater efficiency and accountability in expendi- 
ture. It therefore concludes, as its answer to the first 
question in the order of the city council, that 72 7s 
expedient to adopt a segregated form of budget, and that 
the system should extend to all the departments for which 
the money of the city vs used. 


ForM oF ESTIMATES AND APPROPRIATIONS. 


The second question in the order of the city council, 
relating to the form of the estimates and appropriations 
and the manner in which the items thereof should be 
classified, is much more difficult to answer. 

The commission has found that the municipal budgets 
in use in different parts of this country, as well as in 
England, present the greatest variation, having regard 
to the process and extent of itemization or segregation. 
The phrase ‘‘segregated budget’? means obviously any. 
budget in which the items are set out with more or less 
detail, and it is used to describe not only those budgets 
which carry this process to a great degree of specification 
and refinement, but also forms of budget which do not 
differ materially from the lump sum system now in use 
in this city. The phrase seems to be used in as many 
senses as there are different kinds of classifications and 
different degrees of itemization. ‘To ‘‘segregate,”’ as a 
former comptroller of the city of New York puts it, is 
merely ‘‘to specify items and not allow changes.”’ 

Illustrations of the extreme form of budget refinement 
or segregation are to be found in the systems in use in the 
cities of New York and Philadelphia and by the London 
County Council. The annual budget for New York 
City contains 500 printed pages and some 20,000 items. 
The Philadelphia budget and appendices contain 550 
printed pages and a correspondingly great number of 
items. The budget of the London County Council 
contains nearly 400 printed folio pages, yet does not 
include the appropriations of the twenty-eight metro- 
politan boroughs. All these budgets are supported by 
numerous and more or less complicated estimate sheets. 
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Any such system as this would seem likely, by the 
very multiplicity of the items, footings, columns, pages 
and documents which it involves, to defeat its own 
purpose, and to result in less rather than more intelligence 
and efficiency in both appropriations and expenditures. 
It is, moreover, inelastic to a degree which must embar- 
rass the power of the executive departments to deal with 
emergencies and other unforeseen conditions. 

The chief advocates of its application to American 
cities are, or were, to be found in the city of New York; 
but in the past few years much dissatisfaction with it 
has developed, and the commission is informed that 
radical changes are contemplated. 

This extreme type of segregated budget would seem, 
moreover, to be inconsistent with the fundamental 
theory of a city charter, which, like that of Boston, 
vests the complete responsibility for the executive work 
in a single officer, the mayor, who is responsible to the 
entire electorate for the use or misuse of the moneys 
voted by the city council. 

The theory of the responsible executive type of the 
city charter does not, however, seem to the commission 
as in any manner inconsistent with a much greater degree 
of segregation in estimates, recommendations and appro- 
priations than is provided by the system of lump sum 
appropriations now in use in this city; and, bearing in 
mind the advantages of such a system, if not carried 
too far, the commission has, in answer to the second 
question in the order of the city council, prepared a 
scheme or “‘form of estimates and appropriations”’ 
which it believes will accomplish all the good fairly to 
be expected from the more complicated forms which it 
has considered, and which avoids the evils, theoretical 
and practical, to be found in these. 

The plan devised by the commission consists, first, 
of a set of estimate sheets; secondly, of a revised appro- 
priation order with an accompanying set of budget 


sheets, which latter are a condensation of the estimates; 


and thirdly, of a revised form of monthly statements 
to be submitted by the departments. 


ESTIMATE SHEETS. 


The estimate sheets are three in number. These 
are, first, a general item sheet for each department and 
division, with one column for a printed list of groups 
and items, and seven double columns for figures show- 
ing for each item the actual expenditure during the 
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preceding two fiscal years, the expenditure during the 
current fiscal year, the request of the department for 
the ensuing year, the amount allowed by the mayor, 
the amount voted by the city council, and the amount 
approved by the mayor which constitutes the final 
appropriation. ‘The seven columns of figures must be 
double, so as to allow under each group one column for 
the separate items and one for footings. ‘This sheet 
contains in detail, and arranged in groups, all the 
items, except those for personal service and for expend- 
itures by contract. The items of personal service, 
meaning salaries and wages, are to be entered upon a 
separate sheet entitled ‘‘Schedule A,’’ with columns 
similar to those in the general item sheet. These 
items could, of course, be incorporated in the first 
sheet; but the commission believes it will be an advan- 
tage to follow the practice adopted by some cities in this 
country, and have these items set out upon a separate 
sheet or schedule. The third sheet, entitled ‘‘Schedule 
B,” relates to items involving expenditures by contract. 
These also, if it is desired, can be incorporated in the 
first sheet, thus reducing the number of estimate sheets 
to one; but they are quite numerous for a few of the 
departments, and it seems to the commission that the 
consideration of the whole budget will be simplified 
if contract expenditures are set out in a separate sheet. 

The general item sheet will contain in the first column a 
printed list of about 100 items arranged in seven groups, 
designated thus: personal service, service other than per- 
sonal, equipment, supplies, materials, special items and 
incidental expenditures. The other two sheets, schedules 
A and B, will, as printed, consist merely of blank columns, 
for the items differ for each department and division. 
Each department, or main division of a department, 
will have a set of estimate sheets for itself, and will fill 
in the two columns reserved for the expenditures of 
the two preceding fiscal years, and also the column 
which contains the recommendations of the department 
for the ensuing year. ‘The column of figures which show 
the expenditures for the current fiscal year cannot be 
filled in by the departments because the estimates ‘must 
be in before the close of the year. This column is to 
be filled out by the city auditor,* and submitted to the 








4" It may also prove to be difficult for the city auditor to prepare this column and get 
it printed by the time the mayor is expected to transmit the budget to the city council. 
In this case it will be sufficient to insert in this column an estimate of the expenditures 
for the year, based on the monthly statements for December 31 (which will cover eleven 
months of the fiscal year), and supplementary estimates by the several departments 
which should accompany these statements. 
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city council by the mayor, together with his reeommenda- 
tions in the column appropriated to that purpose. On 
the back of each sheet will be printed the necessary 
instructions for filling it out. 

These estimate sheets will measure not more than 
seventeen by eighteen inches, which is smaller than the 
estimate sheets in use in many cities. After they have 
come from the several departments and the city auditor 
has filled out the column reserved for the expenditures 
of the current year, the mayor will enter his figures in 
the column reserved for his reeommendations; and the 
sheets can then be bound up in a volume and submitted 
by the mayor to the city council, with his message on 
the budget. 

It is not intended that the estimate sheets when 
filled out shall be printed, but that they shall be bound 
up in a separate volume and preserved in that form. 


BuDGET SHEETS. 


The budget sheets consist also of three papers. The 
first is a summary of the material in estimate sheet 
No. 1, arranged in the same way; the only difference 
being that there will be one sheet or series of sheets for 
all the departments and divisions, arranged alphabeti- 
cally, and that the groups and items under each depart- 
ment will be limited to those against which figures are 
set. The other two sheets, numbered schedule A and 
schedule B, relate to the items of personal service and 
contract expenditures, and are the same as the estimate 
sheets of like designation. The budget sheets, taken as 
a whole, amount, it will be seen, merely to a re-state- 
ment or re-arrangement of the estimate sheets, and can 
easily be printed in the message on the annual budget, 
and in the auditor’s annual report. 

The total number of items for all city and county 
departments, except the school committee, including 
those in schedules A and B as well as those in the 
general item sheet of the budget, will probably not 
exceed 3,000; and the entire budget, including the 
expenditures of the last three years, the department 
estimates, the allowances by the mayor, the votes of 
the city council and the items finally appropriated, can 
be printed on about seventy-five pages of the ordinary 
city document size.* 








* This assumes that the figures are all set out in dollars, cents being omitted. This is 
the practice followed by the United States Census Bureau in its publications relating to 
the finances of cities. 
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The annual message on the budget, if printed in this 
form, need not; with its accompanying explanations, 
exceed 100 pages in length, while the annual message of 
the mayor on the estimates and appropriations for the 
current year contained 322 printed pages; and if the 
budget is printed in the auditor’s annual report it will 
be possible to eliminate at least an equal number of 
pages from the list of department expenditures as now 
printed in that document. 

As already stated, this form of estimates and budget 
should apply to the appropriations of the school com- 
mittee and to the appropriations for all officials 
appointed by the governor, such as the police com- 
missioner, the licensing board and the finance com- 
mission. We assume that these departments will raise 
no objection; but the appropriations for the schoolhouse 
department must by law (statute 1913, chapter 615) be 
made in lump sums. 

The system should also apply to departments and 
divisions which obtain their moneys from their own 
revenues, such as the water service and the printing 
department. 


COMPARISONS WITH OTHER ForMS OF BUDGET. 


The budget will contain only about one-tenth as many 
pages as those in use in the cities which have adopted 
the extreme segregated form; and in the opinion 
of the commission will furnish the mayor, the city 
council and citizens at large with all the information 
capable of being stated in tabular form which they can 
reasonably desire for the consideration of the annual 
appropriations. 

This scheme may-also be compared, as to extent of 
segregation and aggregate bulk, with the plans con- 
sidered by the city council during the current year. 
Taking the sample appropriation for the department 
of public works, sewer and water division, sewer 
service, which was the subject of much debate, the first 
scheme voted by the city council on April 20, 1915, 
contained 227 items; the scheme which appears in the 
City Record under date of May 29 contains 114 items; 
and that of June 5 contains 75 items. ‘The scheme sug- 
gested by the commission, including all the items for 
sewer service which appear either on the general item 
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sheet or in schedules A and B, comprises just 100 items, 
or only a little more than the one last suggested by the 
city council, and considerably less than half as many as 
that first proposed. 

There is, moreover, in the plan formulated by 
the commission more segregation in the important 
items of labor, where it is most needed. In the first 
scheme of the city council 48 of the 227 items were 
lump sum appropriations for inspectors, watchmen, 
cleaners, stablemen, teamsters, masons, oilers, engineers, 
machinists, firemen, coal passers, carpenters, gatemen 
and miscellaneous laborers, without any specification of 
the number of men who should be employed in these 
respective classes of labor or of the wages, aggregating 
over $161,000, that should be paid them.* The scheme 
of the commission includes, as does every other segre- 
gated budget in use in the larger cities, a specification 
of the number of persons who can be employed at stated 
wages. Indeed, if this is not done, so much of the 
budget as relates to wages is not a segregated budget 
at all, but a lump sum budget; and one of the chief 
merits of the segregated form, that it forces the depart- 
ments, the executive and the city council, to consider 
and to fix the exact number of employees and the rate 
of wages to be paid, is entirely lost. 

Some of the segregated budgets, notably that in use 
in New York, do not permit the employment of any 
labor except as specified in detail in the labor schedules 
of the budget. In the opinion of the commission, how- 
ever, there should be some latitude, in the form of an 
unassigned item, for use by the departments i in the case 
of emergencies ‘and unforeseen contingencies, and the 
schedules herewith submitted make provision for such 
items. If in any case the mayor considers that the 
amount requested by a department or division for this 
item is too large, he can cut it down or out; and the 
city council can do the like with such items when recom- 
mended by the mayor. In some departments it may 
well be that no such items should be sanctioned; in 
others it may seem reasonable or even necessary to allow 
them. Under the form of budget prepared by the 

*This statement does not apply to the scheme originally suggested by the finance 
commission and used in part for the budget voted April 20 by the city council and sub- 
sequently vetoed by the mayor. That scheme contemplated quite as much segregation 
in the labor and salary items as the plan herein submitted; . but as the measure was reported 


to and voted on by the city council it contained only the column of amounts and omitted 
the columns for the rate of wages and number of employees. 
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commission this matter, like every other question con- 
nected with the appropriations, is left to the decision of 
the charter authorities, but all items must be acted on 
separately and specifically. 

In comparing the form of budget proposed by the 
commission with the more complicated or segregated 
types used in other cities, it is proper to call attention 
to the following differences. 

In most of these budgets there is a column for increases 
and another for decreases in the amounts requested by 
the departments as compared with the expenditures for 
the preceding year. ‘These columns have been omitted . 
from the general item sheet * of the budget recommended 
by the commission as unnecessary, and as increasing with- 
out object the size of the papers. Whether an increase 
or a decrease is suggested by a department can be seen 
at a glance on the sheet recommended by the commis- 
sion, and no separate column is necessary for the purpose. 

Some budgets have a column for unit costs, but in the 
opinion of the commission a budget is not the place for 
exhibiting unit costs. Such calculations should appear 
in the annual department reports. 

Some budgets include a column for inventories of 
stock or other property on hand. This also, in the 
opinion of the commission, represents an unprofitable 
attempt at refinement. 

The main reason, however, why the form of budget 
recommended by the commission is so much smaller 
than the extreme segregated type is that we have 
deliberately rejected all attempt at what is somewhat 
loosely termed the ‘‘functional’’ classification of items. 
Some of the departments of our city government are 
composed of distinct divisions and some, particularly 
the health department, make up their annual estimates 
with more or less attempt at functional designations. If 
any department wishes to do this we see no objection, 
but we see no merit in compelling all the departments to 
adopt a method of classification which is more or less 
artificial in nature, and which, if consistently followed 
out, leads to a budget of prohibitive length. We have 
not been impressed by the claims set up in behalf of this 
system of budget making, and we have decided that at 
any rate it is not suited to the requirements of this 
city. 





* On Schedule A there is room for such a column. 
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Nor have we attempted to prescribe the number of 
divisions of which the larger departments shall consist, 
or to pass on the question whether any of the divisions 
should themselves be subdivided. This is a matter 
which should be left to the executive departments 
under the direction of the mayor. If he thinks that it 
will aid the cause of economy and efficiency to increase 
the number of divisions and subdivisions, he can direct 
the department heads to do so; if, on the other hand, 
he thinks the departments are inclined to subdivide 
themselves too much, he can, when he submits the 
budget, reduce the number of divisions or subdivi- 
sions. 


DEPARTMENT REPORTS. 


The departments should keep a strict account of 
expenditures under each item of the appropriation order, 
and should be required to submit to the auditor before 
the tenth of each month a report showing for each item 
of the appropriation: (1) the original appropriation; 
(2) transfers to the same; (3) transfers from the same; 
(4) total net appropriation; (5) the expenditures for the 
preceding month; (6) the total expenditures to date, and 
(7) the balance unexpended. For schedule A the report 
should show: (1) the titles of the positions; (2) the 
number of incumbents; (3) the rate of pay; (4) the 
original appropriation for each class; (5) transfers to 
the same; (6) transfers from the same; (7) total net 
appropriations; (8) expenditure for the preceding month; 
(9) the total expenditure to date, and (10) the balance 
unexpended. For schedule B the report will follow 
the first form. These reports should be checked by 
the city auditor after the entries are made in the book 
from which he makes up his annual report. A blank 
form for these monthly reports will be found in 
Appendix D. The blanks when filled out may be 
bound up and kept for consultation in the office of the 
city auditor, who should recast his printed monthly 
statement so as to conform to the new scheme of appro- 
priations. To save printing and because the details 
ean be found in the auditor’s office, the printed state- 
ment could be confined to the expenditures classified by 
groups, that is to at most seven items for each depart- 
ment. 
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At the present time, speaking generally, the depart- 
ments make out their estimates with sufficient detail, 
but as soon as the appropriations are voted in lump 
sums the items are forgotten and no one seems to know, 
until the end of the year, whether the expenditures are 
within the estimates, item by item, or not. The new 
system, supported by monthly statements of the expendi- 
tures to date under each item, will force the employees 
of the several departments to observe more care and 
prudence in the details of expenditure, and will render 
it easier for department heads, the city auditor, the 
mayor and the city council to see in just which items, 
if any, an excessive rate of expenditure is being main- 
tained. 

Printed drafts or samples of the estimate, budget and 
monthly statement sheets recommended by the com- 
mission are submitted herewith as Appendices B, C and 
D, respectively. 


CONCLUSION. 


The system of estimates and budget which is recom- 
mended by the commission may be thought by some 
to be a compromise between the extreme segregated 
type and the lump sum system. ‘This, however, is not 
our view of the matter. We have not attempted to 
compromise, but to suggest a system which, for this 
city, will be distinctly superior to those in use else- 
where. 

It is a simple system, readily understood, and inex- 
pensive to put and keep in operation. The entire 
budget can be printed in a relatively small compass. 
It will show with sufficient exactness and detail what 
has been spent and what is to be spent by the different 
departments for the various purposes of the govern- 
ment. It will, in particular, disclose the exact number 
of employees which each department is entitled to 
carry on its pay roll and the maximum compensation 
which can lawfully be paid to each. It will disclose 
just what increases each department asks for over the 
corresponding expenditures of the three preceding years; 
just which items the mayor recommends for reduction 
or excision, and just what action the city council takes in 
these particulars. It will encourage publicity, and tend 
to fix the responsibility for expenditure. And it will 
not interfere with the charter provisions concentrating 
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responsibility for the executive business in the several 
heads of departments under the direction of the mayor. 

Several matters related to the present inquiry remain 
to be considered. 

The question has been raised, whether the city council 
can by ordinance establish the form of the annual 
budget. We have no doubt that an ordinance could 
lawfully be passed which should prescribe the form of 
the department estimates, but whether the form and 
details of the budget itself could be regulated by ordi- 
nance under the present charter is extremely doubtful. 
No question of this sort, however, will arise if the 
mayor himself sends in the budget in the form herein 
recommended. 

Attention has been directed to the fact that the city 
auditor and the mayor can, by exercising their charter 
power of transfer, defeat the proposed or any form of 
segregated budget. ‘This is theoretically true, but the 
commission assumes that the power to transfer appro- 
priations provided by § 3 of the Charter Amend- 
ments of 1909 will not be used for any such purpose. 
Properly used this power is a valuable aid to sound 
administration, and, in the opinion of the commission, 
the adoption of the segregated budget is not a justifi- 
cation for urging its repeal. 

There is much complaint that the time allowed for 
the consideration of the estimates and budget is too 
short. The budget cannot be submitted before Febru- 
ary 1 without amending the present charter, and that 
we are not prepared to recommend. ‘The estimates, 
however, could be submitted earlier than is now done. 
We recommend that the departments be required, by 
ordinance or executive order, to submit their estimates 
for the next fiscal year upon the blank forms herein 
proposed by October 1;* that the sheets be bound up 
and kept in the office of the mayor or city auditor, and 
that the committees of the city council as well as the 
mayor study the estimates during the last three months 
of the fiscal year. 

While, as already stated, we do not see the pro- 
priety of encumbering the budget with valuations of 
stock, we think that an ordinance should be passed 
requiring the departments to submit with their annual 
estimates a complete inventory of the supplies and 
materials then on hand. 


* Excepting, of course, the current year. 
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It is not to be expected that the new system can be 
installed without imperfect results at the outset. It 
will, for instance, be difficult to fill up the columns in 
the estimate and budget sheets which are designed to 
show the expenditures for each item during the two 
preceding years, for the classification suggested does 
not conform to the items now entered on the auditor’s 
books. This and similar difficulties are of a minor 
character, and will disappear as soon as the new system 
is in current and successful use. 

The commission has recast, in the form ealled for 
by the scheme herein recommended, the department 
estimates for 1915-16, and in doing so has been much 
struck with the great number of persons employed in a 
clerical capacity and with the apparently excessive 
salaries paid in many cases. ‘The pay rolls of the state 
and city departments, respectively, indicate a large 
excess both in numbers and salaries of city employees 
over those hired by the state for similar work. The 
attention of the mayor and city council is particularly 
directed to this evil, and to the ease with which it can 
be observed and remedied by means of the information 
which will be afforded by schedule A of the proposed 
budget. 


ADDITIONAL EXPENSE. 


The commission was also requested to furnish an 
estimate of the ‘‘additional clerical expense due to the 
changes, if any, recommended by the commission in 
the present system of budget making and accounting.” 

The maintenance of the system of estimates, appro- 
priations and monthly statements recommended by the 
commission will probably involve some additional work 
of a bookkeeping nature, but the cost of it should not 
be great. Most of the work can and should be done by 
the departments themselves without additional help; 
but the work of checking the monthly department 
returns may involve a small amount of additional 
clerical assistance in the office of the city auditor. 

The suggestion has been made that a special estimate 
clerk or expert should be employed, whose duty it would 
be to see that the department estimates and accounts 
are made and kept as they should be, and to perform 
such other work in connection with the budget as may 
be required. 
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The installation of the new methods cannot well take 
place, however, without some special temporary expense. 
The message of the mayor of June 7, 1915, contains the 
following: 

“J will ask the city council for an appropriation 
sufficient for the installation of the budget system recom- 
mended, and if the appropriation is allowed, I shall have 
competent persons engaged to begin at once the prepara- 
tion of such a budget, with instructions to submit a 
complete budget in the form recommended by the com- 
mission to the mayor and city council not later than the 
first of next January.”’ 

The commission thinks that the best plan to pursue 
in order to secure the use of the new system for the 
budget of 1916-17 will be for the mayor to direct the 
heads of departments to begin at once the preparation 
of their estimates on the forms prepared by the commis- 
sion, and for him to engage, for the next few months 
only,* one or two competent persons to see that the 
work is done. The cost of these assistants, with such 
other special clerical work as may be necessary, ought 
not, in the opinion of the commission, to exceed $5,000. 

Realizing the novelty of the budget system recom- 
mended, and the need of haste if it is to be put into 
successful operation during the fiscal year 1916-17, the 
members of the commission will be glad to be called 
upon by the mayor, city council or heads of departments 
for any further service it is in their power to render.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR AND ORDER OF JUNE 7, 1915. 


City or Boston, 
OFrrice oF THE Mayor, June 7, 1915. 


To the City Council: 


I return without my approval the appropriation for 
the Sewer Service, in 72 items, amounting to $335,- 
298.50, my reason being that the action of the Council 
in originating this appropriation is illegal, that the 
classification is, in my opinion, in such detail that it 
would be of doubtful value even if it had been adopted 
at the beginning of the fiscal year, and that it is now 
too late in the year to make the adoption of such a 
budget of any value from the standpoint of sensible 
segregation. 

I submit herewith a lump sum budget of $335,298.50 
for the Sewer Service and request that it be favorably 
acted upon so that the employees in this service may 
receive their pay at the earliest possible moment. 

In submitting this budget I make my last appeal to 
the reason of the members of the Council. It must be 
obvious that the Mayor cannot be forced to approve 
a budget which, in his judgment, is not properly framed, 
which is originated by the City Council in violation of 
the law, and which would be invalid even if it received 
the formal approval of the Mayor. Under our charter 
there is only one way in which a segregated budget 
may lawfully be secured. It must originate with the 
Mayor and then be approved by the Council. I will 
not originate a budget in the form demanded by the 
Council until I am convinced that it would benefit the 
city, and no evidence so far submitted to me has con- 
vinced me that it would have this result. My mind 
is open on this subject, however, and I am willing to 
try the experiment if the doubts of its success which 
I now entertain can be removed. As a means of obtain- 
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ing the judgment of others, not parties to the present 
controversy, I suggest that a budget commission be 
formed to study the question of the expediency of 
adopting a segregated budget for all the departments 
for which the city makes appropriations from taxes and 
revenue, and the question of the extra expense involved 
in the adoption of such a budget, and to report not 
later than October 1 next to the Mayor and City 
Council. I trust that the School Committee, the county 
officials and the officials appointed by the Governor to 
have charge of branches of the city’s service main- 
tained at the expense of the city will approve of this 
suggestion and cooperate with the budget commission. 

If a budget commission be created its investigation 
and report should throw much needed light upon the 
subject, and all of the parties to the present controversy 
should be willing to accept its recommendations. If 
the commission should recommend a segregated budget 
for the departments over which I have control I shall 
take immediate steps to make such recommendation 
effective. In that event I shall ask the City Council 
for an appropriation sufficient for the installation of 
the budget system recommended, and if the appropria- 
tion is granted I shall have competent persons engaged 
to begin at once the preparation of such a budget with 
instructions to submit a complete budget, in the form 
recommended by the commission, to the Mayor and 
City Council not later than the first day of next Janu- 
ary. In making this suggestion I assume that the 
Council will accept the proposed compromise in the 
same spirit of willingness to be bound by the recom- 
mendations of the budget commission.

Ordered, That a budget commission, to consist of - 
five citizens of Boston, be appointed by the Mayor 
as follows: One member to be nominated by the Directors 
of the Chamber of Commerce, one by the City Council 
of the City of Boston, one by the Board of Directors of 
the Real Estate Exchange and Auction Board, one 
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by the Directors of the Massachusetts Real Estate 
Exchange, and one to be selected by the Mayor, the 
chairman of the commission to be designated by the 
Mayor and to receive such compensation as shall be 
allowed by the Mayor and City Council,* the other 
members to serve without compensation. 

The commission shall have authority to employ 
a secretary and other assistants and to incur such 
expenses as it may deem necessary, not exceeding $2,500 
in the aggregate, exclusive of the compensation of the 
chairman, and all expenses shall be paid by the city 
upon requisition of the commission. 

It shall be the duty of the commission to investigate, 
and to report on or before October 1, 1915, upon 
the following matters: 

1. The expediency of adopting a segregated budget 
for the departments for which the city makes appro- 
priations from taxes or revenue: 

(a.) For the departments under the control of the 
Mayor. 

(b.) For the School Committee and the School- 
house Department. 

(c.) For the Suffolk County departments. 

(d.) For the departments in charge of officials 
appointed by the Governor. 

2. If a segregated budget is approved, what should 
be the form of the estimates and appropriations for each 
of such departments, and how should the items in 
such estimates and appropriations be classified? 

3. What additional clerical expense would the city 
incur as a result of the changes, if any, that the com- 
mission would recommend in the present system of 
budget making and accounting? 

The Superintendent of Public Buildings shall fur- 
nish suitable quarters for the commission, and all 
officers and employees of the city shall furnish the 
commission, on its request, with such information and 
assistance as the commission may deem necessary in 
the discharge of its duties.

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APPENDIX C. 


APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE 
FINANCIAL YEAR 1916-1917. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable 
during the financial year beginning with the first day 
of February, 1916, of performing the duties and exer- 
cising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or 
by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the 
City of Boston, or the County of Suffolk, or the depart- 
ments or officers thereof, and to meet their respective 
obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund require- 
ments and maturing debt not provided for by sinking 
fund, the respective sums of money specified in the tables 
and schedules hereinafter set out be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and 
for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriation for water service, 
current expenses and the payment to the state under 
the provisions of chapter 488 of the Acts of 1895 and 
acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements for loans issued for 
water purposes, be met by the income from said works 
and any excess over income from taxes; that the other 
apportions hereinafter specified be met out of the 
money remaining in the treasury at the close of business 
on January 31, 1916, exclusive of the money raised by 
loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any 
statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and by 
the income of the financial year, beginning February 1, 
1916, and by taxes to the amount of $ , and 
that said amount be raised by taxation on the polls 
and estates in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part 
of the income of the city, but shall be paid for services 
rendered or work done by any department or division 
for any other department or division, or for any person 
or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid 
into the general treasury and then credited to the 
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appropriation of the department or division rendering 
such service or doing such work, and that all con- 
tributions made to any appropriation be expended for 
the objects and purposes directed by the several con- 
tributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropria- 
tions of the city, and all taxes assessed for meeting 
the city’s proportion of the state tax of the year 
1916 or of any other taxes or assessments payable 
to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the 
first day of October, 1916; that all such taxes remaining 
unpaid after the first day of November, 1916, shall 
bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent per annum from 
the fifteenth day of October, 1916, until paid, except 
the taxes assessed upon shares of stock: of national 
banks, which shall bear interest at the rate of twelve 
per cent per annum from the fifteenth day of October, 
1916, until paid; and that all interest which shall have 
become due on taxes shall be added to and be a part of 
such taxes. 

Ordered, That except as the appropriations for any 
purpose or item shall be increased by additional appro- 
priations or by transfers lawfully made, no money shall 
be expended by any department for any of the purposes 
or items designated in the tables and schedules herein- 
after set out in excess of the amount set down as appro- 
priated for such specific purpose or item; and except 
as aforesaid, no salaries or wages shall be paid in excess 
of the rates specified in said tables and schedules.

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ORDINANCES OF 1915, CHAPTER 3, 


CONCERNING 


HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 





In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Fifteen. 





Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Chapter forty of the Revised Ordinances of 1914 is 
hereby amended in section nineteen of said chapter by 
striking out the whole of said section, and inserting in 
place thereof the following: 

SecTIoN 19. No person shall hawk or peddle any 
fruits or vegetables or any of the articles enumerated in 
chapter 345 of the Acts of 1906 and acts in amendment 
thereof or in addition thereto, until he has been assigned 
a number by the health commissioner, and until he has 
recorded with said commissioner his name and residence 
- and, if he hawks or peddles articles which are sold by 
weight or measure, a certificate from the sealer of weights 
and measures that all weights, measures and balances 
to be used by him have been properly inspected and 
sealed. The presence of unsealed weights or measures 
on the team, cart or person of such hawker or peddler 
shall terminate permission to hawk or peddle under such 
registration. 

No person shall hawk or peddle any fruits or vege- 
tables until he has obtained a license therefor from the 
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health commissioner, unless he is engaged in the pursuit 
of agriculture or unless such articles are the product of 
his own labor or of the labor of his family. 

The health commissioner is hereby authorized to grant 
licenses to hawk or peddle fruits and vegetables to 
persons who have complied with the foregoing require- 
ments, such licenses to be for the term of one year from 
the date of issue, and to charge therefor a license fee of 
five dollars per annum. 

The foregoing provisions shall not apply to minors 
licensed by the mayor and city council, unless such 
minors hawk or peddle fruits or vegetables.

CONCERNING 


HAWKERS AND PHDDLERS. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Fifteen. 


Be rt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 1914 is 
hereby amended in section 21 by striking out the whole 
of said section and inserting in place thereof the following: 

Sect. 21. No hawker or peddler shall carry or 
convey articles enumerated in chapter 345 of the Acts 
of 1906 and acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
thereto, in a manner tending to injure or disturb the 
public health or comfort, or except in vehicles or recep- 
tacles which are neat and clean and do not leak, and 
which have printed on them in letters and figures at 
least two inches in height the name of the person selling 
and the number given him by the health commissioner, 
and which are approved monthly by the health com- 
missioner.

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REPORT OF THE MUNICIPAL COURT 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


This report is made in response to a request from the 
City Council and with the hope that a larger measure of 
information to the bar and the public as to the actual 
workings of the court may induce saner and more help- 
ful criticism. Whether such report shall prove of suffi- 
cient value to call for periodic repetition must be for 
others to determine. 

The last decade has seen an unprecedented amount of 
attention focused upon metropolitan courts through- 
out the country. Earlier conditions, which were in the 
main satisfied with adequate disposition and record of 
individual cases, have given way to the necessity of 
viewing the results of judicial work in aggregates and in 
relation to many other aspects of community life. The 
new point of view has also led to a scrutiny of the busi- 
ness efficiency and economic functioning of such courts. 
The remedy for shortcomings is not always available 
from within the court, — perhaps not always recog- 
nizable even then, in view of the tendency of human 
nature to run in ruts. But whatever the source of 
remedy, the process of healthy growth demands first 
of all an adequate knowledge of actual facts and 
conditions. 

It has seemed wise to dwell particularly upon those 
parts of the work of the court which are of particular 
interest because of novelty, or which appear to stand in 
need of improvement through legislation rather than to 
give in detail all features of the work of the court. 


CiviL BusINgEss. 
Under the system in force prior to September 1, 1912, 
an appeal was given from the final judgment and an 
entire retrial resulted. The appeal vacated every- 
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thing, — all interlocutory and procedural orders, all 
findings of fact, everything which preceded and formed 
the basis of the final judgment. There was no practical 
way of bringing home to the Municipal Court or its 
officials a knowledge of error, in law or fact. The 
system tended to the perpetuation of procedural error, 
if such existed. It compelled a vacating of the entire 
judgment to correct an error affecting only a part of 
the case. An equally serious objection was the known 
want of finality in the court’s action, which tended to 
remove the incentive to careful work. Moreover, the 
opportunities for delay which the appeal system pro- 
vided for the benefit of defendants in cases where no 
defence existed, tended to bring the entire legal machin- 
ery into public disrepute. Under the old system there 
were appeals from 40 per cent of findings and between 
9 and 10 per cent of all entries. 

In 1912 the law was so changed that by bringing an 
action in the Municipal Court which he might have 
brought in the Superior Court, the plaintiff now waives 
his right to an appeal and a trial by jury. The defend- 
ant can remove the cause to the Superior Court by 
filing a claim of jury trial, affidavit of merits and a bond 
of $100, for costs, and the Superior Court entry fee of 
$3. In the year succeeding this change civil entries, 
numbering 15,005 in 1912, dropped just 1,000.. That 
much of this was due to a readjustment is shown by the 
fact that tort entries declined, in their ratio to contract 
entries, from the earlier proportion of one in seven to one 
in twelve, which latter proportion has been since main- 
tained. In 1914 the entries rose again to 15,173, and 
in 1915 they will exceed 16,000, the largest in the history 
of the court. The annual gain of the last two years is 
at the rate of 8 per cent as against an average annual 
gain for the decade preceding the change of a little over 
1 per cent. This unusual gain seems to indicate that 
increased celerity has led many cases to resort to the 
court which previously were arbitrated, abandoned or 
disadvantageously settled rather than submit to the 
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delay and expense of the former double-trial methods. 
If this be true, it shows an increased functional efficiency 
in the court. 

As against a former percentage of appeals equalling 
nearly 10 per cent of all entries, removals under the new 
system have been about 3 per cent of all entries. The 
decline must mean a lesser burden upon the Superior 
Court, and the figures confirm this, for during the last 
three years the annual increase of law entries in that 
court has been at the rate of 2 per cent, but the markings 
upon the special jury trial lists, which largely comprise 
the cases which might be brought in the Municipal 
Court or have been removed therefrom, have been 
lessened by more than half. The cause of removals is 
still a desire for delay rather than a desire for jury trial. 
Regularly each year the normal of 3 per cent of entries 
removed falls to about 1 per cent during the period 
from mid-June to mid-August, that being the period in 
which mere appearance and answer defers judgment till 
October, by reason of the cessation of civil trials during - 
the summer. It is probable that the remaining 1 per 
cent is due quite as much to a larger need for delay as to 
a desire for a jury trial. These figures would seem to 
indicate that changes in removal requirements should 
be in the direction of greater stringency. If there is in 
reality no issue of fact. to be tried, there is no basis for 
removal. It may be that a requirement of exact speci- 
fication in the affidavit of merits in the defence would 
tend to curb the apparent willingness of certain members 
of the bar to lend themselves to the necessities of their 
clients for delay, without sufficient regard to their duties 
as officers of the court. Data as to the actual trials of 
these removed cases in the Superior Court would prob- 
ably prove enlightening. 

A notable result of the change in methods of civil 
trials, not measurable, but none the less real and of 
major importance, is that consequent upon the require- 
ment of specific rulings of law.. Not only are parties 
and counsel apprised of the basis of decision, as they 
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seldom were under the former system, but the present 
methods preclude dangerous habits of generalization on 
the part of the bench. It is not improbable that an 
enforced habit of more exact legal thought may insen- 
sibly breed habits of more careful weighing of evidence 
in dealing with matters of fact. The contrast between 
40 per cent of decisions formerly appealed and the 
present 5 per cent of cases tried which reach the Appel- 
late Division may have a tendency to show that a 
knowledge by litigants of the reasons for defeat operates 
toward the ending of litigation. 

In view of the fact that leaving the time of actual 
trials largely to counsel, through markings for trial, has 
resulted in alternating periods of congestion entailing 
increased public cost and periods of comparatively 
inactive trial lists, the rules for Appellate Division 
practice have been so drafted as to make progress of a 
cause in that division largely automatic. A delayed 
report comes upon the calendar of the Appellate Division 
by rule for a speeding-up order, and reports allowed or 
established take their place for argument by rule and 
not by action of parties. Opinions, as carefully drawn 
as the pressure of other work will permit, are filed with 
each decision by the Appellate Division for information 
of the parties to the suit, but out of consideration for 
a bar already overburdened with precedents, such 
opinions are not published. ‘This reason is less appli- 
cable to decisions upon Appellate Division practice, of 
gratifyingly small proportion, and those decisions are 
abstracted in Appendix A. 

Since the change in the law, and up to December 1, 
1915, 256 cases have been heard in the Appellate Division; 
of these thirty-eight have been entered in the Supreme 
Judicial Court on appeal, a substantially smaller num- 
ber than under the former practice began in this court 
and reached the Supreme Judicial through the Superior 
Court. Out of these appeals the Appellate Division has 
been reversed in six cases. 
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SUPPLEMENTARY ProcEsSS AFTER JUDGMENT. 


The volume of this branch of business is shown in 
Table 1. It seems a fair comment that what was 
originally intended to be a simple procedure, devoid of 
technicality, has in practice become highly technical 
and a trap for the unwary. The chief causative factor 
is legislation in extreme detail, reducing to the point of 
extinction the rule-making power of the court, which 
might otherwise be used for relief from hard conditions, 
a consideration by no means limited to this branch of 
civil business. An attempt on the part of a genuinely 
poor debtor to secure relief through the poor debtor’s 
oath without the assistance of counsel is a perilous 
adventure. The attention of the creditor is focused 
quite as much upon the opportunity to catch his adver- 
sary napping, and thereby transfer the debt to the 
shoulders of a friendly surety, as upon any real examina- 
tion into the debtor’s finances. The main objective is 
possession of the debtor’s person upon the execution. 

The situation has been somewhat ameliorated by the 
power lately given to remove nonsuits and defaults in 
proceedings upon the creditor’s application, but it is 
believed that a more efficacious remedy would be to 
restrict imprisonment to that ordered by the court upon 
an adjudged contempt of its orders. 

The relief from written examinations given by Statutes 
1906, chapter 203, would probably be considerable were 
it not for the fact that the court is too much under- 
manned judicially to permit of dealing promptly by 
oral examination with new cases as they arrive, to say 
nothing of the large accumulation of pending cases. If 
such method of prompt oral examination could be car- 
ried out it would more nearly restore the practice to 
what was originally intended. Written examinations 
have accumulated in large numbers, but are almost never 
referred to later. 

The question of review of matter of law arising in 
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these cases is one deserving attention. Substantial 
amounts may be involved, since the court deals with 
executions from courts of unlimited jurisdiction. Except 
in the rare cases of appeals from findings of guilt upon 
charges of fraud, the only method of legal review is 
through extraordinary writs from the Supreme Judicial 
Court, which are increasing substantially in number. 
It is worth consideration whether a cheaper and more 
suitable form of review should not be given by allowing 
the Municipal Court at least a discretionary power to 
report such questions of law to its Appellate Division, 
leaving the parties a right to extraordinary remedy only 
after refusal so to report. This work frequently develops 
genuinely difficult legal questions, by no means wholly 
procedural, for which some inexpensive method of cor- 
recting legal error is necessary. 


CRIMINAL BUSINESS. 


The most significant changes in late years in the 
criminal work of this court are in the development of 
the probation system, with an elaborate system of 
records, and the establishment of the Domestic Rela- 
tions Session by vote of the judges. The latter appears 
to have met a real need, as evidenced by the abnormal 
growth in its business. The success of this experiment 
indicates the probable wisdom of further specialization 
along allied lines. If special sessions of this sort, all 
governed by a single board of judges, can be used to 
obviate the creation of independent specializing courts, 
it is a matter for congratulation, as such a method 
rclieves from the inevitable difficulties which in prac- 
tice result from questions of jurisdictional demarca- 
tion and overlapping, between autonomous courts, and 
which would be largely avoided if internal transfers were 
possible. The frequent ramification of family troubles 
into several distinct courts carries results of lack of 
cooperative action, of inability to deal with more than 
a partial aspect of a domestic situation, which are even 
now sufficiently obvious. 
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The growth in criminal business and the legislative 
tendency still further to increase the jurisdiction of this 
type of courts renders timely some consideration of the 
system of criminal appeals. Despite a marked decrease 
in the number of sentences imposed in this court, the 
number of appeals steadily increases, and a very large 
proportion of such appeals follow pleas of guilty. A 
system designed only to secure the constitutional right 
to a trial by jury has become in practice very largely a 
system of -.delayed justice and revision of sentence, 
accorded to lesser offenders but denied to felons, a double 
avenue of escape of doubtful consistency with public 
protection, tending to the discredit of courts of first 
instance in the view of the criminal classes if not of the 
public generally, an obvious handicap to the probation 
system. It deserves serious consideration whether the 
situation would not be bettered by a limitation of the 
right of appeal to one taken from the finding of guilt, or 
by some extension to the criminal side of the system of 
election and waiver now in force in civil practice. 


PROBATION. 


The fact that practically a quarter-century has passed 
since probation as a judicial system first came into being 
makes the present time opportune for consideration of 
results. The fear sometimes expressed that as a system 
making it easier for lawbreakers to escape consequences 
it tended to increase crime, seems not to be warranted. 
' Criminal cases have greatly increased, but this, outside 
of drunkenness, is mainly due to the legislative creation 
of new offences, largely of the quasi-criminal type, so 
called, with which probation has little or no concern. 
Offences against the person, as to which the law has 
remained practically unmodified, have scarcely kept 
pace with the growth of population in Boston alone. 
(See Table 4.) If compared with the fairer standard of 
population within the metropolitan district, a decline 
would probably appear. Larcenies, despite the creation 
of many new types of that offence, and the jurisdictional 
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increase in amount from $50 to $300, show no substan- 
tial gain over population. In drunkenness alone, of the 
numerically larger offences, has there been a substantial 
increase, but that offence is everywhere recognized as a 
special problem, subject to many special factors, such as 
changes in public opinion, police policies and the so-called 
release law. 

The rapid increase in the maintenance cost of the pro- 
bation department has been a matter of serious concern 
to the judges. But there are compensating credits which 
are apt to be lost from sight. Ten years ago this court 
used to furnish half the inmates of the House of Correc- 
tion at Deer Island. It now furnishes less than 40 per 
cent. Ten years ago a third of the inmates of the State 
Farm came from this court. Now it is only a quarter. 
Yet in this period there has been no substantial variation 
in the volume of criminal business of this court as 
compared with other courts of equal jurisdiction. The 
House of Correction creates a public burden of about 
$250,000, and the State Farm of about $350,000 annually. 
To the direct saving from decline of commitments to 
these and other institutions should be added the still 
greater economic saving which probation creates by 
keeping in the producing class persons who would other- 
wise become a public charge. 

These matters are referred to chiefly because under 
present conditions the probation force is still too small 
adequately to handle the work which comes to it. 
Doubtless the volume of that work might be decreased | 
if the court always kept more carefully in mind the fact 
that probation is essentially a means to reform from 
criminal ways, and that its use is unwarrantable unless 
in the given case there is both a need and prospect of 
such reform. Much labor could be saved in the hand- 
ling of suspended fines if the law were so shaped as not to 
compel probation as a concomitant. A teamster asking 
time to pay a fine for violation of traffic rules, a street 
vendor who has sold goods on forbidden ground, a taxi- 
cab driver who has, perhaps unwittingly, violated some 
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provision of the automobile law,— these can hardly be 
classed as persons of criminal tendencies in need of refor- 
mation through probation methods. A power in the 
court merely to suspend the execution of its sentence, and 
permitting the fine to be paid to the clerk during or at 
the end of the period of suspension, will meet the needs 
of the great majority of cases, and the removal of such 
anomalies from the probation service will leave its proper 
functions less obscured. 

But even after such corrective measures have been 
applied, there still remains of real probation work more 
than can be properly handled by the present force. 
Each of its male officers has at this time an average of 
222 persons upon probation in his care, each female 
officer an average of 143 such cases. As much of the 
time of the officers is taken up by necessary attendance 
at court, the follow-up work in the field, which is the 
one most vital duty of the officer, still further suffers. 
With full time, it is humanly impossible for any officer 
properly to handle any such number of cases. And it 
is a short-sighted and fallacious view which looks only 
to the absolute cost of probation without regard to its 
relative results. 

The increase in volume of probation business early 
showed the need of case histories, adequately indexed 
for quick reference. The bulk of this work, put upon 
the probation officers by the original law, is now done 
by a lower paid clerical force, appointed under Statutes 
1908, chapter 440. 

The evolution of probation also brought into increas- 
ingly sharp relief the essential requisite of intelligent 
selection of cases suited to probationary treatment, and 
the exclusion of cases in which other methods promised 
better results. With this in view, in 1913, Doctor 
Anderson, a specialist in psychology, was appointed 
assistant probation officer. The step was confessedly 
an experiment, viewed with some doubt even in judicial 
quarters, but the practical experience of the justices has 
brought a constantly increasing measure of confidence in 
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the use of this agency. For the average case, free from 
any suspicion of abnormality, the common sense of the 
justice seems at present adequate, but very many persons 
are before this court, the proper disposition of whose 
cases demands the aid and best judgment of a trained 
scientist. The work is the same in essence as that done 
in several other large city courts in other states, and 
does not greatly differ from that done in a number of 
custodial institutions in this state. 

There has also come a recognition of the fact that 
this work extends beyond the confines of the probation 
system and demands for its expansion a degree of 
autonomy. Upon the recommendation of the court, 
permission was conditionally given by the last legisla- 
ture for the establishment of a Department of Medical 
Service. Aside from the direct assistance which the 
court derives in a more intelligent disposition of its 
cases, it is to be hoped that the research data gathered 
in this field may aid in no small degree to point out 
ways in which society may relieve itself from the burden 
of crime. The work already done has served to accen- 
tuate the need of an institution to which the court may 
commit, for prolonged detention, persons not insane 
according to present legal standards and therefore 
amenable to the criminal code, who by reason of feeble- 
mindness cannot respond to probationary treatment, 
and who need hospital treatment rather than penal 
discipline. 

So much of public attention has focused upon this 
branch of court work that a somewhat extended descrip- 
tion has been deemed permissible. (See Appendix C.) 


INQUESTS. 

Some relief has come through the enactment of 
Statutes 1909, chapter 273, requiring the inquest to be 
held where the death was caused, if known, rather than 
where the dead body was found, the old law having put 
an excessive burden upon Suffolk County because of 
the practice of sending to Boston hospitals persons 
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injured, particularly on railroads, at considerable dis- 
tances. There are still calls for inquests in many cases 
in which there is no suspicion of criminal violence. 
There are many more cases in which the whole matter 
has previously been the subject of judicial inquiry, and 
a warrant issued or refused. In many cases there has 
even been conviction before the inquest is held. It 
would seem that much waste of time and money might 
be saved if the mandatory wording of the Revised Laws, 
chapter 24, section 11, were so modified as to permit a 
report by the magistrate that an inquest was unneces- 
sary, giving power to the district attorney to order an 
inquest notwithstanding such report. 


‘““RUNNERS.”’ 


The appointment of interpreters for the criminal 
sessions has removed many of the old abuses which led 
to the legislation permitting such appointment. It is 
still true that in the corridors and approaches to the 
court house a thriving business is done by persons who, 
under the pretence of influence with the court in the 
matter of granting warrants or of lenient dispositions, 
fleece ignorant persons out of substantial sums. This 
court is powerless, as it cannot punish for contempt 
outside of its presence, but the situation is one calling 
for corrective measures. 


APPOINTMENTS. 


The working force of the court has so increased with 
the increase in its business as to suggest consideration 
of change of methods of appointment. The solicita- 
tions of candidates and their friends absorb too much 
time, and the appearance of being a large dispenser of 
patronage is not a good thing for any court. There 
seems no reason why all future vacancies in the ordi- 
nary clerical service and in court officers’ positions might 
not be adequately filled through civil service methods; 
and if those methods should be deemed suitable for the 
more difficult and important selection of probation 
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officers, the inclusion of these positions would furnish 
a welcome relief to the court. The difficulties which 
suggest themselves as to these latter positions are those 
of adequate marking for the highly important qualifica- 
tion of temperament, and of supplementation of the 
existing force in point of special qualities or experience. 


COMMITMENT OF DIPSOMANIACS, ETC. 


It has not been deemed practicable to make use of 
Statutes 1914, chapter 558, and such cases as have 
arisen have been referred to the Probate Court, chiefly 
for the reason that that statute contemplates not 
action by the court but by the justices ex officio. The 
probability of scattered records, due to the large number 
of justices in this court, has been a major reason for 
this course. Since action contemplated by the statute 
is improbable except in cases already before the court 
on a criminal charge, the reasons which called for such 
ex officio proceedings in other courts are in the main 
inapplicable here. It is recommended that so far as 
concerns this court the law be so shaped as to admit 
of a court record, entered and kept in ordinary course 
by its clerk. 


PRESENT NEEDS OF THE CouURT. 


Judicial.— There is need for the appointment of 
another associate justice, the present force being insuffi- 
cient to handle properly the constantly increasing volume 
of work, the growth of which seems to be permanent. 
The regular force of the court should be suited to the 
normal business, relying upon the special justices to 
meet periodic inflations. The court has regularly three 
criminal and four civil sessions. The greater part of 
the time of the chief justice is consumed in Appellate 
Division work and administrative duties. The work 
of the Appellate Division requires a sitting by three 
justices each Friday and involves considerable work in 
chambers. 
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Civil Business.— The increase in business requires 
authority to appoint two additional assistant clerks 
and an additional allowance of $1,500 for clerical assist- 
ance. ‘The present force has been able to deal with this 
increase only by much overtime work freely given 
without extra compensation, but which should not be 
a permanent requirement. . 

An additional civil court officer is needed. There are 
at present three such officers to cover four regular and 
in times of congestion from one to three additional 
sessions. Attendance upon the poor debtor session, a 
place liable to much disorder and confusion, cannot be 
arranged with the present force. 

Criminal Business.— An additional allowance of $1,000 
is needed for clerical assistance to meet increase in 
business. 

As these calls for increase in clerical assistance are 
liable to be recurrent, in view of probable increase in 
business, it is suggested that they would better be met 
by general legislation which will allow needed appro- 
priation to be made by the County Commissioners, as 
is already done in the case of other county departments.* 
- Relief in emergency would be speedier, and a tribunal 
would be provided more familiar with local conditions 
and needs, and better able to view a given request in its 
relation to county finances, than a legislative committee 
made up from the state at large. 

An increase is needed in the number of male and female 
assistant probation officers and of the clerical force of 
that department. 

The housing conditions of the court are adequate for 
its present civil business, with the occasional loan of 
rooms from the Superior Court. The provisions for the 
criminal business are wretchedly inadequate.

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APPENDIX B. 


REPORT OF CHIEF PROBATION OFFICER. 


In the past seven years, briefly, the following changes 
in system have been made to increase the efficiency of 
the service. 

1. A new and complete system of records, reports 
and statistics was installed to economize time, and place 
within easy access first hand information; sample sets 
of our cards have been sent to the probation officers of 
many courts throughout the United States, and to 
courts and universities abroad. Many probation officers 
recently appointed have visited us for information rela- 
tive to the administration of such an office. 

2. The work of the officers was systematized by 
regulating the hours of work and duties of the officers in 
so far as could be done consistently with the number. 

3. Frequent requests that persons arrested for 
drunkenness through the day be released from the station 
house or City Prison when in suitable condition rather 
than be detained through the night brought about the 
necessity of a night force. The officers working on these 
cases alternate in pairs, each pair reporting in its turn 
for night duty to investigate the cases of persons 
arrested through the day. This has helped to obviate 
necessity for a night court. 


SPECIALIZATION. 


4. One man was first assigned to attend to the 
investigation of criminal cases and to report to the court; 
as the force increased a second man was assigned to 
that work. 
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5. One man was assigned to the handling of cases 
coming before the Domestic Relations Session and later 
a woman was assigned to assist him on account of the 
nature of the work. 

There are eight men assigned to the drunkenness cases 
who attend to the investigation of drunkenness cases, 
report to the court and make outside investigations. In 
addition each one is assigned to a particular district and 
is held responsible for the supervision of cases in that 
district. 

Such a preliminary development made more evident 
the need of specialization of forces along certain lines 
and gradually the following assignments were made: 

1. An assistant probation officer was chosen to 
devote her entire time to the problem of finding employ- 
ment for probationers. 

2. An assistant probation officer, a psychologist and 
physician, was appointed to make mental and physical 
examinations of those who in the opinion of the court 
or probation officers needed such an examination. 

It was found necessary in June of this year to assign 
an assistant probation officer, an attorney, to devote his 
time to straightening out the legal entanglements of 
some probationers, and also to attend to civil rights 
involved, as for instance, to bring actions against sureties 
on bonds, to adjust claims held by money lenders, 
employers, instalment houses, attachment of wages, 
etc., upon probationers, and to attend upon hearings in 
the Probate Court resulting from action in this court in 
domestic cases, as the law does not permit this court to 
make orders for separate maintenance or the present 
‘custody of children, notwithstanding the fact that the 
Criminal Court seems to be the short way to furnish 
remedy in a large number of these cases as it 1s equipped 
to handle them. 

Collections.— On account of the increased number of 
suspended fines and cases of restitution, it was found 
necessary several months ago to assign a man to devote 
his entire time to the supervision of these cases. 
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Figures below will show the increase in this work: ~ 
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In cases where it is necessary for the court to punish 
offenders by fine, the prisoner is given an opportunity to 
pay the fine rather than be committed to a penal insti- 
tution. By this procedure the community is benefited 
from the economic as well as the social viewpoint. If 
committed, the county does not get the fine, has to 
support the prisoner, who is taken from his employment, 
and in many cases his dependents are thrown upon 
charity. Probation conditioned upon restitution has 
been found to be a very useful method of disposing of 
many cases of larceny or injury to property; it affords 
supervision and help to the offender and satisfaction 
to the complainant. 


PRESENT DISTRIBUTION AND APPORTIONMENT OF WORK. 


The chief probation officer’s duties are administra- 
tive. He also passes upon all applications for parole. 

One first assistant probation officer, who investi- 
gates domestic cases, and also supervises many of the 
details pertaining to the work of the male assistant 
probation officers. 

One second assistant probation officer who supervises 
the details pertaining to work of the women assistant 
probation officers; has supervision over the cash; 
attending to the purchase and giving out of the supplies 
as well as acting as an assistant to the chief probation 
officer, taking charge of the correspondence, etc. 

Two male assistant probation officers investigating 
criminal cases and attending upon the court. 

Kight male assistant probation officers investigating 
drunkenness cases (men), attending upon the court 
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and supervising all men placed on probation; each 
two alternating on the night work. 

One male assistant probation officer, a doctor, who 
makes the medico-psychological examinations. 

One male assistant probation officer attending to 
legal questions and assisting in the domestic work. 

One male assistant probation officer attending to 
the collection of fines and restitutions. 

One woman assistant probation officer assisting in 
the domestic relations work. 

One woman assistant probation officer devotes her 
time to securing employment, and otherwise generally 
assisting the other women assistants. 

Five women assistant probation officers investigating 
the women’s cases, attending upon the court, and super- 
vising women placed on probation. 

One woman assistant probation officer working on 
statistics, supervising the compiling and indexing of the 
women’s cases, etc. 

One woman stenographer doing general work for the 
chief probation officer, the officers on legal work and 
employment work. 

One woman clerk and stenographer acting as cashier. 

One male clerk for domestic work. 

One woman stenographer for doctor’s work. 

One woman stenographer for the women’s cases. 

Three male stenographers for the men’s cases. 

One woman stenographer writing daily reports for the 
Commission on Probation, attending telephone and 
generally assisting the other clerks. 

One male clerk assisting generally in the office work. 

One male clerk acting as filing clerk, looking up 
records and performing messenger duty. 

One male clerk, on the floor, receiving callers, and 
generally assisting probation officers and other clerks. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


In our experience it was evident that employment 
for our probationers was one of the greatest factors to 
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be considered in the work. The probation officers, who 
tried to secure employment for their individual pro- 
bationers, found the problem demanded closer atten- 
tion than was being given to it. Therefore, on Decem- 
ber 1, 1912, a member of the department was assigned 
to that special work. From then to January 1, 1915, 
covering a period of eighteen months (for vacations 
interfered with continuous work on account of the 
necessity of placing the women assigned as a substitute 
in other branches of the work, such as court duty, 
outside supervision, investigations, ete.), 968 applica- 
tions were registered, and a total number of 448 posi- 
tions secured through this department, notwithstanding 
the searcity of opportunity for employment; 78 with 
whom we had worked reported that they had secured 
positions themselves. 


Example.— Gladys 8. was arrested for larceny. Her home 
(two rooms in a lodging house) was extremely poor. Her hus- 
band was in poor health and out of work. There were two 
children, one two years old and one four months old. Her 
husband had done clerical. work, but his health would not 
permit confinement in an office. A certain firm was appealed 
to; they were glad to cooperate with us and employed him in 
an outdoor position. 

At the end of six months the husband’s health was regained, 
the family was relieved of its extreme suffering, a good home 
had been established, and old debts were paid which released 
trunks with good clothing. 


Chapter 49 of the Acts of 1914 allows the probation 
officers in this court to spend annually not over $2,000 
for the relief of immediate distress, temporary support 
and transportation of those placed on probation. 

A brief outline of the work accomplished supple- 
mentary to finding positions for offenders will give an 
idea of its broad scope. 

1. We furnish necessary clothing if a probationer 1 is 
without the essentials to start work.. 
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2. We find new homes for those whose environment 
must be changed because of ill health or surroundings 
filled with temptation. 

3. We redeem articles of clothing that are pawned 
and are worthy of redemption. 

4. We pay for the laundry of clothing that is really 
necessary. 


Domestic RELATIONS. 


Since the establishment of the Domestic Relations 
Session November 16, 1912, each case to come before 
that court is investigated, usually before the appli- 
cation for the warrant is made. Statements of the 
complainant, the defendant and other interested persons, 
as well as information gleaned from other sources, are 
recorded and filed, furnishing valuable information for 
the court and the supervising probation officer, if it 
becomes a probation case. 

Later, on September 1, 1913,a woman probation officer 
was assigned to assist in this work, visiting homes. In 
some of these homes the conduct of the wife seemed to be 
a contributing cause to the probationer’s delinquency; 
in others, special attention was needed for the welfare 
of the children. This special supervision opened up a 
wide and varied field of usefulness and the venture 
promised unlimited possibilities for the future. 

A large proportion (32 per cent) of the probationers. 
are separated for good reason from their families. In 
many instances the children are boarded out, often in 
the country. Keeping in touch with the whole family 
requires a greater number of visits and therefore a larger 
area has to be covered than in the ordinary probation 
work. We constantly keep in mind that the successful 
termination, in most cases, should be a family happily 
reunited, and much time and patience are required to 
attain this end. 

The tables show that from the establishment of the 
Domestic Relations Session, or from November 16, 1912, 
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to September 30, 1915, 1,494 cases were investigated. 
For comparison, on January 1, 1915, there were 194 
probation cases and 32 agreement cases, making a total 
of 226 active cases. At the present time there are 248 
on probation and 58 agreement cases, a total of 306 
active cases, showing an increase of 70 per cent in nine 
months. A more than corresponding increase is noted 
in the amount of money collected from heads of families 
charged with nonsupport and turned over to the wives 
and families. 

In many cases brought before the Domestic Relations 
Session the examinations showed that there had been a 
previous case in the Probate Court, and an adjudication 
and order made in that court in each case. When it 
has been shown that the order of that court had been 
violated this court has almost invariably issued a warrant 
charging unreasonable neglect to provide support. In 
some cases the defendant, if found guilty, is placed on 
probation and ordered to pay to the probation officer 
the same sum ordered in the Probate Court. In many 
eases, after a trial and finding, this court has increased 
the amount ordered by the Probate Court, but I do not 
recall a single instance in which the amount ordered by 
the Probate Court has been reduced. ‘This is true also 
of cases previously before the Divorce Court, on which 
alimony has been ordered. 

Some few cases are brought into court for the purpose 
of forming a basis for libel for divorce, alleging non- 
support. These cases are generally handled by attorneys 
for the wife, and it is admitted that a conviction is what 
is desired more than disposition. 

Cases of illegitimate children brought in under chapter 
563, Acts of 1913, are also investigated, as they automat- 
ically became nonsupport cases after an adjudication, 
usually with subsequent order to pay for support, 
subject to the same provisions and penalties as in Acts 
of 1911, chapter 456. I would recommend that these 
cases be tried in the Domestic Relations Session where a 
more informal and less public trial is possible than in the 
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other more crowded sessions. Intensive work is necessary 
on many of these cases. The expectant mother needs 
counsel and help; often she is without friends and has 
made no plans for the future; provision must be made 
for confinement and for the care of herself and child. 
The problem of earning an honest living is more difficult 
with the added burden of the child, and she needs advice 
and material aid, as well as the help allowed by the 
court. I discourage a definite sum in settlement unless 
the amount is adequate to care properly for the child 
during minority, and urge instead reasonable weekly 
payments so as to make the defendant share the burden 
with the complainant, and to safeguard the state’s 
interest. 

Some few cases brought into this court are found 
after investigation to have started on complaint at the 
Juvenile Court against children as being neglected. 
When conviction is secured and the children are taken 
from parents and placed in charge of some home, society, 
or guardian, a complaint is brought here against the 
parents and as there has been an adjudication in the 
Juvenile Court the case here is only a side issue, for if 
convicted and placed on probation the probation officer 
has nothing to work on, the children having been taken 
from the parents. If the government fails to prove a 
case against parent or parents, and they are discharged, 
they are then in a position to make a contest for the 
custody of their children taken from them as neglected 
in the Juvenile Court. Or the converse may be true, 
if parents are complained of in the Domestic Relations 
- Session and found guilty, then agents of societies make 
complaint against the children in the Juvenile Court; 
with this method the judgment of one court works 
against, or at cross-purposes with, another. Now a 
judge in Roxbury, Dorchester, East Boston, Charles- 
town, South Boston, etc., by virtue of his authority as 
justice of the Juvenile Court can make an order for the 
eare and custody of children of nonsupporting or 
neglectful parents. The justices of the Municipal Court 
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of the City of Boston have not such power, the same 
being a matter for the Probate Court. By Acts of 1913, 
chapter 513, section 5, the court has power to make an 
order for the care and custody of an illegitimate child, 
but under chapter 456, Acts of 1911, legitimate children, 
as far as the Municipal Court of the City of Boston is 
concerned, have not this protection. I would suggest 
that chapter 456 of the Acts of 1911 be amended so that 
a court having jurisdiction in such cases shall have 
power after adjudication to make such order as may be 
considered expedient for the care and custody of the 
child or children, and afterward from time to time to 
revise and alter said order as justice and the welfare of 
the child or children may require, such order to be bind- 
ing on all persons. 

Cases of Violation of City Ordinance by minors are called 
and tried in the Domestic Relations Session. Many 
times young men or boys under twenty-one years 
charged with gaming or being present at game (crap 
shooting) are summoned to this session where they see 
and hear domestic cases, sometimes from their own 
neighborhood. ‘The evident purpose of assigning such 
cases to the Domestic Relations Session was that boys 
should not come in contact with other criminals, but 
when they are arrested on a warrant they remain in the 
dock in the first session until 11 a. m., where they 
hear all sorts of criminal cases tried and hear and see 
many things they should not. Would suggest another 
hour other than 11 a. m. for such cases. 

Chapter 163, Acts, 1915, requires children to support 
_ destitute parents. This has greatly increased our work; 
on the whole, I feel it is a very good law, but each case 
must be carefully investigated because there are some 
parents seeking to take advantage of the law who are 
unworthy of a child’s support, even though he be able 
to render it. 

In many cases family disputes referred to us by the 
court before process issues are adjusted in our office 
without being again submitted to the court. These 
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are called agreement cases and are supervised; in this 
way we are able to exercise a good influence over the 
man, since he realizes that we are trying to keep him 
from arraignment in court. He retains his self-respect 
and is a better citizen, because he has no court record. 

The past winter with its serious problem of the 
unemployed taxed our resources to the utmost. The 
special appropriation of $2,000 enabled us to alleviate 
much distress by providing food, supplying needed 
clothing and by paying rent. 

On Thanksgiving and Christmas many needy families 
_were cheered by dinners and useful gifts and with the 
help of philanthropic individuals and generous business 
houses luxuries as well were given. This year we are 
planning to do even more. The members of the office 
force have taxed themselves a certain amount each 
month toward this end and a considerable sum will be 
realized, making it possible to do much more this year 
t han heretofore.

MEDICO-PSYCHOLOGICAL WoRK. 


While realizing for years the important bearing of the 
mental and physical condition of the defendants on the 
question of crime and commitment for crime, only two 
years ago was an assistant probation officer appointed 
who was a physician as well as a psychologist. To say 
the least, his appointment has been a great acquisition 
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to the force. Society realizes now that an examination 
by such a person is most essential to properly diagnose 
and to assist the court in making a suitable disposition 
of each individual case. At present, however, only 
such cases as appear necessary to the probation officer 
or the court and perhaps an occasional one recommended 
by friends of the defendant are the cases examined by 
the doctor. 

During the first year after his appointment he exam- 
ined about 350 cases. During the second year about 
600 cases were brought to his attention. 

The following tables will give the results of some of 
the first cases examined. 
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. We could quote specific cases which would no doubt 
be of interest, but space does not allow it at this time. 

Besides making a mental and physical examination 
of the defendants sent to him the doctor has been making 
also a general study of particular classes of offenders, as, 
for instance, a study of chronic inebriates, of drug users 
and night walkers. The results of these studies are 
particularly interesting to the probation officer in his 
work. 

INTERPRETERS. 

Under a recent act the court was empowered to 
appoint two official interpreters, one speaking Italian, 
the other Yiddish, German, Polish, Russian and Lith- 
uanian. ‘These men devote their spare time to assisting 
the probation officers in the handling of cases of those 
speaking these different tongues, and are of great assist- 
ance to this department. 


SEGREGATION. 


Beginning May 1, 1914, I considered necessary the 
classification of persons sent by us to the House of Cor- 
rection so that the Master might be able to assign them 
quickly to places fitted for them. I arranged to have 
the papers of all persons sentenced marked, grouping 
them into four different general classes. 

Class A.— To include habitual drug users (to exclude 
any other classification). 

Class B.— Persons of confirmed criminal tendencies. 

Class C.— Hopeful cases, first sentences, young and 
accidental offenders. 

Class D.— Drunkards, vagrants and those sentenced 
for nonsupport. 
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Below we give as a comparison of five years’ work 
figures which seem to justify the development of this 
department and to demand further development:

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A Frew NECESSITIES OUTLINED FOR THE IMPROVEMENT 
oF Our WoRK. 


1. House of Temporary Detention equipped to accom- 
modate twenty-five. We have no one on whom to rely 
in a number of our cases of young girls (first offenders) 
but private charities, and these are mostly sectarian, 
and are limited in their accommodation. When cases 
are continued by the court through force of circum- 
stances, we are obliged to send the offender to jail and 
this often proves the undoing of her. Young girls of 
the following classes would be greatly benefited by such 
a home: 

(a) Witnesses in white slave cases. 

(b) Girls on probation awaiting employment. 

(c) Girls physically unable to start work immediately. 

(d) Girls awaiting word to return to their homes. 

(e) Girls in need of short treatment at hospitals. 

(f) Girls needing physical examination, which would 
have a bearing on the mental condition. 
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The proper management of such a home could make 
it of the greatest utility to court and girl alike. 

We have also young men from seventeen years up 
for whom a similar provision ought to be available. 

2. Extend the power of the court in cases of non- 
support to the disposition of the children. 

Grave complications arise regarding the children dur- 
ing the course of a probation case. As it is now, if the 
conditions imposed at the time the probation is given 
are not lived up to, the probation officer finds himself 
without authority to act, and is absolutely helpless as 
far as the custody of the children is concerned. This 
statement can be substantiated by a number of cases. 

That the welfare of the children may be safeguarded, 
it is imperative that the court have the same jurisdic- 
tion as the Probate Court or the Juvenile Court to 
make orders concerning the custody of the children in 
these specific cases so that the problems confronting 
the probation officer can be intelligently handled. 

3. State Hospital for temporary treatment of drug 
users on probation. 

A great many of our probationers convicted of vio- 
lation of the drug law could be readily handled after a 
limited rest and treatment in some institution. While 
the legislature was petitioned to empower the court to 
commit persons to the Norfolk State Hospital and other 
such institutions for the treatment necessary in these 
cases, the legislature saw fit to enact a law contain- 
ing a clause to the effect that officers of such institu- 
_ tions need not receive persons who are of bad repute 
or. of bad character other than for drunkenness or for 
the use of narcotics; this, of course, precludes the court 
from sending many of its cases which need most such 
institutional treatment. The hospital authorities set 
up that they desire hopeful cases, the very class of 
cases that we feel should receive the benefits of pro- 
bation; if they fail while on probation they then 
become subjects for institutional treatment. 

We feel it advisable that there should be an institu- 
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tion established and properly equipped for permanent 
custodial care of many chronic inebriates who are con- 
tinually coming to the court. These are the recidivists 
who are unable to take care of themselves, a source of 
annoyance to their families and a source of much 
trouble to the community. 

4. Coordination With the Juvenile Court. For in- 
stance, we take parents on probation in this court 
to-day; to-morrow the children are taken before the 
Juvenile Court for neglect; the complaint in that 
court is justified in a good measure by the record in 
this court. The children are then taken away, and the 
probation officer is immediately confronted with an 
additional problem. It is a superhuman task to try 
to save a man from drink and at the same time separate 
him from his family. This is also disheartening to the 
probation officer, who feels that in his endeavor to 
reclaim the father or mother, he should be given the 
children to show what he can do with the family. The 
only means with which he had to work are taken from 
him by another arm of the law. This appears to be 
destructive rather than constructive work, is increasing 
the burdens of the community and does not relieve the 
individual situation. 

5. Closer supervision is imperative for the success of 
the probation system. The probation officers have so 
many current duties that consume a great deal of their 
time that the number per probation officer intrusted 
to their care and supervision at the present time is very 
much too large. I earnestly recommend that the force 
be increased so that this part of the work may be syste- 
matically and thoroughly carried on and more intensive 
work be accomplished along these lines.

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REPORT OF THE MEDICAL AND PSYCHO- 
LOGICAL WORK IN CONNECTION WITH 
THE PROBATION DEPARTMENT OF THE 
MUNICIPAL COURT OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


A report of two years’ medical and psychological work 
in connection with the Probation Department of the 
Municipal Court of Boston is hereby respectfully 
submitted. 

The work was primarily instituted with the idea in 
view of assisting the court to determine those unfortu- 
nates who were irresponsible and in need of other 
treatment than purely penal. In this there was little 
that was novel, inasmuch as enlightened judges had for 
many years been in the habit of giving consideration to 
the mental and physical conditions of individual offenders, 
calling, in consultation, physicians to pass upon cases 
of insanity, and, more recently, feeble-mindedness and 
the like. The large numbers of such cases in the lower 
courts of our great cities soon, however, demanded 
something more than occasional consideration. 

Reports coming from reformatories, houses of cor- 
rection, state farms, state prisons, alcohol and vice 
committees and the like, had in recent years repeatedly 
called attention to the fact that insane and other 
irresponsibles were being sent by criminal courts to 
penal institutions. The mental condition of these 
individuals had been overlooked. After serving short 
sentences they were turned out in society, where, 
incapable of supporting and properly looking after 
themselves, they were again brought into court and 
again sentenced for short periods of punishment. 
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Mentally sick and mentally crippled, these unfortunate 
individuals, handed about from institution to institution, 
failed to receive the proper medical care and treatment 
their condition urgently demanded, until too late to halt 
the advanced mental deterioration that must inevitably 
result. 

Surely it is worth more to society, as it is clearly more 
economical and undoubtedly more humane, to recognize 
the condition of these individuals when they first appear 
in court, when their condition-may be more hopeful, and, 
in many instances, recoverable, than to ignore the 
situation,— treat them as normal and responsible,— and 
finally, when too late, and their condition has become 
hopeless, land them for permanent care in some custodial 
institution. 

The feeling is by no means limited to a few judges, 
that if human individuals are to be dealt with justly 
(and by this is meant intelligently and understandingly), 
a knowledge of the individuals themselves and their 
needs is essential; and so we find such work as this 
springing up in connection with adult criminal courts, 
juvenile courts, houses of correction, reformatories and 
other such institutions. 

As a very prominent jurist has said: ‘‘This is an era 
of understanding and consequently of rational investiga- 
tion into the case of the individual misdemeanant and 
criminal; we have come to the point of distinguishing 
maliciousness from diseased mentality, and recognizing 
the subject as one for the specialist. This is demon- 
strated by the increasing interest, the marked develop- 
‘ment of the allied sciences bearing on the subject, and the 
humane provision at public expense to permit exhaustive 
study by capable persons to ascertain the true and just — 
relation of the individual to his offence, and consequent 
invaluable aid to the court and administrative officers, 
with justice to the individual and society at large. It 
comes to the subject of treatment of the individual as 
against the purely objective question of placing offenders 
in jails or prisons.”’ 

It was clearly seen from the first that in a large court, 
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to which as many as 50,000 offenders yearly were brought, 
only a very small proportion of those needing examina- 
tion could be seen by one man. Itwasa physical impossi- 
bility to make more than a certain number of thorough 
examinations in one day, so that only those who were 
considered difficult problem cases by the court and 
probation officers have received examination. 

In this way we have continued throughout the two 
years of our service to the court, dovetailing into the 
regular routine of court work, upsetting nothing, but 
strengthening what already exists, building the work on 
a foundation that is conservative, solid and scientific 
rather than spectacular. 

Believing that snap-shot methods of diagnosis can 
only lead to immature decisions, and though impressive 
to the lay mind must inevitably lose the confidence of 
the intelligent court and the cooperation of the careful 
probation officer, it has been our purpose so far as the 
time at our disposal permitted to require a thorough 
painstaking and scientific examination of every indi- 
vidual sent in for study and to avoid passing opinions 
unless such conditions were obtainable. The examina- 
tions are intensive, requiring time to complete (from 
two to three hours to each case), and as to details of 
method, technical in character, much like those in use 
at the Psychopathic Hospital. 

During these two years the court has ordered an 
investigation into the sanity of nine hundred and forty- . 
six individuals who appeared before the bar charged 
with having committed various offences — drunkenness, 
larceny, adultery, nonsupport, assault and _ battery, 
swindling, etc.

One out of every eleven cases, selected by the court 
and probation officers as difficult problems, was found 
to be insane. These cases represented various types of 
mental disease, ranging from the more hopeless and 
dangerous to the milder and more recoverable forms. 
They contained individuals arrested for swindling, 
passing worthless checks, beating hotel bills, ete., who, 
though penniless, believed themselves to be possessed 
of great wealth. ‘The series contained some individuals 
dangerous in the extreme, who, armed with loaded 
revolvers, had planned to do away with their supposed 
persecutors. In some instances the mental disease was 
recognized in its incipiency, and fortunately, with the 
institution of proper treatment at the Psychopathic 
Hospital, they cleared up. 

This point is well worth emphasis, that the attitude 
towards mental disease is to-day not essentially different 
from that towards other diseases, that mental diseases 
are in a measure preventable, that the period of hope- 
fulness is early in the disease — then is the time for its 
recognition and for the institution of proper remedial 
measures. ‘‘Prevention”’ is the keynote to the entire 
mental hygiene movement of to-day; and there is no 
richer field for such work, no place where it is more 
urgently needed than amongst the thousands of ‘‘down 
and outers”’ that pass through the lower courts. 

In our zeal for medical aid to the sick and reformation 
of the weak and criminal it is of the greatest importance 
that the best interests of society be not lost sight of. 
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Just as high duty lies in the interest of protecting the 
’ public from responsible persons simulating insanity, in 
order to escape just punishment, as in giving due con- 
sideration to the mental condition of those who are 
really irresponsible and in need of proper treatment. 
As would be expected, there have appeared before the 
court individuals claiming to be insane, some even going 
so far as to put themselves under the care of physicians 
or in sanatoria in order to prejudice the court in their 
behalf, but who, when carefully examined, showed no 
evidence of insanity. Some, while not claiming insanity, 
pretended a complete lapse of memory for a certain 
period, claiming to know nothing about certain forgeries, 
etc., with which they were charged. Others claimed 
various contributory pathological conditions that on 
thorough investigation proved to have no foundation 
on fact. | 

The feeble-minded are possibly the most important 
special group of which our courts need to take cogni- 
zance and this because of their numbers and the serious 
economic situation they present. The widespread 
interest that society is now taking in this subject is itself 
proof of the general awakening along these lines and 
there is promise of an era when society will feel as fully 
its duty towards the mentally crippled as it did towards 
the insane. No class of human individuals have in the 
past been so little understood, so much abused and 
neglected as these unfortunates. With the physical 
stature of fully grown men and women they have the 
minds of children; physically normal, mentally they are 
dwarfs. With such equipment they are unable to 
appreciate their obligation to the order of society, and 
consequently fail to obey its mandates. And this not 
so much because of wickedness and innate criminality, 
as an incapacity for understanding and measuring up 
to the social standards of fully grown men and women. 
They are not criminals, but defectives, mental cripples, 
who, because of their lack of mental development and 
inability to manage their affairs with common prudence, 
drift aimlessly through life, falling into the hands of 
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charitable organizations, criminal courts, prisons, alms- 
houses and such. Their conduct in no sense modified ~ 
by ordinary penal treatment, we find them arrested 
over and over again,— twenty-five, fifty and more times; 
a process that brings us nowhere, inasmuch as nothing 
is gained. But, and this is of just as much importance, 
by the neglect to properly classify the condition of these 
individuals the mental arrest has become so firmly fixed 
that all possible chance for improvement is entirely 
lost; for there was a time when a chance existed in each 
and every individual for some advance along the lines of 
proper habit training. 

This is very well shown in the recent work being done 
in the Probation Department of the Municipal Court of 
Boston, where many high grade feeble-minded individ- 
uals, gotten at while young, are being handled with 
considerable success on probation, made self-supporting 
and trained in habits in keeping with normal social 
conduct. However in the great majority of the feeble- 
minded thus far examined the period for such con- 
structive work has passed, as the following cases may 
well illustrate: 


Case No. 484 (female records).— Woman thirty-five years old, 
with a record covering a period of twenty-one years, she having 
been before this court charged with

Thus making a totalof .  . 39 at time of examination. 
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The woman herself said, “I’ve been arrested for everything 
but murder,— have a bad record.’”’ Her father was a chronic 
alcoholic; he died when she was five years old, and until the age 
of twelve she had been brought up in institutions and various 
homes. She never could get further than the third grade: in 
school. At the age of twelve she ran away and joined an older 
sister in a house of ill fame (the mother of both being a cook at 
this particular place) and here she was initiated into a life of 
prostitution. When seventeen years old she married a China- 
man. Later, without being divorced, married another China- 
man and. later still a negro, with whom she now lives. Woman 
admits that she regularly practises prostitution and states that 
she is unable to earn money otherwise; never worked in her life 
outside of an institution. Mental examination shows she is 
feeble-minded, having the mental level of ten years, although 
thirty-five years old, and thus is incapable of profiting properly 
by the usual methods of treatment. 

Since being examined in August of this year woman was 
arrested the following month on a charge of common night 
walker, and pending trial (having been bailed) she was rearrested 
for larceny of $100. 

Case No. 298 (male records).— Man forty-three years old, 
who had been before this court twenty times for drunkenness 
in the last seven years. Neither penal treatment nor probation 
has in any way deterred him from continuing his steady use of 
alcohol. He has no family living, and supports himself in a 
half-hearted way by doing odd jobs. Although forty-three 
years old his mental level was eight years. This man was so 
defective in mentality he was not capable of exercising that 
ability for self-control which would enable him to profit by 
treatment in the past afforded him, and was-in need of pro- 
longed hospital care. 


By failing to interpret correctly the condition of these 
weaker members, as shown in locking them up in jails 
and turning them out again, then locking them up and 
turning them out again and repeating the process over 
and over, society has acted irrationally, to say nothing 
of the humanity side of the question. Once there was 
a time when the insane were so treated; chained, or in 
padded cells; in prison they received little recognition 
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and no treatment for the actual diseases from which 
they suffered. ‘To-day no charge of such neglect can 
be based on society’s care of the insane. 

The institution of such medical and psychological 
work in the municipal courts of Boston and Chicago, 
in the juvenile courts of many of our large cities and 
various reformatories and houses of correction, is a 
frank acknowledgment of the changing attitude towards 
mental irresponsibles; a promise of fair play to the 
feeble-minded. 

This does not mean that no person of subnormal 
mentality who has transgressed the established order of 
society should be committed to a penal or corrective 
institution. But it does mean that if his central nervous 
system is so conspicuously undeveloped that he is not 
capable of adapting himself to the conditions of normal 
life, he should receive benevolent confinement in hospi- 
tals and farm colonies adapted to his needs. 

Other individuals in this group, while not insane and 
not feeble-minded, presented serious conditions, such as 
mental deterioration from prolonged use of alcohol, 
mental impairment from epilepsy, subnormal mentality 
from physical diseases and defects that were taken into 
consideration by the court in handling their cases. 

As a matter of course, in a court where more than 
fifty thousand offenders yearly are met, one would 
expect to find a great many individuals suffering from 
physical diseases and in need of medical attention. So 
that along with the desire of the court to take into con- 
sideration the mental condition of offenders, we find 
individuals sent in for examination who are found to be 
suffering from tuberculosis, syphilis, heart disease, 
chronic Bright’s disease, cancer, organic nervous diseases, 
pelvic diseases in women, pregnancy, etc. ‘The results 
of these physical examinations are laid before the 
court and if they are considered worthy of probation, 
steps are taken to put them in touch with proper hospi- 
tals for treatment. 
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Mary Doe, middle-aged woman, repeatedly arrested for 
drunkenness, at time of examination was on probation. Owing 
to complaint to her probation officer that she continually felt 
tired, worn out and not able to work, she was sent in for exam- 
ination. Woman was found to be suffering from cancer of the 
uterus, a condition she was entirely ignorant of. She was sent 
to the Massachusetts General Hospital for operation. 


Many individuals are not capable of properly profit- 
ing by probation, are found in such physical condition 
as to demand prolonged detention and hospital care, 
and are receiving such, in that the court sentences them 
to institutions that are equipped with facilities for the 
proper treatment of their condition. 


SUMMARY. 


Within our criminal courts the problem of responsi- 
bility, the question of dealing justly and intelligently 
with offenders, has made it customary for judges 
occasionally to call in alienists to determine the mental 
condition of certain offenders. 

The large number of such cases, as well as those 
suffering from physical diseases and needing medical 
attention, in the lower criminal courts has justified 
the creation of medical service within some of these courts. 

This is an era of prevention; whether it be tuber- 
culosis, insanity or what, the problem is essentially the 
same,— early diagnosis. 

But along with the humane treatment of the individual 
is to be considered the question of social welfare; for 
it is of the utmost importance to society that the danger- 
ous insane be not at large, as well as that the responsible 
individual feigning insanity receive his just due; that 
the syphilitic and the individual with gonorrhea re- 
ceive treatment, not alone for his own good, but as a 
matter of protection to the community; and so with 
those suffering from tuberculosis, chronic alcoholism, 
various contagious diseases, habit-forming drugs and 


the like. 
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With the introduction of this medical and psycho- 
logical work in the Municipal Court of Boston, daily, 
individuals are being sent in for examination in order 
to determine their responsibility or their need of medical 
attention. | 

Of those whose mental condition was the problem, 
feeble-mindedness easily outranks all others as a cause; 
37 per cent ++. 

Other pathological mental conditions are being met 
with, such as insanity, epilepsy, ete. 

Of those whose physical condition is the problem 
-we find serious impairment of nervous system from 
alcohol and drugs, tuberculosis, heart disease, venereal 
diseases, ete. ° 

Coming from the Domestic Relations Session we find 
two special problems; questions of ability to support 
families in cases of nonsupport, and, in charges of 
bastardy, the determination of the existence of preg- 
nancy. 

From the probation officers all types of problems are 
brought, whether it be examining for the presence of 
drugs in suspected cases that deny their use; or in study-— 
ing the underlying causes within the individual pro- 
bationers themselves for their misconduct; getting at 
their capabilities and adaptabilities, with a view to 
better understanding their makeup and their possibili- 
ties, to be used in so handling them on probation as to 
adapt each individual’s supervision and treatment to 
his or her special needs. 

Through the psychology of human differences it is 
possible to bring to light special mental defects, peculi- 
arities and experiences, both personal and social, that 
have all to do with the production of antisocial conduct. 
And here lies a most constructive side of this work, for 
in studying the underlying makeup of young delinquents 
and so fitting their treatment to meet their individual 
needs, the saving to society by averting criminal careers 
is immense.

In this work he has received the generous cooperation 
of the Directors of the Port of Boston in the study of the 
proposed waterfront development, and has been assisted 
by various public officials, charitable associations and 
citizens of East Boston, and especially by Henry L. 
Whitney, Landscape Architect; C. Lewis Pitkin, Architect, 
and Edward H. Trout, Landscape Architect, who have 
~ given much valuable aid in the preparation of plans and 
diagrams. 

We submit the report in the hope that it may serve as a 
basis for the development of such detailed plans for con- 
structive or regulative activities as may prove best in the 
interests of the city.

A CONSIDERATION OF THE PECULIARITIES OF 
LOCATION, THE PRESSING NEEDS OF THE 
PRESENT, THE EVIDENT REQUIREMENTS THAT 
SHOULD BE MET IN THE FUTURE, AND 
THE EXISTING PLANS FOR DEVELOPMENTS 
OR IMPROVEMENTS. 





PROBLEM CONSIDERED. 

East Boston is a distinct unit of the City of Boston, 
limited in extent and restricted in its interests by its 
partial isolation from all the surrounding districts, but it 
is near the heart of the city and is intimately dependent 
upon, and tributary to, the greater activities of the business 
and financial centers of the city. Because of its natural 
isolation and its limited interrelations with the surround- 
ing districts, East Boston presents a unit in which there 
are many civic problems of purely local import, though, 
because of its peculiar advantages in waterfront facilities 
and nearness to the financial and industrial center, it offers 
many problems of great importance not only to Boston 
but also to all of New England. 


History. 

Annexed to the city in 1637 as ‘‘ Noddle Island,” East 
Boston had few inhabitants and was of but little conse- 
quence. Not until 1840 did the population begin to 
increase materially, and even then the island was largely 
a residential suburb with gardens to the water’s edge and 
pleasant homesteads on the hills. With the increased 
demand for piers on the open harbor, the overcrowding in 
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the older city, the introduction of ferries and the develop- 
ment of steam railroads, urban conditions spread into 
East Boston, and the section near the deep water became 
more closely built up. Marsh areas were filled and 
utilized and Breed’s Island was added to the district. 
With the growth of the district have come added public 
responsibilities. Private owners have laid out streets and

sold their lands; railroads have located lines, yards and 
piers; while telephone and telegraph, street car and gas 
companies and other public service corporations have 
acquired rights in the streets. The city has been called 
upon to build and maintain the streets, to provide schools 
and libraries, to furnish police, health and fire protection, 
to construct water and sewer systems, to provide parks 
and playgrounds and to regulate building and industrial 
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activities on private properties. ‘To-day the many depart- 
ments of the city and the public service corporations are 
called upon to maintain the present systems and to provide 
for further extensions and revisions. 


PLANS. 


Plans are being adopted from time to time for such 
improvements as the extensions of rapid transit and rail- 
way lines, the development of vacant lands, marshes and 
flats, subdivisions of property, street extensions and pier 
revisions. If any or all of these and other plans are carried 
out, the city and the public service corporations will be 
called upon later to build, maintain and operate all the 
public utilities that will be required as a result of subse- 
quent development, and the cost to the community will 
be relatively great or small according to the amount of 
provision that is made for such facilities in advance of 
costly operations; and the public advantages, the dignity, 
comfort, convenience and attractiveness of the resultant 
community will depend largely upon the amount of fore- 
sight exercised by the city in providing for the interests, 
other than private or corporate, in advance of, or coincident 
with, private development — provision that can best be 
made through the consideration of and adoption of a city 
plan or a series of city plans, definite in outline but subject 
to such modification from time to time as changes in 
conditions may require. 

Under the Board of Survey, which was active between 
the years 1891 and 1895, plans for the development of 
certain areas of the city were prepared, but none was 
made for East Boston. Need for such a plan exists and 
is becoming more imperative as development is already 
spreading beyond the area originally platted, in which the 
best interests of the growing city are not fully safeguarded. 


GROWTH. 
Upon a portion of the present land area of over 1,500 
acres there are now about 60,000 persons living, attracted 
in part by local industries and in part by the advantages 
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and amenities of living conditions. The area which is now 
only partly occupied will be further increased by exten- 
sion into the marshes and flats. The industries will be 
encouraged by development of the railroad and waterway 
transportation, rapid transit and thoroughfare facilities. 
A greater population will be attracted by improvement 
and extension of housing facilities if accompanied by an 
adequate provision of such public utilities as will be 
required to make satisfactory homes for the people. 

With the growth in area, population and industries the 
valuation of the district will increase and greater expendi- 
tures will be warranted for public improvements. The 
future welfare of the district will depend largely upon 
improvements to be made at public expense, and satisfactory 
growth will follow only if such improvements be made at a 
relatively low cost. 


NEED FOR A PLAN. 


East Boston will continue an important section of the 
city so long as the growth in valuation is sufficient to offset 
the cost of necessary improvements at public expense, and 
so long as public improvements meet the demands of com- 
merce and industry and the vital requirements for the 
comfort, health, convenience and pleasure of the people. 
A plan is needed, therefore, not only to relieve present 
difficulties, but also to direct development in a way that 
will lead to a greater increase in the value, the usefulness 
and the attractiveness of the district. Such a plan should 
be designed to be carried out gradually but in advance of 
any development that would lead to wasteful and costly 
destruction in the future. 

The burden of responsibility upon the city as a whole 
in the direction and control of the city’s growth is an ever- 
increasing one, as the normal course of development toward 
more concentrated civic conditions, through which the 
city is passing, leads inevitably to greater mutual depend- 
ence upon public service, and the same forces that have 
made necessary the public ownership of streets, sewers, 
water supply, schools and parks and the supervision of 
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public service corporations and of private building opera- 
tions in the past will inevitably lead to the necessary pro- 
vision of other facilities that may be required in the future. 


PLANNING. 

Planning forthe cityinvolvestwo distinct phases: Replan- 
ning of the areas now occupied in order to improve housing, 
transportation and living conditions, and advance _ plan- 
ning for the areas not yet built upon, to develop their 
latent resources for the greatest good of the greatest 
number. ‘To determine what public requirements should 
be provided for in such plans, it is necessary, first, to ascer- 
tain the controlling factors of the areas in question, then 
to chart those factors in a graphic, forceful way. Such 
charts when made serve as the logical basis for plans for the 
improvement of all occupied and vacant areas. Definite 
plans and recommendations for improvements in East 
Boston are presented in Part IJ., while the results of such 
a survey are given under the following thirteen headings. 


I-— EXISTING PLANS FOR IMPROVEMENTS AND 
EXTENSIONS. 


Port DEVELOPMENTS, STATE HIGHWAYS, METROPOLITAN 
Parks, East Boston Company, East Boston TER- 
MINAL RatLtROAD, Boston & EASTERN RaAILway, 
METROPOLITAN IMPROVEMENT COMMISSION PLANS, 
TEAMING TUNNEL PLANS. 


There are now in existence numerous plans for extensive 
additional developments in East Boston, many of which 
were considered in the excellent reports of the Metropolitan 
Improvements Commission, such as the need for a large 
industrial and commercial terminal on the flats on the east, 
two diagonal streets east of the Boston & Albany freight 
yards and a border railroad along Condor and Border 
streets. A plan for a teaming tunnel to East Boston was 
prepared by the City Engineer in 1911, and one for a big 
terminal dock development was made by the Board of 
Harbor and Land Commissioners in 1910. <A terminal 
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railway for industrial development was recently planned 
by the East Boston Company and is already started. 
There is a plan for a new rapid transit railroad, the Boston 
& Eastern, from Post Office square in Boston across 
East Boston to Lynn, and there are various plans and 
suggestions for metropolitan parkways and highways 
and for bridge revisions that bear upon the development 
of East Boston even though they may not come within its 
boundaries. There are also many records and surveys 
filed in the various city departments, such as an excellent 
survey of the street tree conditions, now held by the Park 
and Recreation Department. Extensive plans have just 
been prepared by the Port Directors for the development 
of a great railway and waterway terminal, that include 
most of the best suggestions of various former schemes 
and allow for a reasonable readjustment of park and 
other city interests in accordance with the general ideas 
and plans of the Planning Board, as here presented. 

All such plans as were found available have been studied 
and carefully considered in reference to the possible plans 
and recommendations for the future. For the plans here- 
with presented a compiled base map has been made from 
existing atlas and wall map sheets, but there is to-day no 
complete and accurate map of existing conditions. An 
accurate survey based on a careful triangulation survey 
referenced to the State House or other coordinates and 
published in sheets at a scale of 200 feet to 1 inch, or pref- 
erably 100 feet to 1 inch, would be of great value to the 
various city departments in charge of streets, water, sewers, 
park, and taxes, as well as to real estate dealers and other 
business men. 

The existing maps of the district may be correct as far 
as they go, but no general map has as yet been made. The 
real estate atlas is good but not based on an accurate 
survey and the several departments of the city now use 
various general maps that cannot be accurately correlated. 
Other cities in this country and in Europe have published 
such maps and use them as a basis for all public improve- 
ment plans. Baltimore and Washington have excellent 
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sheets covering the entire cities that are sold at a nominal 
price either as loose sheets or as atlases. Cincinnati and 
St. Louis have just had such maps prepared and pub- 
lished. Boston started under the Board of Survey to have 
maps made but the work has not been completed. This 
work included planning for the future as a part of the survey 
and was therefore possibly more comprehensive than is pri- 
marily needed. ‘The immediate need is for a complete set of 
topographical sheets showing a large number of accurately 
located reference points, and these points should be monu- 
mented on the grounds if not already so established. Such 
sheets could be corrected from time to time and reprinted 
at a relatively small cost. | 

The cost of the survey in Baltimore, including monu- 
menting and some street planning, amounted to about 
$5,000 per square mile. In New York the cost ran some- 
what higher, but that, too, included the locations for new 
streets. The survey of Cincinnati, made under contract 
with a guaranteed and tested high degree of precision but 
without further planning, cost about $800 per square mile. 
The cost to Boston of such a survey would be amply justi- 
fied by the increase in efficiency and the lessening of cause 
for errors and delays to the many departments of the city 
and to the general public that would be served. 


2.— MAIN THOROUGHFARES. APPROACHES TO 
THE DISTRICT, MAIN STREETS AND INTER- 
SECTION POINTS. 


In the development of any community the size, distri- 
bution and interrelation of its main thoroughfares, the 
convenience of approaches and the character, size and 
distribution of business and social centers play a very 
important part. The proportion of the developed area 
of the city occupied by streets is relatively large — ordi- 
narily from one-fifth to one-third, and in some cases, as 
that of the Boston market district, one-half of the total 
area. The first cost for construction and the annual 
burden for maintenance of the streets represents a large 
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portion of the total city budget. The cost of street 
improvements is enormously greater where the original 
plan was inadequate and where there was no reasonable 
planning in advance of building. The lack of such fore- 
sight can never be fully offset, even at great cost for 
reconstruction. 

The determination of just what are or should be the 
main thoroughfares depends upon several factors. In 
the downtown district nearly all radial streets that are at 
all direct, even though only a few hundred feet apart, 
become main thoroughfares. Cross streets at intervals 
of one-fourth mile or so are needed there to provide for 
travel. Farther out from the center the distance between 
main lines logically becomes greater, so that in suburban 
districts a distance of half a mile or even a mile between 
main thoroughfares is considered no great disadvantage, 
but where the distances become much greater than a mile 
development is likely to be very slow, and the burden 
upon existing thoroughfares is likely to become excessive. 

The demand upon the city for main thoroughfares is 
becoming greater and more varied with the improvement 
of vehicular facilities, the improvement in electric car 
service and the development of the more remote suburban 
districts. Nearly all main thoroughfares must provide 
for street cars, some also for rapid transit lines, and, further, 
special provisions may sooner or later be required for 
electric expresses, jitney busses, trackless trolleys and 
other demands that are sure to arise in the future. 

The use of the main thoroughfares will increase even 
though rail provision for freight, express and passenger 
service be greatly improved, as there will always be a 
large amount of work for vehicles to supplement that of 
the railroad lines and terminals. 

On the occupancy map (Fig. 3) the main thorough- 
fares of East Boston are shown, the lines of existing 
approaches and the points of intersection being lettered 
for convenient reference. For vehicles and pedestrians 
there are now two municipal ferries from Boston (A and 
B) and two bridges from Chelsea (C and D), one from 
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Revere (E) and one from Winthrop (F). At Jeffries Point 
there is also the railroad ferry from Boston (O) that serves 
a limited number of local passengers, and (at P) there is a 
ferry from Boston to Chelsea that does not enter but may 
affect traffic through East Boston. 

In the district there are now several points of main 
thoroughfare intersections lettered G through N_ of 
which G, H, I and K are the most important and have 
already developed as business centers. Between the six- 
teen points above mentioned and radiating from them 
are the main thoroughfares of the existing development 
upon which must pass much pleasure and passenger travel, 
local express and delivery business and practically all 
through travel, and through most of which rapid transit 
or street car lines must be provided for. Along the main 
thoroughfares, but especially at their intersections, real 
estate values are highest as shown on the valuation plan 
(Fig. 24). 

As compared with other parts of Boston the main thor- 
oughfares of East Boston seem well designed, located and 
developed, but some of the streets will doubtless require 
widening in the future, and the approaches will need 
improvement. For such widening and improvements the 
desired lines should be determined now and restriction 
lines should be laid down at once to protect the city against 
unnecessary expense if the streets are to be widened eventu- 
ally. A wide street has been objected to as a poor business 
street — excessive width is certainly objectionable; so, 
too, are congestion of vehicles in the street and congestion 
of pedestrians on the sidewalk objectionable, while the 
absence of trees made necessary by the lack of space is in 
many cases deplorable. The width between curbs for a 
main thoroughfare to provide for six lines of vehicles 
should be not less than 54 feet; for eight lines of travel 
not less than 72 feet. The width of walks on one or both 
sides of the street may be varied according to requirements 
from only 4 or 5 feet in the warehouse district to 15 feet 
or more in the retail shopping district, and not less 
than 18 feet in the residential district if trees are to be 
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maintained satisfactorily near the curb. Thus the total 
width may be reasonably varied where requirements are 
definitely foreseen to be from 60 feet to over 100 feet, and 
to even a greater width where special features are planned. 

To widen the main thoroughfares by a slow but econom- 
ical process of establishing setbacks followed by recon- 
struction where needed will require careful study in each 
case, careful guarding of public interests, possibly special 
legislation as a whole or upon particular undertakings 
and in time a considerable investment of public funds for 
the public good. The problem of widening the main 
thoroughfares is confronting every city. Fifth avenue in 
New York has recently been widened to include a setback 
that had fortunately been reserved, and that street is now 
100 feet wide between buildings, but is none too wide, even 
though it has no car lines. Commonwealth avenue in 
Back Bay is 200 feet wide, devoted in part to parkway 
purposes; Huntington avenue is 100 feet wide and is 
becoming a very important thoroughfare, in which the 
entire width is used, but under the present plan is not as 
efficiently used as it might be. 

The established widths of main thoroughfares in other 
cities is almost everywhere greater than in Boston. In 
Leipsic, Frankfort and Hanover the standards for local 
streets are 33 to 47 feet; for secondary thoroughfares 50 
to 80 feet, and for main thoroughfares 85 to 118 feet. In 
Berlin the standards are still wider, 40 to 65 for local streets, 
65 to 95 for secondary streets and over 95 for main thor- 
oughfares. In Paris there are to-day over 100 miles of 
streets more than 90 feet in width. The Royal Commis- 
sion on London traffic in 1905 recommended the following 
widths: main avenues, 140 feet; first-class arterial streets, 
100 feet; second-class, 80 feet; third-class, 60 feet, and 
others not less than 40 feet wide. 

Provision is made for street widenings in Washington 
through a well defined building restriction which requires 
an initial setback on all streets to allow for future change, 
but, if widening is found unnecessary when the district is 
built up, that restriction may be abolished at the request 
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of a majority of the property owners on any street, as it 
may prove a handicap when the character of the business 
on that particular street has become such as to require 
buildings at the street line. In Boston many streets have 
already been widened and many more must sooner or later 
be widened at an enormous cost unless plans are adopted 
at once to require setting back of new buildings to provide 
for widenings in the future: In many of the streets build- 
ings are now back from the line that could be legally 
restricted under such a law as that in Washington to 
protect the local streets and streets that may become 
main thoroughfares in the future, and on a few streets there 
are in Boston to-day legal restriction lines. On the main 
thoroughfares in East Boston there are now many houses 
back of the street line that should be kept back to provide 
for future widening. 

Of the main thoroughfares indicated on the map, 
Meridian street between points G, I, J and C; Chelsea 
and Bennington streets between points G, H, K, M, N 
and E, and Bennington and Chelsea streets between 
points I, K, Land D are of primary importance. Border 
street between I and J and Saratoga between I, K and 
N are of secondary importance as they now serve as 
auxiliaries to the nearby main streets. Border street takes 
heavy teaming on a level grade parallel to Meridian 
street; Saratoga street between I and K takes vehicles and 
between K and N takes street cars and some of the heavy 
teaming as a relief to Bennington street. 

The two municipal ferries, started privately in 1833 
and 1854 and taken over by the city in 1858, are now run 
as a burden upon the city, though probably not actually 
so great a burden as the bridges elsewhere. The total 
deficit for ferries to date has amounted to over $5,000,000, 
a portion of which is offset by the present value of the 
plant. The service is fairly adequate, but the limited 
facilities for quick transportation and the delays that are 
inevitable in such a system hamper the development of 
East Boston and sooner or later the ferry service must be 
supplemented by a bridge or tunnel. 
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The present bridges to East Boston over navigable 
waters are at a low grade and must be opened frequently 
for passing boats. High bridges to clear all boats would 
not serve the district, but a height of 40 feet above the city 
base would clear tugs, lighters and barges, and it is reason- 
- able to suppose that most of the bridges will go up even- 
tually to that elevation. 


6.— LOCAL STREETS, ALLEYS, COURTS AND SUB- 
DIVISIONS OF BLOCKS. 


Local streets serve primarily as approaches to the small 
units of property required for individual buildings and to 
keep open spaces for light and air and for public protective 
agencies such as the Police and Fire Departments. 

In industrial and business centers the need for local 
streets, alleys and courts cutting the property into small 
lots varies much. Where extensive industries occur lots 
should be large, but in closely built-up residential districts 
the practical limit for depth of building is relatively small. 
In the early plan for East Boston many of the lots not 
bordering on the shore were made about 100 feet square, 
but larger lots were made between Paris and Chelsea 
streets and small lots west of Meridian street. In the 
general plan the inland lots fronted principally upon 
fairly large streets of a well arranged street system, and 
the shore front was wisely left to develop to a very con- 
siderable depth between the border streets and the harbor 
line. In recent developments near the Maverick Mills 
and in the area between the two railroads between Porter 
and Prescott streets the original system of local streets has 
been abandoned to allow for the construction of manu- 
facturing plants 300 feet or more between streets. 

In the residential districts the original lots of small 
proportions are in general occupied now as originally 
intended, but lots in blocks 200 feet or more in depth, how- 
ever, have been subdivided to meet the requirements of 
small lot owners, and in such subdivisions many unsat- 
isfactory housing conditions have appeared. Small houses 
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have been built upon the rear of lots where they are 
approached only through narrow streets. So long as single 
family houses remain the paucity of open space for such 
lots is largely offset by the advantage of having inde- 
pendent family homes in small units; but with the change 
of ownership and the demand for cheaper housing the 
small houses are giving way to tenements, and for tene- 
ments the open spaces surrounding those rear lots are 
entirely inadequate. 

In various parts of the city where the land is closely 
built up for residential purposes the evil of the excessive 
depth of lots and the need for more local streets is apparent. 
In East Boston local public streets where they now exist 
seem to be fairly adequate, but sufficient access to certain 
lands has not been provided and alley houses and build- 
ings on courts have resulted, and the need for more local 
streets, where now improperly met under private initiative, 
should be properly met by the city. Conditions so serious 
as those in the North End will not occur in East Boston, 
as the distance between reasonably wide streets is nowhere 
very great, but in certain districts a further subdivision 
is needed and more public control and usage of the legally 
required open spaces is to be desired. 

There are certain relations between street or alley 
widths and satisfactory lot depths for densely built-up 
residence sections that can be definitely determined, the 
establishment of which by the city will lead to more whole- 
some housing conditions. In continuous blocks of houses 
designed for relatively low rentals, buildings can obtain 
light from front and back only and should therefore be not 
more than 30 or 40 feet in depth. Back of such buildings 
for the ordinary heights of less than 50 feet the existing 
law requires a vacant space of 12 feet. If in addition to 
this an 8-foot space is added to allow for ells and porches, 
a total depth of lot of not more than 50 or 60 feet will be 
required. Where the depth of lot is much greater the lot 
owner is now forced either to lose the rental of the addi- 
tional space or else to build other rooms lighted only by 
alleys, wells or courts. 
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A lot 60 feet in depth with a 60-foot frontage has an area 
of 3,600 square feet. Of this lot a house in a block might 
occupy 2,400 square feet, or 67 per cent of the total. Double 
tenements 48 feet on the street and 60 feet in depth, similar 
to those now being built upon Lubec street, can be built 
on lots having 60 feet frontage and 80 feet depth, with an 
area of 4,800 square feet, of which the building will cover 
2,880 square feet, or 60 per cent of the total area. Blocks 
of buildings on lots 60 feet deep, as above suggested, need 
have no windows on inner courts; those on Lubec street

have nearly half the windows on 6-foot or 12-foot courts, 
that may all be reduced to 6 feet, and have side courts to 
be cared for or to become possible menaces to the city in 
the future. The buildings referred to are on lots 100 feet 
in depth with 20 feet extra yard space, that may be and 
doubtless will be occupied eventually. Lots only 60 feet in 
depth with continuous blocks of buildings, therefore, might 
reasonably afford better living conditions than lots of 
greater depth now permit. Lots 80 or 100 feet in depth 
with buildings like those on Lubec street do afford reason- 
able conditions so long as the open space there provided 
remains open, but are likely to result in seriously undesir- 
_able conditions in the future. Lots less than 60 or 80 feet 
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in depth place a heavy burden upon the city in street 
maintenance and are likely to result in poor economy if 
the district later changes to serve for other than residential 
purposes, unless some of the streets are so designed that 
they may be closed when the need for them no longer exists. 
Wherever such intensive use of the land is not required, 
lots of greater depth are desirable. In planning for such 
lots it is possible to so subdivide and restrict the land 
that additional streets can be opened eventually on the 
rear lines if needed, and so to guard against the danger 
of repetition of the conditions that have resulted in East 
Boston and other districts on deep lots not so restricted. 
Such provision has been considered in the plans of the 
Roland Park Company of Baltimore. 

The present building law requires a space back of tene- 
ment buildings which in a block of tenements amounts 
to 24 feet between buildings not over 50 feet high; 28 feet 
between 60-foot buildings, 32 feet between 70-foot buildings, 
and 36 feet between 80-foot buildings, but this space may 
be reduced to half that amount if industrial buildings fill 
one side of the open space. This space may be wholly 
or partly in alley or wholly.or partly in private yards, 
but while vacant it cannot be made a source of great 
revenue to the owner, and is certain to be encroached upon 
in any way that can be devised so long as it is privately 
owned. It has some value as a storage yard and as a 
clothes yard, but those needs can be met fairly well in 
basements and on porches and roofs if the yard area is 
otherwise used. Under public ownership the vacant space 
could be absolutely protected and it could doubtless be 
used to serve a real public need if especially designed as a 
local semi-public space, 24 feet or more in width, accessible 
from the streets but possibly closed most of the time by 
gates. Such a space could be so regulated as to be aban- 
doned by the city on the request of a majority of the 
owners in any block where the need for it has ceased. 

Rear alleys have been laid out in very few cases in East 
Boston. Certain objections have been made to rear alleys 
in general, but the absence of them results in other objec-. 
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tions which in a closely built-up section probably outweigh 
any argument against them. If alleys should be cut 
through the blocks already built up, certain valuable prop- 
erties on the ends of blocks on the side streets would be 
destroyed, but the alley openings would afford access for 
light and air and for fire and police protection to the rear 
of blocks where such openings are needed. Under suitable 
building restrictions alleys so laid out can be designed to be 
opened later to form local streets if needed. 

In order to compare the development of lots of various 
depths, typical blocks in East Boston have been studied. 
The 120-foot block (Fig. 5) shows few objectionable fea- 
tures other than that some structures do not appear to meet 
the present building requirements. The 160-foot block 
(Fig. 5) shows only one court and for that there is no 
apparent reason as the buildings are on a square lot that 
would have given equally good frontage on the street, and 
in this block, except where the open space does not meet 
present requirements, the interior conditions appear to be 
satisfactory. The 200-foot block (Fig. 5) shows a very 
unfortunate condition as it appears that lots 100 feet 
square were cut up into rows of very small lots, fronting on 
narrow courts. The condition of this particular block is 
interesting as 1t is an example of a situation that has not 
been really bad in the past; the houses are small and are 
largely occupied by owners, each in a family unit, who are 
reported to be living under conditions morally and physi- 
cally good. The tendency of the block as it changes, 
however, is not so fortunate, for the old buildings crowded 
together are being altered to contain two or more families 
each and the lack of sufficient open space is becoming 
a menace. 

The 250-foot block (Fig. 6) shows a development similar 
to that above with even worse congestion as a result of 
greater depth. Relief for crowding is needed, except at 
the northeast corner where a school exists with open yard 
space. In this block it would be possible to open a new 
special local street as shown in the study for same (Fig. 6). 
A street 30 or 40 feet in width could be opened across the 
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rear of the south row of lots on land now partly vacant, to 
afford an outlet to the three small courts and a suitable 
widening for Cottage place and to retain a reasonably large 
area of open space where it is much needed. ‘This opening 
if made could be treated as a private court for the adjacent 
buildings, with gates at each end and with teaming access

permitted only when required for local purposes, and so 
could be made of use to the community as a neighborhood 
open space. 

The 300-foot block (Fig. 5) bids fair to result in con- 
ditions even worse, for, though not entirely built up, it 
contains a number of rear lots and a number of rear build- 
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ings not properly related to any streets. This block is 
somewhat relieved by the presence of a large publie school 
yard, but further opening is needed. 

In the older residential sections of East Boston there are 
now large blocks with courts or alleys and rear houses as 
shown in the following table: 
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From this it is evident that the interior conditions of 
the large blocks are not the best for housing in wholesome 
surroundings. Practically all the nine blocks 240 feet or 
more in depth should be opened either by longitudinal or 
by cross roads, whichever plan will best suit in each case. 

In the laying out of new streets of purely local interest 
the practical width has been established in a number of 
towns and cities by the adoption of a requirement of not 
less than 40 feet, with the result that nearly all streets are 
made uniformly of that width. For square foot economy 
and engineering simplicity straight streets and rectangular 
lots are usually laid out, and unless well designed plans 
are made for other systems the present custom may 
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serve best, but far more interesting and convenient local 
sections could be made if the plan were designed with a 
view to producing easy lines of access, interesting open 
spaces, prominent sites for some buildings, narrow passes 
in places, and other local variations. Such freedom has 
produced the attractive garden suburbs in England and 
in this country and the interesting neighborhoods of many 
German cities, and such variations where not unfortunately 
accentuated have given to old Boston much of its charm 
and to Washington its excellent lines for diagonal traffic.

A 40-foot street with tall buildings does not afford space 
enough for street trees to grow and develop properly. If 
trees are desired there, either a 10-foot setback should 
be required or the design of side lines and street intersec- 
tions should be modified to provide planting spaces. The 
opportunity for trees can be increased also by modifying 
the construction details in many of the local streets to 
narrow the roadway and to increase the walk and tree space. 
To reduce the cost of construction and maintenance to the 
city the details of the local streets can well be modified in 
many cases to provide narrower roadways and perhaps to 
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omit the curbings. The possible variation in type of the 
local street details is well illustrated in the much quoted 
case of Highland avenue, Somerville, where the curbs have 
been omitted and the road is narrow to allow ample space 
for trees and shrubs, with a resultant increase in rental 
values and a positive reduction in the cost of construction, 
as well as a local charm as shown in Fig. 8. 

Some local street now 40 feet wide should be restricted 
to include existing setbacks in order to provide for widen- 
ing in the future or to protect existing buildings and trees

from the gradual process of piecemeal encroachment which 
will otherwise take place and will operate for a long period 
of years in a way that produces very ugly conditions and 
seriously detracts from the charm of an otherwise good 
residential street. Such restrictions if foreed upon the 
property owners by the city would doubtless be opposed by 
them and would be costly to enforce, but if public interest 
can be stimulated sufficiently to demand the restrictions 
for the good of the community the cost to the city should 
be little if anything and the easements so taken should be 
offset by the benefits to the properties. 
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The orientation of streets in a residential district is 
important. A north to south street gives best sunlight 
on all lots, an east to west street with open back yards gives 
direct noonday sunlight for all houses, but cold snowy 
entrances in winter to front doors that face the north, while 
a northeasterly to southwesterly street is better for the 
prevailing southwest breezes in summer and is more pro- 
tected from northwest storms in winter and probably is 
the best for residential purposes. 


4— FREIGHT TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES, 
RAILROAD AND WATERWAY LINES AND 
TERMINALS. 

Kast Boston is an important railroad and waterway 
terminal. The west shore along the Mystic and Chelsea 
rivers is occupied in relatively small holdings by industries 
requiring but little railroad service, in part small factories 
or industries, such as ship building and repairing, and 
headquarters for construction and dredging plants depend- 
ent on water transportation or local teaming, and in part 
coal, lumber and storage wharves for supplies brought 
in by water to be delivered by teams. The south shore, 
along the main ship channel, is occupied in larger holdings, 
chiefly for the interchange and storage of materials between 
the rail and water transportation lines. At the large piers 
transatlantic steamship lines find excellent accommodations 
and have served to develop an important business. 

A small amount of freight and express is handled over 
the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad, which is a 
narrow gauge road and necessarily limited in freight 
operations. A new railroad company, the East Boston 
Terminal Company, takes cars from the Boston & Albany 
to the factories in the region known as the ‘‘ Dump” and 
has been designed for further extension eastward to Breed’s 
Island, and to encircle that island to develop the flats for 
factory purposes. ‘The principal railroad, however, is the 
Boston & Albany, or Grand Junction, which has freight 
yards in the heart of the district, but those yards are of 
limited capacity and the freight connections to the piers are 
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not well situated for efficient train work. The Boston & 
Maine has withdrawn from the near section of the city. 
It still serves the region north of the Chelsea Street Bridge, 
but it now delivers freight for most of East Boston at the 
Chelsea freight yard, from which it must be moved by 
teams. 

Plans for a belt line railroad along Condor and Border 
streets have been seriously considered, but the cost of 
widening streets and eliminating grade crossings for street 
car lines at Meridian and Chelsea streets and at the two 
ferries has been considered too great to warrant so large 
an undertaking, the returns from which would necessarily 
be somewhat limited because of the relatively small area 
of waterfront property to be reached and the limited need 
for a railroad by the industries now operating on the 
properties. 

The railroad and waterfront question is chiefly one of 
terminals, and as similar problems are to be found in every 
part of Greater Boston, they have already led to the study 
of many plans for a single great metropolitan system of 
terminal development, one of which was reported on 
at length by Mr. George R. Wadsworth and one by 
Mr. Desmond FitzGerald, in the 1909 report of the Metro- 
politan Improvements Commission. (See plan, Fig. 27.) 
The need for further railroad development in East Boston 
is fully appreciated, and of the many plans already under 
consideration some will doubtless be carried out. The 
need for further improvement on the waterfront is also fully 
realized and some plan for extension will be carried out 
there also, probably by gradual steps and possibly in an 
inefhicient way. 

Upon the efficiency, extent and completeness of the 
development of the waterfront and of the terminal facilities 
of Boston as a whole and of East Boston as an important 
section must depend largely the extent of the increase in 
importance of the entire city. The fact is now well estab- 
lished that the development of the waterfront through 
private enterprise in small units can never produce the 
maximum values to the community, and that public owner- 
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ship with wholesale development by a large public or 
private corporation would serve the city far better. Such 
development has been established in the great European 
and in some American ports. New York City now owns 
most of its waterfront; Philadelphia and Baltimore have 
begun to acquire frontage, and in Boston a start has been 
made toward state ownership and control of the terminal 
lands and transportation facilities, but as yet the work 
has not been made comprehensive enough to meet the 
problems involved. 

The present situation in Boston of partial state control 
in the ownership of a few of the terminal piers and railroad 
yards and of a policy not yet defined as to how far the 
state may go in the future is unfortunate, as it must neces- 
sarily discourage investments of private funds in under- 
takings of which the value may at any time be lessened by 
a change in policy on the part of the state. It seems 
incumbent upon the state, therefore, to determine at once 
how far it will go in the development of the terminals and 
to establish a satisfactory limit for public activities beyond 
which private investment can be encouraged. 

The fact that under prevailing customs terminal prop- 
erties outside New York City provided to meet the trans- 
atlantic liners cannot be made to pay the cost of ownership 
and operation and that in Boston these facilities are now 
provided at a loss, in part by the railroads and in part by 
the state, involves complications that seriously interfere 
with progress. The provision of such piers under private 
initiative is not increasing materially, as the only large 
investment recently so made, that of the Cunard Docks 
in East Boston, was made not through initiative as such 
but because, under the contracts then existing, the railroad 
was required to make the investment, even though at a 
possible loss to the company. The reason for terminal 
holdings by the railroads to-day is far reaching, and the 
justification for holding nonproductive property in the 
past has been based upon indirect advantages to the roads 
as a whole, but with the increase of state intervention 
through railroad regulation undue advantages have come 
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to certain roads and disadvantages to others, with the 
prospect of ultimate loss to all, since the possibility of 
gaining great profit through advantageous control of the 
terminals has been very materially reduced. 

The railroad and steamship lines, as common carriers 
outside the city, have relatively simple problems that could 
doubtless be handled much better if entirely divorced from 
the terminal problem, while the terminals as a whole could 
be independent and should be under one management. If 
the importance of terminal business warrants the present 
high valuation of rail and waterfront properties, with the - 
prediction of further increases in those values, and if there 
are possibilities of still greater increase in value through 
broader developments, improved means of intereommu- 
nication, and the extension over larger areas, there is ample 
reason to justify the state or city in taking possession of 
those properties and in developing them in the most 
thorough manner. To finance and to regulate such an 
undertaking, some definite method of comprehensive 
development can be devised through which the problem 
of serving state-wide requirements will be met. It seems 
to be generally agreed that these requirements can be most 
satisfactorily attained through state ownership, with cor- 
porate development, subject to a well-devised policy of 
state control. If the high and increasing valuation of the 
terminal properties as a whole is now carried by the annual 
returns, such an undertaking, if skillfully administered, can 
doubtless be made self-supporting, and the greater value 
of some of the properties can be made to offset the low 
value of others less productive. 

If the waterfront and terminal development is to be 
undertaken in a broad, comprehensive way, the present 
plan and present requirements in East Boston will be very 
materially affected, and if a large and complete plan for 
terminal development is devised and adopted, the city will 
be called upon, in the near future, to plan and to provide 
for public development to meet the changed conditions. A 
plan for East Boston waterfront development, with pro- 
vision for a railway terminal, has just been presented by 
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the Port Directors which is comprehensive enough to pro- 
vide ample terminal facilities for East Boston as referred 
to in detail in Part II., Section 1 (page 80), and this plan 
has been considered in the preparation of the recom- 
mendations herein presented. 


5.— PASSENGER LINES AND TERMINALS. 


Rapip Transit LINES AND PASSENGER RAILROADS, FER- 
RIES AND LOCAL STREET CARS. 

Passengers now enter East Boston from Boston, Chelsea, 
Revere and Winthrop through the rapid transit tunnel, 
over the two city ferries, over the Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn Ferry and Railroad and over the four highway 
bridges. Of these lines, the Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn Railroad carried in 1913 the greatest number of per- 
sons,— nearly twenty million,— most of whom crossed to 
or from the city proper. The rapid transit tunnel carried 
nearly as many in 1914,— seventeen million for the year,— 
while the city ferries carry about six million a year to and 
from Boston. Together they carried about forty-three 
million passengers, or an average of nearly 120,000 
per day. In addition to these there were a large number 
of persons passing between Chelsea and Boston through 
Charlestown who would use a rapid transit line if there 
were one through East Boston. 

The car service is at present much congested in the tun- 
nel, but it will soon be relieved by the terminal improve- 
ments now being made in Boston. The present burden 
in the tunnel of 44,000 per day is much less than that of 
the new Boylston Street Subway, where 55,000 a day are 
carried without serious crowdings, and 65,000 a day now 
pass in and out of the portal at Arlington street over 
two tracks. The full capacity of the tunnel may be re- 
quired eventually, and it can be reached if approaches are 
improved and if trains or trailers are run. The number of 
cars per hour outbound through the tunnel during the rush 
hours was shown September 4, 1913, to be seventy-three 
(a little over one a minute), while 177 left the Boylston street 
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entrance (about three cars a minute). The large cars now 
seat about fifty passengers and can carry fifty more standing, 
and may average ninety passengers each in arush. At the 
rate of three a minute such cars would carry 16,000 passen- 
gers an hour, or several times the present burden. Six-car 
trains, similar to those run on Washington street, carrying 
120 passengers each, are easily run on three-minute time 
(and have been put through every one and one-half or two 
minutes), and so will carry 15,000 to 20,000 passengers 
per hour — possibly a total of 150,000 per day, or a total 
greater than that now carried to and from the city by the 
ferries, the tunnel and the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
Railroad combined, from which fact it may be coneluded 
that the present tunnel is sufficient not only to meet the 
present needs, but also to do a much greater service. The 
present outlet at Maverick square causes considerable 
congestion, and while it may be made to serve for some 
years yet, it must eventually be relieved by subway exten- 
sions in East Boston. Subway extension should eventually 
go under Central square toward Chelsea or out toward 
Orient Heights, or both. 

If the present tunnel is extended both to Chelsea and to 
Orient Heights it may be fairly questioned whether the 
two tracks can be made to serve for all who may wish to 
travel in a rush hour or on a popular holiday at Revere, 
but if a teaming tunnel is built and if some of the ferries 
continue, a part of the rush can doubtless be diverted, and 
until the tunnel has been used to its full capacity, the city 
should not spend or encourage others to spend large sums 
for establishing parallel rapid transit lines. 

The Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad now serves — 
a large district beyond the city and a part only of its 
passengers are going to or from East Boston. It is pri- 
marily a through line, and while very attractive as a 
pleasure road and convenient for a large number of 
persons it is not a satisfactory unit in the rapid transit 
system. Unless it is extended and revised to form a part of 
this it is destined to be supplemented or possibly eventually 
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superseded by a unit of the rapid transit system. By 
proper changes it could be connected with the present 
system and made a highly efficient rapid transit unit. The 
Boston & Eastern, a proposed line from Post Office 
square through East Boston toward Lynn, now has a good 
plan, but it is not yet begun and may never be built, as the 
present travel will hardly warrant a new tunnel and an 
expensive private line in competition with the city-owned 
tunnel. 

Of the street car lines entering and crossing East Boston 
the number per hour on September 4, 1913, are shown on 
a diagram (Fig. 9) that was published in the report of the 
joint hearing before the Public Service Commission and 
the Boston Transit Commission, September 4, 1913. The 
diagram shows a relatively large service through Chelsea 
and Charlestown to Scollay square, nearly all of which 
passes through the center of Chelsea. The two present 
connections between Chelsea and Boston are neither of 
them very satisfactory and a new tunnel has been con- 
sidered, as reported on December 22, 1913, by the chief 
engineer to the Boston Transit Commission with an esti- 
mate of cost of $6,700,000. (Twentieth annual report.) 
It is possible that the rapid transit system through East 
Boston can be revised and extended to give better service 
there, and also to relieve the situation in Chelsea at the same 
time. Such a change will involve a solution of the present 
difficulties between the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
and the Bay State Street Railway, but such a solution 
must be and will be found eventually for the good of all 
concerned. 

The city ferries are important as passenger lines. They 
carry about 6,000,000 passengers a year, or an average of 
16,500 per day. They perform an important service as a 
bridge between East Boston and the heart of the city and 
serve to carry a large number of persons over an attractive 
route at a fare of only one cent each way, and for such 
purposes they will probably continue to be required so 
long as the interests of many pedestrians continue to be 
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found near the terminals. Some change in routing, how- 
ever, may prove desirable as suggested in connection with 
Central square (Part II., Section 9, page 103). 

The problem of providing efficient passenger service in 
such a relatively small district is much complicated by the 
variety of existing conveniences, so that with the city 
bridges, the Boston Elevated Railway system, the Boston, 
Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad, the Bay State Street Rail- 
way, the city rapid transit tunnel and the city ferries, 
and with a possibility of the Boston & Eastern Railway, 
and the development of jitney busses or other new services, 
it is surprising that the present service is as good as it is, 
but for the benefit of the public a more concentrated 
system of control must be effected if still greater efficiency 
is to be attained. 


6.— SANITATION AND FIRE AND POLICE 
PROTECTION. 


In the planning for the city much consideration must 
be given to the methods, systems and cost of sanitary and 
protective services. 

In East Boston the water and sewerage systems are well 
installed, rubbish and garbage are cared for by the city 
and fire and police protection are provided, and additions 
and extensions are made from time to time as needed. The 
plan of the district is such that no serious obstacles appear 
to require special consideration, and aside from possible 
means for decreasing the annual cost of maintenance and 
for increasing the efficiency and completeness of the sys- 
tems there is little as to their effect in the city plan that 
need be commented upon here. 

The smoke nuisance in East Boston, as in other sections 
of the city, is now regulated by the Board of Health, but 
the smoke is still a menace to the residential districts, 
especially from the railroad locomotives. The damage to 
property by smoke is twofold: It tends to reduce the 
value of a residential community by producing unwhole- 
some and unpleasant living conditions, and it means 
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destruction to all kinds of materials through the action of 
acids carried by the tar-bearing soot. The University of 
Pittsburgh in an exhaustive study has recently determined 
that the fuel waste in Pittsburgh amounts to over 20 per 
cent of the value of the coal used and involves also a waste 
of valuable acids in the soot and tar of the smoke — acids 
which in part adhere to the soot and tar and later cause 
great damage as they fall or are washed down from the

air. In London the annual fall of soot is estimated to be 
426 tons to the square mile. The smoke and soot adhere 
to everything, glued on by the tar, and the acids brought 
into contact with metal, stone, wood and clothing attack 
them all. If breathed in large quantities smoke causes 
serious slow poisoning and general loss of vitality. Rela- 
tively little soft coal is used in Boston and the smoke 
nuisance is not so great as in Pittsburgh or London, 
but any possible further reduction in smoke will be 
beneficial.

While a great fire protection system is maintained by 
the city at a very considerable cost, East Boston is in 
danger of having a serious conflagration like that of Chel- 
sea or Salem, because of the prevalence of waterfront 
industries involving the storage of great quantities of 
highly combustible materials and especially because of 
the prevalence of so large a proportion of wooden buildings, 
erected before the building laws were made as strict as they 
now are. ‘This danger is greatly increased also, especially 
the danger to life, through the existence of so many small 
industries and fire hazards throughout the residential 
districts as shown on the fire hazard map (Fig. 10). This 
latter risk could and should be reduced by a more strict 
segregation of the sources of greatest risk. 

The troubles that now face the police in juvenile law- 
lessness can doubtless be materially lessened if the city will 
provide a more satisfactory outlet for juvenile energy, in 
more park or playground space in the more densely occupied 
district where such space is now conspicuously lacking. 
(See plan, Fig. 11.) 


7.— RECREATIONAL, EDUCATIONAL AND 
AMUSEMENT PROPERTIES AND 
OPEN SPACES.

Of this total of 314 acres only a little more than 68 acres 
is now available for use and this amounts to a little less 
than 435 per cent of the present land area, or a relatively 
small proportion to meet the various park and playground 
requirements of the district. 

Of these areas Wood Island Park serves for large gather- 
ings and day’s outings for the entire community, and serves 
effectually also as a local playground for those persons 
living within easy walking distance — not over one-quarter 
mile for elderly people and small children, those most 
in need of access to small parks. The other playgrounds 
serve as local outing places for persons living nearby, but 
are limited in area, and most of them cannot be expected 
to satisfy all the people that will eventually live within 
a radius of one-quarter mile of each playground upon an 
area of approximately 100 acres, if that population must 
depend wholly upon those areas for its daily recreation.

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There were in 1910 about 29,000 people living in Ward 2, 
on an area of 357 acres of land, much of which is devoted 
to commercial and industrial purposes, an average of eighty- 
one persons to the acre, of whom nearly 6,000 were between 
the ages of five and fourteen years. In the ward there are 
now 6.83 acres of park or playground space, or an average 
of less than 2 per cent of the area. The number of persons 
is increasing and will doubtless continue to increase, while

the possibility of acquiring more space for their use, oxen 
at enormous cost, will become less. 

There are in aaa to the areas above enumerated, 
private and public school yards and the public streets in 
which some provision for recreation can be made, but these 
possibilities also are limited and will tend to decrease as 
buildings are extended over larger sections of the school 
yards and as the streets become more used for traffic 
purposes. 
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Just how much of the area in a residential section can 
reasonably be set aside for public recreation uses is a 
question. ‘The Special Park Commission upon a Metro- 
politan Park system for Chicago, in their report of Decem- 
ber, 1904, recommended that no dwelling should be more 
than half a mile from grounds adapted to serve local pur- 
poses, and that an area of twenty acres (as large as can be 
reasonably set aside in one tract without seriously inter- 
fering with traffic) will afford far greater returns for the 
annual cost of maintenance than a tract of less area. Upon 
this basis Chicago has developed the most complete system 
of small parks yet provided by any city, upon a large 
number of areas ranging, because of local conditions, from 
6 to 80 acres each. 

The Chicago system provides for many community 
interests not now considered in the small parks in Boston, 
but fairly well provided for in other ways, and real estate 
conditions in Boston are so different from those in Chicago 
that such a basis cannot be applied in just the same way 
here. The equipment of buildings and the supervision in 
Boston small parks is of a less costly type than in Chicago, 
so the need for concentration is not so great here, and it 
seems fair to assume that a further distribution of areas in 
smaller units would serve even better, especially if restric- 
tions are placed upon the smaller areas against the rough 
games such as ball games that occupy relatively large areas 
for the good of but a few players, and if those games and 
general gatherings be provided for in a few large parks. 
On such a basis five-acre tracts within one-fourth of a mile 
of every house, that is, in the center of each hundred-acre 
section, would mean a devotion of 5 per cent of the city’s 
area to local parks. On this basis Ward 2, with an area 
of about 357 acres, should have eventually at least 18 acres 
of small parks devoted to purely local needs, far more space 
than is now so set aside. This proposed area might be 
somewhat reduced because of the fact that a large portion 
of the ward will not be used for residences, but if extensive 
industries are developed, requiring a large number of 
employees, they, too, should be reckoned in an estimate 
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of the open spaces required for the real good of the district. 
The areas effectively served by existing park spaces figured 
on this basis are shown on the plan (Fig. 11), from which it 
appears that there is still a large area of East Boston in 
which further reservations should be made, and for which 
the existing need is only too well proven by the large 
amount of juvenile lawlessness now reported in the hill 
district. 

The city also maintains sixteen school buildings, each 
with some open ground that is now used by the children, 
of which the areas are approximately as shown on page 37. 

There is also one vacant lot of 44,877 square feet in the 
Samuel Adams School District, numbered 1, but the 
future of this lot has not yet been determined, and there 
are playgrounds in the first, second and seventh districts as 
listed on page 37, which supplement in part the need for 
school grounds, but from the figures it is evident that the 
distribution of open spaces is not equal and that the pro- 
portion of open space in districts numbered 3 and 4 where 
there are no parks or playgrounds is far less than in some 
of the others. 

The relation of open spaces to children in the schools 
is shown more clearly on the plan (Fig. 12), on which the 
solid line circle in each district represents the present area 
of school yards, and the dashed circle shows the amount 
of space required to furnish 50 square feet for each child. 
In the blackened circles the inner edge represents the 
present area, the outer edge the area required, and the black 
band represents the additional space needed to provide 50 
square feet for each child. Whether 50 square feet of total 
yard space per child is enough to furnish adequate health- 
ful exercise is a question, especially as some portions of 
that space are frequently used for other purposes and are 
not accessible to the children. <A space of 30 square feet 
per child of usable playground at each school has .been 
established in crowded London as the minimum practicable 
allowance, but that amount is not considered adequate. 

The number and size of school buildings required is largely 
a question of educational administration and efficiency and 
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has little bearing on the city plan. The location of school 
buildings and school centers, however, has been urged as a 
factor in the plan, and arguments are frequently presented 
for the selection of monumental sites for the great buildings 
that are now erected for schools. 

Monumental sites on local streets where available are 
to be desired for such buildings, but sites on the main 
thoroughfare are not, because the school should be away 
from noises and dangers and should be on land of relatively 
low value where a large open space can reasonably be set 
aside for recreation. 

Still further use of school buildings and yards during a 
greater portion of the twenty-four hours for the benefit of 
the community is to be desired and will doubtless develop, 
and a closer relationship also between school yards and 
the public playgrounds is to be desired. 

In addition to the public schools there are in East Boston 
a number of private schools, but facts have not been col- 
lected as to conditions there. The total number of children 
in East Boston over five and under fifteen years of age was 
reported September 1, 1913, to be

from which it appears that only two-thirds of the total 
number attend the public schools. 

With many miles of waterfront East Boston now has but 
one public reservation on the water— at Wood Island 
Park, which is large and useful, but is rather remote from 
the mass of the people. Other reservations and better 
means of access to the existing park are needed, and there 
are several sections of the waterfront not yet fully occupied 
that could be made useful for public purposes, as beaches 
and recreation piers. 

To provide recreation space for the children the city 
now designates certain streets in East Boston to be reserved 
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for coasting in winter and could well extend the custom, 
as is done in New York, to provide for play in summer, and 
might well go further to reconstruct some streets for recrea- 
tional uses as suggested in Part II for Paris street 
(Section 19, page 110). 

Excellent establishments are maintained in East Boston 
for bathing; one for all the year at the bath and gymnasium 
building on Paris street, and three for salt water bathing 
in summer, in Wood Island Park and in each of the floating 
baths at Border street and Jeffries Point. Permanent 
bathing beaches or pools should and no doubt will in time 
take the place of the floating baths. 

As in other communities there are in East Boston many 
societies and private and commercial organizations that 
hold property for recreation and amusement for limited 
numbers of the people, but as most of these are temporary 
in character and limited in scope, they have relatively 
little bearing on the city plan. 

As city churches are supposed to be monumental in 
character, and as some are intended to serve as social 
centers, they should be located on monumental sites and 
should bear some relation to the city plan; unfortunately 
in most cases they do not, while most of those that do are 
likely to give way in time to commercial interests. With 
the changes that follow urban growth it frequently occurs 
that a church holds property of relatively great value that 
is not used to its full capacity, a part of which at least could 
be made of greater service to the people for social and 
recreational purposes. 

The clubs, societies, saloons, theaters and other gather- 
ing places are scattered where chance sites or good trade 
can be found and may be moved or abandoned at any time. 
Cemeteries, of which there are two in East Boston, form 
valuable open spaces for light and air and possible vegeta- 
tion to break the monotony of the buildings, but under 
the present system of crowding in heterogeneous collections 
of memorial stones, they do not tend toward beauty and 
are hardly available except as burial places. 
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8.—HOUSING CONDITIONS. 

BuILtpING Copr, LocaL HowusInG CONDITIONS, SINGLE 
AND Two FaMILy RESIDENCES, THREE-DECKERS AND 
TENEMENTS. 

Population in East Boston has been attracted in part at 
least by the facts that rents so near the heart of the city 
are relatively low, buildings are fairly sunny and open, and 
garden spots are still available in many sections. With 
the increase in population the gardens are gradually being 
built over, the exposure to light, air and sunshine is reduced, 
families are more and more crowded, and much of the 
attraction is destroyed. This building over of privately 
owned open spaces will probably continue until all areas 
available under the building laws are covered and until the 
population is as dense in the built-up area as the law will 
allow, and probably more, because experience has shown 
that through the ever-active personal interests of individual 
owners, conditions gradually develop that are worse than 
the law was intended to permit, while the objectionable 
conditions so established are not easily remedied later. 

To protect the residents against injurious conditions the 
city has recourse to two agencies: First and most effective, 
the actual taking over of certain areas for public ownership, 
as street alleys, playgrounds and park areas, and second, 
the passage of laws regulating the design, construction and 
control of privately owned buildings, and the percentage 
of the total area of land that may be built upon. 

Much difficulty has arisen and will continue to arise 
through the effort to compel open spaces on _ privately 
owned property. When these areas are by chance roofed 
over they do produce much greater revenue to the owner, 
and he is therefore loath to remove the buildings and so 
lose the revenue. To meet this difficulty methods have 
been suggested for extending public ownership over all 
area that should be held vacant. Under such a plan of 
ownership the areas that are not required for public streets 
could be used for playgrounds and local outing places for 
the residents by whom they are much needed. 
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The unwholesome conditions attendant on life in crowded 
tenements can be reduced by decentralization, but the 
possibility of this depends upon the relative advantages of 
the suburbs as contrasted with those of the central districts, 
and if plans for decentralization are to be successful, advan- 
tages must be proven to be in favor of the rural district, and 
opportunities for gaining a livelihood as well as for whole- 
some and agreeable living conditions must be evident. 

The man of limited means, with a family, has certain 
requirements that must be met in satisfactory housing 
plans. He wants to be near to or in the midst of the 
advantages and attractions of the city. He wants all 
the benefits of a finished street; he wants to be near his 
place of employment. The fact that other members of his 
family must find employment also makes it desirable that 
his residence should be in a district of varied and multiple 
activities. Therefore he is likely to choose the ‘‘down- 
town”’ district unless strong arguments can be presented 
in favor of the suburbs. The family must be housed 
either in the busy district on high priced land or in the 
suburbs or ‘‘garden cities’? on cheaper land. If on high 
priced land it must be in closely built-up tenement dis- 
tricts; if in the suburbs greater space and more agreeable 
and wholesome surroundings are possible, provided the 
district is properly designed and maintained. 

In the crowded section the city provides school yards, 
parks and playgrounds, at public expense, to make up in 
part for the absence of the yards and private open spaces 
of the suburbs. In the city 60 per cent or more of the lot is 
built over, while in the suburbs the house usually covers 
less than half this proportion. In the city the community 
is usually kept in order at public expense; in the suburbs 
of low land values much of the property, both private and 
public, is, under the present custom, not so well cared for. 

The cost of housing, especially for low rentals, is greatly 
influenced by the cost of land. The value of land in the 
built-up sections has largely increased, partly because of 
great public improvements that have benefited the land, 
and partly because of the fact that the land is situated in 
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the midst of activities that produce high revenues. On 
such land cheap housing in small units is not practical, but 
except in the business section tenement houses can be made 
to produce fair returns. 

In the neighborhood of a big city the minimum cost of 
land well located for small houses with suitable street and 
service connection is seldom less than 30 cents per square 
foot, and that price under existing laws and customs 
represents only a fair allowance for the value of the land, 
the cost of street and service constructions, and a reason- 
able allowance to the developer for interest, delay in sales, 
expenses and a fair profit. As ordinarily constructed, a 
finished street costs 10 to 20 dollars per lineal foot with all 
improvements, and means a cost of 7 to 15 cents per 
square foot for lots 100 feet in depth. This cost is not 
usually paid directly by the lot owner, but must even- 
tually be borne by him either through direct payments 
or indirectly through taxation, high service rates and 
private expenditures. Estimates for the development of 
lands that can be bought near Boston at 9 or 10 cents a 
square foot undeveloped show that lots when developed 
must be sold for from 27 to 30 cents or more to produce 
reasonably satisfactory returns, and such conditions exist 
generally unless means can be found to induce the city to 
make large expenditures that will especially favor the prop- 
erty in question, or unless the property owners are willing 
to accept only partial public improvements. The problem 
of the single house with reasonable advantages can there- 
fore be said to mean building on 30-cent land, in contrast 
to tenement house building, which may be upon 30-cent 
land also if in the suburbs, or on land of high valuation, 
possibly $5 per square foot, or higher, in the busy city. 

A lot 25 feet by 80 feet at 30 cents will cost $600; an 
area of 600 square feet of floor space in a five-story building 
on $5 land will also cost $600. To provide a home that 
will rent for $15 a month or $180 a year on such sites, 
assuming that 10 per cent gross revenue is required, $1,200 
ean be spent for the building. To the fact that $1,200 
will provide more advantages under existing laws and 
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customs in a five-story building in the city than in a single 
house farther out is largely due the prevalent tendency 
which is driving the people into tenements in preference 
to more healthful suburban districts, while to the fact 
that on any land more advantages for each family can be 
provided in the tenement building than in single houses 
is largely due the present custom of the building of three- 
deckers and tenements in the suburban districts. <A 
building for three or more families affords more space and 
more comforts and conveniences per dollar of investment 
than a smaller house. “The three-family wooden frame 
house has come to be recognized as the most practical unit 
for low. rentals (wherever wooden frame _ three-deckers 
are permitted), but also it has come to be considered a 
detrimental factor in the development of the community, 
because of its flimsy character and rapid deterioration, 
and has led a number of towns and cities to legislate 
against such buildings. 

There are in East Boston a number of single and two 
family houses, some of excellent quality with very pleasant 
surroundings and well cared for. Such houses were built 
some time ago, but almost no single houses have been 
erected recently near the business section, and few on the 
cheaper lands farther out. Many of the old houses have 
been altered for two or more families, and many new tene- 
ment houses have been and are being erected. The value 
of the land has not yet advanced sufficiently to prevent 
the erection of single houses, but the demand for homes 
of low rental and the desire for investments that pay 
relatively high rates have led to tenement house building. 
In a district containing even a few tenement houses single 
houses will not attract investors and therefore few are 
likely to be built. The housing problem in East Boston 
is therefore largely a tenement house problem, although it 
is still possible that a district of single houses might be 
developed either on the hill at Orient Heights or on the 
flats not yet occupied, and it is still possible that block 
houses, quadruple houses, or other designs by which each 
family can become a house owner, may prove practicable. 
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To regulate building operations in the city a complex 
set of building laws has been devised. The building 
eode includes three distinct kinds of control— first, struc- 
tural requirements established for protection against fire 
and accidents; second, bulk restrictions established to 
preserve sufficient open spaces for light and air, and for 
access, and to prevent too large units that may become 
fire hazards, and third, regulations established to protect 
the various sections or districts of the city against unde-

sirable development, and to encourage growth of the most 
desirable and most generally profitable character. 

The present code in Boston is fairly complete as to 
structural requirements, but the exclusion of the three- 
decker should be and doubtless soon will be extended 
to cover the entire city. In East Boston the line now 
permits such construction on all of the land beyond Trum- 
bull street. The present bulk requirements in East Boston 
have established a line not far back from the shore to 
permit commercial buildings near the shore, and to pre- 
vent excessive heights in the interior as shown on the zone 
plan (Fig. 14). Near the shore, in Zone A, buildings 
may exceed 80 feet but not 125 feet, and must not exceed 
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two and one-half times the width of the widest street on 
which the building faces, and must not exceed other height 
limits where such may have been established by special 
acts. In this zone taller buildings are permitted for grain 
or coal elevators or sugar refineries. 

In Zone B, buildings may not exceed 80 feet in height 
except when fronting on a street more than 64 feet wide, 
or fronting on a street where there can be no buildings 
opposite, in which case, unless restricted by park or other

regulations, the height of buildings may exceed 80 feet 
but not 100 feet. In Zone C, similar restrictions apply as 
to height, but construction laws are less rigid. Zones A 
and B lie within the building limits, which prohibit wood 
frame construction; Zone C lies outside the building 
limits, where wooden frame houses are permitted for single 
and two family houses, provided they do not cover more 
than 60 per cent of the area of the lot, and where wood 
frame three-story buildings are permitted provided they 
be not more than 40 feet in height above the first floor 
level and do not cover more than 2,200 square feet of area. 
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The present code also includes some restrictions as to use 
of the land and buildings, but further restriction is needed 
especially to protect the residential districts against 
undesirable industries.

The present tenement house law applies to any building 
occupied by more than three families, or by more than two 
families above the first floor, and for tenement houses the 
law inside the building fire limits is more rigid than for three- 
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family houses outside the limits, and therefore serves to 
drive building activities for cheap housing beyond the 
fire limit — that is, beyond Trumbull street onto Breed’s 
Island. In East Boston there are now a large number of 
three-family wooden frame houses (not really tenements 
according to the Boston building law), either old houses 
rebuilt or three-deckers built inside the present building 
limits before they were established or buildings outside 
the present limits mostly of recent construction. Some of 
these are owned by one of the occupants and are so 
managed that the owner secures a home practically in 
return for his services and his equity in the property. In 
such cases the three-deckers are of much value for holding 
families together and for placing the ownership in the hands 
of small investors. Such advantage is largely, if not 
entirely, offset by the fact that three-deckers in groups 
are far from attractive in appearance and tend to depre- 
ciate land values, especially where of poor design, over- 
ornate in details and too crowded; and because the wooden 
buildings depreciate rapidly, are not likely to be kept in 
repair, and where crowded together, form a fire risk that 
is a serious menace to hfe and property. The three- 
deckers in the older sections must in time be replaced by 
better structures; those now being constructed outside 
the building limits will stand for a long time and will doubt- 
less depreciate in value and become a serious menace. 
Wooden three-deckers have been prohibited in many towns 
in the state and in a large part of the city. As an invest- 
ment it has been argued that a brick building is of greater 
ultimate value, as shown by figures compiled by J. P. B. 
Fiske of Boston, on the cost of maintenance in a three- 
family house* as follows: 

Frame building, cost $6,500, estimated efficient life, 
twenty years.

Assuming that the estimate of efficient life is correct, 
this shows a saving in favor of brick buildings of 26 per 
cent in annual cost with a real increase of only 15 per cent 
in first cost. 

The new tenement houses inside the fire district, which 
were recently erected in East Boston, although built of 
second-class construction, with rather flimsy combustible 
interior work, are of a better class and tend to create a 
better community. In the exterior design the chance for 
improvement is great, especially as to rear appearances, 
as suggested by the illustration (Fig. 15) showing the 
rear of buildings on Lubec Street from the Cottage Street 
Playground. In the interior design they appear to meet 
requirements reasonably and as well as the shape and size 
of the lots will permit. 

The interior plan of the tenement houses must vary 
according to rents paid, according to size and shape of the 
lot, and according to the peculiar requirements of the 
people. The Italians, for whom tenements are erected on 
Lubee Street in East Boston, are given four rooms and a 
bath for about $15 a month and seem to be well provided 
for in eight and sixteen family houses, with floor plans 
similar to that illustrated (Fig. 16). This plan provides 
primarily a place for eating and sleeping and in many 
eases the parlor is used for a sleeping room and the 
kitchen becomes the living room. Little space is required 
in the house for pleasure purposes by the Italians, as they 
have by long ancestral customs become adapted to living 
in limited quarters and to depending upon public places 
for their pleasure and recreations. Such accommodations 
will not satisfy all classes of low rent payers, however, and 
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more extensive quarters such as those provided in the 
wooden three-deckers are demanded also. 

The character of buildings suitable for housing in the 
different sections of East Boston must be adapted to the 
size and shape of lots available and may be greatly varied

to meet the requirements of the various occupants, as sug- 
gested above, under the heading of ‘‘ Local Streets’’ (page 
13), but the size of buildings should be definitely limited 
to such widths that all rooms shall have windows opening 
on ample spaces, and for a tenement house the width of 
building is necessarily not very great. 
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9.— EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL AND HEALTH 
CONDITIONS. 


ScHOOLS, LIBRARIES, CHURCHES AND CHARITIES, MORAL 
AND H&raAttH Conpitions, Hospitraus, INSTITUTIONS, 
COMFORT STATIONS. 


The public schools and libraries of East Boston do not 
appear to differ materially from those of other parts of 
the city. About two-thirds of the children under fifteen 
years of age attend public schools and a large percentage 
of the others are in private schools, mostly parochial. 
The educational standards of the people are very good, 
and probably as high as can reasonably be expected. 
Public libraries are established and in use. 

Churches and charities are active and fairly well equipped 
although it is said that there is evidence among the Prot- 
estant churches of a depression and a conservative retrench- 
ment, such as is almost inevitably found in a community 
that is changing in the character of its population, and in 
which the community spirit and interest have been seriously 
disturbed. So, too, charity work, which is still active, is 
affected there, as it is elsewhere, by changing conditions 
and by the gradual assumption by the city of duties that 
were primarily performed by religious or charitable 
organizations. 

Health conditions do not appear to be worse than 
in other parts of the city, with possibly one exception,— 
that of the care of mothers and infants, and that chiefly 
among the less enlightened young immigrants and the 
very poor people. For them the need of better medical 
service at little or no cost has been recognized by the 
charitable organizations and so is in part met, espe- 
cially through the Maverick Dispensary. This need could 
be met even better, however, by the well-equipped emer- 
gency hospital now maintained by the city, and that 
without material increase in force or equipment, if its 
sphere of activity should be extended, as it can be if the 
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rigid restrictions, now imposed to prevent interference 
with the practice of local physicians, are somewhat modi- 
fied. By such extension to reach the really needy the 
value of the hospital service can be greatly increased and 
the rate of infantile mortality doubtless can be reduced. 

Infantile mortality statistics for local conditions in the 
past have not been found, but the recent figures show for 
1912 a rate per 1,000 births of 104.58 for Ward 1 and of 
120.81 for Ward 2, which compare favorably with 148.26 
in Ward 4 in Charlestown, but is much higher than that of 
Ward 11 where the rate was only 63.73, from which the 
possibility of further reduction in East Boston is evident. 

The need for more public comfort stations exists in East 
Boston as in other parts of the city, and some further pro- 
vision should be made either separately or in connection 
with existing or future public buildings. 

The social interests in East Boston are fairly well devel- 
oped, but not as fully as they should be, if it is true, as Mr. 
Robert A. Woods has said, that ‘‘neighborhood life is the 
real foundation of democracy.’ Since the stability of the 
population in any district depends largely upon the exist- 
ence of a neighborhood spirit and of active neighborhood 
interests, the more provision made for such a spirit to 
develop, the more powerful will the social influence of the 
neighborhood become. In Chicago, under the control of 
the Small Parks Commission, neighborhood centers of the 
highest type of usefulness and charm have been developed 
at public expense and through them the effect on com- 
munity life has been so great that the undertakings have 
been fully justified, and more such centers are now being 
established. While it is probable that Boston will not go 
so far in providing social centers for the people, the lack 
of such centers is now deplorable and is no doubt in a large 
measure responsible for the paucity of civic interest and 
civic pride, so apparent in the greater part of East Boston. 

While there are no dominating neighborhood centers 
in East Boston there are definite neighborhood districts, 
with more or less overlapping boundaries, and with fairly 
definite centers in which are found neighborhood interests. 
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In the early settlements strong neighborhood ties existed 
that stimulated the communities to struggle for better 
health conditions, for better facilities for recreation, educa- 
tion and vocational training, and for general improvements 
in community and individual interests. Such ties exist 
insmall towns to-day. In the crowded city districts, where 
conditions are changing with the movements of the classes 
and the races of population, or with the progressive move- 
ments in the same races, such as are now going on in East

Boston, much of the original neighborhood spirit is lost. 
But even there new interests develop and are stimulated 
through school activities and through church and settle- 
ment work so that centers of interest do grow up about 
the business district or the public squares even though no 
other definite public space is provided. Such development 
would be much stronger both for the individual and for 
the community, however, if more definitely provided for 
in the city plan. 

The existing forces which direct the gatherings of 
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national and religious groups in certain districts and cause 
them to spread or change are in part due to housing con- 
ditions, but even more to the changes in business oppor- 
tunities that attract different classes of inhabitants. The 
greatest force to hold the groups together and to keep 
them contented, however, is found in the neighborhood 
interests. 

The moral standards of East Boston are said to be rela- 
tively high and but few disturbances are reported except 
from along the waterfront, where the rougher class of men 
gathered in the saloons occasionally cause trouble. Owing 
to the peculiar isolation of the district East Boston is 
fortunately free from such disturbances as frequently 
occur at centers where nonresidents congregate. 


10.— POPULATION FACTS. 


GRowTH, DENsiITy, NATIONALITIES, CLASSES OF EMPLOY-- 
MENT, LOCATION OF EKMPLOYMENT. 


The population cf East Boston is increasing and has 
increased at a fairly rapid rate since 1840, when it appears 
to have taken a sudden start. It has been advancing at 
a steady rate as is shown by the curve on the diagram of 
increase (Fig. 17), except between 1875 and 1885, when 
there was a marked check in growth. If the curve main- 
tains its present tendency, or if the increase continues as 
it has since 1885, the population bids fair to double in 
another half-century, and even though it is true that there 
is not so great a rural population to draw from as there 
has been in the past, it seems likely that with immigration 
from abroad, drawn by improved industrial and transporta- 
tion facilities, East Boston will continue to grow. 

The present population of East Boston is concentrated 
very largely near the harbor, as shown on the population 
map (Fig. 18), and there is still a large area of land avail- 
able for further spreading. The crowding in the older 
sections has begun to produce congested areas in which 
unwholesome conditions are developing, and for which the 
city should even now provide some form of relief. The 
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total number of persons now in any block would not be 
excessive if they were housed in better buildings, so the 
present problem is chiefly one of congestion in small or 
unsuitable buildings rather than of congestion on small 
areas. 

The make-up of the present population is indicated by 
the list of nationalities shown on the increase diagram 
(Fig. 17). This population has come to exist through a 
series of steps which were the direct result of changes in 
means of approach and in the requirements of the com- 
munity.* 

The near section of East Boston, formerly Noddle Island, 
was in the early days chiefly the home of influential Ameri- 
can citizens, and among them were but few immigrants. 
The suburban character of the early development attracted 
business men and bankers from Boston and made good 
homes for the leaders in local industries, while the high 
class of early industries attracted a good class of employees, 
whether native or foreign born. Native craftsmen, espe- 
cially shipbuilders and carpenters, were attracted from all 
over New England, especially from the shore towns, many 
of whom became permanent citizens and doubtless played 
an important part in the increase in growth of population 
before efficient ferries were started. 

With the establishment of the North Ferry better con- 
nections with the city proper rendered East Boston accessi- 
ble for the residence of clerks, tradesmen and others of 
moderate means, and with them came a demand for more 
boarding houses and more cottages and indirectly for more 
laborers and more local tradesmen. As the population 
increased and changed somewhat in character the more 
prosperous and influential residents began to move away, 
and so the evolutionary process that has taken place in. 
other parts of Boston was begun. 

With the development of railroads and freight yards 
and of piers for transatlantic shipping, the demand for 
cheap immigrant labor increased and the loss of suburban

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character reduced still more the attractions for the more 
prosperous, while the decline in shipbuilding lessened the 
demand for skilled labor. As the population changed, the 
property changed hands, houses were remodeled to hold 
several families and to provide cheap housing facilities; 
and these changes, together with greater improvements in 
city connections, attracted still more residents who could 
live in East Boston and find employment in the city proper. 
Descendants of the American citizens who settled in 
East Boston in the early development still form an 
important community, but they have been driven to 
restricted districts and now exert a relatively small influ- 
ence in the progress of development. Following the first 
settlers there was a marked influx of Irish population and 
for a long time they have predominated in the community 
life, but the relative number has since declined though 
they still continue to exert a controlling influence through 
the prominence of the more successful members in local 
politics, law, medicine and business. Many Canadians 
also have been attracted by the waterfront activities and 
recently by some forms of manufacturing, and they form 
a part of the present population but they do not appear 
as an important factor in the public activities. <A fair 
number of Scandinavians and some Portuguese have been 
attracted, too, by the waterfront industries and one com- 
munity near Jeffries Point is still chiefly Scandinavian. 
In recent years there have been two marked movements 
into East Boston, either as overflow from the city or as 
direct immigration. The first increase was largely Jewish, 
the second was Italian. The Jews built a synagogue in 
East Boston in 1892, and established a real home center. 
Since 1900 they have greatly increased in numbers though 
many of the more successful have moved away. ica 
as eine : ; 
Ele. «= \ tailors, small store- 
keepers, traders, junk dealers and industrial workers, they 
have been largely seekers for low rents. The character of 
the Jewish section has not been kept up; iti _——_—a, 
ee in need of repairs, due in part 
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to the slackness and indifference of the occupants who still 
remain, and in part to the neglect on the part of the land- 
lords to keep the buildings in repair. Conditions are bad 
also because most of the buildings were poorly built at the 
start, cheap wooden structures put up by Jewish specu- 
lative builders who were primarily interested in cheap 
construction and quick sales. 

The Jews are ambitious to get ahead and especially to 
give their sons the advantages of education and training; 
they aspire to better surroundings and the more prosperous 
families move away. ‘The Jewish colony which started 
at Jeffries Point has since moved almost entirely over to 
the Porter and Chelsea street district and has given away to 
Italians at the Point. 

Attracted by the low rentals, pleasant open spaces and 
sunny gardens on Jeffries Hill, the Italians began ten years 
ago to cross from the North End and to buy or build with a 
view to establishing permanent homes in East Boston. 
They have increased greatly in numbers and now form an 
important factor in the community, where they bid fair 
to spread over much more of the territory in the future. 
They have found cheap land and agreeable living condi- 
tions and appear to be contented to make their homes per- 
manent, and they seem to thrive even in the more crowded 
sections. As builders the Italians prefer masonry to 
which they have been accustomed, and they construct 
buildings of a better and more permanent character than 
those of the Jewish speculative builders. 

Italians have replaced the Jews at Jeffries Point, with a 
center at Cottage and Maverick streets. They have 
spread into Chelsea street nearby and are building out into 
the newly-filled marsh areas. ‘They have formed a colony 
on the eastern slope of Eagle Hill and another on Breed’s 
Hill. They appear to have prospered in East Boston and 
have greatly improved their condition of living. The set- 
tlement on Breed’s Hill is made up chiefly of property 
owners who can afford to build more extensive homes and 
to maintain gardens both attractive and useful. Relatively 
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few of the Italian children go in for higher education, and 
many do not finish the grade schools. There seems to be 
a lack of ambition among them, and, among the young 
men, there seems to be an unfortunate tendency to be less 
industrious than the hard-working newcomers or the 
children of other races. 

The distribution of the population of East Boston is 
indicated on the population map (Fig. 18). The relative 
numbers of different races from census facts are shown on 
the population diagram (Fig. 17). Some idea of the 
make-up of the population may be gained from the 
census taken by the Massachusetts Bible Society in 1914, 
by whom the religious preferences were found to be as 
follows: 


ToTAL PoPpULATION BY RELIGIOUS PREFERENCE. 
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Some of the citizens of East Boston are employed in the 
neighborhood, but many work in the city proper. The 


local industries employ largely local residents but draw 
also from Chelsea and other districts. A survey of employ- 
ment was attempted by mail, but replies have not been 
sufficient to show the real condition. 
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An idea of the classes of employment filled by men living 
in East Boston is suggested by the police records which for 
1913 show about 


6,200 unskilled laborers. 
6,000 skilled laborers. 
2,900 clerical men. 

500 unemployed. 


A few women find employment in the new industries 
such as the cotton mills, in which cheap labor is required, 
but most of those who work cross daily to the city proper. 


11—ZONES AND AREAS OF OCCUPANCY. 


MANUFACTURING, COMMERCE, RETAIL TRADE, SINGLE 
AND Two Famity Hovusss, THREE—-DECKERS, TENE- 
MENTS, VACANT AREAS. 


Originally East Boston consisted of two islands, which 
have been united by filling in for streets and railroads. 
Breed’s Island contains one small hill, Shay’s Hill, and 
one large hill, Orient Heights. Noddle Island contains 
six small hills, Jeffries Point, Eagle Hill, East and West 
Wood Island Hills, Harbor View and Pope Street Hills. 
Of these hills, Orient Heights is an absolute barrier to 
through streets from the southwest to the northeast. 
Most of the other hills, although crossed by streets, tend 
to divert all through travel. Around these hills a large 
area of practically level land mostly near high tide level 
has become occupied or is now being filled for occupancy. 
The use of the land is divided, largely because of adapt- 
ability into a number of more or less distinct zones or 
regions as shown on the occupancy map (Fig. 3). 

Along the waterfront, where accessible to boats and to 
teams, large areas are devoted primarily to storage or to 
wholesale business which requires water service; near the 
Chelsea Street Bridge the Standard Oil yards cover several 
acres, served both by water and by the railroad; near 
Maverick square a small area is used for storage that is 
served by the railroad and convenient for teaming, but is 
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not on the waterfront, and at the railway dock terminals 
there is a large space devoted to both commercial and 
storage purposes. Nearly all of these storage and whole- 
sale districts require relatively few employees and relatively 
little skilled labor. 

Among the storage yards and piers and along Border 
street there are also a number of manufacturing concerns, 
and back from the shore there are two regions now held 
by the owners (the East Boston Company) primarily for 
manufacturing purposes, one the ‘‘dump”’ east of the rail- 
road yards, and one north of Addison street. ‘The advan- 
tage to factories there results in part from the presence of 
favorable rail and teaming facilities and nearness to the 
water and in part from the presence of relatively cheap 
land and of a nearby source of labor. 

Along the Boston & Albany Railroad there is a fairly 
large yard for train work, with sheds for local freight 
business; at Orient Heights there is another small railroad 
yard, and at the terminal docks there are still other areas 
devoted to the interchange of railroad and steamship 
business. 

At the principal thoroughfare intersections at Maverick, 
Central, Porter, Day and Breed squares (G, H, I, K and N, 
shown on the plan, Fig. 3), and at several other places 
along the main thoroughfares, retail districts occupy the 
most prominent points. The principal retail, banking and 
office section is at and between Maverick and Central 
squares. All through the residence areas in and among 
the tenement houses are many small stores, too many, in 
fact, for the good of the community, since they are not 
well supported and therefore cannot be well maintained. 

The areas not especially adapted to use for wholesale 
and storage purposes, for manufacturing or for retail 
trade are in part used for residential purposes and in 
part still vacant. Among the residences there are a 
number of small industries that have developed in old 
buildings on cheap rear lands and in stables, where they 
constitute a serious fire menace as suggested by the spots 
shown on the fire risk map (Fig. 10). Woodworking and 
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paint shops and junk shops especially are recognized to be 
very great fire hazards that should not be permitted in 
the housing district, since many lives are so endangered.

Further development of such industries should be pre- 

vented and those that now exist should be removed. 
The approximate area of land within the limits of East 

Boston was reported in 1912 to be 528 acres occupied, 
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356 acres unoccupied and 907 acres of vacant marshes 
and flats, or only about 60 per cent of the available land 
and only about 30 per cent of the total possible area inside 
the river and harbor lines occupied. The original area of 
the two main islands and of the two islands in the harbor 
that may eventually become part of East Boston was 
1,485 acres. The present area to the harbor lines is 1,925 
acres. The extension proposed by the Port Directors will 
raise the total to about 3,035 acres and the maximum 
possible further extension would make a total of 3,990 
acres, or over two and a half times the original area. These 
relative areas are shown on the plan (Fig. 19). While 
it is not possible to say that this maximum area will ever 
be entirely developed, it is quite probable that large 
extensions will be made, and the present plan of the Port 
Directors contemplates an addition by filling that will 
increase greatly the total area, as shown also more in detail 
on the general plan (Fig. 26). 

An extension even so great as that proposed by the 
Port Directors will require many years to complete, but it 
is entirely practicable and if business continues to increase 
in Boston it will be justified because of the great water- 
front advantages. Such an extension has already occurred 
in the city proper as shown on the area diagram (Fig. 20). 

While there are certain fairly definite existing limits for 
the zones of occupancy, no such zones have as yet been 
established by law, and there is now an unfortunate over- 
lapping of zones. This should be prevented and could be, 
as in some European cities, by the establishment of special 
zones in which the character of occupancy is restricted. 
There are in Boston now certain restrictions that form 
zone regulations, such as the restrictions of the market 
district and the regulation of heights and types of con- 
struction permitted, and there should be and doubtless 
will be more extensive restrictions in the future. 

One serious objection that has been raised to definite 
zone limits comes from the fact that land now devoted to 
residential purposes may come to have much greater 
value for commercial or industrial purposes in the future. 
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It is possible, however, to provide for meeting this emer- 
gency and yet to protect residential communities in the 
meantime, either by periodical readjustment of the lines, 
or possibly by a special allowance that established lines 
may be crossed and that any zone may be so extended if 
such extension be made only by progressive steps on prop- 
erty contiguous to that already within the zone. Such a 
provision carefully followed should make it possible to 
permit legitimate and normal changes in the zone boun-

daries where circumstances may require them, but should 
prevent isolated development of a character objectionable 
to the zone so invaded. 

Since the efficient life as a paying investment is estimated 
by real estate men to be only about twenty years for 
wooden frame structures, and only about thirty years for 
those of brick, it would seem possible to provide that land 
now vacant should be built over at once for residential 
purposes, to be later rebuilt for industrial or commercial 
purposes. Such a development has been made success- 
fully under private initiative, and might well be encouraged 
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under public control if definite zones be established now 
for use solely as residential districts with allowance for the 
necessary local stores and with a provision that the limits 
are to be revised when requirements warrant any changes. 
Such zones should not interfere with area now occupied 
or likely to be needed in the near future for a reasonable 
spread of commercial and industrial activities. Further 
restriction might logically be made for such districts as 
that on Breed’s Hill to permit only the building of single 
or two family houses, or of public or semi-public buildings. 

Certain zones could even now be established for residen- 
tial purposes for which the lines should not be materially 
changed for a long time, if at all, and for which any change 
should be carefully studied, as a serious matter, in order to 
prevent heavy losses to the city and to the community in 
the value of invested public funds in schools and open 
spaces, in case that value is likely to be greatly reduced 
with the crowding out of the residents, and to mean that a 
further burden will be placed upon the city for making 
additional and similar public investments in the region to 
be occupied by the population so driven out. 


12.— CONSTRUCTION DETAILS. 


STREET DESIGNS AND UskEsS; TREES, POLES, SIGNS, SUB-— 
SURFACE Usss, LIGHTS AND EMBELLISHMENTS. 


Under the present system of control of the streets it is 
customary to allow abutters to make use of such open 
space above and below the street levels as do not interfere 
with the use of the street; and that at no profit to the city. 
In some cities it is customary to require for such projec-- 
tions an annual payment as rental. Such a payment 
seems only fair to the community that does maintain the 
streets, and does also pay liberally for any easements or 
property taken for street widening or improvements. To 
obtain complete control over such incursions the city must 
first acquire a proper title to the land in the streets, and, 
should it acquire title to the streets that it is called upon to 
maintain, the city can then with such control let to abutters 
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such space as can be made to produce revenue commensu- 
rate with the advantages so gained by the abutters or 
with the value to the city of the space so occupied. 

In the construction of streets certain general rules as to 
widths and proportions are generally followed by the 
city departments or by the persons developing land, and 
these generally meet all reasonable requirements, but for 
the best service of each community a greater variation 
seems desirable. ‘There are streets in East Boston, espe- 
cially on Eagle Hill, that could well be revised to reduce the 
width of the little used roadways, and to afford better 
sidewalk and tree spaces. 

The streets of East Boston are seriously defaced by 
overhead wires, street poles and advertising signs. The 
wires are unsightly and are dangerous because they are 
likely to fall in storms, and even though they may not be 
themselves heavily charged, they may become so by cross- 
ing with other wires. They are a menace to fire fighters 
also and they damage shade trees. ‘The wires of the city 
are being put underground by gradual steps, so that this 
danger will be reduced in time. | 

Billboards and advertising signs have been seriously 
criticised in many recent civic movements and have come 
to be regulated by the city, but even so, the size and char- 
acter of street signs now permitted are seriously detrimental 
in many locations where they destroy much of the agreeable 
character that the streets might otherwise possess. This is 
especially noticeable in the residential districts where many 
corner stores display glaring advertisements much out of 
place and having little if any artistic merit. 

The lighting system of East Boston is simple and effective 
but there has been no attempt to adorn the business streets 
with decorative lights and poles, a feature of no little merit 
that might be made to give character and stimulus to the 
district. . 

In the details of the present design the question of street 
trees plays a most important part. At present there are 
few trees standing in the streets of East Boston, and in 
most of the existing streets as now designed there is little 
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chance for trees to be planted. Many streets of East 
Boston, as of other early towns, were once well shaded with 
rows of trees, mostly set out by the East Boston Tree 
Association, organized in 1845 and very active for the next 
twenty years. A few were survivors of the fine old 
forests. Up to a certain time these trees grew and 
thrived. <A few trees have been set out in recent years 
as the result of the activities of the Home Club of East 
Boston. With the increase in severity of city conditions

and the lack of sufficient public care to offset these, the 
number and quality of the trees in streets and open spaces 
have been actually decreasing for many years. The trees 
have been cut into by wiremen at the top, by horses at the 
trunk, by pavers at the ground and by trench diggers below 
the surface. They have been starved and stifled at the 
root by the removal or destruction of the soil and by paving 
that shut off the surface water; blistered on the trunk by 
severe exposure to wind and to the heat that is reflected 
from the pavements and buildings, and starved at the top 
by the over-shadowing buildings which shut off sunshine 
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and fresh air. They have been poisoned at the top by the 
soot and smoke of the city and poisoned at the roots by 
the souring of the soil and by the gases that escape from 
the sewers and gas mains; and lastly, they have been 
defoliated by leaf-eating insects, sapped by scale insects, 
and dismembered by borers that cut off twigs and branches 
even up to two or three inches in diameter. Insects have 
done enormous damage because of the feeble condition of 
the trees; they have spread rapidly as they have been 
carried by vehicles and trains, and they have increased 
greatly because of the reduction in the kinds and numbers 
of birds that are real pest destroyers. 

Enemies of the trees are so numerous it is surprising that 
so many still stand in the city and continue to grow under 
such a handicap, but the fact that the present tendency 
is decidedly retrogressive, calls for an heroic measure on the 
part of the city if trees are to be maintained and increased 
innumbers. The question of establishing and maintaining 
trees under such obviously adverse conditions calls for 
careful treatment such as that which was recently given 
to the trees on the Common, where the soil was entirely 
renovated and the trees were thoroughly . examined, 
repaired and freed from all pests at a very considerable 
cost to the city. 

Trees can be planted in our streets in a way similar to 
that followed by the Park Department in 1912 and 1918, 
in the planting of Bennington street, Blue Hill avenue, 
Dorchester street, Huntington avenue, and several other 
fairly wide main thoroughfares, where the soil was removed 
from large pits and replaced with good material in quantity 
sufficient to ensure a satisfactory growth for eight or ten 
years, or until the trees are large enough to reach out for 
other sources of support. Trees so planted cost the city 
$15 to $30 each when planted, and trees in the downtown 
district unless so planted will have little chance to make a 
satisfactory growth. 

In the narrow streets the tree problem is even more 
serious than that faced in the planning for those above 
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referred to. The prevailing width of 40 feet between 
property lines and between ultimate building lines does 
not afford space enough to provide even for. one broad 
topped tree either at the top or at the roots, though it may 
serve for small growing pyramidal trees or for those kept 
clipped to a relatively small head. In such locations vines 
on the buildings add much to the interest and should be

given more care and encouragement, especially where trees 
are not likely to be established, and it might well repay the 
city to give some material aid to the property owners in the 
care of vines in order to improve the general appearance in 
some of the public streets. 

In East Boston there are a number of streets in which 
trees can be established and maintained if given special 
consideration. In the case of Paris street a plan is sug- 
gested (Fig. 40) to provide that the street be redesigned for 
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use as a recreation street with a row of trees in the center. 
In the residential section on Jeffries Point and Eagle Hill 
there are several streets in which the roadway should be 
narrowed to 18 or 20 feet and restriction lines should be 
established to keep back buildings that are now back and to 
require that buildings which now project beyond the general 
frontage line should go back also eventually so that the 
street can ultimately be widened if needed and ample 
space for walks and trees can be maintained. 

Any plans for trees in existing streets must be based 
upon a consideration of the value of trees to the city as a 
whole, to the property on the streets, and to the people who 
will benefit by them. On some streets trees could well be 
planted on one side only, especially on the north side of 
those running east and west, possibly in a wide walk to leave 
a narrower roadway like that on Laconia street in the 
South End. On some streets trees can be planted to take 
advantage of existing setbacks at schools, churches or 
other buildings of a permanent character. For planting, 
there are a number of trees that can be used, especially 
suited to the various conditions existing, and a greater 
variety of selection than is usually made would produce 
more satisfactory results. (See Fig. 22.) 

There are at present very few streets in East Boston in 
which a full complement of trees exists. (See plan, Fig. 23.) 
There are a large number of old streets in which trees were 
set out in the past and in which there are still survivors. 
In these old streets the survivors are gradually dying out 
or being removed because they interfere with the adjacent 
buildings, and in almost no cases are the vacancies refilled. 
Thus there is found to be a broad treeless area in the 
greater part of the district, as shown on the plan in black. 
Other areas are partly shaded but gradually approaching a 
treeless condition, shown dotted. Ina few areas, especially 
the east end of Bennington street, new trees have been 
planted which bid fair to hold their own for a long time to 
come, shown gray. 

The present survey shows the tree situation to be in

a very bad state. Of a total of approximately 36.5 
miles of streets in East Boston, 


26.2 miles, or 72 per cent, have no trees. 
7.2 miles, or 20 per cent, have less than a fair number of trees. 
3.1 miles, or 8 per cent, are well filled with trees. 


The present efforts of the city authorities are directed 
chiefly toward the care of the decadent trees and removal 
of the dead, and every effort to replant properly in the 
built-up streets will involve great expense and would 
in many cases be of doubtful worth on account of lack of 
proper space. If trees are to be established and main- 
tained as a permanent feature of the built-up district a 
definite provision of space must be made for them, and 
a definite plan for planting and maintenance must be 
adopted and followed up. 

Outside the built-up areas new streets are being opened 
up but not properly planted. Such streets are created 
by private enterprise and trees are neglected. The streets 
are mostly laid out as narrow as custom allows, and little 
room is left for trees. In such districts certain wide 
streets should be demanded not only for through traffie 
but also to provide space for tree growth, and in all reason- 
able locations trees should be properly established and 
protected. 


13.— FINANCIAL AND LEGAL. 


REAL EstaTE VALUATIONS, REVENUES, BUDGET OF APPOR- 
TIONMENT, Cost OF IMPROVEMENTS, ASSESSMENTS 
OF BETTERMENTS, EXCESS CONDEMNATION. 





For land so near the city the assessment valuations 
in East Boston are not extremely high and the selling rates 
are reported to be but little if any higher than the assess- 
ment. The assessed values as shown on plan (Fig. 24) 
run to as high as $4 per square foot on Meridian street, 
and to $2 along the pier frontages. Beyond the com- 
mercial and trade zones there is another zone of fairly high 
valuation, dropping toward the edges to 40 cents, in which

are located the better class of residences or buildings having 
good values because of special advantages of location and 
transportation, and the nearness to Boston. Back of 
and around the 40-cent land are considerable areas valued 
at from 20 to 40 cents that are fairly well improved and 
accessible for buildings, but are less favorably situated. 
Still farther from the center are areas not fully improved, 
but already platted and opened to occupancy, valued at 
10 to 20 cents, and outside all are lands which have little 
value as yet, other than as so much acreage, but which are 
assessed chiefly because of potential value. 

The assessed valuations in East Boston are steadily 
increasing as shown on the diagram (Fig. 25) and bid fair 
to continue to increase along a curve that has shown a 
rapidly rising rate since 1900, both for land valuations and 
for total valuations, which, if continued, will lead to great 
increases in the future. 

The city is now called upon to make large annual 
expenditures in East Boston to maintain public properties 
and public service, and will continue to do so at a growing 
rate so long as the occupied areas and the activities in’ East 
Boston continue to increase. The serious question has 
been fairly raised as to whether East Boston receives a 
proportion of the city expenditures commensurate with the 
revenue raised there by taxation, and this question could 
be fairly answered if the annual expenditures for a number 
of years were fully analyzed to determine what proportion 
thereof is directly spent in or for East Boston, and also what 
proportion is spent for general city improvement by which 
East Boston benefits In common with the other districts, 
but such facts are difficult to obtain and to interpret and 
have not been considered. 

In addition to the city expenditures East Boston is 
entitled to some benefits from the state and metropolitan 
funds. It has already profited by the water and sewerage 
systems and has benefited somewhat from the park and 
the highway improvements that le outside the city limits 
at Chelsea, Revere and Winthrop. 

The large annual city and metropolitan expenditures 
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are made in part for maintenance and in part for con- 
struction work or improvements. The requirements for 
maintenance should be proportionately reduced by every 
possible means through economies and improved efficien- 
cies in administration and through expenditures for

improvements that will lessen the cost of maintenance 
in the future, but the opportunities for improvements and 
for new work should be studied and designs should be 
made and adopted that will produce the greatest practicable 
benefit and variety. The funds for maintenance are 
raised largely if not wholly through taxation, while the 
funds for improvements are in part so raised, either in 
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one year or by bonds extending over a period of years, 
and in part paid for by the property benefited through 
direct assessment. 

One of the greatest and most wasteful expenses to 
the city to-day is that of making improvements in districts 
already built up, that have been developed with little 
regard to ultimate public requirements. ‘To prevent such 
wastes and to provide for civic economy and improvements 
as a whole, comprehensive plans should be adopted that 
will control development in the future and prevent private 
interests from needlessly interfering with public improve- 
ments that will be required in the future, and also to protect 
private property from depreciation due to improper use of 
adjacent lands, and to lack of adequate approaches. 

The city is every year called upon to spend large sums 
of money in East Boston for the public benefit, and these 
demands will doubtless continue and will increase in the 
future. A comprehensive plan that on the face of it calls 
for the ultimate expenditure of millions of dollars, if wisely 
designed, adopted and followed, should mean not only an 
ultimate saving in cost for the city over expenditures that 
must otherwise be made, but should mean also an attain- 
ment of far greater public good than will result from the 
present system of fragmentary planning. 

As the benefit of city improvements accrues chiefly to 
the nearby real estate, the question of making large 
improvements and so benefiting adjacent property, espe- 
cially through the widening or opening of streets, has led 
to the system of assessing betterments. The needs for 
better property lines on lands remaining, after public 
improvements have been made, has led to the suggestion 
that the city should acquire property in excess of that 
actually needed, either by purchase of fragments as now 
legally permitted in Boston, or by broader acquirements 
through excess condemnation methods devised to read- 
just the existing arbitrary and ill-adapted property lines 
to the new conditions. The present relations between 
the city and adjacent property owners in such improve- 
ments are admittedly not satisfactory, and lead to enor- 
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mous cost to the city for improvements, the benefit of which 
can be obtained only partially by property owners, where 
property is not left in suitable shape. This condition has 
been recently studied by a committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce and has led them to recommend, among other 
things, that: . 


Separate and adequate appropriations should be provided for 
planning work, whether of a board of survey or a local planning 
board. So long as the funds required for studying the problems 
of the future and preparing plans to meet them must be drawn 
from the same limited appropriation that has to provide for imme- 
diate pressing engineering needs, the more far-sighted planning 
will suffer. 

When possible in new undertakings the fee in streets should be 
acquired rather than the easement. 

The present betterment and assessment laws the committee 
believes to be unequal and inequitable in their working and have 
resulted in the actual collection of a small percentage of the better- 
ments assessed, and we believe they should be amended in such a 
way as to remedy their defeets. 


These conclusions were based on investigations of 
Flavel Shurtleff, Esq., who reported to them in part as 
follows: 


(a.) Kinp or Estate. 
Of the cities studied in the metropolitan district, Cambridge 
alone, since 1908, has been taking the fee in streets. 


(b.) DISTRIBUTION OF Cost. 

1. Under the general law less litigation is involved, but jury 
estimates of values are a crude method of approximating the real 
value, and the city or town usually pays an undue share. 

2. Under the betterment acts —— Betterment act used in Quincy, 
Newton and Boston. Results outside of Boston satisfactory, but 
in Boston tradition is against act and assessment is protested as 
unfair since previous improvements were not so assessed. Cost 
of collection in Boston is high because owner can bring two suits,— 
one to have damages increased and one to have betterments 
lowered. 

Recent laws (chapter 536 of Acts of 1913) in revision of chapter 
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393, Acts of 1906, extend the area over which betterments may 
be assessed, and remove the limits as to percentage of cost that 
can be assessed. ; 

There should be still further revision of both the highway act 
as amended in 1913 and the general betterment act (Revised 
Laws, chapter 50, section 1) to provide that the award of damages 
should be made at the same time as the assessment of betterments. 

3. Haxcess condemnation.— Under the constitutional amend- 
ment (Resolve 1911, chapter 91) the city is permitted to take 
land for street improvements in excess of needs and to sell the 
remnants and thus to reap the benefits that may accrue, and to 
improve the property lines. The power is limited, however, by 
a requirement that each undertaking shall be sanctioned by special 
act. The power has not yet been used here and where used in 
Europe is apparently not very satisfactory. If tried under present 
laws the taking would probably prove costly and would require 
a large investment on the part of the city, possibly for a long 
time, without return. Therefore the betterment act as recently 
revised seems more promising. 


In addition to the cases cited by Mr. Shurtleff: 


Under the Remnant Law (chapter 448 of the Acts of 1904) 
land may be taken in Boston in excess of that needed for public 
improvements, the remnants to be sold later. This privilege 
offers opportunity for much general benefit if well planned and 
followed up but does not appear to have been used so far. 


Mr. Shurtleff’s report deals quite fully with street 
widenings or improvements having to do especially with 
through travel and general welfare, but there is also a 
local question, purely local, that is of enormous impor- 
tance in a place like the North End, where the present 
public holdings are entirely inadequate to provide reason- 
able means of access and to admit a reasonable amount of 
light and air. There is need for adequate open space 
adjacent to every home lot that evidently should be met 
largely if not wholly at the expense of the property bene- 
fited and should be required by the city in cases where 
such improvements are needed for the good of the tenants 
that are now housed in seriously unwholesome surround- 
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ings, even though opposed by the property owners. ‘There 
are relatively few such cases in East Boston, but there 
are cases for the improvement of which the city should 
adopt definite plans and methods and establish a definite 
policy for action, such as that shown in Fig. 6 (page 19). 

To provide for carrying out the general plan the city 
can have recourse to the ordinary methods now followed 
for obtaining funds for successive improvements in each 
of the following ways: 

1. Through direct taxation either from one year’s 
income, or by bonds from a number of years. 

2. Through bonds for self-supporting or speculative 
improvements to be repaid from betterments or sale of 
excess takings. 

3. Through bonds for improvements that can be made 
self-supporting like the subways that are leased to private 
corporations, or like the water system that is run as a 
business enterprise. 

The city can also do much by establishing lines and 
regulations for economy in changes to be made in the 
future, and if the laws are revised to require the decision 
of betterments and damages at the same time, and prefer- 
ably in advance of the appropriation of funds for the work, 
the cost to the city of establishing lines and regulations 
and of actual construction could doubtless be materially 
reduced. 
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PART IL— RECOMMENDATIONS FOR A COMPRE- 
HENSIVE PLAN AND FOR SPECIFIC 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


Any plan for the future East Boston, to be truly com- 
prehensive, must provide primarily for a complete occu- 
pancy of all existing and possible future land and water 
areas which come within the natural boundaries of the 
district. It must be founded on a logical recognition of 
the ultimate requirements such as, first, the development 
of the entire waterfront; second, the improvement of 
approaches on all sides; third, a complete system of thor- 
oughfares; fourth, public ownership of all spaces in the 
entire district that may be needed by the public; and 
fifth, public control, so far as required for the general and 
individual welfare of the people, of all property not publicly 
owned. 

To meet these requirements a comprehensive plan has 
been prepared covering the entire district, and for the more 
important specific improvements, recommendations and 
more detailed plans have been made, based on the data 
referred to in Part I. 


1—A COMPREHENSIVE PLAN. 


The entire boundary of East Boston hes along salt water 
and can be developed for commercial or other purposes 
in a way to profit by waterfront advantages. The improve- 
ment of the waterfront has already been extended to 
include much of the south, west and north shores of Noddle 
Island, two-thirds of the shore being already established 
for commercial and industrial purposes, while the east side 
is as yet practically unimproved. Breed’s Island shores 
are as yet undeveloped and are of limited value, as they 
are approached by a relatively shallow and narrow channel

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that would be costly to improve, and as they lie fairly 
remote from the city harbor activities. The shores of 
Breed’s Island have been reserved for commercial purposes 
by the owners, the East Boston Company, and most of 
the remaining shores of Noddle Island are now being 
considered for a large waterfront development under state, 
city and private initiative. The state must in the near 
future determine upon a plan to develop the great area 
of flats and frontage now largely under state control, and 
upon that plan will depend the extent of the water 
frontage and the land area of East Boston, and the value 
that will accrue to it. 

With an original area of 1,435 acres, including the two 
nearby islands, Kast Boston has been extended to contain 
within the present harbor and city limits an area of 1,925 
acres. If the city limits were extended eastward to the 
farther edge of the flats, so including all that can logically 
be reckoned as a part of Kast Boston, the total area would 
amount to nearly 4,000 acres, or over twice the present 
area. ‘lo develop the entire area of flats, all of which can 
be made valuable either as land area or as deep water docks 
and channels, will require a long time. The most practical 
uses for the remote portions cannot easily be determined 
and the practical plan for immediate adoption must neces- 
sarily provide for the use of as much of the total area as 
ean be definitely designed for profitable and practicable 
usage. A plan for extension on the flats has been worked 
out based upon suggestions and plans proposed in the 
past, and from this a perspective sketch has been prepared 
(frontispiece). The plan has been modified in consulta- 
tion with the Port Directors to meet the lines as determined 
by them, and as herewith presented it now contemplates 
an addition outside the harbor line of nearly 1,100 acres, 
a large portion of which is included in the plans of the 
Port Directors and is intended, for business development. 
That such a port development is possible and also probable 
has been the conclusion of a number of persons who have 
given the question serious thought. In the report of the 
Metropolitan Improvements Commission the plan for 
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docks recommended by Mr. Desmond FitzGerald (Fig. 27) 
proposes to extend over a somewhat greater area, but 
involved far more dredging and produced less land area. 
The Joint Board on Metropolitan Improvements reported 
in 1911 that 


“the most favorable place for a large development of a water and 
railroad freight terminal in Boston Harbor is the easterly side of 
East Boston,” 


and referred to a scheme for development in accordance 
with the new harbor line of 1910, but even that has been 
considered not sufficiently comprehensive by the present 
Board of Port Directors who have extended the line as 
shown on the comprehensive plan. 

Under chapter 648 of the Acts of 1910 they are author- 
ized to construct highways and to locate and fill for 
railroad connections, also to build piers whenever any 
person or corporation desires to lease and use the same, 
and, since they control large land areas that should be 
developed, some work is likely to be undertaken before 
long.* 

If such a plan is adopted three important questions 
involving the vital interests of the rest of the city should 
be considered. First, ample railroad and thoroughfare 
approaches to the property from all directions must be 
provided; second, the vital interests in Wood Island Park 
as the one large area for the health, recreation and pleasure 
of the people should be safeguarded, either by preservation 
of the area and the character of the present park, or, better, 
by revision and extension in a way to produce an equally 
good or better public utility, properly adapted to the 
necessarily changed conditions; and third, the advanced 
planning for urban conditions upon the areas, now vacant, 
that will not be required for commercial or industrial 
purposes. Suggested lines for such main thoroughfares 
are shown and numbered on the general plan and referred 
to in detail herein under corresponding section numbers.

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A plan for Wood Island Park revision has been made 
(Fig. 28) and a possible development of the remaining 
areas for residential purposes is in part suggested on the 
general plan, although not worked out in detail as it should 
be when the main lines have been finally decided upon. 
Suggestions for the regulation of these areas have also been 
considered. 


2.— POSSIBLE ZONE LIMITS. 


For Private IMPROVEMENTS AND FOR USAGE OF THE 
VARIOUS SECTIONS. 

In order to protect both public and private property 
interests from injury through misplaced, development 
certain zones should be established in connection with the 
determination of the fundamental lines of the general 
plan. On the general plan (Fig. 26) those areas shown for 
commercial and industrial development are nearly all 
owned or controlled either by the state or by the East 
Boston Company, or are already in part occupied by 
industries and therefore likely to be so developed. 

The plans for the port development have established 
three distinct zones for the terminal area. The first is 
designed for high class shipping, passenger and express 
business near the existing main channels, with ample 
space for storage buildings, car sidings, main thoroughfares, 
and other terminal requirements, a zone that will require 
a large number of employees and extensive traffic facilities. 
The second is to be used for industrial buildings for 
manufacturing and storage that will profit through being 
near to the waterside and to the city, and having ample 
teaming and railroad facilities; and will require many 
employees, involving much passenger travel to and from 
work. The third is to be used for terminal railroad yards 
and storage space large enough to provide for economical 
railroad activities, with easy connections to all existing 
railroad lines; an area that will not require a relatively 
large number of employees or a large passenger travel to 
and from other parts of the city. 

All other areas should be definitely restricted for resi- 
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dential occupancy, with a proviso that retail business may 
be permitted in the main streets and at important centers. 
The top of Breed’s Hill is an especially good location for 
institutions and for private residences, and while it is 
not now in great demand, it will undoubtedly be required 
in time, and all the area lying one block or so above 
the main encircling thoroughfares should be restricted 
against three-deckers and tenement houses. The proposed 
development on the flats will produce a large area of 
residential property northeast of Wood Island Park. That 
area will necessarily be very flat but will have a pleasant 
outlook over the proposed park and playground areas 
and the channels. The row of blocks nearest the shore 
should be restricted to single houses or two and one-half 
story buildings in order to reserve a certain area that 
ean be developed for such buildings and to preserve for 
the back lands a little of the shore front advantages. 

For the improvement of living conditions in advance of 
possible development, Belle Isle inlet might well be con- 
trolled by tide gates at the Saratoga Street Bridge and 
the Boston & Maine Railroad Bridge, to keep out the 
high tides and prevent the daily tides from flooding the 
marshes. 

On the plan, definite boundaries are shown for the zones 
proposed. ‘These lines could be so established with a 
provision as suggested in Part I. that the boundaries 
may be modified under a reasonable system of changes. 


3.—WOOD ISLAND PARK REVISION AND EXTEN- 
SION TOWARD REVERE AND WINTHROP, 
AND TOWARD THE CITY PROPER. 


When the plans now being considered by the Port 
Directors have been settled upon, either in their present 
or in a modified form, the boundaries of East Boston will 
be practically defined for all time. If the present plans 
of the Port Directors and of the East Boston Company are 
adopted, the entire boundary will front upon navigable 
water, with a harbor line about fourteen miles in length, 
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and a pier frontage line considerably greater. Of this 
frontage some portion should be preserved for public uses 
for recreation and pleasure. The present frontage of Wood 
Island Park is in some ways not well situated for such reser- 
vation, while just east of the park along the channel, that 
will doubtless be kept open near the Winthrop shore, a 
frontage can be developed between the present Wood ~ 
Island Park and the bridge at Saratoga street admirably 
adapted to pleasure uses. Somewhat remote from the 
harbor and the heart of the city the frontage there will be 
less valuable for commerce than that nearer the city and 
could well be devoted to parks. Looking out upon the 
shore of Winthrop, which will doubtless continue to be 
occupied largely for residential purposes, this shore offers 
agreeable surroundings to pleasure seekers, and it fronts on 
a broad channel to the open sea that is somewhat cut off 
from the more intensely used commercial channels of the 
harbor, so that the water can be kept fairly clean and 
attractive. This shore if properly developed can be made 
to compensate very largely for the surrender of similar 
advantages in the present frontage of Wood Island Park. 
The land area of the present park need not be materially 
changed except that a through road for pleasure travel 
should be provided, as suggested on the plan herewith 
(Fig. 28). The waterfront character of the existing park 
can be preserved if a satisfactory pool is retained at the 
existing bath houses. The park area should be extended to 
include all the land southwest of the present park, between 
the location of the existing railroad and the proposed 
freight yard area, and as far south as the proposed diagonal 
extension of Porter street. In this area a pool can be 
reserved, the pleasure way extended, and a playground 
made that will compensate for the proposed reduction in 
the area of the Cottage Street Playground. From the 
south end of this proposed extension a broad boulevard to 
Maverick square is suggested. This boulevard can be 
made to serve as an important highway, and a location 
also for a rapid transit subway, and for it the land should be 
acquired at once before further improvements interfere. 
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Beyond the city limits the proposed park extension 
northward should be further continued to connect with the 
metropolitan park system, either at Short Beach along 
Belle Isle inlet or over a bridge and through Cottage Park 
to Winthrop Beach reservation at Great Head, or, better, 
through both routes as suggested in Sections 42 and 43. 

If main thoroughfares are located as suggested on all 
sides of the proposed extended park (numbered 30, 38, 39, 
18 and 38 again), with a crossing at the narrow point (45), 
there will still be a stretch of park nearly a mile long next 
to the railroad yard location with no cross street. The

plans of the Port Directors do not call for any such crossing, 
but it seems fair to suppose that the time may come when 
this will be much needed, and one has therefore been sug- 
gested a short distance south of the present line of Wood 
Island Park to connect with the south line of the proposed 
industrial pier. In order that this crossing may interfere 
as little as possible with the park interests, it is suggested 
that the street be carried across on a low grade, to tunnel 
under the proposed pleasure way. (See Section 29.) 

The waterfront of the present park is very charming at 
high tide, but very dismal at low tide, when a broad area 
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of muddy flats extends half a mile or more from the shore. 
The water now varies from a mean high tide at elevation 
10.63 or a maximum tide at elevation 15.64 to a low tide 
near elevation 0.5, or extreme low tide 3 feet lower. <A pool 
with water standing at about the level of mean high tide 
would serve the park much better, provided it could be 
kept from becoming stagnant. There is no convenient 
source for obtaining an ample supply of fresh water to fill 
such a pool and it is not likely that a supply could be pro- 
cured at a reasonable expense, but a salt water pool can be 
maintained and can be kept fresh by a flow of tide water 
through controlling devices at an inlet and an outlet to the 
sea. 

A pool 4,200 feet long with an average width of 300 feet 
would have an area of 1,260,000 square feet. If one foot of 
water should be allowed to run off with each ebb tide at 
the harbor end, and if an equal amount be allowed to flow 
in with the flow tide at the Winthrop end, there would be a 
change of water amounting to 1,260,000 cubic feet, or 93 
million gallons, twice daily, more than enough change to 
ensure clean water at all times provided the source is clean. 
A 36-inch pipe inlet flowing at a pressure of 6-inch head 
would let in 1,000,000 gallons of water per hour; at 1-foot 
head, 1,500,000 gallons; at 2-foot head, 2,000,000 gallons; 
and at 5-foot head, 3,000,000 gallons. If the lower level 
of the pool is made at about elevation 8, a 36-inch pipe in 
three hours’ normal tide above elevation 8 would let in 
6,000,000 gallons of water and would mean two-thirds of a 
foot rise in the pool. If the pool were higher than eleva- 
tion 8.0 the average tidal flow would be less and the pool 
might suffer, but if some material is excavated to be used 
for constructing the park, the pool can be made satisfactory 
at about elevation 8.0, and it should be made as high as 
can be maintained, but not too high to allow an ample flow 
of water through a reasonably large inlet. An outlet 
slightly smaller than the inlet, working for a longer time, 
would draw the pool down again at every ebb tide. Ordi- 
nary tide gates at each pipe would prevent flow in the 
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wrong direction, and the elevation of outlet and inlet would 
prevent too great a lowering of the pool, while the diameter 
of the inlet would be such that extreme high tides might 
raise the pool a foot or so more, but no excessive flooding 
need be anticipated. A larger pipe or a lower level pool 
would provide a greater change, but also a greater flooding 
in extreme high tides. A special weir at each pipe would 
be required to allow a large quantity of water to flow in a 
shallow stream to and from the pipes, and the pipes would 
have to be almost entirely below elevation 8 in order to 
obtain a maximum service. ‘The intake should be adjusted 
in a way to obtain clear water from beneath the surface, 
free from scum or débris. 

From the business center and the of eae outlet of a 
teaming tunnel from Boston, at Maverick square, to the 
proposed park extension, an ample parkway is proposed 
that will serve both business and pleasure vehicles. At 
the park entrance the Revere Beach Railroad should be 
put under ground, business vehicles should be deflected 
to a marginal street along the park (Lamson street extended 
and widened). Pleasure travel should be taken into the 
park to skirt along the pool, then rise over the proposed 
location for a cross street at about elevation 40, then drop 
down to pass the present boathouse, and cut through the 
west hill of the present park and pass back of the field 
house on or about the present elevation, 18; and finally 
to rise again and connect with the extension of Neptune 
road. Beyond this point Neptune road should be extended 
along the top of the east hill to pass back of the existing 
overlook building at about elevation 40; then to cross by 
way of a high bridge or viaduct over all traffic roads and 
the railroads at about elevation 50; then to descend again 
to the proposed shore park beyond. Through this pro- 
posed park extension the pleasure way could be extended 
to the present Winthrop Bridge, to connect there with a 
parkway along Belle Isle inlet to Short Beach. A branch 
could also turn off to cross the Belle Isle channel to 
Winthrop on a fairly high bridge, possibly at elevation 40, 
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high enough to clear tugs and barges, to connect with a 
parkway through Court Park and Cottage Park toward 
Great Head. (For more detailed descriptions, see Sections 
16, 46, 45, 44 and 42.) 

The plan for a pleasure way through the park involves 
four important crossings, all of which will call for costly 
construction. A separation of grades will be needed first 
at the intersection of Porter and Lamson streets with the 
Revere Beach Railroad (Section 46), but such a crossing 
must be made sooner or later for the benefit of Porter street 
travel, if business increases in East Boston, and should be 
made for the good of all interests, including pleasure travel. 
The proposed crossing of a new cross street near the bath 
house can be postponed until a street is needed there, but 
the grading should be made as far as possible consistent 
with such a plan. The suggested double bridge or viaduct 
(Section 45) over the proposed terminal railway would add — 
greatly to the value of the park, both for vehicles and for 
pedestrians, and would afford a fine outlook eastward over 
Winthrop and the pleasure bay, and westward over the 
present park and the proposed tidal pool. The building 
of this bridge can well be postponed, but the plans should 
be considered in any construction that is made at that 
point. A branch road from Neptune road to the lower 
level should be made along the side of the hill north of 
the overlook building as a permanent entrance, and this 
can be made to serve all requirements until the proposed 
viaduct is constructed. 

The proposed bridge over the Belle Isle channel (Section 
44) will not be needed for many years to come, but should 
form a part of the plan, and if it is to be built eventually, 
plans for the Winthrop approach should be made now 
before further development in Winthrop interferes with 
the possible opening of a suitable parkway on that side, 
and this matter should be referred to the Metropolitan 
Park Commission and to the citizens of Winthrop. 

In the areas proposed for park purposes ample space 
will be available for playground development on the 
present site, on one area near the east end, and on one near 
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the west end of the extended park. Those areas are 
sufficiently large to afford space for large games and open 
play, and are so distributed that they will serve also as 
local playgrounds for a large number of occupants of the 
adjacent properties. 

The pool and the bay will provide extensive bathing 
and boating facilities for the whole of East Boston and can 
be developed gradually as the need increases. Upon the 
park areas not required for other purposes, ample space 
ean be found for planting, to produce an interesting park- 
like character, and in the more quiet sections seats, 
shelters and special features can be installed for the use of 
persons seeking rest and quiet recreation. 

The plan for the park contemplates a large amount of 
work to produce a finished result, and while the present 
size of the city does not seem to warrant any such develop- 
ment, the possible need for it in the future does warrant 
the consideration of such a plan, and does call for a definite 
move on the part of the city to procure the necessary lands 
and to direct developments in a way to produce the great- 
est ultimate value for the park areas. 

As a protection against the noise and the undesirable 
view of the large area designed for use of freight yards 
east of the park, a row of tall warehouses or freight houses 
along the proposed extension of Jeffries street (Section 38) 
would doubtless be of much value, and the need for such 
buildings should be urged upon the Board of Port Directors. 

The presence of the great freight yards may become a 
serious detriment to the park if steam engines are con- 
tinued in use, but it seems fair to suppose that by the time 
the yards are developed other means of locomotion will 
be adopted, and then the presence of so large an area of 
comparatively open space may prove advantageous rather 
than objectionable. 


4.— FREIGHT RAILROAD EXTENSIONS AND A 
POSSIBLE TUNNEL. 

To provide better railroad access to the existing piers, 

and to possible new piers on the flats, a new terminal rail-

road will be needed and one free from the sharp turns that 
now hamper the Boston & Albany Railroad. The best 
chance for such an approach is evidently that shown on the 
plan, a new line from near Chelsea creek to tunnel under 
the narrow section of the city and under the Revere Beach 
Railroad, then to pass around outside Wood Island Park, 
where an ample clearing yard and suitable approaches to 
‘the piers can be established. This location is perfectly 
feasible if established now before further building opera- 
tions interfere. 

From East Boston to South Boston, or to the city proper, 
better railroad connections are needed and will be more 
needed in the future. A tunnel to the city from the 
Revere Beach Railroad has just been proposed by the Public 
Service Commission, and a tunnel to the freight yards 
in South Boston has been several times suggested and 
is recommended for eventual construction by the Port 
Directors. <A freight tunnel to South Boston seems rea- 
sonable and practical for building when business warrants 
it, but the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad is not 
primarily a freight road, and it should not be made a part 
of the freight system. It seems doubtful whether a tunnel 
to Boston from the passenger railroad would be warranted, 
and if not, it would seem that the passenger travel can 
best be cared for in a different way by proper connections 
with the existing rapid transit system as suggested under 
subway extensions (Section 6). 

A marginal railroad near the Mystic and Charles rivers 
has been considered and there is now a spur track from 
near Maverick square to the National Docks, and another 
at the Standard Oil yards near the Chelsea Street Bridge, 
but a further extension would involve very costly changes 
and does not seem warranted by present requirements. It 
would probably be of still less value if a greater port devel- 
opment is undertaken on the eastern shore. 


5.— PLANS FOR A TEAMING TUNNEL. 
East Boston needs and should have a direct highway 
connection with the city proper, to supplement, if not to 
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supplant, the existing ferry lines. This need has been long 
recognized and various suggestions for a suitable connection 
have been made. 

In 1868 plans for a bridge were discussed and at that 
time Gen. J. G. Foster, United States Army Engineer in 
Boston, submitted a plan and report for a tunnel in pref- 
erence to a bridge, as better both for the service required 
by the public and for the protection of the harbor from 
obstructions. 

In 1892 the City Engineer made studies for several pos- 
sible routes and several possible designs for a tunnel to 
carry street cars, teams and pedestrians. Of these studies 
it was estimated that Plan E, on Route No. 2, for a single 
tube with a roadway 27 feet wide, designed for teams only, 
to run from the corner of Clinton and Fulton streets, down 
a 4 per cent grade, then to rise on a 3 per cent grade to the 
corner of Paris and Meridian streets, a distance of a little 
over a mile, would probably cost about $4,026,000. (Docu- 
ment 211 of 1892.) 

In 1904 the existing rapid transit tunnel was opened 
from Scollay square to Maverick square at a cost of about 
$3,300,000. 

In 1907 the question of a bridge was again revived and a 
plan for a high bridge with a capacity equal to six tunnels, 
to extend from Adams square in Boston to just beyond 
Central square in East Boston, was prepared by the City 
Engineer, and an estimate was made that it would cost 
about fifteen million dollars. 

The Boston Transit Commission, in its report of January 
10, 1908, to the Legislature (1908 report, Appendix D, on 
congestion of traffic), suggests a tunnel along the North 
Ferry route 2,200 feet long, with elevators and with space 
for two lines of teams and two narrow walks. The cost 
of same was estimated at about $1,600,000, exclusive of land 
damages. For a similar tunnel on the line of the South 
Ferry the estimate was slightly higher. 

In 1911 the commission reported again, reviewing the 
above. As a relief for delays in a narrow tunnel, they 
estimated a four-track roadway, exclusive of land damages,

at $2,600,000. Their report advises against construction, 
but suggests that ‘‘This matter may, however, properly 
be reviewed when mechanical power is more generally sub- 
stituted for animal power since such substitution will do 
away with some of the existing obstacles to successful 
operation, and will render possible shorter and less expen- 
sive approaches with steeper grades.’ 

In 1911 a plan was prepared also by the City Engineer 
for a tunnel from the corner of Atlantic avenue and Com- 
mercial street in Boston to the corner of Lewis and Sumner 
streets in East Boston. This plan was designed to have 
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no grade steeper than 2 per cent and to depend upon ele- 
vators at each end, with no grade entrances. The plan 
calls for a 17-foot roadway and two 5-foot sidewalks. 

As a direct connection between the two districts now 
served by the ferries, a tunnel with outlets at the marginal 
streets at each end would serve much better than a bridge 
on a high grade. The cost of one or more tunnels large 
enough to meet all present requirements would be much 
less than the cost of a high bridge. The annual cost of the 
upkeep of a tunnel would be much less than that of a 
bridge. The exposure to rough weather on a bridge is 
necessarily objectionable, while the tunnel would be at all 
times protected. The objections to a tunnel on account of 
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light, air and sanitation have been successfully met in 
England and can be met here, and even if a high bridge 
seemed more desirable the expenditures already made in 
the rapid transit tunnel have reduced the value of a bridge 
by at least the cost of that tunnel. 

Asa practical scheme there is every reason to believe that 
a tunnel can be satisfactorily built. The work of con- 
struction would not be materially different from that which 
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was done in the existing rapid transit tunnel. The question 
of maintenance would not be materially different from that 
now successfully carried out in teaming tunnels in England. 
The question of approaches can be met in either of two 
ways, or preferably both, by incline entrances and by ele- 
vators as shown on sketches herewith (Figs. 30 and 31). 

A thorough study of bridges and sub-aqueous tunnels 
has recently been made by Messrs. Jacobs and Davis of 
New York, consulting engineers, as reported upon by them 
to both the New Jersey and New York Interstate Bridge 
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and Tunnel Commissions, and also presented in a paper by 
George D. Snyder, published in the proceedings of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, Vol. XL., No. 5, May, 
1914, pages 1323-1376. In these reports reasons are shown 
why a high bridge would be suitable for connections 
between the highlands of New York and New Jersey, but 
for waterfront connections in the low area a tunnel would 
be much more useful as well as much less costly, and facts 
are given concerning tunnels now in use in England which 
serve requirements not unlike those of New York. This 
report is fairly applicable to East Boston also as the 
conditions there are similar. 

The two best examples of teaming tunnels comparable 
to that needed for East Boston are the Blackwall and the 
Rotherhithe tunnels in London, each of which reported in 
1912 having carried about one million vehicles in one year, 
about the same number as are reported by the ferries to 
East Boston. For the sake of easy comparison the main 
facts are set forth on the accompanying table. 

From these facts it is fair to assume that a tunnel can be 
built and operated satisfactorily, and that the cost need 
not vary materially from that of the English tunnels or the 
existing East Boston Tunnel. 

The plan proposed in 1911 by the City Engineer calls 
for two shafts with elevators, but does not provide grade 
approaches. Grade approaches should be built, even 
though steep, as practically all vehicles could enter on a 
descending grade and most empty vehicles, autos and 
high-powered trucks would doubtless prefer to climb a 
grade rather than depend on elevator service. 

The outlet in East Boston should be at Maverick square 
and could be through the present subway incline, as 
that will be abandoned if the subway is extended as 
suggested in Section 6. If a teaming tunnel is built 
before the subway is extended, the East Boston end could 
reasonably depend temporarily on an elevator, the elevator 
to be so located at the corner of Lewis and Webster streets 
that it will serve permanently to lift heavy vehicles that 
cannot climb the grade outlet.

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In Boston an elevator should be built to serve as an 
outlet for heavy vehicles, but in addition there should be 
also a grade outlet and this might reasonably be through 
Commercial street to the corner of Cross street. For 
this outlet Commercial street should be widened by taking 
the row of buildings between Clinton street and the alley 
on the west side. 

The tunnel as proposed will have a drop of about 100 
feet from the streets to the lowest point, with 3 per cent

grades between the elevators, and about 6 per cent grades 
to the portals, as shown on the profile (Fig. 31). 


6.—SUBWAY EXTENSIONS TOWARD CHELSEA 
AND TOWARD REVERE. 


As mentioned in the general survey (Part I.), an exten- 
sion of the tunnel in East Boston must inevitably be 
required if the transit requirements continue to grow. For 
such an extension tworoutes seem practicable and necessary, 
and, in either or both, subways could be built at any time. 
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On the plan (Fig. 30) and profiles (Fig. 31), one exten- 
sion to Chelsea and one to the Revere Beach Railroad are 
shown. To cross Maverick square and the Boston & 
Albany tracks, more space is needed, and for that the 
block between Maverick square, Sumner street, Orleans 
street and Maverick street should be taken by the city and 
held for rapid transit and other purposes. 

To extend toward Chelsea, the subway should be lowered, 
abandoning the present outlet, then curved eastward to 
provide space for a station, and to make a better curve into 
Meridian street. Through Meridian street the subway 
should follow just below the surface to a station at Central 
square with another at the top of the hill, near Eagle street. 
Here the tracks should emerge to cross Chelsea creek on a 
bridge 40 feet above the water, similar to the Charlestown 
bridges, then descend to a terminal and turn in Chelsea 
to meet all the lines of cars that converge there. The 
descent in Chelsea could be made in a private way on the 
west side of Pearl street, and for that the land shoulde 
be acquired now while still practically unused. Toward 
the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad the sub- 
way should dip under the Boston & Albany tracks, then 
follow under the center of the proposed diagonal street, to 
emerge for the present at the railroad tracks just beyond 
Porter street extended. 

If the present railroad is to form a part of the rapid 
transit system it could be rebuilt as far as Orient Heights 
to form a rapid transit terminal there, or could be rebuilt 
all the way if that seems best for the interests beyond the 
city. 


7.— MERIDIAN STREET BRIDGE REVISION. 


The Meridian Street Bridge has recently been rebuilt, 
but it is even now only a temporary structure that will 
eventually require further revision and possibly enlarge- 
ment. This is a busy bridge and likely to become more so, 
especially if it is to carry the rapid transit lines, and a high 
level crossing over the channel would serve the traffie much 
better. From the East Boston end the proposed rapid 
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transit tracks and one roadway could be kept high, and 
another roadway to accommodate the low level streets 
could start low, as it does now, to rise on a 25 per cent 
grade to meet the other roads at about 40 feet above the 
channel. On the Chelsea side some change in the street 
lines and grade would also be required to make a reasonable 
approach. 


8.— MAVERICK SQUARE EXTENSIONS AND 
APPROACHES. 

To provide ample spaces for rapid transit extensions, 
teaming approaches, street improvements in connection 
with the port development and to form a. dignified and 
reasonable open space, Maverick square should be widened 
and could reasonably be extended to include all the 
property eastward to Orleans street. If this property is 
acquired, the present streets on the west and north sides 
can be amply widened to leave a block practically 400 feet 
square as a “‘center.’”’ This block is cut in two by the 
Boston & Albany Railroad tracks, and to make it really 
useful, the tracks should be decked over at or slightly above 
the level of the existing bridges. 

The open space so formed would then be 10 or 12 feet 
higher over the railroad than at the Maverick and Orleans 
street sides, and would require a special treatment to make 
it serve effectively as a city square. A _ practical plan 
would be to raise the entire area to form a level platform 
at the upper level, and to use the frontages on Maverick 
square and on Orleans street for stores or for market pur- 
poses, having direct railroad communications at the rear 
and easy access to the existing storage warehouses nearby. 
Such a plan might well be developed as a municipal 
undertaking and would doubtless be of great benefit to 
the community. 

A platform so produced would be above the level of 
the adjacent streets, and would seem incomplete if treated 
as a vacant public open space, but if the entire center were 
occupied by a public or semi-public building, it could be 
made dignified and useful. The site is large enough for 
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the erection of an arcade building similar to those in 
Rochester, New York, and Cincinnati, Ohio, that are pri- 
rately owned, and those in several cities in Italy that are 
public property. Such a building might possibly be made 
a paying investment if devoted in part to small booths and 
stores in a way similar to that of the arcades in Milan and 
other Italian cities where restaurants, drug stores, banks 
and other concessions are rented out. Spaces could also be

reserved in the building for music and other publie func- 
tions. To determine fully the possible value of such a 
building to the city would require further study and esti- 
mates, but the need for an enlarged square is imminent, 
and if this is to be extended as it should be, it can well be 
made to include the entire area, and thus to provide an 
important center for East Boston. The space is now occu- 
pied by relatively small and unimportant buildings and 
could be acquired by the city at much less cost now than 
will be possible in the future. 
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As a further provision for traffic, the corners between 
Chelsea street and Meridian street and between Chelsea 
street and Maverick street should be cut back, and an isle 
of safety could well be made opposite the present tunnel 
portal as shown on the plan (Fig. 33). 

The importance of this square has grown to be consider- 
able to-day. If the district continues to grow and if

improvements are made, such as subway extensions, a tun- 
nel to the city, better approaches toward the park area and 

_toward the proposed docks, the need for an ample public 
space will be enormously increased, and the entire taking 
above proposed will be amply justified. 


9— CENTRAL SQUARE EXTENSIONS. 
Central square is an important center and will continue 
to be. It is attractive and fairly spacious, but it lacks one 
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important feature, it is near the waterfront but it is entirely 
cut off from the water by large commercial piers and old 
buildings. A public opening to the water should be made 
either as a waterfront park space or as a new street with a 
terminal recreation pier. The entire waterfront would make 
an admirable outlook, but as the land is now assessed rela- 
tively high, and as several other waterfront holdings are 
needed, a relatively small opening at Central square can

reasonably be made to provide for a street and a recreation 
pier. The present route of the North Ferry is not far 
removed from that of the South Ferry and it is quite pos- 
sible that in connection with such an improvement at Cen- 
tral square the North Ferry might logically be combined ~ 
with the Chelsea Ferry, which is now somewhat embar- 
rassed financially, and that a new and better line could 
be established to take the place of both to run from the 
Hanover street landing in Boston to Central square in 
East Boston. 
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10.— DAY SQUARE AND EAGLE SQUARE 
IMPROVEMENTS 
There is now at and near Day square, Eagle square and 
Neptune road a most incongruous and uninteresting collec- 
tion of unrelated street ends, street intersections and public 
open spaces. ‘The present plan is the result of the meeting 
of two distinct rectangular systems of streets with little 
attempt at adjustment, and with a railroad cut through it

that has necessitated rising grades and rendered the dis- 
trict still less satisfactory. These street intersections form 
an important center that has already resulted in a rise in 
value of lands and bids fair to increase in importance. A 
plan for still better public development and more complete 
separation of the lines of travel should be devised before 
further improvements interfere. 

A study for such a revision has been made, with the sug- 
gestion that Day square be still further widened on the 
southeast side and that the south end of Chelsea and east 
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end of Bennington street be made a separate street from 
the west end of Bennington and north end of Chelsea 
street. Neptune road should also be extended through 
to Eagle square. Bremen street should be closed between 
Bennington and Saratoga streets and a new street should 
be opened from the Saratoga Street Bridge to Bennington 
street and to Eagle square. The center of Eagle square 
should be filled in with a grass plot and a few trees,. 
and the present location of Bremen street, when closed, 
could be grassed over and used as a small open space if it 
cannot be sold to the abutters. Such a change would 
greatly improve the present situation and would safeguard 
the future development. 

In addition to these streets a new diagonal street is also 
proposed, to start at the Neptune Road Bridge and run 
toward the proposed port development, as referred to 
in Section 29, and a better outlet from Condor street at 
Eagle square is suggested (Section 53). 


11.— A BATHING BEACH ON MYSTIC RIVER. 


At the corner of Condor and Border streets and along 
the west side of the Meridian Street Bridge there is now a 
large area of vacant flats that should be acquired by the 
city for the development of a bathing beach and a local 
playground where they are much needed by the people on 
the ‘‘ Hill,” and this area is admirably suited for such a 
development. The property could be acquired now to be 
developed gradually in case it cannot be improved imme- 
diately. 


12.— A POSSIBLE RESERVOIR PARK. 


The land of the Eagle Hill reservoir has been coveted 
for years by residents on the hill for a much needed local 
park space, and it could be made very useful if not needed 
for its present purposes. It is now a part of the water 
system, held as a reserve, and may not be abandoned for 
some years although it doubtless will go eventually. To 
use a portion of the grounds for recreation, some regrading 
would be necessary as the slopes are very steep and the 
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flat space very limited, but the view from the top and the 
exposure to breezes in summer are fine, and by a moderate 
expenditure for inclined walks and fences, some space 
could be made accessible. Two inclined walks from White 
street northward, one up each end of the reservoir, could 
be made to the top to connect with an encircling walk, 
protected by a fence at the water’s edge, or at the top of 
the bank against the reservoir, and by a fence just low 
enough down the outside slope to be clear of the views 
from the walk. Around the top a row of Scotch pine trees 
could be planted to afford shade and protection for seats 
along the walk, and a small amount of shrub planting 
should be added to break the monotony of the necessarily 
straight and ugly lines of the embankments and street lines. 
A similar treatment has just been successfully carried out 
at Cobb’s Hill reservoir in Rochester, New York. 


13.— BLOCK INTERIOR IMPROVEMENTS. 
HAYES STREET AND OTHERS. 


One of the worst block interiors in East Boston to-day 
is probably that cut by Hayes street, near the Cunard 
Docks. Vital conditions there are bad chiefly because of 
the character of the old buildings, but also because the 
street is narrow and not well approached. If a diagonal 
street is cut through from Marginal street to Sumner street, 
as proposed, the east end of Hayes street will be opened 
up, a number of the old buildings will be removed, and 
the others will doubtless be made more nearly to meet 
the requirements of the Health Department. Of the 
other bad block interiors several have been mentioned in 
the general discussion of block subdivisions and a plan for 
one is there presented (Fig. 6). 


14.— SARATOGA STREET EXTENSION THROUGH 
FORD STREET TO ASHLEY STREET. 
Saratoga and Bennington streets are the two through 
east and west streets between the Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn Railroad and the big hill on Breed’s Island, and 
they will both be very important in the future. They 
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now converge to form a very bad congestion point near 
Orient Heights Station that could easily be relieved. 

If Saratoga street were extended through Ford street 
and across one short block to Ashley street it would make 
a much better thoroughfare, and through it the car tracks 
could be carried so they would not interfere with the 
stream of vehicles on Bennington street. This extension 
could have been made a few years ago across almost open 
lands. The block is now built up or in process of building 
and could be crossed only at a cost of destruction of some 
property, but the location should be definitely determined

upon to be opened in the future, and in case of fire or 
removal of buildings, no new buildings should be permitted 
to interfere with the ultimate extension. ‘This extension, 
if made, will cause a complication of names that can be 
remedied if the present eastern end of Saratoga street be 
renamed as suggested in Section 25. . 


15— MARGINAL STREET CUT-OFF AND 
WIDENING. 
With further growth in port development, the need for 
a better approach to Marginal street from Sumner street 
will become more acute than now, and even now the con- 
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ditions are unfortunate. The need for a diagonal approach 
was recognized by the Metropolitan Improvements Com- 
mission, and was recommended in their report of 1909. 
This diagonal should be made a definite part of the city 
plan, to be opened as soon as funds are available or the 
demand for it is sufficiently urgent. From the proposed 
diagonal cut-off eastward, Marginal street should be 
widened on the north side, either gradually as the existing 
buildings are removed, or as a definite undertaking. 
Beyond the angle at the Revere Beach Railroad the street 
could be widened on the south in connection with port 
development, in case the property there is to be rebuilt, 
or it could be widened further on the north if that prove 
better, but it should be widened to meet the streets pro- 
posed by the Port Directors. To carry the burden that 
can be ultimately expected, the street should be not less 
than 90 feet in width. 


146— WOOD ISLAND BOULEVARD, FROM MAYV- 
ERICK SQUARE, FOR TEAMING AND 
PLEASURE. 

From Maverick square eastward the need for a diagonal 
street exists and was recognized by the Metropolitan 
Improvements Commission in their report of 1909. The 
location here proposed varies somewhat from that then 
recommended but is not essentially different. For heavy 
teaming, pleasure travel, surface cars and a subway exten- 
sion, a broad boulevard should be laid out to be not less 
than 160 feet in width, and to provide one of the main 
arteries of the future for travel, not only for East Boston 
but also for all the country beyond, as shown on plan 
(Fig. 28). The width of 160 feet will allow for a devel- 
opment somewhat similar to that of Beacon street in 
Brighton and Brookline, which is also 160 feet wide. 


17.— MAVERICK STREET WIDENING AND 
EXTENSION. 
To further meet the plan of the Port Directors, and to 
provide a level route from the heart of the city to the pro- 
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posed pier development, Maverick street should be 
widened to not less than 90 feet. Of this width the greater 
part will eventually be required for teaming, though for 
present purposes the. existing roadway is ample. It 
would be possible to establish a line on the north side to 
act as a setback for buildings, against the time when the 
widening becomes imperative, but the setback should be 
established now before more buildings interfere. It is 
possible that the street could better be widened on the 
south side, and could thus be made to remove some of the 
rear lot conditions on that side that bid fair to become 
worse in the future, but the length of the widening through 
built-up spaces on that side would be materially greater, 
while the relief to rear lot conditions would be but partial. 
Maverick street now ends at the old waterfront but 
should be extended in connection with the proposed port 
development. 


18.— NEPTUNE ROAD EXTENSIONS. 


Neptune road is now set aside as a park drive and is the 
principal approach to Wood Island Park. If the new 
approaches to the park are made it will still be important, 
but will be only one of the several ways and need not be 
restricted against use as a teaming thoroughfare. 

It should be extended northward to Eagle square as 
recommended in Section 10, page 105, and should be 
continued eastward around the end of the existing park 
area to connect with the proposed port development 
thoroughfares. The extension proposed is shown as 80 
feet in width. 


19.— PARIS STREET REDESIGNED FOR 
RECREATION. 

Paris street might well be made a recreation street, to 
keep mothers and children off Chelsea street, and to sup- 
plement the several school yards along the street. 

In East Boston there are several streets surrounded by 
densely occupied residential blocks that could well be 
redesigned to serve more purely local requirements, and 
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to allow only for such teaming as Is essential to the build- 
ings along the street. A suggestion for such a change will 
doubtless meet with serious opposition by the property 
owners on the street, but if the advantage of such a change 
to the community is made sufficiently evident, the objec- 
tion of abutters to the proposed improvement can doubtless 
be largely overcome. | 

Paris street is now 50 feet wide between buildings, and 
the building line is broken by a number of public and 
semi-public open spaces between Meridian and Bennington | 
streets, and is in reality a long drawn out but disconnected 
civic center. It is parallel to and not far from Chelsea 
street, which serves for all through teaming. The city 
maintains costly schools and a gymnasium building upon — 
the street, and has recently acquired a small space for a 
local playground. The playground is far from adequate 
to provide for the needs of the large number of mothers 
and children for rest, recreation and amusement, and addi- 
tional space can be acquired only at a relatively great 
expense. 

The center of Paris street could be rebuilt, as shown on 
the plan (Fig. 40) to provide space for a row of trees in 
the center with a number of units of playground apparatus, 
and a large number of seats also, and could still serve its 
street purposes with a narrow sidewalk and a narrow road- 
way at each side, with frequent cross roads. Such a 
design is practicable and the increased use of the valuable 
street space would doubtless more than repay the city for 
the cost of the change. 


20.— MERIDIAN STREET WIDENING. 


Meridian street is an important thoroughfare and will 
be more used in the future, even though a subway be 
constructed under it. It is now occupied largely by old 
buildings, some of which north of Central square are set 
back about 6 feet on each side. It is now fairly wide, but 
not wide enough to provide for greater future requirements. 

Between Paris street and Central square it can best be 
widened on the west where a setback of 20 feet, or prefer- 
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ably 25 feet, should be established. Between Paris street 
and Maverick square there are now large costly bank 
buildings that are good for many years and should not be 
disturbed, and for that distance the street can probably 
best be widened on the east side, thus approaching the 
square on a better line also. 

North of Central square Meridian street rises on a fairly 
steep grade, and heavy teaming is naturally diverted to

Border street, but Meridian street is and will continue to 
be the main approach to properties on the ‘‘hill,’’ and is 
the natural approach to a high level bridge toward Chelsea 
that will doubtless be required eventually. <A setback of 
6 feet on each side could be made as far as White street. 
Beyond White street a setback of 6 feet on the east could 
be made without serious destruction of property, but to 
provide for a high bridge approach, a much greater width 
will be required and it is quite possible that it would cost 
the city less to take a strip 45 feet in width on that side 
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to provide 105 feet between buildings across the two blocks 
between White and Eagle streets. North of Condor street 
space will be available for ample widening if the city 
acquires the flats for a beach and playground as proposed 
in Section 11. 


21— BENNINGTON STREET WIDENING BE- 
TWEEN CENTRAIXF AND DAY SQUARES. 

From Central square to Day square, Bennington street 

is an important thoroughfare. It is narrow and is now

occupied by a double line of car tracks. It is paralleled 
by and somewhat relieved by Saratoga street, into which 
much vehicular traffic is deflected, but it should be widened 
and could be widened better on the south side where there 
are now many old buildings and many open triangles at 
the intersection with diagonal streets. If a subway is 
built to Chelsea it is quite possible that travel would be 
better served if the local street cars should be taken off 
Bennington street and run through Saratoga street all the 
way from a turn in Central square at a subway portal. 
This would leave Bennington street to serve vehicular 
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travel all the way to Orient Heights as it now does east 
of Day square. Even if such a change in cars be made 
Bennington street should be widened between Day and 
Central squares, to be eventually not less than 70 or 80 
feet wide, and if cars are not removed it should be made 
85 feet in width. 


22.— POPE STREET PLAYGROUND. 
On Pope street, north of the Cheverus School, there is 
a vacant hillside that could well be taken by the city for

a local playground. It is not large and is undercut by the 
railroads and may be still further cut into if the Boston 
& Eastern Railway goes through, but it is the only avail- 
able area in that section not yet built upon, and could be 
made useful as a small terraced playground. 


23.— SUMMIT PARK AT ORIENT HEIGHTS. 

On Breed’s Hill at Orient Heights the East Boston Com- 
pany has set aside a small triangle to be reserved for a 
park. On the next block the city owns a water tower. 
Around the water tower there are no buildings now and 
that block should be added to the triangle to make another 
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small local park space for the city. In connection with 
the tower the city could eventually provide an outlook 
platform to command fine views over the harbor and the 
entire surrounding country. 


24.— ST. ANDREW ROAD, CORNER OF 
WASHBURN AVENUE. 
At Shay’s Hill a new extension of St. Andrew road has 
just been made with an offset that is very unfortunate. 
St. Andrew road may never go through toward Winthrop,

but it may, and if it does it will form an important relief 
street parallel to and near to East Saratoga street. .The 
corners at the intersection with Washburn avenue should 
be cut back in a way to make an easy deflection at that 
point. This is a relatively small change, but it is an 
important one that should not be overlooked. 


25.— EAST SARATOGA STREET WIDENING. 


East Saratoga street is now the only approach to a 
large community in Winthrop. It is but 50 feet wide. 
It has no trees and is now hot and dusty in summer. It 
is a residential street that should be planted and made 
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more attractive. Many of the buildings now standing 
ean be eventually pushed back. There is a slight setback 
on each side, but not enough to afford ample space for 
good development. The street could be widened to 90 
feet across the vacant lands by a 40-foot taking on the 
north side, and in the built-up section a restriction should 
be placed against rebuilding, to provide for an equal 
widening there also. This street will be much relieved in 
the future if Washburn street is extended and widened as 
proposed, and if other streets are built across the flats,

but it will always be an important cross street and should 
be widened. The name should be changed to East Sara- 
toga street, or preferably to Boardman street, of which it 
is a continuation, if Saratoga street should be extended 
as proposed in Section 14. 


26.— AUSTIN AVENUE WIDENING AND 
EXTENSION. 
Austin avenue as laid out is now cut in two by the rail- 
road and is partially undeveloped. It is a very important 
through line that should be widened to not less than 90 
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feet, and should be extended southward to connect with 
the proposed port development. It should pass over the 
railroad on grades not steeper than 3 per cent to form an 
important connection through Bennington street to Revere. 


27— BAYSWATER STREET WIDENING AND 
EXTENSION. 
Bayswater street, from the Saratoga Street Bridge, can 
be widened on the north side on practically open areas and

should be extended across the flats to meet the proposed 
Jeffries street extension Section 38. 

This will be a secondary street in any event and can be 
made 70 feet in width and still be planted if the roadway 
is made 38 feet wide and the sidewalks each 16 feet, with 
space for trees at the curb. 


28.— CURTIS STREET EXTENSION. 
Curtis street is an important cross street and will be 
much needed for teaming from the Chelsea Street Bridge 
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to the port. It is near the proposed railroad location and 
the space between the street and the railroad can well be 
used, at least for a part of the way, for commercial build- 
ings to be served by the railroads at the rear. The street 
if so used need not be planted and can be made chiefly 
roadway, and for that a total width of 50 feet will probably 
serve. This will leave a small strip next to the cemetery 
that can well be planted with trees and eventually provided 
with seats to serve as a small resting place.

29.— DIAGONAL STREET WEST OF WOOD ISLAND 
PARK AND POSSIBLE EXTENSION TO THE 
PORT. 

From Eagle square and the Neptune Road Bridge toward 
the port it is proposed to extend Neptune road around the 
north side of the existing park, but another main road will 
be needed toward the Porter Street Circle and to a possible 
street across the park extension. ‘This diagonal was sug- 
gested by the Metropolitan Improvements Commission in 
1909. It will cross the open area now dedicated to resi- 
dential purposes. It should be planted and should not be 
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less than 85 feet in width. From the existing railroad 
eastward this street can be extended across the proposed 
park area, and should pass under the park driveway; then 
bridge over the tidal pool, and rise to cross the Jeffries 
street extension and the railroad yards, to descend again 
to the port streets. It should be designed to interfere as 
little as possible with the park uses (Section 3). 


30.— PORTER STREET WIDENING AND 
EXTENSION. 


Porter street from Central square south is now an 
important street and will become far more so when the 
port is developed. It can be widened on the west side 
partially through old buildings that can be restricted to 
be set back when rebuilt, and partially through vacant lots. 
It should be widened to not less than 90 feet. At the 
existing railroad bridge and the one modern factory build- 
ing on Orleans street, a restriction line should be established 
to guard the future, although no widening can well be 
made there for the present. It should be extended into 
and across the port lands. 


31— BOARDMAN STREET EXTENSION AND 
BRIDGE. 


Eventually a new bridge to Chelsea will be needed from 
Breed’s Island. <A bridge could logically be put in on the 
line of Boardman street extended, with a branch also from 
Waldemar avenue. The bridge should be made high 
enough to clear ordinary boating, probably about 40 feet 
above the water. 

Boardman street is now an important cross street and 
should be made eventually 85 or 90 feet wide. It could be 
widened part way on the west side now, in advance of 
building, and restricted through the built-up section, to be 
widened gradually. It might logically be extended in 
name to include East Saratoga street, of which it is a 
practical continuation. (See Section 25.) 
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382.— WASHBURN STREET WIDENING AND 
EXTENSION BOTH WAYS. 

Washburn street is now a shore road but will become 
an interior street when the flats are filled, and should be 
made a secondary diagonal not less than 70 feet in width, 
as an important approach to Winthrop from East Boston, 
and it should be extended west to Trumbull street. 


33.— TRUMBULL STREET REVISION AND 
EXTENSION. 

Trumbull street is now unimproved, but it is likely 
soon to be opened between Bennington and Saratoga 
streets. It should be extended diagonally across the edge 
of the playground to Boardman street, and across the 
flats to Jeffries street extension and should be made 
approximately 70 feet wide and planted. 


34.— WORDSWORTH STREET WIDENING AND 
EXTENSION BOTH WAYS. 

Wordsworth street does not now cross either railroad. 
It should eventually be extended across both to form a 
primary street from the Chelsea Street Bridge to Ben- 
nington street, and a secondary street from there out over 
the flats. This street is now devoid of trees, but is all built 
up west of Bennington street. (See illustration, Fig. 7.) 
It is 50 feet wide, but could be reasonably widened by 
pushing back the houses on one side, preferably on the 
south side. If it is extended to Chelsea Street Bridge it 
should be made 80 feet or 85 feet wide from Chelsea 
street to Bennington street, and 70 feet wide from there 
over the flats. (See, also, Section 35.) 


35.— CHELSEA STREET BRIDGE REVISION. 

Chelsea Street Bridge, like the Meridian Street Bridge, 
is now too near the water, and must be opened frequently. 
It should eventually go up to about 40 feet above the water, 
and a branch should be extended across the railroads to 
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Wordsworth street. This would serve also as an extension 
of Chelsea street toward Breed’s Island (Section 47). 


36.— MOORE STREET EXTENSION. 

Moore street, though not a through street, is near the 
proposed trunk line railroad, and should be extended to 
serve as a terminal for the streets east of the railroad, and 
as a frontage for commercial buildings that may be located 
next the railroad. It should not be less than 70 feet wide 
south of Bennington street and should be planted. 


37.— COLERIDGE STREET EXTENSION. 
Through Harbor View, Coleridge street is now a mar- 
ginal street, but with the filling in of the flats it will become 
an inland street, and between Lamson street extended 
and Austin avenue it will form an important thoroughfare 
parallel to but nearly a quarter of a mile from Bennington 
street. It should be made 85 feet in width. 


38.— JEFFRIES STREET WIDENING AND 
EXTENSION. 

Jeffries street as a part of the port development should 
be widened on the east side to not less than 90 feet south 
of Maverick street. North of this it should be extended 
between the railroad yard and the park extension to meet 
Curtis street and Neptune road extended. This extension 
will be a one-sided street and should have freight buildings 
or warehouses next the tracks. It need not be more than 
70 feet wide as its burden of through traffic need never be 
very great; it might be less past the park where it can 
always be widened if need be. 


39.— LAMSON STREET EXTENSION AND 
WIDENING. 

Lamson street is now undeveloped and is largely occupied 
by the Revere Beach Railroad. It should be extended 
through from Maverick street to Porter street and should 
be widened from Porter street toward Bennington street 
to be 100 feet wide, including the railroad location as far 
north as Moore street (Section 36), if not all the way. The 
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railroad should eventually be put in a subway, or an open 
cut with fairly frequent crossings, to serve as a rapid tran- 
sit line, and Lamson street should be made an important 
main thoroughfare. 

At least one block of the property just west of Lamson 
street, between Porter and Prescott streets, now dedicated 
to manufacturing, ought logically to be devoted to resi- 
dences to profit by the frontage on the park extension. So, 
too, the triangular block between Lamson, Maverick and 
Porter streets extended, now controlled by the state, 
should be devoted to residences overlooking the park and 
practically cut off from the port district by the railroads. 
Lamson street could for the present be laid out alongside 
the railroad to serve as a connecting thoroughfare to be 
reconstructed when the railroad location is revised and 
other crossings are needed. 


40.— ASHLEY STREET PLAYGROUND. 

The east end of Ashley street is to be closed if the plans 
of the East Boston Company are carried out, and a large 
area of the marshes is to be devoted to railroad and factory 
development. Inside that development there will be a 
residential district remote from other playgrounds, and a 
small area should be reserved by the city either as shown 
on the plan or on a similar location nearby. 


41— LAMSON STREET PLAYGROUND. 
Somewhere near the north side of the Jewish Cemetery 
a space should be reserved for a playground, possibly 
along Lamson street, as shown on the plan. 


42.— BELLE ISLE PARKWAY. 

From the proposed park extension to the projected 
Short Beach parkway a new parkway connection should 
be made. ‘This could probably best be located along the 
Winthrop shore of Belle Isle inlet. This is primarily a 
metropolitan problem as it lies outside the Boston city 
limits, but it is a much needed outlet connection that 
should be urged by the city. 
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Aside from crossing the railroad no serious obstacles are 
now in the way of such a project and the land-takings 
could well be made in advance of developments. 


43.— COTTAGE HILL PARKWAY. 

From the proposed new bridge to Winthrop across the 
Belle Isle channel, a parkway location should be made 
across Court Park, then through Cottage Park and along 
the harbor outside the railroad to the end of Winthrop 
shore reservation at Great Head. 

A good connecting street is needed in Winthrop, parallel 
to and south of Pleasant street and Washington avenue, 
and this could be made as a parkway through Johnson 
avenue, widened and extended, as shown on the plan, 
and should be wide enough to form a satisfactory parkway 
location. This also is primarily a metropolitan problem 
as it is outside the city limits. It should be definitely laid 
out now in advance of further costly obstructions. 

It is possible that a location on the flats entirely outside 
the built-up areas would prove more satisfactory than that 
proposed, but such a connection would not tap the existing 
streets, and unless extended to the ultimate harbor line 
would be behind areas that may later be occupied and yet 
would not be high enough to be attractive. The location 
proposed is near the edge of the high land where a few 
open spaces from the proposed parkway to the foot of the 
existing bluff should be acquired and kept open as a part of 
the parkway in order to protect the views over the harbor. 


44.— NEW BRIDGE TO WINTHROP. 

A new bridge to Winthrop from the park extension 
would also involve metropolitan affairs as it is proposed 
primarily as a link in the metropolitan system. The need 
for such a bridge will develop with the filling in of the flats, 
the building over of new areas and a gradual increase in 
urban conditions. The need for such a bridge will prob- 
ably not warrant its construction for many years, but the 
need for providing reasonable approaches already exists 
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in Winthrop and should be met before building operations 
further interfere. Such a bridge as referred to in Sec- 
tion 8 should be high enough to clear ordinary boating, 
possibly 40 feet above the water, and would doubtless have 
to have a draw also, though the need for a draw is not 
now very great. 


45— A VIADUCT IN WOOD ISLAND PARK. 

Much of the ultimate charm of the proposed park system 
will come from the existence of a suitable connection 
between its parts, free from railroad and highway crossings. 
A viaduct 600 feet long, 50 feet or so above Boston base 
level, in the center, would be a costly structure to build, 
but the need for it will become greater with city growth, 
and the chances that it may be warranted in the future 
should not be overlooked in the planning for more imme- 
diate construction. 

If the proposed terminal railroad dips under the Revere 
Beach Railroad it should be kept low to pass under the 
proposed bridge at about elevation 12. That will allow 
for the several main thoroughfares that converge at this 
point to be carried over the railroad on a bridge at about 
elevation 32, above which the proposed viaduct could be 
built. 

In case a viaduct cannot be made as a part of the initial 
park development the park drives can be built to meet 
the traffic streets at grade, and to cross on the proposed 
traffic bridge, but this should be made as a secondary 
connection to be supplemented eventually by a better one. 


46.— PORTER STREET CIRCLE. 

The Revere Beach Railroad should be depressed to go 
under the ground before crossing Porter street, especially 
if it can be diverted to the existing Kast Boston Tunnel as 
proposed. If that improvement is made a great circle 
should be laid out to care for the travel at the meeting 
point of the five proposed teaming roads and the two 
pleasure ways. A dignified circle large enough to include 
all the street intersections should be about 350 feet across, 
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or large enough to form an interesting central open space, 
and to prevent congestion of traffic in the various directions. 

If the railroad is not to be lowered but must remain 
where it now is, the entire circle can still be made on a 
high level and the tracks can be decked over for that 
distance, although an elevated crossing would ultimately 
prove far less useful and far more costly to the city. 

As a temporary expedient a bridge can be built over the 
tracks and the streets can be made to converge on the 
bridge, but land should be acquired for the circle and 
grades should be established with a definite plan either 
for lowering the railroad later or for producing long lines 
of relatively easy grades to an ultimate development on 
the higher level. 


47.— CHELSEA STREET EXTENSION. 

Chelsea street should be extended from the present 
bridge eastward to Breed’s Island to connect with Board- 
man street, Waldemar avenue and the proposed bridge, 
and to form an important main thoroughfare one-fourth 
to three-fourths of a mile northwest of Bennington street. 
It might follow close to the line of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad tracks, or possibly the pierhead line as a part of 
a quay wharf development. For this extension a bridge 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad tracks, as proposed in 
connection with Wordsworth street extension and the 
revision of the Chelsea Street Bridge, would also serve. 
(See Section 35.) 


48.— BOARDMAN BRIDGE PLAYGROUND. 
At or near the west end of Breed’s Island, a small shore 
space should be preserved for a playground and beach. 


This might be at or near the proposed Boardman Street 
Bridge (Section 31). 


49.— GLENDON WHARF RECREATION PIER. 
At or near Glendon Wharf a space should be acquired 


for a recreation pier to serve the local needs of the north 
end of Eagle Hill. 
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50.— GOVERNOR’S ISLAND. 

Governor’s Island is now owned by the United States 
but is loaned to the Boston Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment. It is barren and desolate, and of little use to the 
city in its present condition. If attached to East Boston 
as proposed in the port development, it can be made a 
fairly useful park, but as it is necessarily isolated and far 
removed from any possible residential district, it might 
well be made a national marine reservation, to be used in 
part by the United States in connection with marine 
interests, and in part as a quasi public park space. If a 
viaduct is constructed from Maverick street along the 
piers to the Island as proposed below (Section 51), the Island 
will be made more accessible and brought into closer con- 
nection with Wood Island Park. 


o1.— PIER FRONT VIADUCT. 

Along the proposed pier front street of the new port a 
plan for separation of traffic to the piers and to Governor’s 
Island will eventually be required. For this separation 
a viaduct for light vehicles at the second story level would 
serve, and the lower level can be used by heavy teams and 
railroad cars. ‘This separation is a matter that should be 
included in the plans for the port development, and will be 
of great importance to the city if Governor’s Island is to 
be developed for park uses. 


§2.— COTTAGE STREET PLAYGROUND. 

If Wood Island Park and boulevard are developed as 
planned, Cottage Street Playground will be much reduced 
in area, but it will be largely supplemented by the new 
park. The remaining areas can be treated as small public 
open spaces. 


53.— CONDOR STREET EXTENSION. 
Condor street is a fairly important thoroughfare and 
will doubtless come to be still more used. The east end 
does not connect satisfactorily with the main thoroughfares

that converge at Eagle square, and eventually should be 
extended to make a more direct connection as was sug- 
gested in the report of the Metropolitan Improvements 
Commission in 1909. 


54.— ORIENT HEIGHTS PLAYGROUND. 

The playground at Orient Heights will be somewhat 
changed in outline if the proposed street plans are carried 
out. The playground should be extended westward to 
border on the proposed new line of Trumbull street (See- 
tion 33), and the entire area should be filled to a higher 
level. 


55.— STATE HIGHWAY CONNECTIONS AT 
REVERE. 

The State Highway Commission has planned a thorough- 
fare back of the Revere Beach Railroad, and has already 
improved Atlantic avenue in Revere in continuation of 
Bennington street. A better connection should be made, 
however, between Orient Heights and the state highway 
through Revere, either by widening Atlantic avenue and 
bridging over the railroad at Beachmont Station, or by 
widening and extending Walley street through to meet 
the line more directly beyond. This matter affects 
property outside the city also and should be determined 
by the Highway Commission, or by cooperation between 
Boston and Revere, but should be planned as an important 
thoroughfare, to be broad and direct when it is finally 
completed. 


56.— POSSIBLE RESERVED CHANNEL. 


In case the owners of property north of Wood Island 
Park prefer to retain access by water a reserved channel 
can be made. Such a channel will doubtless be necessary 
for some time in case the park areas are filled before the 
adjacent lands, and can best be made as shown on the plans.

Dear Srr,— On the fifth day of October, 1914, the 
City Council passed the following order: 


Ordered, That the City Planning Board, the Finance Com- 
mission and the Superintendent of Public Markets, through 
his Honor the Mayor, be requested to investigate and report 
to the City Council as to the advisability and cost of establish- 
ing and maintaining suitable public markets at central locations 
in the various sections of the city. 


As this question of public markets is one which has 
been prominent in the public thought for some years 
but has never been carefully studied, it seemed to the 
City Planning Board that the first thing to be done, in 
order to give an intelligent answer to the question pro- 
pounded, was to make a careful study of the situation 
in Boston, the possible means of saving money to the 
consumer, and the type of market necessary to bring 
abaut such saving. 

The City Planning Board, therefore, invited members 
of the Harvard University and Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology faculties, the Women’s Municipal League, 
the United Improvement Association, and the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce to form a Market Advisory 
Committee, to make a study of general and local con- 
ditions affecting the subject and report to the City 
Planning Board what in their judgment might prove 
feasible and desirable. The report of this advisory 
committee is sent to you herewith. The detailed inves- 
tigations upon which the report is based comprise 
practically 150 pages of typewritten matter, together 
_ with fifteen pages of tables and twenty-five charts. All 
this material is on file in the office of this Board, and is 
available for further investigations.* 


* The greater part of this material is reproduced herewith as appendices to this report. 
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The City Planning Board believes that a body similar 
to the Market Advisory Committee should be asked to 
study more completely the whole problem of Boston’s 
food supply, with particular reference to the questions 
of produce and of markets, both wholesale and retail. 
It should be the duty of this committee to map out a 
carefully coordinated series of studies to be conducted 
under their direction by organizations or persons best 
fitted to undertake the several parts of the work, much 
as is recommended in the report submitted herewith. 
If the work is properly planned and conducted, it will 
be possible to bring into it the voluntary help of the 
best available talent. This has been well shown by the 
work of our advisory committee through which we 
secured the gratuitous services of persons who, if 
employed as experts, would require very large fees for 
their services, but who have given their services to the 
city on account of the connection of this work with their 
own work in college or organization. By this plan it 
has been possible to do away with any basis for the 
charge that any one interest or group of interests is 
striving for undue credit in the matter or to exercise 
undue influence, there being no one on this advisory 
committee who is in any financial way interested in the 
subject except as all consumers may be. This may 
also make it possible to put an end to piecemeal tinkering 
with this group of difficult questions, and to put under 
way a serious, practical and thoroughly scientific 
investigation of the whole matter. 

The City Planning Board believes that the work of 
its Market Advisory Committee has resulted in the 
most careful and authoritative report on the market 
situation in Boston that has ever been attempted. 
While the committee appreciates that the report sub- 
mitted is only preliminary, it does not appear to be 
necessary to await the result of a longer study before 
any action is taken, as the advisory committee agrees 
with the City Planning Board that much valuable 
information may be obtained from the conduct of a 
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few experimental retail markets in different parts of 
the city, similar to the one conducted last year at the 
corner of Shawmut avenue and Castle street. 

The City Planning Board therefore recommends: 


1. That it be authorized to continue the investigation of 
the desirability of public markets in various sections of the city 
with the assistance of such advisory committee as it may 
secure. 

2. That there be established four experimental retail mar- 
kets, one in the South End, one in South Boston, one in East 
Boston and one in Roxbury, on condition that the locations 
can be secured without charge or at a nominal price; these 
markets to be opened as soon after the first of July as possible 
and run to the first of December, 1915, these being the months 
during which it is likely that the actual producers may be 
induced to bring their goods direct to the public markets, the 
markets being closed during the season when most of the sales 
would be of produce that had been kept in storage. 


In this connection the City Planning Board wishes to 
call attention to the necessity for the establishment of 
proper regulations before the markets are opened, and 
for the provision of adequate policing, supervision and 
sanitation, which it is estimated would require an 
appropriation of $750 per market for the five months 
specified. Furthermore, the City Planning Board stands 
ready to cooperate with the market authorities in making 
these experimental markets as much of a success as 
possible, and recommends that it be given adequate 
facilities for studying in detail their operation.

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PART IL—SUMMARY OF WORK DONE. 





’ 

The Market Advisory Committee, as a result of its 
sessions and a preliminary survey, presents herewith a 
summary of the market situation in Boston, with sugges- 
tions for lines of future action. This study, it should 
be emphasized, is only of a preliminary character and 
is not a final presentation of findings on the public 
market question. This is the understanding under 
which the work of the committee has been conducted. 

In accordance with action by the committee on 
February 13, 1915, a subcommittee on market study 
was formed which consisted of Prof. Paul T. Cher- 
ington of Harvard University, Mrs. W. Morton Wheeler 
of the Women’s Municipal League, Miss Suzanne 
Wunderbaldinger, an investigator in the employ of 
the Women’s Municipal League, Messrs. E. D. Pratt, 
C. P. Putnam and E. A. Teeson, students in the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, and Messrs. T. C. 
Huff, A. C. James and W. E. Lusby, students in the 
Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration. 
This committee, under the chairmanship of Prof. 
Paul T. Cherington, adopted as its rough plan of work 
the preliminary outline of the study which was presented 
to the advisory committee on February 13, 1915. 
This outline forms an appendix* to this report. 
On February 16, 1915, the subcommittee met for 
organization, and on February 24, 1915, the work was 
distributed as follows:

Between the time the work was distributed and May 1 
this subcommittee met from time to time for con- 
ferences as to the progress of the study. The final 
reports of the members of the subcommittee were called 
for April 20. 

The members of the subcommittee have without 
exception worked diligently, and have developed a 
valuable and interesting volume of material, much of 
which has not hitherto been available in connection 
with studies of this kind. This alone we believe would 
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have made the work of this committee worth while. 
In addition to that, however, the reports of the members 
of the subcommittee are full of suggestions for future 
work, and these suggestions we consider the most 
valuable part of the subcommittee’s results. 


SourcEs oF Boston’s Foop Supp ty. 
(Mr. W. E. Lussy.) 


This report contains a detailed study of figures showing 
the receipts of various kinds of produce in the Boston 
market as they are given in the records of the Boston 
Fruit and Produce Exchange. Mr. Lusby drew off 
from the records of the Exchange an enormous number 
of figures and used these as the basis of a series of 
charts* showing the receipts of the principal types 
of perishable foods month by month during the year 
1914. The charts (some of which are reproduced in 
the Appendix of this report) show in graphic form the 
seasonal variations in the receipts of practically all these 
products, and they show also the dependence of New 
England upon outside sources for the greater part of 
the food consumed in and about the city. The chief 
exceptions to the remote origin of Boston’s food supply 
are potatoes, celery, cranberries and a few other items 
in the production of which New England specializes. + 

Mr. Lusby’s report, taken in connection with Mr. 
Huff’s, makes two points conspicuous: 

1. The selling mechanism for handling Boston’s 
food supply must, because of the seasonal variations 
and the difference in sources, be able to adjust itself 
to handling various products coming in at different 
seasons in order to even up the total volume of business 
done at various times of the year. For example, a 
concern may do an approximately even volume of 
business each month in the year. But this business 
may be chiefly in Florida oranges in January, California

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oranges in March, New Jersey berries in July, New 
York grapes in September, and Arlington celery and 
Cape Cod cranberries in November. From this it 
follows that an organization like a commission house 
has some distinct commercial advantages over an 
association of producers in wholesaling most lines of 
products in such a market as Boston, unless an associa- 
tion of producers of a number of complementary lines 
could get together and utilize the same selling mechanism 
for handling different products at different seasons of 
the year. 

2. It also becomes clear that if the handling of prod- 
uce is to be undertaken in any serious way as a munici- 
pal function, either by detailed supervision or by a 
direct entry into the trade, it means the establishment 
of an organization capable of dealing with widely 
different lines of goods received from all sections of the 
country. A simple system of public sale of perishable 
products by the producers themselves could be appli- 
cable only to a small part of the perishable food business 
of Boston. 


SourRcES AND METHODS oF HANDLING Foop SvupPPLty. 
(Maric © Sour 


The methods of handling the food supply of Boston 
are sketched briefly by Mr. Huff. He also summarizes 
the main features of the development of the Boston 
public markets from the days of the establishment of 
the Quincy Market in 1826,* when the sources of the 
food supply were practically all nearby, to the present 
time when by far the larger part of nearly all products 
considered comes from remote sources. — 

Mr. Huff discusses the present supply of Boston’s 
fruits, vegetables and meats, and it is noteworthy that 
in practically all of these the percentage of the total 
supply received from outside of New England runs

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from 60 per cent to 85 per cent, and in case of a few 
to an even higher percentage of the total. The chief 
exceptions which Mr. Huff makes correspond with those 
exceptions made by Mr. Lusby. 

A part of Mr. Huff’s report is devoted to a discussion 
of the methods of purchase and sale adopted by the 
commission houses in Boston and by the wholesalers, 
jobbers and other dealers in perishable products. 

Mr. Huff also discusses auction sales as they are 
employed in Boston in the handling of such products as 
citrus fruits, etc., and he makes a summary of various 
methods which might repay more detailed investiga- 
tion in an attempt to solve the wholesale market problem 
of Boston. 


CoLp STORAGE. 
(A. C. JAMES.) 


Some of the Effects of Cold Storage as Illustrated by the 
Egg Trade of Boston. 


Mr. James’ report begins with a discussion of the dis- 
tribution of population of the United States compared 
with the number of hens in the various sections. This 
discussion shows that there is an enormous surplus of 
egg production in the north central states of the United 
States and a very large deficit in egg production com- 
pared with the population in the Middle Atlantic and 
New England States. Figures showing egg receipts by 
seasons before and since the development of cold storage 
as a factor in the handling of eggs are also presented in 
the report, showing the general increase in the per 
capita consumption and decided tendency to minimize 
fluctuations in price. 

A suggestive feature of Mr. James’s report is a dis- 
cussion of the cost of producing eggs in New England 
as worked out on a farm not far from Boston. These 
figures show that during the period of short production 
of eggs the cost of grain per dozen eggs last year went 
to a total of $4.32, which, together with the other neces- 
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sary costs of production and delivery to the market, 
made the cost of winter eggs about $7 a dozen, for 
which the producer received 55 cents, representing a 
loss on each dozen of $6.45. During the season of the 
busiest production on the same farm the grain cost per 
dozen went down to 138 cents while the commercial 
costs were 8.2 cents or a total of 21 cents. These eggs 
sold at 27 cents a dozen, netting a profit to the farm of 
5.8 cents. It is, of course, needless to observe that it 
was the shrinkage of production which put up the price 
of grain per dozen in the winter time, and it is perhaps 
unnecessary to state that the production during the 
season of maximum output when the profit was 5.8 cents 
had to be large enough to offset the winter’s losses. 

Cold storage, of course, has been one of the most 
important factors in equalizing the supply. This is 
true not only in local production, which was the basis 
of Mr. James’s figures Just quoted, but it also applies 
on a larger scale to the portion of the total egg supply 
of Boston (from 85 per cent to 95 per cent of the total) 
which comes from outside of New England. Mr. James 
discusses the effect of storage upon the value of eggs 
and also makes a summary of the cold storage capacity 
of Boston and a brief digest of the cold storage law of 
Massachusetts which went into effect last year. Mr. 
James also presents figures to show that the portion of 
the egg supply which comes from near Boston shows 
some tendency to increase in very recent years. It is 
quite conceivable that within a comparatively short 
time approximately 25 per cent of the egg supply of the 
metropolitan district may come from nearby. 

Another section of Mr. James’s report deals with dry 
storage and indicates the location and capacity of eleven 
dry storage warehouses in Boston which have a total 
storage capacity of 22,500 cubic feet. This discussion, 
of course, has bearing on the storage of fruit, vegetables 
and other similar products which do not require cold 
storage. 
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RetTaAtt Prices or PERISHABLE PRODUCTS. 
(Women’s MunIcIPAL LEAGUE.) 


Under the direction of Mrs. W. Morton Wheeler, 
Miss Suzanne Wunderbaldinger, assisted by numerous 
investigators, undertook a study of retail prices of perish- 
able products in various parts of Boston. For a period 
of two weeks in the month of March these investigators 
aimed to secure retail prices on a selected list of com- 
modities in various types of stores in representative 
sections of the city. In this way an attempt was made 
to secure a cross section through the various types of 
retail outlet for perishable products for the purpose 
of comparing the prices which prevailed with the 
wholesale prices which were quoted for the same period 
and which were being collected by Mr. Huff. 


It is perhaps needless to say that this kind of an 
investigation is extremely difficult and that the results 
under the best of circumstances are apt to be rather 
unsatisfactory. The results in this case were mainly 
valuable in throwing new light on the difficulties of 
the situation and in suggesting improvement in methods 
for future study. A careful classification of the stores, 
detailed specifications of the grades, qualities, etc., of 
the articles upon which prices are to be secured are two 
of the necessary prerequisites for a successful investi- 
gation of this kind. This study also suggests the 
possibilities of working out a comprehensive plan in 
connection with educational institutions and students 
of domestic science and economy in various parts of the 
metropolitan district. Such an investigation, if care- 
fully planned out beforehand, supervised and conducted 
intelligently for a sufficiently long time, should lead to 
valuable results. 

Mr. G. A. Bowers, a student in the Harvard Graduate 
School of Business Administration, was employed by the 
Women’s Municipal League to make a digest and a set 
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of charts * setting forth the results of this investigation 
and these have been made a part of the report. In 
connection with this Mr. Bowers made a number of 
diagrams setting forth the results in graphic form 
which present some curious and some suggestive and 
interesting features. Mr. Bowers has had some training 
in statistical methods and at our suggestion he incor- 
porated in his summary of the facts some suggestions 
as to future methods of work. 


Messrs. Pratt, PUTNAM AND TEESON. 


The three members of the subcommittee from the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology have submitted 
a report of approximately 100 typewritten pages illus- 
trated by a large number of diagrams and charts.t In 
the first part of their report they cover somewhat the 
same ground as was covered by Messrs. Huff and 
Lusby, but they arrive at their facts and conclusions 
independently. Furthermore, they present a number of 
interesting details not contained in the other reports. 
Noteworthy among these are some tables in which they 
have arrived at some approximations of the total value 
of some of the principal food products brought into 
Boston.{ There is also a table showing freight rates on 
a number of principal commodities from some of the 
principal shipping points in various parts of the coun- 
try.§ Another portion of the report is valuable in 
showing what percentage of the consumer’s price paid 
for strawberries, potatoes, butter, eggs and fowl goes to 
the producer and what percentage to the distributers 
of these products. ‘The obvious conclusion from this 
discussion is that whatever defects there may be in 
the present distributing system, the commercial costs 
involved are not extortionate. The constructive side of 
this report is included in sections headed ‘‘Chances of

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Reducing Cost through Greater Efficiency.’”? One sec- 
tion covers the producing of Boston’s food supply and 
the other treats of the cost of transporting it. 

This report also contains a suggested form of organi- 
zation for a wholesale and retail market system. This 
portion of the report includes some interesting sugges- 
tions as to methods of attack on the engineering aspects 
of the question. 
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PART IL.— CONCLUSIONS. 





Any study of the problem of public markets in Boston 
must be recognized at once as merely a study of a 
detailed portion of Boston’s enormously complicated 
food supply problem. 

Both geographically and geologically Boston is so 
situated that it does not now and probably cannot 
draw a very large portion of its supply of perishable 
foods from nearby. ‘This means that the food supply 
problem of the city is by the very nature of things 
divided into two distinct parts: (1) the problem of 
handling such portions of the perishable food supply as 
may be grown within a radius of approximately 200 
miles, and (2) the problem of handling the portion of 
the food supply which comes from a greater distance. 

If we make exceptions of a few items such as fish, 
cranberries, etc., we find that at least four-fifths of the 
supply of most of our perishable foods comes from a 
distance. In very few lines does more than two-fifths 
of the supply come from nearby. 

The experience of cities, generally, seems to be that 
the great field for successful operation of retail markets 
is in connection with the opportunity these markets 
offer for direct sale to consumers by producers of perish- 
able goods. Therefore, if Boston derives, and must 
continue to derive, only a small portion of its perishable 
foods from nearby producers, it at once becomes appar- 
ent that any retail market system which is based upon 
the idea of drawing nearby producers of perishable 
goods closer to the consumers can serve only a com- 
paratively small portion of the food supply of the city. 

It is obvious also that any system which might work 
admirably for the 20 per cent of the food supply coming 
- from nearby might break down entirely in attempting 
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to handle the 80 per cent of the food supply which by 
the nature of things must come from a distance and 
vice versa. 

There are two other complications in the Boston 
situation which need to be mentioned at this time, 
although a detailed discussion of them will not be under- 
taken. The first is the fact that Boston is not a separate 
commercial unit but is really only a portion of a large 
and complicated commercial district which corresponds 
in extent roughly with the metropolitan district and 
includes many cities of substantial size outside of Boston 
itself. It is, furthermore, an important buying center 
for high grade produce to be sent to places surprisingly 
remote. The second is the fact that the greater portion 
of the food supply, both from nearby and from a distance, 
comes by rail over three distinct routes which have three 
separate terminals. These terminals have no adequate 
interconnection and that, of course, means that the 
commercial network which constitutes the metropolitan 
district, and the outlying area depending on Boston 
for produce, are served from three instead of one single 
terminal. These two complications produce a group 
of cartage and local haul problems which are extremely 
difficult to understand. 


I. SouRcsEs. 


The conclusions which may be drawn from the 
separate reports concerning the sources of Boston’s 
food supply may be summed up as follows: 

1. Boston’s food supply sources are enormously 
complicated. They are characterized mainly by the 
comparatively small part played by nearby producers. 
With the exception of a comparatively few lines, from 
three-fifths to four-fifths of the total supply comes from 
outside of New England, and except for two or three 
months of the year the New England supply is com- 
paratively insignificant. The chief exceptions are fish, 
celery, apples, potatoes, cranberries, milk, lettuce and 
cucumbers. 
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2. Boston is dependent mainly upon steam railroad 
hauls over three separate lines. There is some steam- 
ship hauling and there are some possibilities in the way 
of electric line express and freight, but for the present, 
at least, the food supply problem of Boston is intimately 
tied up with the question of railroad terminals and the 
facilities for interchange between them. 

3. The commercial facilities which have grown up 
for the handling of Boston’s food supply have their 
methods largely determined by the great portion of the 
supply coming from remote producers. 

4. The experience of cities similarly located as to 
sources has not been favorable to a complete simplifica- 
tion of trading except for the portion of the food supply 
produced nearby. During the season of nearby pro- 
duction and for the portion of the supply produced 
nearby, there appear to be advantages from the con- 
sumer’s standpoint in direct sale from producer to 
consumer under proper conditions. 

5. Direct sale even for this part of the year needs 
certain checks to avoid extortion and other abuses. In 
the experience of other cities these checks have been 
found either in competitive, governmental or other 
methods of controlling sale. 

6. Under the existing conditions the trade in per- 
ishable products from remote points seems, in most 
respects, to be cheaply and promptly handled in the 
Boston district. Two noteworthy sources of loss are: 
(1) unnecessary wagon hauling and other mechanical 
handling, and (2) in some cases the apparently needless 
intervention of dealers and other middlemen whose 
work is a convenience rather than a necessity to the 
small dealer who buys the products to retail. 

7. The products from the nearby points seem to be 
handled satisfactorily in some respects. In _ other 
respects there seems to be room for improvement. In 
this part of the trade there might be some gain from 
greater directness of contact between producer and 
consumer. One of the serious problems involved, 
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however, would be to adjust to this change the com- 
mercial mechanism which is necessary for handling the 
remote business, and which would by this arrangement 
lose a portion of its trade during that part of each year 
when local production is most active. 


Il. Retrart MARKETS. 


1. Such retail market equipment as now exists in 
Boston is designed to offer a selling place for retailers 
of perishable goods rather than for the growers or the 
actual producing farmers of these products. 

2. Any form of completely equipped retail market 
that might be suggested for Boston must necessarily 
operate on the same basis because of the nature of the 
sources of the supply of perishable foods. Thus it 
would find that the only possible savings in commercial 
costs would be due to more convenient location either 
in relation to terminals or consumers or to some reduc- 
tion in operating expense. If this market included 
cold storage facilities, heating, lighting and the other 
adjuncts of a complete retail market, it would be obliged 
to depend mainly on location for its savings as compared 
with present facilities. 

3. In regard to a market shed or other form of 
— unenclosed market house the condition is somewhat differ- 
ent. The produce sold in such a market would come 
from the same sources as are at present available except 
in so far as real farmers might use the market during 
the brief season of nearby production. In the main, 
however, if it were kept open all year it would find its 
stalls kept during most of the year by retailers or by 
dealers, who would draw their stock from the same 
sources as are at present available. Some saving in 
rent as compared with present methods of retailing 
might be possible, provided methods of meeting Boston’s 
weather conditions and proper sanitary equipment 
could be supplied at sufficiently low cost. This would 
be the only apparent source of saving in the cost of 
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selling perishable merchandise in the suggested market 
as compared with present facilities and methods. 

4. Open market areas properly paved, drained and 
marked off into stall spaces and passages might afford 
a valuable selling place for small nearby producers of 
perishable goods during the short season of maximum 
nearby production, provided real farmers were willing 
to use them. If such areas were carefully selected and 
prepared and then rigidly supervised they might offer 
an economical means of direct contact between real 
producers of perishable commodities and consumers in 
certain sections of the city during two or three months 
of each year. 

Moreover, quite aside from the question of price, the 
consumer also may secure some advantages from retail 
markets due to the facilities they offer for special- 
ized and concentrated sale of perishable goods. The 
questions of cleanliness and sanitary control are impor- 
tant also. 


III. WuHo.EesaALE MARKETS. 


1. The uppermost fact in the consideration of whole- 
sale markets is that any wholesale market established 
in Boston is, during the greater part of the year, the pur- 
chasing center not only for this city but for a large and 
populous area nearby, and even for some remote places. 
This means that the type of patron of the wholesale 
markets of Boston necessarily includes reshippers of 
perishable products as well as buyers who expect to 
‘retail these products in the immediate city. 

2. The present wholesale market facilities of Boston 
seem to be approaching the limit of their capacity for 
handling products unless important modifications can 
be made in the existing equipment. The present facil- 
ities, furthermore, are not located on any through line 
of railway, nor are they in direct communication with 
lighterage facilities on the waterfront. They involve, 
therefore, an enormous amount of cartage. Because 
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of the congestion, also, and the consequent long delays - 
in making and executing purchases, the present facilities 
increase the inducement to employ middlemen who 
might be called convenient rather than necessary. 
Again, in regard to the present facilities, it is noteworthy 
that rents seem to be tending upward and the cost of 
operation is steadily increasing. 

In the light of all these facts it would seem that any 
study of Boston’s marketing facilities could not go far 
without considering the possibilities of replanning, 
modernizing and in a measure reconstructing the exist- 
ing wholesale market district. This would involve con- 
necting it with the waterfront so that car floats could be 
used for direct access to the railway terminals. It 
would also involve a careful and thorough planning 
of trackage facilities within the district so as to 
make possible the easy and swift handling of carload 
and smaller lots of produce direct to the commission 
houses. 

3. Numerous projects for revising the wholesale 
market facilities are under consideration. The Public 
Service Commission project of an underground station 
has some points to recommend it. It unites the trans- 
portation lines and it retains the wholesale market in 
approximately its present location. But the adequacy 
of the track capacity provided by the plan is doubtful 
and the project as it stands seems to have serious limita- 
tions upon its elasticity or capacity for easy expansion. 
Furthermore, a cost of $30,000,000 for tunnels alone 
would seem to make it impracticable for present con- 
sideration. The project has the further disadvantage 
of entirely ignoring the value of waterfront connection. 
This is a natural resource which could be made of great 
use in helping solve Boston’s food problem and any 
project which ignores it is on the defensive. 

4. The plan of the Directors of the Port of Boston 
for a large terminal market equipment upon Common- 
wealth land, between Summer street and the Common- 
wealth and Fish Piers and adjoining the waterfront, has 
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much to commend it. If satisfactory connections could 
be established with the two roads which are not now 
directly joined to the area and if switching arrangements 
could be made of a satisfactory character, and if the 
project could be laid out so as to minimize cartage and 
to secure a maximum speed in handling the produce 
passing through the markets, the plan would be worth 
careful and detailed study. The proposed plant would 
have direct connections with the electric lines of New 
England. It would have direct access to the water- 
front, and there is much to be said in its favor in other 
ways. Among the most serious problems which would 
need consideration in connection with it, two are note- 
worthy. First, there is the remoteness of the prospective 
market from existing cold storage facilities. It is 
doubtful whether it would be wise to duplicate these 
facilities and it is impracticable to move them. Second, 
there is the problem of delivery of the produce to the 
local markets and retailers scattered about the city. 
By a system of motor truck and local squadron delivery, 
operating, perhaps, in connection with a system of 
ferries, the solution of the delivery question does not 
seem impossible, but it is a serious problem. 

5. ‘These and other projects for the betterment of 
the wholesale market conditions all point to the fact 
that the railroad terminal question lies at the center 
of the wholesale market problem. It has been said 
that Boston, instead of being one port, is three separate 
ports, each served by a separate railway line, and that 
one of the most serious needs of the city is to coordinate 
these three ports in some feasible way. Interurban 
connection between the three roads by electric express, 
by an interurban belt line, or by an adequate city belt 
line, or a connection of the three terminals by means of 
a system of car floats operating in the harbor, are among 
the projects now under consideration. Of these, the 
last named certainly offers the most promise so far as 
economy of construction and operation and so far as 
elasticity of development are concerned. 
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6. Finally, in regard to wholesale markets, it may be 
concluded briefly that there are some defects in the 
present equipment, and that these promise to become a 
more serious handicap as the trade grows. It also 
seems a safe conclusion, however, that the present 
wholesale market situation, considering Boston’s remote- 
ness from its sources, might be very much worse. It 
follows, therefore, that any attempt to change the 
present equipment ought to be very carefully worked 
out. The railway terminal, waterfront and delivery 
problems constitute important factors in any possible 
project for betterment of conditions, and all of these must 
be considered in their relations to the present location 
of storage and other kindred equipment. 

It is extremely doubtful, however, whether any solu- 
tion of the wholesale market problem of Boston ever 
will be reached if Boston is considered by itself. It 
seems probable that any successful solution must con- 
sider the entire metropolitan district together —or at 
least must deal with Boston as one unit having direct 
relations with its outlying suburbs as separate dependent 
units. 
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PART HI—SUGGESTIONS FOR DETAILED 
STUDY. 


As a result of this preliminary consideration of some 
aspects of Boston’s food supply problem, the following 
suggestions for detailed study are offered: 


I. GENERAL. 


1. A detailed farm survey of all portions of the New 
England States which normally could be expected to 
send produce to Boston ought to be made, and this 
survey should include not only a study of the existing 
production of food products but also a thorough con- © 
sideration of the possible development of the whole 
region as a food producer. This survey might be con- 
ducted in connection with the market study work of the 
agricultural colleges. ‘The local Chambers of Commerce 
and Boards of Trade throughout New England could 
help conduct this work. The United States Department 
of Agriculture and the several ‘‘ County Agents ”’ also 
would no doubt be willing to help. Some thorough- 
going extension and continuation of the existing studies 
of cooperation both among producers of farm products 
and among consumers of these products operating retail 
organizations ought to be an essential part of any study 
of Boston’s food supply. 

2. A question which certainly needs further study 
is the possibility of appointing a municipal food supply 
officer, or a food supply commission, whose duty it 
would be to study sources, to recommend changes in 
handling methods, and if possible to help in the develop- 
ment of new sources of food production nearby. 

3. A thorough study of the present retail grocery 
methods of handling perishable food products and of 
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determining the prices charged for these products 
might be undertaken to advantage by some organiza- 
tion such as the Women’s Municipal League. This 
work might be conducted in connection with Simmons 
College and the other nearby institutions which approach 
the problem of food buying either through their domestic 
science departments or in other practical ways. The 
aim of such a study pursued during one year, for instance, 
might well be to collect accurately collated figures of 
retail prices. These should be kept according to store 
groups arranged by grades of trade. Moreover, stand- 
ards of quality for the various articles priced should be 
worked out in advance. 

4. Another line of work which would be worth 
attempting is an analysis of the buying methods and a 
comparison of the operating efficiency of private markets, 
chain stores, and other forms of large-buying retail 
houses, together with a survey of their methods of 
getting goods into the hands of consumers. ‘This is 
recommended to the consideration of colleges offering 
courses in business administration. 


II. Rerartr MARKETS. 


1. The value of neighborhood open market floors 
or open market sheds for summer use by nearby growers 
of produce is a subject which might be investigated 
without great cost, and which seems to offer one of the 
most promising fields for real betterment of existing 
conditions. ‘The work already under the consideration 
of the City Council is a step in this direction. Such an 
investigation should be considered as a study of merely 
one part of the large and complicated food supply 
problem. If it is looked upon as a cure for high prices, 
or if it is not carefully studied to determine its real 
effects, failure can be safely predicted for it. 

2. Before any decision can be reached as to the 
wisdom of constructing either one or a series of thor- 
oughly equipped market houses, there ought to be a 
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careful study of costs of construction and operation of 
such institutions and a comparison of these costs with 
the cost of distributing by the present methods. Data 
on this subject gathered from European and other 
American cities are available. 

3. A proper field for municipal investigation appears 
to be offered by the facilities for and regulations cover- 
ing the inspection and supervision of the sale of perish- 
able goods as at present in force. If inspection and 
supervision are to be undertaken at all, it is advisable 
to make the work effective, and this is not by any means 
an inexpensive or simple undertaking. 

4. The problem of making it easy for a real produc- 
ing farmer to peddle his products through the streets 
in Boston and in the suburbs during the season of the 
year when nearby products are a factor in the market 
is one worthy of consideration. In some respects it 
offers greater promise of lowering distribution costs — 
under Boston conditions than does a centralized market. 
It lacks, however, the check of direct competition. In 
some places this privilege extended to the farmer of 
peddling what he has grown is said to have served as a 
distinct deterrent of high prices for produce during 
certain portions of the year. 

5. No study, as complete as might be made, ever 
has been carried out concerning the qualities, prices, 
conditions of sale, and supervision of the pushcart trade 
as it is found in certain congested sections of the city. 
There seems to be a direct conflict of opinion on many 
points connected with this trade, but it ought to be 
possible to establish the real facts. This subject of 
investigation would appear to be within the scope of 
the Women’s Municipal League. 


III. WHOLESALE MARKETS. 


1. A thorough and detailed study of the existing 
wholesale market equipment would be well worth while 
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if it could be undertaken in a disinterested and open- 
minded way. This is partly a commercial, partly a 
transportation, and partly an engineering problem. 
Three possible outcomes of such a study might be sug- 
gested. In the first place, it might be possible to work 
out a plan for improving and modernizing the present 
equipment. In the second place, it might be possible 
to devise a new plan which would make feasible the 
accomplishment of the work of the present equipment 
at lower cost. In the third place, it is conceivable that 
a study of the present facilities might lead to practical 
suggestions for a series of new terminal markets located 
for the purpose of anticipating the future growth of the 
produce trade of the city as well as of taking cognizance 
of the present difficulties. 

2. A thorough study of the transportation and ter- 
minal problems of the city ought to be made with care- 
ful consideration of all the proposed projects now 
before the public or others that might be suggested. 
The plan of the Directors of the Port of Boston for a 
centralized terminal in South Boston merits careful 
thought. Others which are now before the public are 
the tunnel project of the Public Service Commission 
and the plan of the Boston Industrial Development 
Board recently outlined by Chairman John N. Cole. 

3. <A difficult and complicated problem which needs 
investigation is the question of municipal control or 
municipal operation of auction sales of perishable food 
products. The feasibility of this is open to discussion 
but it is worth serious consideration. In any case the 
auction method of selling perishable goods will repay 
careful study. 


In submitting this report the Market Advisory Com- 
mittee has endeavored to state in plain terms the prin- 
ciples of the market problem in this community, hoping 
in this manner to point the way to a series of detailed 
and conclusive investigations which shall in themselves 
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suggest ways and means for future development which ~ 
will tend to serve the best interests of producer and 
consumer alike.

SOURCES OF AND METHODS OF HANDLING 
PERISHABLE FOOD PRODUCTS IN THE 
BOSTON MARKET.

I. PRODUCTS DRAWN CHIEFLY FROM NEW 
ENGLAND SOURCES. 


CRANBERRIES. 


From 95 to 98 per cent of the cranberries consumed 
come from Cape Cod. A very few come from the West 
and from the north Pacific Coast. 


CUCUMBERS. 


About 80 to 90 per cent of the cucumbers consumed 
in Boston are from New England sources. 

Early in January we find native and Baldwinsville 
cucumbers coming on the market. By May 1 only 
native shipments are arriving. Native shipments are 
mostly in boxes. Shortly after the middle of May, 
Florida and Norfolk cucumbers in baskets and packages 
begin to arrive. By the end of June only Norfolk and 
native cucumbers are received. About the middle of 
July, Maryland cucumbers begin to arrive, while late 


. in July, Connecticut cucumbers come on the market. 


By the end of the first week in August all outside ship- 
ments cease, and only native cucumbers find their way 
to the market. This is the case until the first week in 
November, when Florida shipments begin to arrive. 
By the first of December these usually cease, and ship- 
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ments are confined to native cucumbers. Most of the 
cucumbers from the Atlantic Coast states are shipped 
by growers and shippers. 

Large quantities of cucumbers are shipped from 
Mansfield, Beverly, Fitchburg, Arlington, Belmont, 
Baldwinsville, Athol and Norton, all in Massachusetts, 
and from Portsmouth, N. H. 


CELERY. 

About 75 to 80 per cent of the celery consumed 
comes from New England sources. 

Early in January native, Pascal, Boston market and 
California celery are found on the market, while Florida 
celery comes in about the middle of January. From 
this time on for several months, native, Pascal, Boston 
market and California celery receipts drop off, until 
beginning with the first week in April all receipts are 
from Florida. This continues until about the middle 
of July, when native celery again comes on the market. 
A small amount is shipped late in July. from Rhode 
Island. About the middle of August only native celery 
is found. Shortly after the middle of September, Pascal 
celery begins to arrive and native celery receipts begin 
to fall off. Late in December, Boston market celery is 
again in evidence. 

In the fall and winter the greater part of the celery 
comes from California and Florida, a small portion 
coming from local sources. At the present time much 
is coming from California. Michigan is just starting 
to grow celery, and all indications point to the fact that 
that state will soon be a strong competitor in the Bos- 
ton market. Celery is consigned by the growers and 
shippers. Although it is consigned in these two ways, 
it is also bought outright if the market is a rising one 
and then resold by the wholesalers. 


LETTUCE. 


It is estimated that only 5 to 10 per cent of the lettuce 
consumed by Boston in 1914 was shipped in from sources 
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outside of New England. Ten per cent is exceedingly 
high as a maximum figure. Lettuce is secured from 
local sources the year round. 

A very small quantity of lettuce is received from 
Florida and the coast states south of Massachusetts. 
The receipts during September and November are 
largely from points north of Boston. The receipts for 
the first six months of the year are from New England 
hothouses, while for the last six months lettuce grown' 
in the open is received. 

Local lettuce is chiefly shipped by the local gardeners 
who do their own consigning. The Florida lettuce, 
shipped in the winter, is shipped on consignment. 


POTATOES. 


About 25 per cent of the potatoes consumed are 
shipped in from outside of New England. 

Early in January we find only Maine potatoes on the 
market. About the middle of February potatoes begin 
to arrive from Bermuda. A little after the middle of 
April, Florida potatoes begin coming in, while Bermuda 
potatoes drop off entirely. Early in June potato ship- 
ments come from Maine, Florida, Bermuda, Charleston, 
8. C., and North Carolina. Early in July shipments are 
only from Maine, East Shore and Norfolk, Va. Maine 
potatoes cease coming in early in August, at which time 
we find New Jersey, East Shore and Norfolk potatoes 
on the market. Late in August, Maine and New Jersey 
potatoes supply the market, the shipments of the latter 
falling off rapidly. From the middle of September till 
the middle of February, Maine potatoes supply the 
market. Commission men estimate that during the 
period September 15 to February 15, Boston requires 
from twenty-five to thirty carloads of Maine potatoes a 
day. Within a ten-mile radius of Caribou, Me., is 
the greatest potato center in the state. The potatoes 
are stored in large potato houses and during the winter 
the farmers feed them into Boston as they are wanted, 
by the carloads to the commission men. Some of the 
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big growers have agents here who look after their 
interests. In the summer many potatoes are received 
from Virginia. These as well as those from Maine are 
received from growers and shippers. Very seldom are 
potatoes ever received from Michigan. 


BRUSSELS SPROUTS. 


About 20 per cent of the Brussels sprouts consumed 
in Boston are shipped in from outside of New England, 
this 20 per cent coming from Long Island, New Jersey 
and California in crates of thirty-two boxes. 

The remainder comes from native New England 
sources. 

APPLES. 


About 80 to 85 per cent of the apples shipped into 
Boston are New England grown. Nearly all the New 
England States raise apples in large quantities. Nearly 
all native New England apples arrive in barrels, while 
those from outside come in boxes. 

Early in January we find only far western apples 
coming on the market from outside of New England. 
Native apples in cold storage are being fed on the market 
about this time. By the last of May shipments of 
western apples cease, and during June we find very few 
apples of any kind coming on the market. Early in July 
new apples from New Jersey and Delaware begin coming 
in, native apples beginning to arrive late in July. Ship- 
ments from Delaware cease by the end of July, and 
shipments from New Jersey by the end of August. 
From the latter part of August till the end of the year 
the shipments are almost all from native New England 
sources. Some shipments also come from New York 
State, New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. 

Of the total receipts the greater part comes from New 
York, New Hampshire, Maine and Nova Scotia. The 
New York and New Hampshire seasons open first, with 
those of Maine and Nova Scotia closely following. 
Washington and Oregon send the very faney apples to 
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the Boston market all the time and in times of an apple 
shortage in the East many are received.from the two 
_ western states. 

Nearly all of the apples are consigned to the com- 
mission merchants of Boston. Some of the houses have 
a straight commission of 20 cents per barrel. These 
apples are not graded by the commission men but this 
privilege is left to the farmer. If the crop of the grower 
is not large enough to pay him to do his own shipping 
he sells to or places it in the hands of a local agent who 
- does the business for several small growers. In the 
case of the western apples from Washington and Oregon, 
the growers are organized into associations which have 
their own men in Boston to look after their consignments. 


MUSHROOMS. 
’ Practically all the mushrooms consumed in Boston 
are raised in New England hothouses, most of which 
are close to Boston. 
Practically all of the growers do their own consigning. 


II. PRODUCTS CHIEFLY DRAWN FROM 
SOURCES OUTSIDE OF NEW ENGLAND. 


PARSLEY. 


About 50 per cent of the parsley used comes from 
outside of New England. Almost all of this comes from 
Bermuda and Cuba, receipts from these sources falling 
off almost entirely by the end of May. The 50 per cent 
coming from New England is mostly hothouse parsley, 
shipped from points not far from Boston. 

Early in January native parsley only is found on the 
market, but about the middle of April only southern 
parsley is received. About the middle of May we find 
receipts from southern sources falling off and receipts 
from native New England sources increasing. Beginning 
with the early part of July, and continuing for the rest 
of the year, native parsley only is received. 
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In the winter season all of the parsley is secured from 
Florida, while during the other seasons it is secured from 
local sources. The grower ships from the local sources, 
the shipper from the South. | 


SPINACH. 


About 50 per cent of the spinach consumed in Boston 
is shipped in from outside of New England. From 
January 1 to May 1 practically all of the spinach comes 
from Norfolk, Va. In that district are many large 
growers who do their own consigning as well as many 
shippers. The greater part of the spinach is shipped by 
rail in barrels. Connecticut and Rhode Island also 
ship a small quantity to Boston but their season is com- 
paratively short. From Texas some spinach is occa- 
sionally received in Boston in straps of about one-third 
of a barrel. ‘This is all consigned by the growers. 


KALE. 


Between 60 and 70 per cent of the kale shinee into 
Boston comes from outside of New England. The 
sources outside of New England are very nearly it 
same as those for spinach. 

Early in January kale from Norfolk, Va., and Con- 
necticut come on the market, the shipments from Con- 
necticut ceasing by February 1 and shipments from 
Norfolk continuing until the last week in. May. The 
season for native kale continues till the end of June. 
From that time on until early in December there is no 
kale on the market, but at the end of this period ship- 
ments from Norfolk begin to arrive. 

Most of the kale is consigned by growers, although a 
small quantity is consigned by shippers. 


MISCELLANEOUS SALAD GREENS. 

With the increased number of Italians living in and 
about Boston and other large eastern cities there has 
grown up a very substantial trade in what is called 
“‘New Orleans stuff.”’ This term is used to include 
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endive, escarole, romain, chicory and annis. These 
miscellaneous salad greens are grown in considerable 
quantities in southern Louisiana and practically all are 
shipped from New Orleans. The ordinary method of 
shipping is to pack in cracked ice in barrels. They 
are shipped by manifest freight from New Orleans to 
Cincinnati or Washington and thence are diverted to 
the large cities of the East or West according to market 
conditions. These shipments last until about the first 
of May, after which there is a small contribution of endive 
and chicory from New England. ‘The portion derived 
from New England, however, does not amount to more 
than 10 per cent of the total in an ordinary year. 


ONIONS. 


A very large proportion of the onions consumed in 
Boston comes from sources outside of New England. 
These sources are quite diversified. 

Early in January we find Spanish, Ohio, Connecticut 
River and Havana onions on the market. Early in 
February receipts from Ohio and Havana drop off 
entirely and western and New York State onions begin 
to arrive. Spanish and Connecticut River onions con- 
tinue coming in in considerable quantity until the 
middle of June. Late in March western onions cease 
coming, and some Mexican onions begin to arrive. 
Toward the end of April we find Spanish, Egyptian, 
Connecticut River, Texas and Bermuda onions on the 
market. By the middle of June only Texas and Egyp- 
tian onions are coming in. Early in July we find some 
Spanish onions, also Egyptian, Eastern Shore and New 
Jersey onions on the market. After the first week in 
August onions begin to come in from native sources, 
from the Connecticut River Valley and from Washington 
State. Shipments from these sources continue until 
about the middle of November. About this time ship- 
ments of native onions cease. While there are some 
shipments of Spanish onions after this, the bulk of the 
receipts are from the Connecticut River Valley. 
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The foreign onions are handled by importers; domestic 
onions are for the most part consigned by the growers or 
shippers. 

SwEET POTATOES. 

Practically all the sweet potatoes received in Boston 
are shipped from outside of New England. 

Early in January sweet potatoes come from New 
Jersey, Delaware and the eastern shore of Maryland 
and Virginia. From the first of February until early 
in June the shipments are from New Jersey. After 
the first week in June shipments are from New Jersey, 
Delaware and North Carolina. Shipments from New 
Jersey and Delaware fall off in June, and early in 
July we find the receipts almost entirely from North 
Carolina. Early in August they are from North 
Carolina and the Eastern Shore, shipments also coming 
from Norfolk late in the month. During the latter part 
of September shipments are entirely from the Eastern 
Shore. Beginning with October 1 and _ continuing 
through to the end of the year the receipts are mainly 
from the Eastern Shore, New Jersey and Delaware. 

In the Southern States this business is largely con- 
trolled by growers’ exchanges. In Virginia and Maryland 
it is controlled by the Eastern Shore Produce Exchange. 
Business is done directly through this exchange and it 
has its own agénts who look after its interests at Norfolk. 


SQUASH. 


About 10 per cent of the squash shipped into Boston 
comes from New England. Shipments from outside of 
New England are mainly in carload lots, beginning in 
September and ending in March. ‘These shipments 
originate at points in Minnesota (principally Min- 
neapolis), Michigan and Vermont. Some carload ship- 
ments are made from Portland, Me. A small part or 
10 per cent comes from southern points in barrels and 
crates. 

Early in January we find mostly native and eastern 
Hubbard squash on the market. About April 10 some 
native Hubbard squash comes on the market. Until 
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about the middle of May receipts are mainly confined 
to eastern Hubbard and Florida squash. Receipts 
from the middle of May on are mainly from Florida and 
other Southern States, but about the middle of July 
shipments from Norfolk, Va., begin to fall off and 
considerable native squash comes on the market. By ° 
the end of the first week in September only a very little 
southern marrow squash is found on the market, the 
rest being native. About the middle of October there 
is, in addition to the considerable quantity of native 
squash, including car shipments from Vermont and 
Maine, a heavy shipment of Hubbard squash from the 
West in carload lots. Massachusetts raises and ships to 
Boston a large portion of the squash consumed here. 
Some squash is secured from New York State, but the 
quantity is not large. : 
It is said that about fifty per cent of Boston’s best 
squash comes from Ohio and most of the remainder from 
New York, with a small percentage from New England. 
During the summer season the greater part is received 
from the Southern States. The squash of Ohio and the 
South is collected by shippers, who buy it up from the 
farmers, then ship it to Boston, where it is sold by the 
ton by the commission merchants for a commission of 
about 8 per cent. Some of the nearby farmers do 
their own consigning. 


TOMATOES. 


About 50 per cent of the tomatoes consumed are 
shipped in from outside of New England. ‘Those 
raised in New England are both hothouse and out-of- 
doors tomatoes. . 

On January 1, Florida and native hothouse tomatoes 
are on the market. Early in February some shipments 
come from Cuba, but these are not numerous. Florida 
and hothouse tomatoes continue to come on the market 
until the middle of June. About this time receipts are 
augmented by shipments from Mississippi and ‘Texas, 
though shipments are not large. About the middle of 
July we find shipments coming mainly from New Jersey, 
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Mississippi and Tennessee, also from native hothouses. 
Late in July native tomatoes come in large quantities 
and hothouse, New Jersey and Baltimore tomatoes 
drop off heavily, until by the middle of August there are 
found only native hothouse and open-air tomatoes. 
Early in November native hothouse tomatoes begin to 
take the place of other native tomatoes. About the 
first week in December we find southern tomatoes 
coming in the market again. 

Tomatoes are consigned by the big farmers or shippers, 
unless they are bought outright and resold by the 
wholesaler or commission man. 


ASPARAGUS. 


It is estimated that 80 per cent of the asparagus con- 
sumed in Boston is shipped from sources outside New 
England... The remaining 20 per cent is nearly all 
raised on Cape Cod and in the vicinity of Concord, Mass. 

Much asparagus is consigned from California. It 
begins to arrive from there early in March. South 
Carolina and native asparagus comes on early in April. 
In May some California fancy asparagus is received, 
but receipts of asparagus are very heavy from South 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, New Jersey and native sources. 
About the middle of June receipts are from native 
sources and New Jersey, while about July 1 the asparagus 
on the Boston market is practically all from native 
sources. ‘These facts were secured from the quotation 
sheets of the Boston Fruit and Produce Exchange. 

In addition to the above sources, commission men 
say they also secure considerable quantities during May 
from Virginia, Maryland and Delaware and a small 
quantity from Long Island, N. Y. A small amount is 
shipped in from the Middle West also. 


CAULIFLOWER. 
About three-fourths of Boston’s consumption of 
cauliflower comes from sources outside of New England. 
The principal outside source is California. 
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At the beginning of January there is considerable 
California cauliflower on the market, but no native 
cauliflower. Receipts from California fall off steadily 
until in April there is very little on the market. Begin- 
ning with June we find that a small quantity from 
Norfolk, Va., and California comes on the market. 
About the middle of June receipts from these sources 
are supplemented by receipts of native cauliflower. By 
about July 6 receipts from outside of New England stop 
and we find only native cauliflower on the market. 
About the middle of November receipts from native 
New England sources fall off rapidly, shipments from 
California then increasing. By the first of December 
receipts come entirely from California (in boxes and 
erates) and from Long Island, N. Y. ( in barrels). 

The cauliflower from California is consigned to Boston 
either by growers or shippers. 


CABBAGE. 


About one-quarter to one-third of the cabbage con- 
sumed comes from outside of New England. 

Early in January we find some shipments to Boston 
from New York State in barrels, and these are sup- 
plemented late in January by shipments in crates from 
Florida. About the middle of April shipments from 
New York cease, the only shipments from outside of 
New England coming from Florida and Charleston, 
S.C. During the latter part of May, Florida shipments 

cease, receipts being mainly from Charleston and Norfolk 
in crates and barrels. During the latter part of June 
shipments come from Norfolk, Baltimore and the East 
Shore, some native shipments also being received. 
From July 1 to November 1 native cabbages only are 
found on the market. Early in November, New York 
State cabbages begin to arrive in considerable quantity, 
until early in December only New York cabbages are 
found on the market. The New York State shipments 
from November through February are for the most 
part in carload lots. A great part of the cabbage comes 
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to New York City in the bulk and there barreled and 
reshipped to Boston. The Florida and South Carolina 
cabbage is shipped in crates of one hundred to one 
hundred twenty-five pounds each. 


BEETS. 


Early in January we find native beets on the market. 
Early in March some shipments are from Florida. By 
the end of March hothouse and native beets are found 
on the market. Early in May shipments begin to arrive 
from Norfolk. By the middle of June native shipments 
begin to increase and shipments from Norfolk to decrease, 
until late in June we find only native beets. The car- 
load shipments are almost entirely from native New 
England sources. The shipments in boxes and barrels 
are mostly from Florida and Norfolk. From the last of 
June on to the first of the March following only local 
beets are used. 

The native beets are dug, then placed in pits, and 
through the winter the farmers ship two or three times 
each week. 


TURNIPS. 


Early in January we find native turnips shipped in 
bushel boxes, and some Canadian rutabaga turnips 
shipped in bags, on the market. About the middle of 
June, Maryland rutabaga turnips take the place of the 
Canadian rutabagas which have been alone on the 
market nearly a month and a half. Early in July 
native rutabagas begin to come on the market again, 
also New Jersey rutabagas. Maryland rutabagas fall 
off considerably about this time. About the middle of 
August we find only native turnips and New Jersey 
rutabaga turnips on the market. Beginning with 
September there are only native turnips and rutabaga 
turnips. The heavy carload shipments from this time 
on are of this kind. A small quantity of turnips is 
received from Cape Cod, but these are of a rather poor 
quality. In Boston the yellow turnip is the kind almost 
altogether consumed. 
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CARROTS. 


Carrots come mainly from the southeastern states. 
Early in the year shipments come from the South. 
About the first of September shipments from the South 
cease, and native carrots come on the market. The 
growing season is very short, hence the Boston market 
is flooded with them and more come in than can be 
consumed. ‘This surplus is put into cold storage and 
fed out at intervals over a long period of time. 


BERRIES. 
Strawberries. 


Early in January we find Florida strawberries being 
shipped into Boston in refrigerator cars. These ship- 
ments continue until the end of April. Open crate 
shipments from Florida begin coming in about the end of 
March. About the middle of April strawberries are 
received from Louisiana. By the middle of May, 
Florida and Louisiana shipments cease. During the 
first half of May some shipments come from North 
Carolina. During May shipments begin coming in from 
points farther north. About the middle of May we find 
shipments coming from Tennessee, North Carolina and 
Norfolk, Va. During the latter part of May they begin 
coming in from Arkansas, Maryland and from the 
eastern shore of Virginia. Early in June shipments come 
from Maryland, New Jersey, Delaware and New York 
State. About the middle of June we find shipments 
coming from the Hudson river section, Connecticut, 
New Jersey, Maryland and Marshfield, Cape Cod and 
other native sources. By the end of June, Delaware, 
Maryland and New Jersey shipments cease. Early in 
July receipts are from Cape Cod, Marshfield and other 
native sources, also from Maine, Oswego, N. B., and 
Nova Scotia. By the middle of July all strawberries 
come from Maine and Nova Scotia. From the end of 
August until December no strawberries come on the 
market. During the latter part of December, Florida 
shipments begin to arrive. 
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It is estimated that New England raises only about 
20 to 25 per cent of the total shipped into Boston. 
Strawberries are shipped in crates of thirty-two boxes. 

Many of the commission houses have a man in the 
field to get consignments. Sometimes this man is 
salaried and sometimes he is simply a local dealer who 
works on a commission. After he has a large shipment 
he consigns the whole lot to Boston. Many of the large 
growers and shippers consign to Boston. 


Other Berries. 


New England raises only from 20 to 25 per cent of the 
total receipts of berries received in Boston. Owing to 
the fact that there are various kinds of berries other 
than strawberries, the sources will be found to be much 
more varied than in the case of strawberries. Nearly 
all the other berries come on the market during June, 
July and August. 

On June 2 we find blueberries coming in from North 
Carolina. About June 11°’ blackberries begin coming 
from the same state. Late in June these two kinds of 
berries begin coming from the Hudson river region and 
from Pennsylvania. About this time Hudson river and 
New Jersey raspberries, also New York State currants, 
begin to arrive. Very early in July we find blackberries 
coming from New York State, North Carolina and New 
Jersey, also from native sources; blueberries from Penn- 
sylvania, North Carolina and native sources; rasp- 
berries from the Hudson river region and New Jersey; 
gooseberries entirely from local sources, and currants 
from Connecticut and New York State. 

Beginning with the middle of July more of the ship- 
ments come from native sources farther and farther 
north in New England and from the middle Atlantic 
states, until toward the end of the berry season receipts 
are mainly from Canadian sources and Maine. 

These berries are all consigned by the growers or 
shippers to commission houses or wholesalers in 
Boston. 
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FRUIT. 


Lemons and Oranges. 


Florida and California are the greatest producers of 
oranges for Boston. Most of the California oranges are 
handled through the Citrus Fruit Exchanges, who have 
their agencies here for the handling of their fruit. All 
of the exchange fruit is auctioned off at Charlestown. 
There are a few large growers who consign their fruit 
here to some of the commission houses separately from 
that of the Exchange. 

The sources of lemons are Florida, Southern California, 
Sicily, Spain and Italy. 


Bananas. 


Nearly all of the bananas consumed in Boston come 
from Central America and Jamaica, and a few from Cuba. 
The United Fruit Company controls the banana trade 
to a great extent, although there is one concern in Boston 
which has its own boats independent of the United 
Fruit Company. This concern sells for the growers. 
When a boat lands here the bananas are sold to the 
wholesalers at the wharves. The smallest purchase is 
fifty bunches. | 

No bananas are grown in the United States. 


Pears, Plums and Cherries. 


The early source for all these is California and, in the 
late summer, New York and New England. The 
California fruit is handled by fruit associations and the 
greater part of this is sold at auction. ‘There are some 
few growers in California who do their own consigning. 
The fruit from local sources is consigned by the growers 
or by shippers. 

Grapes. 

Grapes come from all over the United States, but 
mainly from New York, northern Ohio and California. 
Practically all of the California grapes are sold at auction. 
The growers form associations and have their own 
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representative here who looks after the shipments. 
There are some independent growers who consign, but 
their product is a small percentage of the total business 
done in Boston. 


Cantaloupes. ; 


Cantaloupes begin to come into Boston from Cali- 
fornia. Later the sources are Florida, South Carolina, 
North Carolina, Virginia and Delaware. 

Many of the Boston commission houses have a man 
in the field who gets the growers to consign to the house 
he represents in Boston. Nearly all of the cantaloupes 
are sold on commission. However, if the market is 
right they may be bought outright and resold. 


Grape Fruit. 


Florida and the Isle of Pines are the main sources of . 
the grape fruit. Much of this is consigned by the 
individual growers and some by exchanges. 


Pineapples. 


Boston gets its pineapples from Florida and the 
tropics. Practically all, it is said, come first to New 
York, and are then sent on to Boston. This fruit is 
consigned by the growers and shippers. 


PoULTRY AND DatrRy PRopDUCTS. 


Poultry. 


New England furnishes only about 10 to 15 per cent 
of the poultry consumed in Boston. Just what pro- 
portion of the total consumption is shipped in alive it is 
difficult to determine. But it is estimated that only a 
small proportion of the shipments from outside New 
England are of live poultry, while most of the ship- 
ments from local sources are of live poultry. Northern 
and eastern dressed poultry consists mostly of fowls, 
broilers, chickens, ducks, pigeons and squabs, while 
western dry packed, ice-packed and frozen poultry con- 
sists of turkeys, chickens, fowls, broilers, ducks and 
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geese. Western packed comes in barrels and boxes or 
package, the box or package poultry being the more 
choice. 

Early in January we find northern and eastern 
dressed poultry, western ice-packed, and western dry 
packed in boxes and barrels coming on the market. 
Early in February some western frozen poultry begins 
to arrive, shipments continuing to arrive until the 
middle of October. The greatest percentage of dressed 
poultry comes from as far west as Kansas and Min- 
nesota. ; 

Most of the poultry shipped in from outside of New 
England is bought from the western packers. These 
packing houses are concerns which act as collecting 
agencies for a large farming district. ‘They have huck- 
sters who go out among the farmers and get a commis- 
sion on all poultry bought. Some dressed poultry, 
however, is purchased through brokers buying from 
various places and from packers in New Jersey. The 
greater part of the dressed poultry which comes from 
the West is dry packed, and in the estimation of several 
of the houses in Boston it is only a matter of a short 
time until the United States Government will require 
all dressed poultry to be dry packed. 

The greatest part of the turkeys comes from Kentucky 
and Tennessee, while a small proportion comes from 
Vermont. 

A few ducks and broilers are purchased from China 
through Liverpool. 

Eggs. 

It is estimated that from 15 to 25 per cent of all 
Boston’s eggs are received from New England. The 
greatest portion comes from the West (east of a line 
from Texas to North Dakota). Nearly all of the eggs 
are received by rail, but many are received by boat 
from Baltimore. 

In New England the farmer does his own shipping, 
but in many cases some shipping is done by store- 
keepers. With these storekeepers, eggs are the same 
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as money with their customers. The western eggs are 
shipped by the packing houses, who have hucksters 
gather the eggs from the farmers for about 1 cent per 
dozen. Very few Connecticut and Rhode Island eggs 
ever reach Boston. During the last year or two the 
Boston commission men have been trying to educate 
the Ohio and Michigan farmers to improve the quality 
of their eggs. Boston demands a brown egg, while 
New York demands a white one. Some dealers say a 
better hen lays the brown egg, but there is no absolute 
proof of this. Boston people also demand a hennery 
egg, and there is no difference in the quality and com- 
position of the two according to government experts. 

Eggs are one of the most speculative articles which the 
dealers handle, according to their own testimony. At 
the present time the wholesalers are losing several cents 
per dozen on eggs bought last fall and put into storage. 
The storage season is about ten months, thus making it 
necessary to have a distributer to distribute these eggs’ 
over those ten months as the consuming public needs 
them. It is claimed that the chain stores sell about 
65 per cent of all of the butter and eggs sold in Bos- 
ton. The commission man aims to make from 5 to 
7 per cent but he does not always do it. The selling 
price of Minnesota eggs to the consumer is distributed, 
according to a recent investigation made in Boston by 
L. D. H. Weld for the United States Government, as 
follows: 


Transportation , : 3 per cent. 

Wholesaler , : 5 per cent. 

Retailer. . 15 per cent. 

Farmer. , ; .  ¢7 per cent. 
Butter. 


It is estimated that about 10 to 15 per cent of the 
butter consumed in Boston is shipped in from local 
New England sources, the balance coming from the West 
and South. 
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Large quantities of butter are shipped into Boston 
from northern New York, Ohio, Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Minnesota. It used to be supposed that the best 
butter came from northern New York, but now the 
West produces just as high quality butter as the North. 
The New England sources are mainly New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Maine. ‘The receipts from all sources are 
much heavier in the late spring and the summer months. 
Most of the northern New York and western butter is 
creamery butter. What is called the northern butter, 
2. e., Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota, is mostly 
creamery, though there is considerable northern dairy 
butter. A little dairy butter comes from northern 
New York and Vermont. 

Many of the western creameries are steady shippers 
to certain of the Boston commission houses. A peculiar 
fact to notice is that Boston demands soft wood tubs 
and New York wants hard wood tubs. 

Much of the New England business is by the direct 
purchase method. On Monday prices are sent out to 
the creameries, and if they are suitable to the shipper 
he will ship on Tuesday evening or Wednesday morning. 
The shipments arrive here either Wednesday evening 
or Thursday morning. Practically all is sold on Thurs- 
day and Friday, and on Friday evening checks to the 
creameries and farmers are mailed out and they receive 
their money Saturday morning, thus enabling them to 
ship again the following week. The butter is paid for on 
grade. Many times net prices are made to the shippers. 
All day Wednesday the retailers ‘“‘spar’’ with the whole- 
salers, but on Thursday morning they all are around 
ready to buy. Many of the wholesalers have travelers 
who cover the territory for about twenty-five or thirty 
miles out of Boston. 


Cheese. 


About 60 per cent of the cheese consumed in Boston 
comes from New York State, 30 per cent from Wisconsin, 
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and 10 per cent from New England and abroad. Wis- 
consin makes as good a cheese as New York now, 
although this was not true in the past. The native 
sources are Vermont (the principal source), New Hamp- 
shire and Maine. ‘The imported cheese is only a very 
small factor. 

Early in January, New York State cheese comes on 
the market. About May 1 new cheese from that state 
begins to arrive, also cheese from Wisconsin. By 
May 15 shipments of old cheese from those states cease 
and only new cheese is shipped. During the latter part 
of June some Vermont cheese (choice) comesin. During 
the rest of the year nearly all shipments come from New 
York State. } 

A small amount of cheese comes from abroad and is 
handled by importers. Practically all of the domestic 
cheese is consigned to Boston by the mantfacturers 


themselves. 
MBATSs. 


Pork. 


It is estimated that not 1 per cent of the pork con- 
sumed in metropolitan Boston comes from New England, 
even though hog-raising in this section of the country is 
increasing. Practically all of these hogs are killed by 
the local butchers and only a small percentage of the 
meat is shipped. ‘There are some concerns, as the Deer- 
foot Farm, which are said to butcher nothing but New 
England hogs, but it is said that in times of shortage 
they secure hogs from New York and the corn belt. 
Pork is universally raised, but about four-fifths of that 
consumed in Boston comes from the corn belt. The 
development of hog-raising in New England is being 
urged by some of the local packers. At present about 
95 per cent of the hogs killed at the local packing houses 
come from the corn belt. 


Beef. 
About 75 per cent of the dressed beef coming into 
Boston is chilled beef from the western packing houses. 
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Most of this is shipped in refrigerator cars, either sides 
or quarters. Some of the cheaper cuts are shipped in 
barrels. Of the 25 per cent not coming from the western 
packers the greater part in ordinary times comes from 
Argentine or Australia. Some of the Argentine beef 
is chilled, but some of it is frozen, and most of the 
Australian beef is frozen. 

A very small quantity of beef is killed locally, most of 
it being kosher meat. Early in January most of the 
beef shipped into this market is corn-fed western beef. 
This continues until late spring, when grass-fed western 
beef largely takes its place, supplemented by importa- 
tions from Argentine and Australia. Late in August 
western heifer beef begins to arrive and about Novem- 
ber 1 beef importations cease almost altogether. 

Most of the shipments into this market are brought 
in by representatives of the western packing houses. 
Each of the packers interested in the market has his 
own cool boxes. Approximately one-half of the ship- 
ments arrive over the Boston & Maine Railroad and 
practically all the rest come over the Boston & Albany. 
From the freight stations of these two roads nearly 
one-half of the shipments are teamed to the branch 
houses of the packers; the remaining half is switched 
directly into the Clinton Market. Of the beef arriving 
at Clinton Market, approximately one-half is teamed to 
Faneuil Hall Market. 

The packers sell to retail dealers, jobbers, or to cut- 
ting manufacturers. The jobbers are an important 
part of the Boston meat trade. They supply hotels, 
institutions and some of the local wholesalers. Most of 
the sales to the jobbers and cutters are made either in 
sides or quarters. Their sales in turn are made either 
in quarters or in smaller pieces. An important adjunct 
of the work of certain jobbers, as well as an important 
independent business, is the cutting up of cheaper cuts 
for corned beef or canned beef. Jobbers who do a 
cutting business buy mostly fore-quarters and flanks, 
while those jobbers who make a specialty of the hotel 
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trade deal mostly in rumps, loins and short ribs. 
Retailers, for the most part, buy hind-quarters, short 
ribs and chucks. 

It is estimated that about 75 per cent of the beef 
sold by the packers is either in quarters or sides. 


Veal. 


Nearly all the veal used comes from New Hampshire 
or Maine or Vermont. A small amount is shipped in 
by packers from the West.

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SUMMARY OF SOME OF THE MAIN FEATURES 
OF THE ORGANIZATION OF BOSTON’S 
FRUIT AND PRODUCE TRADE.

Each Boston wholesaler or commission man has a 
list of the growers in the places where the different 
products are raised. Previous to and during the season 
of each particular product, the shipper is informed by 
means of card or telegraphic quotations as to the prices 
and market conditions of his product. 

The two main ways of securing the products are: 

(1.) By an agent placed in the field by the Boston 
concern to buy outright from the farmers. 

(2.) By a strict consignment or commission basis. 

The former plan is said to be used increasingly, and 
it is estimated that 65 per cent of the vegetable business 
in Boston is on the F. O. B. basis. The class of dealers 
represented by this plan are, to a great extent, whole- 
salers who buy for cash and sell on a short credit. 

In the case of a large crop, if an insufficient number of 
buyers are present, the surplus can only be handled on a 
commission basis. ‘There are many of the large growers 
in the South who consign their whole crops to com- 
mission houses in Boston. When the goods are sold 
on a commission basis they are always graded by the 
farmer and sold according to that grading. When 
& commission man takes a consignment he does not 
guarantee a sale but simply assumes it. In many cases 
the dealers have to do jobbing in order to get rid of 
their articles, but when this is done the other jobbers 
are said to be protected and not undersold. 

In the last ten or twelve years a distributing agency 
has sprung up which makes agreements with distributers 
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in different cities here, and with some in the Middle 
West, to receive goods. It sells what it can and con- 
signs the remainder. In Boston, it is said, this type of 
organization has always failed when there was a large 
crop and low prices. 

Some of the large shippers have the products con- 
signed to themselves at some diversion point from where 
they are directed to the best market. 

When a shipment arrives in Boston it is examined by 
the consignee before it is unloaded. If it is in good 
condition it is loaded into vehicles and carted to the 
commission or wholesale houses. Here it is unloaded 
and unpacked, then repacked and made ready for sale. 
Buyers representing all classes dealing with the consum- 
ing elements, such as wholesalers, jobbers, retailers 
(including chain stores and fancy fruit-stand dealers), 
out-of-town buyers, hotels, restaurants and peddlers, 
all congregate to buy. 

A jobber is a dealer who buys on:the market, for 
many retailers, from several of the commission houses 
or wholesalers. His justification is that he is more able 
to do this part of the distribution than the commission 
man or the wholesaler. The quality of the goods sold is 
never guaranteed, as it is before the buyer for inspection. 
After the goods are sold they are delivered to the buyers, 
except the peddlers and push-cart men. These latter 
men are an economic good in the estimation of practi- 
cally all of the dealers, in that they buy up the very 
ripe fruit and sell it while it is still palatable. Other- 
wise, if it were kept from Saturday till Monday in cold 
storage it would spoil. 

After a sale is made of a consignment, the carting 
charges, railroad rates and the commission are deducted 
and the remainder forwarded to the shipper. In Boston 
the shipper demands that the carting charges be taken 
out, while on some of the other markets this is not done. 

The auction sales are controlled by private concerns 
and not by the produce dealers. Practically all of the 
California citrus and deciduous fruit and the foreign 


 — 
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as well as some of the Florida citrus fruit is sold at 
auction. This seems to be an economical way of dis- 
posing of it, and is said to be very well carried out. 
The dealers hold that for very highly perishable products 
this system is not so good nor efficient. 

The teaming question is one of the most important 
items in the consideration of the Boston situation in 
regard to its markets. The teaming congestion in the 
summer season is said to be very bad. Approximately 
all of the southern produce enters Boston over the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. Such highly 
perishable articles as strawberries, asparagus and can- 
taloupes must all be teamed to the market. On many 
mornings a team is unable to make more than one trip 
from the terminal to the market. This results in many 
spoiled goods and adds greatly to the final price to the 
consumer. Many times it is impossible to secure teams 
when they are most needed as they are all in use. The 
dealers say that it does not pay them to keep enough 
teams for these times of emergency. Practically all of 
the produce and provisions handled in Boston is teamed 
at least twice, z. e., from the terminal to the market 
and from there to the buyer’s place of business. 

It is impossible to figure the exact cartage costs for 
1914, but for those years for which it was possible to 
compute, the figures totaled about $800,000, 7. e., for 
the charges from the terminal to the marketing district. 
Much is spent for carting on products from one dealer 
to another as well as to and from the cold storage 
houses. This amount is large enough to be taken into 
consideration, although it is impossible to compute all 
of it. Due to the different sizes and weights, it is 
impossible to calculate the charges for carting bacon, 
grease, tallow, beef and pork in barrels; dressed hogs, 
live poultry, hogs, veal, sheep and cattle; butter in 
tubs and boxes; oleomargarine in packages; cheese in 
boxes, and California deciduous fruits in cars. All 
of the meats and meat products are carted in large 
quantities for one dollar ($1) per ton. One can thus 
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see that the above amount of $800,000 will be raised 
well above $1,000,000 with the addition of the latter 
carting charges. 

The main advantage of the present system is that the 
different lines are grouped. ‘The produce business is 
more scattered and unfavorably located than the other 
lines. ‘The potato trade is almost exclusively at Charles- 
town on Front street, along the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road. Oranges are also located in Charlestown. The 
butter, egg and cheese business is located on North and 
South Market streets, Commercial street, Faneuil Hall 
and vicinity. Perishable produce is located largely 
between Mercantile street and Atlantic avenue, north of 
Clinton Market and in South Market street, north of 
Commercial street. Also in this same district are stands 
for the farmers’ wagons from the metropolitan district. 

Approximately all of the fruit and vegetable dealers 
have formed the Boston Market Credit Association. 
The reason for its existence is for purposes of protection. 
Formerly there was a large number of small dealers, 
many of whom never intended to pay their debts, who 
took all the credit business they could get. The losses 
to the commission men and wholesalers from this source 
became so great that this organization was formed. ‘The 
main feature of the plan is that a buyer who purchases 
must pay by the following Saturday noon. If he has not 
done so he is blacklisted until he pays his bill. This 
plan is rigidly adhered to, and it is said that very few 
violations of the rule ever result. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


From the foregoing discussion, the following conclu- 
sions have been reached in regard to the system of dis- 
tributing provisions and produce in Boston: 

1. Boston has outgrown its provision and produce 
distributing facilities. Practically the same old 
system is used to-day that was utilized fifty years 
ago. The railroads have simply supplanted the 
farmer’s wagon. This city is far behind the times 
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in regard to its marketing conditions, as com- 

pared with many of the European cities situated 

as Boston is, remote from its main sources of 
food supply. 

2. The present system through which the supply of 

produce and provisions passes is: 

(a.) Producer. 

(b.) Local county or town buyer or shipper. 

(c.) Water or railroad transportation. 

(d.) Motor or horse vehicle transportation. 

(e.) Commission merchant or wholesaler. 

(f.) Cold storage plant (sometimes). 

(g.) Jobber. 

(h.) Jobber (sometimes). 

(7.) Retailer. 

(j.) Consumer. 

3. The main apparent wastes are: 

(a.) Teaming charges from the terminals to the 
marketing district. 

(b.) Congestion of teaming resulting in delays 
and spoiled products for which the con- 
sumer pays. 

(c.) High rents. 

(d.) ‘Trading and speculating between the dealers 
themselves. 

(e.) Unnecessary jobbers. 

4. These losses apparently could be reduced by the 
establishment of a scientifically arranged and 
located wholesale terminal market in Boston on 
the waterfront. 

5. Before any such system as this or a similar one can 
be established in Boston, public opinion must be 
aroused to a realization of the inadequacy of 
its present distributing system of produce and 
provisions. 
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APPENDIX II. 


A STUDY OF A PUBLIC MARKET SYSTEM FOR 
BOSTON. 


By E. D. Pratt, C. P. Putnam, E. A. Texnson, Students in the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. 


Reviewing sources, it is evident that New England 
produces comparatively a very small amount of the 
total food supply. The farmers in this section outside 
of an eleven-mile radius from the State House sell most 
of their output locally in the small town so prominent 
in New England. 

Many inquiries are made as to how much of Boston’s 
needs are met by New England producers. No one 
seems to know, so we estimate it as follows. By a little 
calculation from Table No. 19 of ‘‘The Cost of Living’”’ 
Report, the table given here is obtained.

This is based on the annual expenditure of 253 families 
in 1903. Meats would be less to-day, and other articles, 
notably butter and eggs, would be more. 
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If we assume that New England provides all of the 
fish and potatoes, the bulk of the milk and lard, about 
one-eighth of the vegetables, 2 per cent of the eggs, and 
over 4 per cent of the butter, we have New England’s 
contribution as 20 per cent at a maximum.

We estimate the supply of food from New England 
to Greater Boston is between 15 per cent and 20 per cent, 
while that which comes from within trucking distance 
is less than 10 per cent, probably 7 or 8 per cent. 

These figures show beyond reasonable doubt that the 
ideal of producer to consumer direct has had its day for 
Boston, and future plans must recognize this fact. 


How 1T 18s Broucut HERE. 


Now that we know something of the nature, extent 
and sources of the food supply, the question arises — 
how is it brought here? 

Three railroad systems and several steamship lines 
bring in all foods beyond the trucking radius of about 
twenty-five miles. ‘The steam roads are the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, tapping all the New England territory 
west to southwest of Boston; the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road, running out of Boston north and northwest, and 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, which 
practically connects the Atlantic Coast and all western 
points to Boston. 

The steamship lines are tabulated below with their 
chief ports and some idea of the foodstuffs they carry, 
also their local wharves:

How 1T 1s DISTRIBUTED. 

Distribution commences when the farmer drives his 
goods to the station of the common carrier. In many 
cases some farmer collects all goods for several miles 
around, selling again at a very small advance, or 
professional forwarders will take the goods from the 
farmers, taking small quantities and assembling at a 
central point and shipping from there by carload lots. 
A small amount of produce is shipped by express or 
parcel post to a few individual city consumers. Much 
perishable goods is shipped by express and in refriger- 
ator cars, such as southern berries. 

On arriving at the various piers and terminals, the 
food products are ready for local distribution. They 
are here taken up by the commission house or other 
wholesaler to whom they have been consigned. ‘The 
jobber is one who buys in large quantities, carload lots 
and less than carload lots for cash. In the former ¢ase 
they receive goods from the farmer and sell at the best 
price they can get, keeping 5 to 10 per cent as agreed 
and forwarding balance to the shipper. 


i 
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Most'of the arriving meats, butter, eggs, ete., go 
immediately to the Quincy Cold Storage Warehouse or 
to a private refrigerating plant operated by some large 
packer, butcher or commission man. Still other 
amounts go to temporary storehouses and to the various 
markets. ‘The largest portion of perishables never sees 
the commission man’s small store, but is sold from the 
terminal to the retailer. Some wholesalers also retail 
direct to the markets, getting the prices paid to retailers 
in other parts of the city. 

A good idea of the distribution process may be 
obtained by considering strawberries from Louisiana. 
The producer of a few crates will quite likely sell to a 
local buyer, who will in turn sell to traveling jobber’s 
agents or consign to a commission merchant in a dis- 
tant city. If his quantity is not sufficient for a carload, 
it would probably be cheaper to send by a forwarding 
agent, whose charge would be less than the expense of 
shipping a less than carload (L. C. L.) lot. The for- 
warder quickly makes up his cars from a comparatively 
small territory and ships in refrigerator cars by fast 
freight. ‘These berries, if for Boston, with best con- 
nections, could arrive in two days, and easily in two 
and one-half days. The shipment would come via the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, and 
jobbers and commission men, notified by wire in advance, 
would be on hand to receive and dispose of the shipment. 

Suppose your box of berries is in a car lot. Probably 
a jobber has already purchased this lot through his 
agents in Louisiana or at auction at the Boston terminal. 
He resells to local wholesalers and to buyers from nearly 
all small cities. These wholesalers sell the same day 
to various corner grocers, fruit stores, chain stores and 
other retailers. These retailers may take their berries 
direct from the car or have them delivered by the 
wholesaler, paying accordingly. The retailer advertises 
and arranges berries to attract you and you purchase 
your quart, picking the best box in the crate. You 
order your berries on going to business in the morning 
and they are served to you at supper that evening, 
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having been delivered the mile or so to your house by 
the grocer’s delivery boy, necessitating the use of horse 
and wagon. ‘Thus the journey from the Louisiana farm 
to your table ends. 

This description of the distributing process is typical 
of a large part of the food supply. 


WHAT IT Costs. 


Knowing something of the sources and methods of 
distributing, we are in a position to appreciate prices. 
What does the food supply cost? If we consider metro- 
politan Boston as including all people within a radius 
of eleven miles, we have therein to-day approximately 
1,800,000 people of 360,000 normal families. If they 
consume food averaging at retail rates $375 annually 
(Cost of Living Report, 1910, shows $370.20 for 1903 
study), then the supply costs $135,000,000. Compared 
to the cost of New York City’s supply, it would appear 
that between $175,000,000 and $200,000,000 is a better 
value. 

Big figures may be interesting, but what primarily 
concerns the consumer is, where does his money go? 
Who gets it and what do they do to earn it? Conse- 
quently the table and diagrams have been prepared 
showing where the money goes. ‘This table is based on 
the returns to a letter sent out to the New England 
producers by Professor Spofford on the evidence of 
some of the best known men on the market and on the 
personal investigation of retail prices in different parts 
of the city by the writers.

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A table, such as this, is good for little despite its 
authenticity without a thorough explanation of the 
source and quality of the articles. Mere price compari- 
son means nothing and is comparatively easy to get at, 
but a comparison of values is a very difficult matter. 
Eggs are divided into three classes and subdivided into 
seven grades. Butter is divided into five groups, each 
group subdivided into three to twelve divisions. There 
are numerous kinds of apples of varying grades of per- 
fection. All fowls are not chicken, there being three 
ratings of the former and three of the latter, and only 
when the extremes are placed beside each other would 
the average consumer distinguish between them. Meats 
are choice, fair to good and common; vegetables, native 
or outside, and so on through the list. Perishable stuff, 
aside from any class, will sell largely according to its 
immediate condition as well as with due regard to 
supply and demand. It is evident that the character 
of the dealer is the consumer’s best insurance for 
quality. 

The values in the table were good from May 5-11, 
1915, and the history of each item was followed to a 
conclusion on the day it was investigated, though the 
producer’s price recelved was in general for the day or 
two preceding. : 

The table shows how the price advances from pro- 
ducer to consumer. Producers’ receipts were based on 
consumers’ statements except in the case of berries. 
Freight was estimated from standard rates. The jobber 
is not much in evidence in Boston and his price is only 
approximated according to what information we have 
had from wholesalers. Wholesale prices are those given 
by representative wholesale merchants and the retail 
prices were taken from observation at Faneuil Hall 
Market and in different parts of the city. Retail 
prices from Lynn and Providence were also consid- 
ered, but were found to check in general with local 
figures. 
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The strawberries recorded came from Louisiana via 
fast freight and in refrigerator cars. ‘These berries 
were first quality and brought in when the season was 
just opening for Boston, hence they brought a good 
price. The consumer is here paying for a luxury before 
the season is fully on, and the retailer gets the biggest 
slice out of the high price, which is only high compared 
to later in the season. The equivalent of that box of 
berries could be bought on May 28 for 18 to 20 cents at 
retail. Freight does not change, but the jobber and 
wholesaler are now doing a big business and the retailer 
is selling comparatively large quantities. The supply is 
becoming plentiful and the demand being met. The 
wholesaler and jobber now add only about a cent apiece 
to the box. The producer probably receives 6 cents 
and the retailer takes off as much as 4 cents. The 
figures would now show about as follows: |

In the midst of the season it will be possible to buy 
good berries at 15 cents a box. One could say offhand 
that the retailer received 250 per cent advance on what 
the producer received, as shown by the facts of the 
table. However, if the particular berries had come from 
Baltimore or Norfolk they would have brought the 
same money, but the freight would have been 2 cents 
or less, instead of 6 cents, and the farmer in the case 
reaps the benefit and would be getting 10 or 11 cents 
for his early berries. This would change the 250 per 
cent retailer’s advance to 150 per cent. 

New potatoes from the southern and western pro- 
ducer would return him $1.75 per bushel, whereas old 
Maine potatoes as listed return their producer 35 cents. 
In accounting for middlemen’s part of the consumer’s 
payment, the potato will be considered in detail. 
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The butter prices as listed are for creamery firsts in 
large tubs. If the creamery happened to be one that 
made a specialty of some particular quality butter and 
took the extra pains to have it rated at 97 per cent, 
instead of 92 or 93 per cent, the retail price would be 
over 40 cents a pound. And if the casual observer 
simply asks for the best butter and later found the 
farmer received 25 cents, he would be sadly mistaken 
if he concluded the advance of 60 per cent was typical 
of the butter trade. It is not likely the western farmer 
received more than 23 cents. The great bulk of first 
quality creamery (93 per cent rating for color, salt, 
moisture, etc.) actually went at prices stated and may 
be taken as representative of the general people rather 
than the relatively few consumers of such choice brands 
as the Merrydale Creamery. The producer’s price here 
agrees with statement from New England territory 
where they ship to Boston. Freight is left blank and 
would take in creamery charges here as the jobber does 
not get all the 3% cents indicated. 

The eggs here are fresh gathered hennery firsts. The 
fresh gathered is a misnomer for western eggs as they take 
several days to arrive. However, eggs freshly gathered 
in the west, when promptly and properly stored, and of 
first quality when stored, are far superior to local eggs 
that have lain around the farm even a day, or are 
exposed in shipping. ‘This is true even if the eggs have 
been stored locally for several months. The producer’s 
price quoted is that paid in Maine, Vermont and the 
New England section. These same eggs when sorted 
for size and color will sell at 35 to 40 cents, but again 
this is not true of the main sales. 

Fowl here means the 4-pound bird. Chickens were 
selling at the same time for 35 cents, but good chickens 
do not arrive in quantity until the late summer and fall. 
The producer’s price of 173 cents should be shaded one- 
half for freight. This being a New England price, the 
western producer at the time was receiving about 14 
cents.

Much has been made of such figures as these and 
statements from authoritative sources have been made 
showing differences between producers’ receipts and 
consumers’ cost of from 5 to 500 per cent. They are 
both extremes and equally rare. It is only by extraor- 
dinary diligence that the 500 per cent rise can be 
located. These statements reach the public, who give 
credence to them and absorb the idea that middlemen 
are robbers. This is only liable to be emphasized when 
a traveling business man patronizes a high class New 
York hotel or restaurant. At some time he may be 
charged 20 or 25 cents for a half grape fruit, only 
to pass them later in the market district where he dis- 
covers large buyers must be able to purchase them for 
6 or 7 cents whole. Here is a 700 per cent advance 
over what a grower receives, but that same gentleman 
could have had his grape fruit served under equal sani- 
tary conditions for 10 cents. He was paying tribute to 
a large hotel corporation in addition to the regular 
charges of the middlemen. 

We now have 101 per cent for an average advance 
over the producer’s receipts, which means little without 
further explanation. Suppose we grant that the pro- 
ducer is entitled to what he gets and that freight rates 
are reasonable, then we have the advance over these 


* There is some uncertainty as to freight and creamery charges on this New England 
butter, and the figure is estimated on the basis of what the jobber generally receives. 
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costs reduced to 48 per cent. Commission men and 
others are entitled to something for their services. 

Probably no two investigators would find the same 
values unless they compare goods from the same source, 
passing through the same hands and of the same quality. 
This table would miss many cases on these two handlers, 
and again would fit many. However, the variation in 
jobber, wholesaler and retailer is much less, being 
2.8, 4.1 and 6.8 as against 28.4 and 12.3 for producer and 
forwarder. ‘This is so because jobber and wholesaler 
attempt to take a fixed commission from whatever the 
selling price is, while the producer’s receipts are very 
much altered by freight charges which affect wholesaler 
and retailer comparatively little. Sixty-eight to 70 
per cent goes to producer and freight, and is considered 
a reliable general figure. Out of it the producer may 
get 40 to 68 per cent, depending on his location with 
reference to the market and on the nature of the product. 

According to our findings, 30 to 32 per cent is divided 
among middlemen. 

The farmers must receive a return sufficient to cover 
interest on capital invested in land, buildings and 


- machinery. He must buy seed and fertilizer and pay 


higher wages than ever before. ‘To-day sanitary require- 
ments necessitate a small extra outlay, particularly 
to farmers keeping milk cows. ‘The replies received 
from New England farmers indicate that a large number 
sell their output in the nearby towns, receiving but little 
léss than the city retailer’s price, and in some cases much 
more. | 

In 1913 one of the farmers coming to Faneuil Hall 
said his farm had never done so well and prices were the 
highest yet received, considering the whole season. In 
a letter from a Connecticut farmer, who apparently 
questions the middlemen’s methods, he speaks of his 
large direct sale of eggs to private New York customers. 
He received 40 cents a dozen at a time when Boston 
retailers were getting 35 cents, but in addition the New 
York consumer paid the express. His surplus went to 
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commission men in New York at 23 cents less 5 per cent. 
Knowing this difference, he suspects there is something 
wrong with middlemen’s rates. He represents a class 
of farmers who, when they get the opportunity of dealing 
direct with the consumer by express or parcel post, 
immediately demand the city retailer’s price or better. 
This shortsightedness on their part seriously interferes 
with their case against the middleman, and shows how 
much the human element enters into the market problem. 
Generally New England farmers receive a fair price, 
and in return might take better care of their splendid 
local markets. It is not to the consumer’s interest to 
interfere with the middleman if the farmer is to receive 
all the benefit. 

The jobber is not much of a factor in Boston and there 
is much confusion in the use of the term, some considering 
him as a party who takes job lots from large wholesale 
dealers, whereas we are thinking of him as a collector 
from farmers who have too small productions to warrant 
direct dealing with the wholesaler. His commission is 
the least of all as he performs the smallest services where 
he is found. In Paris, London, Berlin and New York, 
cities of such size, the jobber is more likely to be in 
evidence. When a wholesaler receives at a terminal 
large quantities of goods and auctions them off to lesser 
retail men, we have thought of him as a jobber, for he 
performs a similar function at the city end to the 
collector at the country. He simply receives and 
distributes the goods as they are. | 

The Boston wholesaler receives about 12 per cent, as 
he receives direct from farmers ordinarily. A few 
samples of what the wholesaler contends with may aid 
us to understand him better. ‘Take strawberries, always 
shipped in 32-quart crates. If these are purchased out- 
right he must stand the losses due to any delay in deliver- 
ing, as berries are one of the most perishable foods. If 
you figure every quart in the crate at 25 cents, our 
retailer’s price, you are in error, for while a majority 
may grade to this price, several boxes will have to go 
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at perhaps 20 cents. This means a less price for the 
wholesaler on his crate. If he sorts the berries, as he 
may, then there are added the costs of sorting. When 
you pick out a box at the grocer’s you look over the crate 
before you select your box. 

Take potatoes — these are shipped in carloads to the 
Charlestown terminal. The wholesaler pays the freight 
on his consignment and must then bag his potatoes. 
This means material and labor. If he takes them across 
the city to Faneuil Hall, then he must pay a trucking 
charge. Subtracting the producer’s 35 cents and the 
freight, 15 cents, from his selling price, 62.5 cents, leaves 
12.5 cents, from which must be subtracted 23 cents for a 
bag, 2 cents for bales of bagging including twine and 
2 cents for carting from the depot to his place of business. 
This leaves 6 cents per bushel apparent profit, but from 
this stenographer, clerk and salesman, as well as rent, 
heat, water, telephone, etc., must be paid. 

Butter requires careful weighing for shrinkage; { to 3. 
pound per tub is quite frequent. Apples, to get best 
results, as well as various other fruits and vegetables, 
must be separated and graded. Eggs must be handled 
to know what you have, unless in rare cases the shipper 
marks his eggs and his word is good. Under present 
conditions the commission man makes roughly 10 to a 
maximum of 15 per cent. His expenses are not large 
enough to necessitate 12 per cent, but he needs an 
average of 5 to 6 per cent to pay costs, and like all 
businesses he is entitled to a reward for his services. 

The retailer averages 20 per cent of the consumer’s 
price. Does he earn it? He labors under greater 
expense than any of the middlemen, and performs 
vastly more for the consumer. His rents are high; 
his employees numerous; he must carry stock; make 
sufficient to overcome losses through waste and shrink- 
age; goods must be delivered on time; telephone service 
given and credit extended. By hasty comparison 
only it is seen that he must get much more than a 
wholesaler. 
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A good idea of the expenses of a small and medium 
size store may be gathered from the report of the Mayor’s 
Market Commission, New York City. On page 180 
they give what is said to be the average expense of 
several butcher shops. It is given here.

+ $4,000 at 6 per cent. t Gas, $29; electric $1.20. § Two horses and two wagons. 
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expense. The medium store shows total expenses and 
profits equal to 28.2 per cent, of which 23.2 per cent is 
expense. It is to be noted that the larger store nets 
5 per cent clear profit compared to 2.4 per cent of the 
small store. 

Again, quoting from the New York mayor’s report, 
page 167: 


A beef animal weighing 1,080 pounds alive, when killed, 
dressed, will weigh 720 pounds as sold to retailer. The average 
price asked wholesale for this meat in 1912 was about 123 cents 
per pound for the whole carcass of two sides, head, feet and 
hide not included. This applies to mature beef only. The 
animal, therefore, cost the slaughterer $102.60, and for the meat 
thereof, apart from heart and liver, $90.60 was paid by the 
retailer. The 360 pounds difference in weight covers the head, 
horns, hide, hoofs, blood, organs and refuse. The carcass 
divided into the usual cuts will yield: 

_ Round, 170 pounds, wholesale at 15 cents per pound, retails at 24 cents. 

Flank, 40 pounds, sold with round. 

Loin, 120 pounds, wholesale at 15 cents per pound, retails at 253 cents. 

Rib, 90 pounds, wholesale at 15 cents per pound, retails at 20,% cents. 

Chuck, 240 pounds, wholesale at 10 cents per pound, retails at 15} cents. 

Plate, 60 pounds, wholesale at 6 cents per pound, retails at 12 cents 
(assumed). 


Included in these and paid for by the retailer are about 10 
per cent of waste in bones and fat. For the bones he gets 
nothing, but for the fat 3 cents per pound. Making allowances 
for these the retailer gets for the carcass a total of about $130. 
The difference between this and the $90.60 paid for the carcass 
is about 31 per cent of the price paid by the consumer. 


According to this the small store is barely getting 
along, and the medium store is doing very nicely with 
nearly 8 per cent profit here instead of 5 per cent as 
found above. It is hard to imagine either store getting 
along without a telephone, for which the New York 
report makes no allowance. However, the point we wish 
to make is that the small retailer is pretty nearly entitled 
to what he receives. 

The foregoing discussion of costs shows clearly that 
the middlemen are more nearly entitled, in general, to 
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what they get for their goods than the public seem to 
think. The wholesaler and retailer are not to blame for 
the high prices. The fault lies in the system and not the 
men. ‘The consumer can only lower his food costs by 
changing the conditions that make the prices high. 
The next question is, can conditions be improved, and 
how? ) 


CHANCES OF REpDuUcING Cost THROUGH GREATER 
EFFICIENCY. 


The field of profitable farming is not limitless. It is 
better that the cereals should be left to states like 
Missouri and Minnesota, where with large acreage they 
can afford the necessary machinery for efficient farming 
of these items and the grains in general. New England, 
with the intelligent use of lime and phosphates, can 
redeem a large portion of now idle land. ‘There are 
sufficient examples to show this is so. Her advantage 
would be in raising milk cows, pigs, sheep, in some cases, 
and poultry. Alfalfa could be grown in large quantities, 
and sufficient oats, timothy and clover to feed all animal 
life in the state. The best profits though, especially for 
the farmer near the cities, lies in vegetables and garden 
truck. Three hundred acres in this part of the country 
is a large farm — too large for the average farmer to 
handle profitably. A farmer going in for truck garden- 
ing with all modern methods and intensive cultiva- 
tion, under his personal direction, will find fifty acres will 
take up all his time, for he must look after the market 
end as well as the farm end if he desires to make the 
best returns on his efforts. For men who turn to farm- 
ing as a hobby, or who give only part of their time to it, 
ten to fifteen acres makes an ideal acreage. 

Besides granting expert advice to individual farmers 
in leisurely personal visits and in groups, the state should 
cooperate with the city to keep open the avenues of 
exchange and make the road as direct as possible. 
Some means to this latter end will be considered under 
other heads. 
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Increased local production will lower prices on garden 
truck to the consumer, and the removal of obstructions 
between producer and consumer will aid the farmer in 
retaining a larger share of the consumer’s price. 

There is an important adjunct to production that is 
largely overlooked or ignored by New England farmers; 
it is the packing of goods for shipment. While on a 
tour of inspection of the market district, under the 
direction of the Chamber of Commerce, a group of New 
England farmers were discussing the apple situation 
with a large commission dealer who makes a specialty of 
apples. They inquired the kind he wanted, what 
prices were being received, how apples should be packed, 
and numerous other related questions. Mr. Commis- 
sion Man led us over to six or eight barrels of apples 
standing in his store and uncovered each. He told the 
farmers that unless they packed their goods more care- 
fully he preferred dealing with western shippers. It 
seems the western men have various central associations 
to do the packing of many fruits. Their apples are 
generally shipped in boxes and under a brand, which 
brand always means a particular grade and kind of 
fruit that can be depended upon. The commission man 
showed a barrel of perfect Baldwins from New England 
territory, and said there was an exceptional party whose 
apples he never had to sort and with whose grower he 
never had any difficulties. That grower took sufficient 
pains to sort his apples and pack them always as repre- 
sented. His products brought the highest prices and 
many buyers asked for his shipments. They were in 
marked contrast to a barrel beside them which looked 
like windfalls and which had no regularity of form and 
not much of size. It was a question not only what 
they would bring but who would take them. Still that 
farmer who packed them, looking at prices paid for 
Grade ‘‘A” fruit, was continually at odds with his 
commission man. Again, many farmers pack their apples 
too close to the top, counting probably on settlement. 
Often the settling is small and the cover bruises the top 
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layer and tends to spread damage if not opened shortly 
and the upper layer removed. The upper layer should 
be about one-half an inch to an inch below the cover 
when the barrel is closed. Care in grading and proper 
packing would result in better returns to the farmer 
and enable him to compete more keenly with western 
products. 


CHANCES OF REDUCING Costs THROUGH GREATER 
EFFICIENCY IN ‘TRANSPORTATION. 


Long distance transportation rates are comparatively 
low. The farmers can only improve their returns 
slightly by cooperation in forwarding goods. Shipping 
by carload lot is only one-half as expensive as shipping 
17... TRS 

There is a large field for improvement in the local 
transportation by using the trolley lines for carrying 
freight. Trolley freight exists in Boston now but in a 
small way only. The Bay State Street Railway Com- 
pany claim their limited service is due to the failure of 
Lynn and Salem to grant franchises. That part of the 
country to the south and west of Boston that has trolley 
freight has shown an increase of farm production. The 
new large strawberry production from Dighton, Mass., 
is attributed in part to the advantages of trolley freight. 
Charges are about the same as steam road charges, but 
service is better. Here are some rates from the Bay 
State Street Railway Company’s tariff:

Trolley freight could be used beyond the present 
trucking radius of twenty-five miles with considerable 
advantage to all farmers in such radius, and particularly 
those from a few miles beyond.

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At one time the Bay State Street Railway Company 
wished to cooperate with the Boston Elevated with the 
idea of delivering products at the consignee’s block, but 
never formally proposed the scheme because the truck- 
men were so strongly opposed to it. The teamsters’ 
principal business is in trucking long distance freight. 
Stuff that the farmers now bring in he does not get, and 
they can have little real room for complaint as there 
would probably be even more business from the increased 
production likely to follow a carefully executed trolley 
freight plan. ‘There seems to be no good reason why 
the Bay State Street Railway Company should not 
cooperate with the Boston Elevated. This would mean 
a saving to farmers, for they could ship direct to com- 
mission man via trolley freight, knowing that there would 
be little local trucking, for his goods in the hands of 
Boston Elevated motormen would be carried right along 
Atlantic avenue to the desired block. If street car 
tracks were laid in the principal market streets for use 
at night only, there would be no hindrance to the daily 
traffic, while both producers and consumers would be 
greatly benefited. 

The last factor in transporting, that is, local trucking, 
is not so expensive as in some other cities, and the com- 
petition of truckmen is said to be strong. While many 
trucks ride half loaded or less, this apparent inefficiency 
of the individual truck is probably better than taking 
any chances with a monopoly fixing rates. The following 
trucking charges are now prevalent:

Fore quarters of steer . . 30 cents each. 
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During most of the year traffic gets along fairly well, 
but in the heavy season, from the middle of August to 
the middle of October, when the corn, peas and beans are 
coming in, there is some congestion. The biggest diffi- 
culty is the chopped-up condition of the streets in this 
region. A careful study of the main traveled routes 
from the country to the market should enable an eco- 
nomic engineer or traffic expert to lay out a system of 
one-way streets, which, with proper police control, would 
improve traffic conditions to a considerable extent. 
Regulations of this kind, properly enforced, would put 
an end to teams backing up at various points unneces- 
sarily, and would stop the temporary use of streets 
sometimes resorted to by the small express companies. 


WHOLESALING. 


Most European cities attempt to solve the wholesaling 
problem with the least amount of cost by building large 
wholesale market buildings in which they exercise great 
control over middlemen. Paris particularly has used 
this method. Boston provides a home for wholesale 
merchants without exercising any control over them in 
the interest of consumers. 

The installing of two important features in the Boston 
public market would give the public a great safeguard 
against unduly high prices. These features are public 
auction sales and the use of market halls by licensed 
commission men only, who operate under city regulations. 

The conducting of public auctions by the market - 
officers at Faneuil Hall and the railroad terminals would 
be a great aid to the proper working of supply and 
demand. Any farmer could send his goods to the city 
in care of the auctioneers and know that he would receive 
all that the market would warrant, less perhaps 2 per cent 
for city charges. Collusion between wholesalers would 
be of little effect. Goods would be handled quickly. 
Prices would be public, definite and more responsive to 
conditions. They should be published promptly at cer- 
tain points in the city for the consumer to know what 
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the retailer is paying. Monopoly is prevented and some 
middlemen eliminated. The auction prices would 
regulate the whole market so far as local supply and 
demand are concerned. It would act directly to the 
advantage of consumer and producer. 

Licensed commission men are men licensed to receive 
goods from all parts of the country to be sold at the 
market. They are authorized to charge a commission 
fixed by law, which they deduct from the shipper’s 
bill along with all costs of handling. The extreme work- 
ing out of this scheme may be seen in the French system. 
They perhaps carry it too far. The idea back of the 
scheme is that the commission man or wholesaler per- 
forms a function as valuable as the transporting of 
goods and should be paid only enough to insure him a 
living. His best use is in aiding to keep unlicensed 
dealers from running their prices up. Prices at Faneuil 
Hall are built on the market quotations plus the whole- 
salers’ advance. There is no control of this advance, 
and it is built up on the knowledge of what the retailer 
is paying, or has paid, rather than on how much is a 
fair return for the wholesaler. 


RETAILING. 


One of the striking features of retailing is that it 
slackens the action of supply and demand. The poorer 
people are the first to feel seriously the effect of hard 
times and the last to receive the benefits of good times. 
Similarly the consumer dealing with a retailer is promptly 
held up for any market advance, but only occasionally 
does he receive prompt reduction with a declining market 
price. ‘There are several hundred small butchers’ and 
grocers’ shops scattered throughout Greater Boston, 
typical of the smaller market whose accounts were 
given under ‘‘What it Costs.’ This type is highly 
inefficient from a public point of view, but is a con- 
venience to the nearby customer even though he com- 
plains of the high price which the expenses of retailing 
in this small way add to the cost of his purchases. 
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Europe again furnishes us with some examples of 
solving this question, but in general their solutions are 
not fitted to conditions in America. Housed retail 
markets with rented stalls have everywhere either failed 
or are on the decline. Their inefficiency is manifest. 
However, the French have open-air street markets on 
three days of the week when temporary coverings for 
producers are put up, and here the consumer buys to 
advantage. ! 

In Germany the cities outside of Berlin have the old 
open square in which the producer still meets consumer 
to the latter’s marked advantage. 

In England the cooperative store has had a marked 
success. Briefly the plan is that all members pay 
in a small fee for entrance and agree to patronize the 
cooperative store. The members meet annually. They 
operate numerous stores, buying in large quantities. 
Once a year, after all expenses have been paid out of 
sales, the balance, above a certain cash balance, is 
refunded to members, each receiving his pro rata share 
according to the amount of his purchases compared to 
the total sales. This is the outgrowth of the idea of the 
Rochdale weavers. ‘To-day there are about 3,000,000 
cooperations of different national organizations in Eng- 
land, and the total annual trade of productive and 
distributive societies is about $600,000,000. 

The difficulty in the way of the French and German 
schemes is in Boston’s particular location with the sea 
eastward and manufacturing country in every other 
direction. Her main supplies must come a long way. 
Boston is not populous enough to warrant a system like 
Paris, and is not in a region where intensive farming is 
practised as in the German cities. Years ago, when the 
Faneuil Hall dealers made street sales difficult for the 
farmers at the market, an independent farmers’ market 
was set up where the Custom House now stands. This 
was a success from about 1865 to 1877, when the Faneuil 
Hall dealers, having lost much trade, succeeded in coaxing 
them back into the streets about the market. 
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The cooperative idea has been successful in many 
European countries, but it is most largely used by a 
thrifty, hard working class who appreciate the principles 
of cooperation. Efforts to establish such institutions 
in the United States have thus far met with failure, 
principally because the poorer citizen is not sufficiently 
thrifty and because of much false pride. Again, 
American conditions are very different, making numerous 
reasons why cooperative stores should fail here. 


CONSUMING. 


The chances for efficiency on the consumer’s part are 
considerable but personal. The consumer should pay 
more attention to marketing. ‘The savings possible on 
single items are quite small, and it is only by taking 
advantage of all of them that a noticeable saving is made. 
The consumer at home to-day wastes a great deal that 
might be used very successfully in numerous ways. 
The wealthy consumer should do more than merely 
glance over his monthly bills to O. K. them if they don’t 
seem too big. Butlers and chefs intrusted with buying 
have been known to accept five or ten dollars monthly 
from some dealers. Education of the less fortunate as 
to what is good in foods and their respective values 
should be of some aid to them. Care of goods after 
getting them home is an important part in the prevention 
of waste. Finally, if a consumer has sufficient space 
it is cheaper for him to buy a barrel of flour or sugar at 
wholesale or a two-bushel bag of potatoes rather than 
buy repeatedly the smaller quantities at higher retail 
prices. Cooperation of a few families for buying pur- 
poses has brought good results in several cases where it 
has been tried. The Rochdale Society sprang up in 
this way and is strictly a consumers’ society. 


DEDUCTIONS AND OBSERVATIONS WITH THE AID OF 
SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 

Some idea of the workings of supply and demand may 

be obtained by carefully studying the price comparison 
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sheets for the month of April, 1915,* of a corporation 
buying food articles of a specified standard over the 
greater part of the United States. The representatives 
have written instructions to buy first quality goods and 
of uniform size and brand. ‘Thus we may draw some 
conclusion with a considerable degree of assurance. 

The most striking feature of these prices is their com- 
parative uniformity all over the country. A closer 
inspection shows some prominent differences. Let us 
try and account for them. First, these goods are bought 
at wholesale rates, and in buying at wholesale there isa 
vast difference in buyers. A trained man who knows the 
market well will invariably buy from one-half to one cent 
cheaper on eggs to a possible 50 cents cheaper on a 
barrel of apples than a man who does not study his 
ground. 

Potatoes are the least likely item to be selected for 
monopoly and should show how prices vary according 
to supply and demand. With the aid of a map of the 
United States and potato statistics for 1914 we can 
follow some of the variations. ‘The heavy potato crops 
for 1914 are in thousands of bushels: New York, 53,215; 
Michigan, 44,044; Wisconsin, 37,696; Maine, 33,800; 
Minnesota, 30,780; Pennsylvania, 28,140; Ohio, 14,250; 
Iowa, 12,642; all others less than 12,000, with an aver- 
age in the neighborhood of 4,000; this last only sufficient 
to supply states of small population. Referring to com- 
parison sheet of April, the low prices are at Boston, 
Buffalo, Rochester, Syracuse, Norfolk, Chicago, St. 
Paul, Toronto and Montreal; these average 50 cents 
per bushel. The high prices are in New York, Wash- 
ington, St. Louis, Kansas City, Memphis, Atlanta, 
New Orleans. These average over 65 cents. The 
former northeastern and middle western cities are in 
the heavy producing states. Norfolk, the one southern 
city, happens to be in the largest potato state of the South 
and in the midst of the producing region. All the others 


* See table in Appendix E. 
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are in the low production states of the South or in 
Missouri. They have potatoes shipped and the freight 
makes the difference on those bulky products. New 
York is in a class by itself and it will be noticed the 
New York prices are considerably higher in almost 
everything except sugar, which is produced in the city. 
New York’s high rate is due somewhat to local delivery 
difficulties in a large city. These prices all include 
delivery. ‘The prices between high and low are deter- 
mined largely by the shipping charges as the cities are 
more or less removed from potato shipping centers. 
Norfolk at 50 cents; Baltimore, 55 cents — Baltimore 
receives by boat from Norfolk when her local supply 
is low. This makes the 5 cents difference. Water 
rates are much lower than rail. Philadelphia jumps to 
60 cents due to local delivery, and though in Pennsyl- 
vania territory it is far from the producing center. 
The Canadian crops are heavy without large local 
demand and Toronto and Montreal have the low price 
of 45 cents and 414 cents, delivered. New Orleans, the 
southernmost city, has the highest price of 76 cents and 
produces only about 1,500,000 bushels annually. 

Butter and eggs are less easily analyzed as the differ- 
ences are small and as likely to be due to personal equa- 
tion of the buyer as to market influences. In those 
items Canada produces comparatively small quantities 
of butter as yet, and her prices are the highest on butter, 
though the eggs average up with the rest of the cities. 
According to these sheets, and to various large meat 
buyers, there is competition among the packers. Flour 
can be checked there starting from the western mills 
and sugar starting from New York in a fashion similar 
to potatoes (remembering that water shipments of 
these articles are made whenever cheaper rates can be 
obtained). 

The modern methods of distribution have brought 
food prices somewhere near to uniformity. This is 
partly because when freight rates are made to-day the 
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object is to fix a rate that will allow competition, as, for 
instance, of California fruits with those of Florida. A 
large factor, too, is found in the telegraph and telephone 
linking up all markets. 

Recalling that middlemen are necessary to a city 
drawing on outside sources for its food, and that the 
present prices, while high, have considerable justice in 
them, and finding. that there is reason to believe supply 
and demand still rule in most food supplies, from a 
national viewpoint what can be done? This — the 
system must be regulated by representatives of the 
consumer instead of being allowed to run too freely. 
European cities have tried to solve both the wholesale 
and retail side by public markets that act as a check on 
the ambitions of private individuals who desire to make 
more than a living out of the people’s food supply. 
American cities have also tried public markets as an aid 
to wholesaling, but have given no attention to retailing. 
It is in retailing that the money is to be saved, for there 
is the weakest point in the system from the efficiency 
viewpoint and also the largest opportunity for effecting 
a reduction in food costs. 


Note.— Messrs. Pratt, Putnam and Teeson worked out a system of 
suggestions for bettering the existing methods of handling fruit products 
in the Boston market. These suggestions included the development of 
auctions under municipal control, certain readjustments of the adminis- 
tration of the Quincy Market, the establishment of farmers’ markets on 
certain streets, the construction of a central retail market and some sug- 
gestions for regulating the push-cart trade. In view of the preliminary 
and incomplete character of our investigation I have not considered it 
wise to include these recommendations in this report. At least some of 
them would become an important part of any extended study of Boston’s 
food supply and methods for improving it.— [P. T. C.]

A STUDY OF THE EIGHT AGENCIES BY WHICH 
THE PERISHABLE FOOD SUPPLY 
OF BOSTON IS RETAILED.

The work done by the Women’s Municipal League in 
the inquiry made into the conditions of the produce 
business in Boston is divided into two parts: 

I. Astudy of the types of stores and markets through 
which the retail trade is carried on; and 

Il. A study of the prices paid for produce by the 
retail purchaser compared with, in certain instances, 
the wholesale price of the same date. 


I. Tur Types or Stores AND MARKETS THROUGH 
WHIcH THE RETAIL TRADE IS CARRIED ON. 


This portion of our report was published in the 
“Bulletin” for April, 1915, of the Women’s Municipal 
League, of which the following is a copy: 


A Srupy or THE Eraut AGENCIES BY WHICH THE PERISHABLE 
Foop Suppiy or Boston 1s RETAILED. 


The relative merits of the eight types of markets that handle 
the perishable food supply — exclusive of milk — of the City of 
Boston has been made by our department. ‘This study is pre- 
liminary to one on the quality of the food sold by each of these 
agencies and the cost to the consumer. 

1. Fanewl Hall and Quincy Markets— These two markets, 
housed in buildings owned by the city, are so advantageously 
placed with reference to the wholesaling of produce that these 
markets net the city $100,000 per year. It is the most successful 
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municipal market in the world. In the two buildings are 164 
stalls. The rentals are fixed by city ordinances for ten-year 
leases which vary in price according to the location. The stalls 
rent for $3 to $3.62 per square foot on the floor, 95 cents to 
$1.40 in the cellar and $1 to $3 per square foot on the sidewalk. 
Some stalls bring as much as $10,000 per year. There are 1,100 
marketmen and employees. Business is well under way by six 
in the morning. In a limited area, at one side of the market, 
farmers’ wagons stand. To get advantage of prices in this 
market one must attend before seven, since the farmers by that 
time have usually sold out their stock at wholesale. Enormous 
rentals furnish one of the overhead charges to be met by the 
profits from the business. Price fixing is easy where so many 
dealers in the same commodity are crowded into a limited area. 
The contempt of several dealers for a nearby stallkeeper who 
was doing an enormous business at cut-price rates amounted to 
isolation of that dealer from all his associates. 

I told my dealer that his prices were the same as those of 
the storekeeper with whom I trade in Jamaica Plain. He 
admitted this, adding, ‘‘We cannot undersell Wallace, for if we 
did so we should lose his wholesale trade.” In trading at 
Faneuil Hall or Quincy Markets one makes no saving in the 
cost of the purchase and, in addition, one must either carry 
home the produce or pay an additional sum for its delivery. 
On the other hand, the food secured is fresh and the choice 
offered is the greatest possible. These two advantages, and 
not that of price, influence the buyer who deals at Faneuil Hall. 

The buildings are old and rat ridden. There is no running 
hot water. The market is under the supervision of the Superin- 
tendent of Markets who, with the assistance of four policemen 
and two watchmen, enforce the few regulations that govern the 
market. On the whole, conditions there — except for spitting 
and the lack of hot water and the above-mentioned rats — are 
good. After the next two markets have been mentioned, the 
condition being common to all three of them, the state of the 
streets in the market section will be treated. 

2. For blocks about the municipal market are grouped 
buildings housing the wholesale meat trade of the city — such 
firms as Cudahy, Swift & Co. and Armour —and the whole- 
sale center for the vegetable and fruit trade, and numerous small 
dealers in produce, such as apples, potatoes, eggs, etc. The 
value of these stores, owing to their being in a far too restricted 
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district, represents an enormous overhead charge in rent or in 
the money put by in buildings of the firms doing business there. 
Here, as in the preceding market, I mention the enormous rents, 
as all such overhead charges add to the cost of the produce sold. 
In this section clerks pay their employers for the privilege of 
driving a retail trade, in a small way, of the goods in which the 
firm deals, after the rush in filling the wholesale orders of the 
house is over for the day. Here there is some price cutting. 
One must, however, be a shrewd buyer to get strictly fresh 
meats and produce from these men, since the dealers are apt to 
dispose of cuts of meat that are too ripe or of vegetables that 
may be (according to the season) either frosted or wilted. 

3. Before leaving this section of the city mention must 
be made of the Blackstone Market, the glut market of Boston. 
It is here that the food which the marketmen desire not to carry 
over Sunday is disposed of, often at extremely advantageous 
prices. To take advantage of this market, again one must be a 
shrewd buyer. It is in operation Saturday afternoon and even- 
ing and is the one great agency in Boston that works to reduce 
the cost of provisions. Families of the thrifty class buy their 
week’s supply of meat in this market — perishable meats for 
immediate use, corned meats and smoked fish for the latter days 
of the week. A detailed account of this market will appear in 
another bulletin with a study of prices and the quality of its 
food. ; 

The condition of this section, of which mention was made 
above, is the shockingly bad state of the streets and the dread- 
ful cleaning of them. The cleaning of these streets is never 
properly done. ‘The pavement is so sunken and so off the 
true in many places that, though the streets were originally 
constructed to drain from the center to the gutters, there are 
large areas which, when the pavement is flooded, retain the 
water in filth-filled puddles. Add to this the fact that the 
dirt, swept into long transverse rows for removal, remains 
before being removed until long after the heavy carting for the 
morning is under way. I have seen city wagons as late as 
eleven o’clock in the morning removing such dirt. The wagons 
and horses scatter the dirt and on windy days it is blown into 
the cellars and even the stores of the sidewalk level and scat- 
tered over the food. The attention of the city department has 
been called by the dealers to these conditions and a model 
method of cleaning recommended by them, but as yet in vain. 
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Conditions in March were the worst I have ever seen. The 
Street Cleaning Service needs only to have its attention 
again called to the conditions to better them, for when one 
considers that all of the food supply of the city passes through 
this section, one realizes that here, if nowhere else, scrupulous 
cleanliness not only should but must exist. 

4. Push-carts and Peddlers’ Wagons.— The end these agen- 
cies could serve in reducing the cost of food is largely destroyed 
by the greed of the owners who undersell the retail store- 
keepers by only a small margin. The push-cart and peddlers’ 
wagons are to-day an almost negligible factor, as there are but 
few of them. The only push-cart market is in operation on 
Saturday, or the week-day immediately preceding a legal 
holiday, from three o’clock in the afternoon until eleven o’clock. 
Some three hundred push-carts and peddlers’ wagons may be 
seen selling their wares on assigned portions of Blackstone 
street, North street, Merchants row, with Market street and 
Clinton street. During the rest of the week these push-cart 
men, between the hours of 8 a. m. and 6.30 p. m. must sell 
outside the business section and the restricted territory, 7. e., 
in those portions of the city lying south of the tracks of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad and the South Station. In spite 
of the fact that a license is required for the sale of food by 
these agents, and that there is a superintendent of peddlers, 
the regulations governing such sale are apparently inadequate. 
The enforcement of the regulations is in the hands of the police 
and yet each peddler is expected to take his cart or wagon for 
inspection on the first Monday of each month to the office of 
the inspector of peddlers. This division of responsibility may 
account for a somewhat lax observance of the regulations. 

5. Chain Stores— The chain stores, like those of the 
John T. Connor type, consist of stores operated by a central 
management. These are organized primarily to secure the 
economies of a business conducted on a large scale. They can 
make carlot purchases and economies in trucking. The suc- 
cess of this system of chain stores has been proved. In Boston 
they are operating hundreds of stores. By eliminating the 
jobber’s profits, in purchasing direct from the manufacturer or 
producer and from the broker, and by conducting business on 
a cash basis, these chain stores, it is estimated, have been able 
to reduce the costs of distribution from 8 to 10 per cent. At 
the same time the quality of the goods is as good as that 
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found in the average grocery store, and oftentimes better, 
because of the greater attention given to grading. Chain 
stores, then, are an important factor in the distribution of the 
city’s food supply; they are also helping to reduce the cost 
of living. 

6. Cooperative Store—In the New England Cooperative 
Society, started about a year ago, the principle of the chain 
stores has been combined with the Rochdale system of coopera- 
tion. The New England Cooperative Society, in which each 
local society has one vote, provides the management and part 
of the capital for each of the stores in the chain. The members 
of the local society are restricted to one share of common 
stock at $10; additional shares, if desired, must be taken out 
in preferred stock of the New England Company in lots of five 
or multiples of five, a 7 per cent dividend being paid on these 
shares. The chief saving to the members of the local societies, 
whether or not they own preferred stock, is obtained in the 
5 per cent rebate on their purchases made at the store where 
business is done on a cash basis. One other feature of the 
Rochdale plan adopted by the New England Society is the 
one-man vote system. That the society has been successful 
during the first year of its existence is indicated by the fact 
that, starting with one store, there are at present six in the 
chain and a seventh local society is now being organized. 
These new stores are opened at the request of groups of 200 
families who are anxious to form a society and to raise the 
necessary funds for establishing a store. If the movement 
continues to spread as it has done during the past year, there 
will be no doubt that this will be an influential means of reduc- 
ing cost of food. It is our observation that none of these 
stores carry the strictly first grades of meat, such as corn-fed 
beef, nor the best fowl. 

7. The General Retail Market.— The poorest agency in the 
distribution of our food supply, from all points except conven- 
ience, is the small retail provision dealer. He is a poor agent 
because his prices are necessarily high and the choice of food 
limited. In a place remote from the wholesale supply — so 
remote that a first charge is incurred in getting his supplies from 
the various wholesalers to his store —he must maintain in 
miniature the essentials of a model store, heat, light and 
clerks, and in all except the poorest stores, telephone service 
and free delivery.

How great a factor convenience has become is shown by the 
number of these markets. Every section of the city is honey- 
combed. ‘This proves their usefulness and also, which is hardly 
a compliment to the community, the profits they make. Were 
they not profitable they would not be found in ever-increasing 
numbers. One inspector says, “They spring up overnight.” 

The selection of food such a dealer can carry is limited and 
seldom fresh or in prime condition. 

The tricks of the trade are common talk. One hears the 
housekeeper say that she changes her butcher because after she 
has been for a time with one he either fails to send good meat 
or else sends short weight. Again, there is great temptation in 
filling orders secured by a clerk who calls at the door, or from 
the telephone, to ‘work off” the goods left after the purchaser 
who goes herself to the store has selected the best. For order 
customers, oranges are picked out without attention to their 
quality and lettuce by the light weight or poorness of the head. 
Meat is weighed in the bulk and trimmed later. A man who 
had large experience in retail trade said cynically that $5 is 
commonly passed to the housekeeper, chef or buyer of large 
private establishments monthly by owners of stalls in Faneuil 
Hall Market or dealers in the wealthier section of the city. 

8. The Parcel Post— This agency may advantageously 
be used, but to what extent no one yet knows. Upon applica- 
tion to the central post office, one may secure a list of farmers, 
their address being given, willing to furnish produce in this way. 
No guaranty is furnished as to the quality of the produce or the 
character of the producer. A member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce stated that for those willing to pay in advance of the 
market price for food he knew to be strictly fresh the parcel 
post was proving to be a good thing. My own experience in 
buying butter bears out his statement. For a round retail price, 
plus the postage necessary to carry the package, we get our 
butter from the East Canaan Creamery in Connecticut. | 

In our opinion the greatest sufferers in the retail distribu- 
tion of food are those who buy in small quantities from the small 
dealers in the crowded section of the city. There we have 
found that much of the meat is from the Brighton abattoirs, from 
their lowest grades — cattle slaughtered because they were too 
old to give milk, bob veal too young to be legally sold in other 
states and mutton from stock no longer of use for wool. ‘There 
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we have found corned beef, not of the first grade, sold at the 
rate of 50 cents per pound (125 per quarter pound). 

Each section of the city ought to be organized to supervise 
the sanitary conditions of the stores of its section. By intelli- 
gent organizations, moreover, the prices of produce could be 
lowered.

Il. Prices Pain ror PrRopucE BY THE RETAIL 
PURCHASER. 


After consultation with Professor Cherington, the 
following plan was adopted for securing prices. Eight 
sections were selected, South End, West End, North 
End, east side, the market section, Roxbury, Jamaica 
Plain and Cambridge. In each section two or three 
customers kept track of prices for one week of selected 
articles of food, upon blanks of which the following is a 
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In Jamaica Plain practically every store was covered 
in the inquiry, the girls in the high school, under the 
able direction of Miss Kite, doing most of the work. 
These schedules, seventy-two in number, were collected 
and tabulated by a man skilled in such work, under the 
direction of Professor Cherington. Varied and interest- 
ing were the results of this inquiry. We found, for 
example, that beef flank that was selling at the time at 

+ cents per pound was sold as high as 20 cents per 
pound in the West End, and as low as 8 cents per pound 
in Jamaica Plain. For one interested in comparisons 
of this sort, I recommend a study of the remarkable 
set of graphs worked out by the statistician, Mr. G. A. 
Bowers, that accompany this report. 

We have made a beginning only of the study of com- 
parative prices paid for produce. We intend perfecting 
the method of securing the facts, and purpose renewing 
the inquiry at intervals of three months throughout 
the year, and probably in the next two years. By so 
doing we hope to get a body of fact that will be of serv- 
ice to women in checking prices paid. We feel that the 
known lack of organization among consumers in certain 
instances has been a temptation to dealers to charge 
unfairly for their produce, and we hope to be able to a 
certain extent to counteract this. 

I wish to thank Professor Cherington for his assistance 
and interest in our work.

The 1910 United States census shows that there were 
just over two hundred and eighty million hens in the 
country; the population was just over ninety-one mil- 
lion; that is, there were three hens to every person.

Of the two hundred and eighty million hens only 
2 per cent are in New England, which contains 6 per 
cent of the population. If each person in the country 
consumes, on the average, the product from three hens 
per year, it is at once obvious that New England as a 
whole is not self-supporting. 

Dividing the United States into the nine districts 
and comparing the number of hens with the popula- 
tion, the figures show that there are only four divisions 
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which have three or more hens to the person — one, the 
West North: Central, has about seven hens to the per- 
son, that is, four in excess of the supposed consumption. 
New England can boast of but one hen to a person. 
Under these conditions the northeast corner must get 
its supply from other sections of the country. 

The “‘Report of the Commission on the Cost of Liv- 
ing, May, 1912,” of Massachusetts states that only 
about 15 per cent, others say that probably not more 
than 5 per cent, of the eggs consumed in Boston are of 
New England production. That means that from 
85 to 95 per cent of the supply comes from outside. 

A second consideration that enters into the market- 
ing condition of eggs is the seasonal fluctuation. There 
are two distinct periods of production: (1) flush period — 
March to July; (2) the minimum period — October to 
February. 

The following figures of production from Redlac 
Farms show that for the two years during which the 
farm has been in operation the average maximum pro- 
duction, 20.7 per cent of the year’s total, was in April; 
the minimum in November, .62 of 1 per cent.

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In 1913, 67 per cent and in 1914, 76 per cent of the 
total egg yield was during the five months of the flush 
period. If there were no way of carrying over part 
of this*large supply, the people would have either to 
consume eggs at the rate of production or have the eggs 
go to waste. This last condition would result in the 
consumer being cut off from a general supply during 
the months of short production. 

During the decade 1890 to 1899 eggs were received 
in three principal forms of containers: (1) boxes, (2) bar- 
rels — supposed to contain about seventy dozen eggs; 
(3) the regular thirty-dozen cases. A comparison of the 
receipts in Boston during 1890 to 1891, at the begin- 
ning of the 1890 to 1899 decade, with 1912 and 1913 of 
the later decade show some very striking and signifi- 
cant differences. Each period shows fluctuations corre- 
sponding to the seasonal supply:

There were few cold storage eggs used during 1890 
and 1891 but more than a half a million cases were in 
cold storage in 1912 and as many in 19138. The later 
years show greater receipts during the corresponding 
flush periods when the prices of eggs were low. 

Before the use of cold storage the consumption of eggs 
depended largely upon the quantity received. When eggs 
were plentiful and cheap large amounts were consumed. 
Some few eggs were put down in lime for future use, but 
this was by no means a general practice. The con- 
sumption at this time can be measured by the receipts. 
| fee AppendicaTeandK. | -———— 
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Chart K shows in graphic form the seasonal fluctua- 
tion both of receipts of fresh eggs at Boston and the 
amount of eggs in storage, from 1904 to 1913, inclu- 
sive. The high point in receipts has varied from year 
to year, with a marked increase during the entire period, 
although this increase has by no means been either 
steady or gradual. The amount of eggs in cold storage 
has been increasing throughout the same period. From 
1904 to 1906 the number of eggs in cold storage remained 
about the same; in 1907 there was an increase and then 
the maximum for the years 1907, 1908 and 1909 remained 
almost stationary; 1910 showed a big increase in amount 

of eggs in storage — the highest point coming in 1912. 
Since it has been possible to put eggs into cold storage 
for future use, the consumption is a combination of 
receipts of fresh eggs and cold storage eggs. The 
measure of consumption for Boston as a distributing 
point is as follows: During the time that receipts of 
cold storage eggs increased, this increase has been 
subtracted from receipts of fresh eggs; when returns 
from the cold storage warehouses showed a decrease in 
the number of eggs that decrease was added to the 
receipts of fresh eggs. During the flush period con- 
sumption was from the fresh eggs; during the minimum 
period consumption was part fresh and part cold storage 
eggs. 

The following table represents the consumption as 
measured by the preceding plan:

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At best this can only be an attempt to measure the 
consumption of the two periods because Boston is a 
distributing point and it is impossible to know what 
territory is served.* On the basis of the product of 
three hens to a person throughout the United States, 
these Boston figures for consumption show that the 
people in Boston were consuming in 1890 to 1899 at the 
rate of the product of from four to five hens, and in 
1904 to 1913 at the rate of five and one-half to seven. 
These figures, however, can be used for comparing the 
consumption in these two periods and they show that 
the consumption in the Boston area — whatever that 
may be — has increased in the later period. 

The second point to consider in the matter of con- 
sumption is the distribution of consumption by months:

A comparison of the first two years, 1890 and 1891, of 
the earlier period with the last two years, 1912 and 1913, 
of the later period shows that the variations in 1890 
and 1891 were greater than in 1912 and 1913, if April, 


***On the otherjhandzEthe Boston market distributes a considerable supply of eggs to 
various parts of New England. The State Normal School at Plymouth, N. H., for example, 
reports that it gets its eggs and butter from Boston, and the University of Maine at Orono 
buys its eggsjin Boston.’”’

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1912, is omitted — during this particular month the egg 
market of Boston was in a peculiar condition as there 
was a great increase in the receipts of eggs, the largest 
receipts ever had in a single month. In 1890 con- 
sumption varied from 4.9 per cent in December to 
10.7 per cent in May, or 5.8 per cent; 4.5 per cent in 
December to 12.3 per cent in April, or 7.8 per cent, 1891; 
as compared with 1912, 5.3 per cent in May to 9.8 per 
cent in October, or 4.5 per cent; and in 1913, 6 per cent 
in July, 9.9 per cent in April, or 3.9 per cent. This 
shows that the egg consumption is more even through- 
out the whole year than it was in the years 1890 and 
1891. The larger per cent consumption during January 
and December, 1912 and 1913, is another indication of a 
more even consumption. 

In 1912 and 1913, receipts in sina May and June 
amounted to 55 per cent and 57 per cent, respectively, 
of the two years, and the consumption in the same three 
months was 25.6 per cent in 1912 and 27.7 per cent in 
1913. During the corresponding months in 1890 and 
1891, 31 per cent and 31.1 per cent of eggs were con- 
sumed. In January, February, October, November and 
December of 1912 and 1913, the consumption is at the 
rate of 42 per cent in 1912 and 40 per cent in 1913, with 
the receipts at 14 per cent and 13 per cent, respectively. 
The receipts of fresh eggs were not sufficient to care 
for the consumption. 

In addition to these Stes conditions the cost of 
production must be considered. Three elements go 
to make up the producer’s cost of a dozen eggs: (1) 
grain and labor; (2) transportation; (3) selling. Inas- 
much as the transportation and selling costs from a 
given point remain stationary throughout the year, the 
real problem for the producer is the grain and labor 
cost — this might well be called ‘‘the manufacturing 
cost.”’ The supply of eggs is seasonal and the demand 
constant. 

From the table on page 97, ‘‘Production of Eggs at 
Redlac Farms,” it is seen that during four months 
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59.5 per cent of the total 1913 egg yield and 71.7 per cent 
of the 1914 egg yield was during the period of flush pro- 
duction which was going on throughout the country at 
this time. The hens are turning out the most product 
when the prices are lowest, which would make it very 
unprofitable if the producers were forced to put the 
whole supply on the market for immediate consumption. 

The following table brings out another phase in the 
cost-accounting system of egg-raising:

The cost of grain per hen per month depends upon the 
season of the year and somewhat on the price of grain. 
During the summer months, when greens are succulent 
and the egg yield has fallen off, hens can be allowed to 
range and forage for themselves. This condition is 
shown in the preceding table; the cost of grain in June 
was 8.58 cents, falling off in July to 5.29 cents and 
remaining at 5 cents during August and September; 
by October greens are becoming scarce, hens are moult- 
ing and need more grain feed with much protein, and the 
cost of grain per hen goes up to 7.9 cents in October and 
8.75 cents in November, and again jumps 1.75 cents in 
January. (The slight reduction in December was due to a 
shortening of rations found necessary because hens had 
been somewhat overfed in November in anticipation of 
cold weather which did not come.) The average feeding 
cost goes on practically unchanged whether hens are 
laying or not. | 

A more scientific way is to measure the cost of grain 
per egg, because the profit or loss depends upon the egg 
yield. The price per dozen which the producer can 
receive for the eggs is established within a few cents,

and it is possible for him to determine in advance 
the cost of grain per hen per year. 

Careful account was kept at Redlac Farms of the cost 
of grain per egg during 1914. From these figures the 
following table, ‘‘ The Cost of Grain per Egg,’”’ has been 
prepared:

During the period of flush production the grain per 
egg islow; March, April, May, 1.1 cents, .7 cents, .9 cents, 
respectively; in September, October and November, 
the grain cost per egg is 12 cents, 36 cents, 30 cents, or, 
measured in dozens, 13 cents, 8 cents, 10 cents per 
dozen for the spring months and $1.44, $4.20 and $3.60 
per dozen for the respective autumn months. 

During 1912 wholesale prices of western firsts in 
Boston ranged from 22 cents per dozen in March to 31 
cents per dozen in November, while in 1913 they ranged 
from 19 cents per dozen in March to 39 cents in Novem- 
ber. At the same time ‘‘choice hennery or nearby” 
usually bring three to four cents more per dozen, or in 
1912, 26 cents per dozen in March and 35 cents in 
November, and 23 cents and 438 cents per dozen in 
respective months in 1913. 

Under these conditions the producer must sell enough 
eggs at a profit during the spring to make up for the loss 
in the fall. The average price of eggs received at Redlac 
Farms during 1914 was 43.5 cents per dozen, or 3.5-++ 
cents per egg; now this, compared with the average cost 
of grain per egg, 9.36 cents (not taking into consideration

the cost of labor, depreciation, overhead expenses, plus a 
reasonable profit), shows a loss of 5.86 cents per egg. 
The profit in ‘“‘ manufacturing’’ eggs comes in the spring 
because so many more eggs are sold at a profit (when 
price of eggs to the consumer is low) than are sold when 
the consumer is paying 65 cents to 70 cents per dozen in 
October and November. 

The transportation cost can easily be determined by 
consulting the express rates from the place of production 
to the market. The regular commission charge is 1 cent 
per dozen eggs. 

The following table brings together the three elements 
of cost: (1) grain and labor costs, (2) transportation, 
(3) selling, and shows that in most cases no exorbitant 
profit is made in handling eggs.

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At the time when these figures for the period of flush 
production were taken at Redlac Farms a certain grocer 
in Boston was buying eggs at 32 cents wholesale and 
marking them up to 39 cents or a mark-up of 17.9 per cent. 
This grocer considered that it cost him from 19 to 20 
per cent to do business. He certainly was not making 
an exorbitant profit out of selling these eggs. 

At the time of the short egg production in the fall, 
the table shows that the producer was losing more than 
$6 on every dozen eggs that he was producing. 
Under these circumstances it is certainly not fair to 
condemn the producers when the consumers are forced 
to pay sixty to seventy cents for a dozen eggs in the 
fall and winter months. If the producer were to get 
just what the eggs cost him, those people who demand 
fresh eggs on their table would be paying from seven 
to eight dollars per dozen and the producer would not 
be making an exorbitant profit even at that price. 

In spite of the efforts that have been made to bring 
about fall egg production by the early hatching of 
chickens in the spring, by forcing feeds and by breeding 
for early egg production, there have been no definite 
results which have materially changed the season of 
egg-laying conditions of thehen. On the other hand, eggs 
have become more and more popular for food as 
eggs themselves or as component parts of other dishes. 
This increase in demand is not seasonal but extends 
throughout the year. 

For the producer to try to meet this increased demand 
by a corresponding increase in production would only 
result in an oversupply in the spring of the year, with 
no benefit to the consumer and a waste of product and 
loss to the producer unless there was some means of 
holding over this unconsumed surplus. Cold storage 
furnishes this service. 

The Quincy Market Cold Storage and Warehouse 
Company has several warehouses devoted to nothing 
but the storage of eggs and other warehouses “‘principally 
for the storage of eggs’’; of the first class the capacity is 
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about two million cubic feet, of the second about one 
million cubic feet. Since the introduction of cold storage 
into Boston the egg receipts have been increasing, and 
the larger the cold storage capacity, the greater, it seems, 
have been the receipts of eggs. 

By means of cold storage in different cities of the 
United States the spring surplus has been drawn off 
from the producing areas and held over for future con- 
sumption. For Boston, cold storage has meant the even- 
ing up of the consumption throughout the year with 
an increase in that consumption. Furthermore, not 
only has cold storage made it possible for the people to 
buy eggs in October, November and December, but for 
them to buy eggs at a reasonable price. Without cold 
storage a large majority could not buy eggs at any price 
as the supply would not nearly meet the demand and 
only a very few could afford to buy those $7 per dozen 
eggs — the price which the farmers would be obliged to 
charge were they to sell the eggs at just the cost of 
production without any attempt to make a profit on 
their product. 

To be sure, cold storage adds a small cost to each 
dozen eggs. There are two rates for the storing of eggs; 
first, monthly rate, ‘‘one-third of a cent per dozen per 
month at mark for the first two months, and one-sixth 
of a cent per month thereafter’”’; second, season rates: 


Less than 400 cases ‘ i . 45 cents. 
400 to 4,000 cases . : . 938 cents. 
4,000 to 10,000 cases. . 6 cents. 
Over 10,000 cases . ; . 385 cents: 


The above rates will include the cost of fire insurance 
on the terms set forth in the contract on or attached to 
the storage receipts. 

Eggs are regularly stored at this rate for a season 
ending December 31, but beginning January 1 of the 
next year there is an extra charge, one-sixth of a cent 
per dozen per month. »

The amount of eggs in cold storage in Boston for the 
last five years has run lowest in March and then increased 
up to July or August, when the fresh egg receipts are no 
longer able to supply the consumption at a satisfactory 
price. Then the consumption begins to draw on the 
cold storage supply, and figures show that there is a 
great decrease in cold storage holdings during December. 
The extra charge after January 1, mentioned above, 
tends to force large numbers of cold storage eggs onto 
the market in December. The following table shows the 
amount of eggs in cold storage in December and January 
of the years 1910—14:*

The price of eggs broke in December of 1910, 1911, 
1912 and 1913. The flat rate storage charge to Janu- 
ary 1, with extra charges after that date, is probably 
one of the greatest safeguards that the consumers can 
have against long holding of eggs in cold storage. This, 
together with the fact that every day after January 1 
brings the egg speculator nearer to the season of flush 
production, makes it correspondingly more dangerous 
for him to obtain a profit on his holdings. The exten- 
sion of the flat rate charge to February 1 would, in 
my opinion, be of great detriment both to the consumer 
and the producer; to the consumer, because he would 


be forced to pay an extra price in December and the 


eggs would be getting older; to the producer, because 
the price that he can get for his spring product is meas- 
ured by the supply, and an extra supply from the past 
season must necessarily affect the price of the new crop. 


*For further data as to the price and condition of storing eggs, see Exhibit A. 
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The extra price of storage charges, amounting in all 
to about a cent and a half per dozen for the season, is 
not worth mentioning when taken into consideration 
with the advantage that it gives to the producer and the 
consumer. 

There is a chance for speculation in the handling of 
cold storage eggs, but the laws of Massachusetts are such 
that egg cases placed in cold storage must have the date 
of receipt and cannot remain in storage for more than 
twelve calendar months. 

Massachusetts, chapter 652 of the Acts of 1912, 
section 4: 


All articles of food when deposited in cold storage shall be 
marked plainly with the date of receipt on the containers in 
which they are packed or, if not packed in containers, on or in 
connection with the articles, except fish. 


Section 5: 


No article of food shall be held in cold storage within this 
commonwealth for a longer period than twelve calendar months, 
except with the consent of the State Board of Health as herein- 
after provided. The State Board of Health may, upon appli- 
cation, grant permission to extend the period of storage beyond 
twelve months for a particular consignment of goods, if the 
goods in question are found, upon examination, to be in proper 
condition for further storage at the end of twelve months. The 
length of time for which further storage is allowed shall be spec- 
ified in the order granting the permission. A report on each 
case in which such extension of storage may be permitted, 
including information relating to the reason for the action of 
the board, the kind and the amount of goods for which the 
storage period was extended and the length of time for which 
the continuance was granted, shall be included in the annual 
report of the board. 


In addition to these protections the retailer must dis- 
play a sign showing clearly that cold storage articles are 
for sale at his store, as required by Massachusetts, 
chapter 652 of the Acts of 1912, section 6: 
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It shall be unlawful to sell, or to expose for sale articles of 
food which have been held in cold storage without notifying 
persons purchasing, or intending to purchase the same that 
they have been so kept by the display of a sign marked, “Cold 
Storage Goods Sold Here,” and it shall be unlawful to represent 
or advertise as fresh goods articles of food which have been held 
in cold storage. 


The people themselves offer another protection to the 
producer in that they will not buy cold storage eggs that 
are a year or more old when it is possible to secure fresh 
eggs at the same price or a little higher price than that 
of the cold storage eggs. Furthermore, the forces of 
nature make it impossible for egg speculators to hold back 
the oncoming crops; especially as the hen producing 
units throughout the country are small.* Under these 
conditions there is little possibility that any one man 
or any group can corner the egg producing units. 

Even the custom of loaning money by some cold 
storage warehouses when eggs have been placed as 
collateral does not work hardship to the consumer. The 
egg merchant buys eggs at 19 cents or 20 cents per dozen 
— $5.70 or $6 per case. He may borrow money to 
finance his business. He then runs his chance of being 
able to sell the eggs at a profit. There is the storage 
charge, the transportation and interest charges on the 
investment, with the possibility of further loss through 
breakage and eggs growing rotten. The merchant who 
handles eggs in this way is conferring a benefit upon the 
people in general and rightly receives pay for his services. 
The egg merchant is doing nothing more nor less than 
what the wool commission houses do season after season. 

These safeguards—first, the extra monthly charge 
after January 1; second, the Massachusetts restriction 
on holding and selling cold storage goods; and third, 
the natural seasonal character of the crop — afford ample 
protection against excessive egg speculation. 


* The United States Census, 1910, Volume V., page 410, Table 57 ,says: ‘‘The average 
in 1910 was only 53 hens per farm.”’ 
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Without cold storage it would no longer be possible 
for the country to keep hens on a scale large enough to 
supply the present demand. Keeping hens at a profit 
is more and more hazardous each year, as the cost of 
labor and especially the cost of grain is increasing. The 
farmer could not get 100 per cent more for his product 
if the price of labor and the price of grain were to increase 
100 per cent. ‘The price of eggs is entirely independent 
of the price of ‘‘the manufacturing costs of those eggs.”’ 
A further increase in expense of raising eggs would 
result in a decrease in production because the margin 
of profit is too narrow as it 1s; a decrease in production 
would necessarily result in a decrease in consumption 
with a probable increase in the price. 

Cold storage offers inducement to the producer to 
increase his product from year to year because he knows 
that it will be possible to distribute the spring surplus 
throughout the year and in this way yield him a profit. 

Cold storage egg holdings determine the price which 
the producer shall receive and the consumer pay; that 
is, cold storage assures the producer of a profit and the 
consumer of eggs. 

The Boston market has been educated by the Quincy 
Market Cold Storage and Warehouse Company* to 
rely more and more on eggs as a staple article of food, 
and the egg consumption has increased because it is now 
possible to have a constant and steady supply of eggs 
on hand throughout the year, regardless of the seasonal 
periods of production. 

The effect of cold storage on the egg trade of Boston 
has been to make possible a greater egg consumption, 
more evenly distributed throughout the year, at a 
reasonable increase in price.

3. Warehouse, 45-51 Eastern avenue, “Intended principally 
for the storage of eggs. Capacity 500,000 cubic feet.” 

4. Warehouse, 53-59 Eastern avenue, ‘Intended principally 
for the storage of eggs. Capacity 500,000 cubic feet.” 


Incidentally it is of interest to note that the total 
space cooled by this company is the largest amount 
cooled by any cold storage plant in the world. In 
addition to these warehouses under direct control of 
the Quincy Company it has ‘‘Street Brine Service’’: 
Boxes cooled 747, and space cooled 2,100,000 cubic feet. 
The total space cooled by this company is 11,200,000 
cubic feet. 

The refrigerating capacity is equal to 3,300 tons of 
ice a day.

HISTORY OF THE BOSTON MARKETS. 


1635.— It was ordered that a committee of three “shall sett pryces upon 
all cattell, commodities, victuals, and laborers’ and workmen’s 
wages and that noe other prices or rates shall be given or taken.” 

1728.— The town voted to build ‘‘a Grainery in the Common near the 
Alms House. 1,100 pounds were appropriated.” 

1733.— Market houses were erected in Dock square and in the North and 
South Ends. The latter soon were discontinued. 

1740.— Peter Faneuil, ‘‘an opulent merchant,’’ offered to build a market 
house “if the town would provide for its maintenance and 
regulation.’”’ “Offer grudgingly accepted.” | 

1742.— Faneuil Hall opened. 

1748.— Selectmen authorized to purchase cattle from a number of butchers 
and to sell this meat to the people three days each week. Money 
raised by subscription fund. The plan lasted about one year. 

1762-63.— Faneuil Hall rebuilt after being destroyed by fire. 

1779 A year of great suffering due to the depreciation of the currency 
and high prices. The town regulated prices of provisions and 
almost all commodities. Public slaughter houses opened. 

1795.— The town voted to sell ‘the Granary’’ and the land on which it 
stood. 

1825.— Business of the market district nearly all retail. 

1826.— New Faneuil Hall Market or the Quincy Market erected. This 
caused the old Faneuil Hall Market to close. 

1858.— Old Faneuil Hall Market reopened; its stalls have been leased since. 

1877.— Clinton Market opened. This is a private concern and is leased 
to private companies. 

1896.— By an act of the Legislature the market limits were made to 
include 30.68 acres.

BIBLIOGRAPHY. 


The Report of the Mayor’s Market Commission of 
New York City, December, 1913, contains nine chapters 
devoted to conditions in New York specifically. It 
includes also an appendix in which are thirteen special 
articles on various marketing subjects, a complete bibli- 
ography compiled by Charles C. Williamson, Ph. D., 
Librarian, Municipal Reference Library, New York 
City,* and a bill creating a department of markets, 
offered as an amendment to the Greater New York 
charter. 

The Annals of the American Academy of Political and 
Social Science for November, 1913, discusses the subject 
of reducing the cost of food distribution. It contains 
thirty-one articles on subjects related to the distribution 
of food products. 

The Annals of the American Academy for July, 1913, 
covers a discussion of the cost of living. Most of the 
articles in this issue are not as specific as those in the 
November issue, but many of them have great practical 
value. There are twenty-eight articles in the volume. 

“The Lower Cost of Living in Cities,’ by Clyde 
Lyndon King, is a book published by D. Appleton 
& Co., in the National Municipal League Series, which 
discusses many of the problems of marketing food stuffs. 

J. W. Sullivan’s ‘‘ Markets for the People”’ is one of the 
most widely known of the recent volumes on the public 
market question. 

The ‘‘Massachusetts Cost of Living Report of 1910” 
contains a number of chapters which bear directly on this 
discussion.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF 
THE CITY COUNCIL OF BOSTON ON 
INSPECTION OF PRISONS. 


In Crry Councit, February 5, 1916. 


This report is made in accordance with the provisions 
of chapter 224 of the Revised’ Laws, by the Committee on 
Prisons, which has attended to its duty and submits the 
following: The institutions reported on are the House of 
Correction at Deer Island; the Suffolk School for Boys 
at Rainsford Island and the Suffolk County Jail on 
Charles street. 

The committee visited the Charles Street Jail and 
commends the sheriff and his assistants for the improve- 
ment of the general conditions of the interior of the 
prison. ‘The committee report that health, cleanliness 
and discipline at the time of inspection was excellent; 
but many instances were found where two men were 
confined in a single cell; and your committee recom- 
mends that so far as accommodations will warrant that 
this practice be discontinued, as it seems to be against 
the best advice in prison management. 

As affecting the women, no case was found where 
more than one was confined in a single cell. 

The character of the food appears to be satisfactory, 
but the facilities of the jail only permit of steaming or 
boiling of food, and we recommend the installation of 
proper cooking apparatus to permit of roasting and 
baking. Werecommend that the practice be established 
as a matter of economy to the city and of benefit to the 
inmates, and that the bread used in the jail be baked on 
the premises as is done in our other county institutions. 
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In the medical department the committee reiterates 
in the most emphatic way the recommendations of the 
committee of 1914, especially relative to the medical 
care of inmates, as to more complete records of illness 
and more constant surveillance of the sick. The medical 
care of the prisoners should be in the hands of a resident 
physician of good standing and ability. We recommend 
that the jail physician be within call at all hours, and 
especially that he be present upon the arrival and depar- 
ture of the prison van each day; that he thoroughly 
examine the physical condition of all prisoners upon 
their arrival, and observe them upon their departure; 
that he supervise the initial bathing of the prisoners and 
give oversight to the manner in which it is done. We 
think especial attention should be given to the disposi- 
tion of the prisoners’ clothing during this process, special 
care being exercised to see that the respective apparel 
is kept separate and careful search made to prevent 
secretion of drugs. ‘The committee further strongly 
recommends the installation of a modern system of card 
indexing in order that a complete record be kept of the 
character, conduct and physical condition of each 
inmate. 

We again recommend that religious service be pro- 
vided for the prisoners on Sunday, and believe that 
satisfactory arrangements can be made to that end. 

The Suffolk Jail property consists of 130,740 square 
feet, assessed for $424,000, and the buildings are assessed 
for $1,022,800, making a total of $1,447,700. 

There is no industry carried on at the jail, but we 
recommend that the sheriff study the question and report 
to the County Commissioners as to the advisability and 
practicability of establishing some industries. 

The committee were pleased to find an air of content- 
ment pervading the entire institution, except upon the 
question of open-air exercise and recreation. We believe 
that ways and means can be devised to permit of daily 
open-air exercise and recreation for all the inmates, and 
the County Commissioners will be pleased to se 
with the sheriff to accomplish this end. 

With the employment of a resident physician, as 
herein recommended, we believe that proper facilities 
and quarters should be provided whereby proper care 
and attention, medical and surgical, can be given to all 
inmates, and the present system of treating patients in 
padded cells should then be discontinued. 

While we do not advocate the abolition of solitary

confinement we do advocate humane treatment of 
prisoners so confined for punishment, more especially 
with regard to the quantity of the food provided during 
their period of isolation. 


SUFFOLK SCHOOL FOR Boys AT RAINSFORD ISLAND. 


The committee finds conditions at Rainsford Island 
very satisfactory. We consider the opening of . the 
Point Cottage to be of great benefit to the institution, 
furnishing improved means of segregation, and believe 
that sufficient funds should be provided in the budget 
for the continuation of improvements in the same line. 

The committee has nothing but words of commenda- 
tion for the trustees and officers in charge of the island 
and the general conditions existing there. 

We recommend the improvement of the playstead to 
permit of its proper use for healthful out-of-door recrea- 
tion, and advise a consultation with the Park and 
Recreation Department with a view to provide plans 
for the same, and we recommend that the work be done 
by the inmates. 

We also recommend a conference with the Commis- 
sioner of Penal Institutions for better boat facilities for 
the convenience of visitors to Rainsford Island. 


Hovusk oF CORRECTION AT DEER ISLAND. 


The committee of 1915 have made two visits to the 
House of Correction at Deer Island and have found con- 
ditions far from satisfactory. Numerous complaints 
were made by inmates at the time of the visits, and a 
number of complaints have reached the committee from 
former inmates. The nature of these complaints are 
varied, some as to the quality and. quantity of the food, 
and the severity of punishment for even minor violations 
of prisonrules. The whole matter culminated in a public 
hearing being given by his Honor the Mayor upon 
charges made against the officials by an attorney. This 
hearing was not satisfactory to the committee. It was 
not judicial in character, as no witnesses were sworn, 
and in the opinion of the committee misstatements were 
made. After the hearing the committee were informed, 
through the Press, that his Honor the Mayor had ordered 
or recommended improvements in the quality and quan- 
tity of the food and a modification in the method of 
‘punishment.

The committee therefore recommends to the Com- 
mittee on Prisons of 1916, when appointed, that they 
make an early visit to the House of Correction at Deer 
Island, and that a thorough inspection be made to deter- 
mine as to whether or not improvements have been 
made relative to the discipline and general conduct of 
the institution. Should it develop that conditions have 
not improved, we recommend to the committee of 1916 
that a thorough, complete and judicial investigation be 
made to ascertain the exact existing conditions, and to 


make such recommendations as they deem proper in | 


accordance with the authority vested in them as County 
Commissioners under chapter 224 of the Revised Laws. 

While we do not advocate the abolition of solitary 
confinement, we do advocate humane treatment of 
prisoners so confined for punishment, more especially 
with regard to the quantity of food provided during 
their period of isolation. 

We hereto annex a communication received from the 
Penal Institutions Commissioner in reference to repairs 
and improvements on several buildings. The committee 
believes that many of these repairs are necessary and 
should be given prompt attention. We are impressed 
with the need of repairs on the hospital roof and improved 
bathing facilities in the several buildings. We believe 
a new coal pocket of proper capacity should be provided 


without delay, and that the Penal Institutions Commis- - 


sioner submit plans, specifications and estimates of the 
cost of repairs and improvements as suggested in his 
communication, which is annexed as above stated. 

Annexed will be found the reports from the various 
institutions as required by law.

Dear Sir,—I desire to inform your committee, 
through you as chairman, of the immediate needs of the 
House of Correction located at Deer Island. Consider- 
ing the many repairs that are to be made to the insti- 
tutions buildings, to wit, old prison building, men’s 
new prison building and hospital buildings, may I 
call the attention of your committee to the following, 
which in my judgment are necessities at the present 
time. | 

A new refrigerating plant ought to be located in the 
building at the head of wharf, which if done would 
easily care for the wants of this immense institution,— a 
new bake shop to take the place of the obsolete one 
which has been in existence upon this island for a period 
of over fifty years, and which does not contain one 
modern piece of baking machinery, furnace or any 
modern implements of any kind,—a central power 
plant to furnish heat and power for all the institution 
buildings upon the island, including prisons, dormitory 
buildings and work shops for which plans have been 
prepared and a location selected, the erection of which 
would, in my judgment, be paid for from the saving in 
operation in the next six years. The erection of a new 
coal pocket of concrete construction is necessary at 
this time. The present coal pocket having been erected 
some twenty odd years ago is now about ready to 
collapse. Constant attention and repair have enabled 
us to use it during the present season. A new receiving 
room for the inmates of the institution is now under 
course of construction to which must be added a con- 
siderable bathroom which will provide bathing facilities 


‘for at least one thousand inmates. This will necessitate 


at least three new batteries of ten showers each, which, 
in addition to the eight showers now in use, ought to 
provide adequate bathing facilities for this number of

inmates. Hospital building, much in need of repair, 
needs at the present time immediate attention, to wit, 
the roof of this building is sadly in need of repair, 
which would necessitate the expenditure of several 
thousand dollars. Proper bathing facilities for inmates 
is greatly lacking. This also may be said of the old 
hospital wards which have been transformed into sleeping 
quarters for about sixty officers. These ought to include 
also proper bathing facilities, and I recommend the 
placing of showers in sufficient number to accommodate 
this large number of men. 

The sea wall on the northeasterly end of the island 
is sadly in need of repair, and is breaking up in several 
sections. The Shirley Gut end of the island should be 
protected by an additional sea wall, which will save 
eventually to the institution and the city several acres 
of land. 

To provide for the safekeeping and handling of the 
farm products of this institution grown both on Deer 
Island and Long Island, provision should be made for 
the renovation of buildings to be used as vegetable 
storehouses. Judging from the past, the quantity will 
be too great in the future to be handled by a cold storage 
warehouse. 

Many other additions might be made to the institu- 
tion which would call for large expenditures of money.

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ORDINANCES OF 1915, CHAPTER 5, 


CONCERNING 


SALARIES OF FIRST ASSISTANT ASSESSORS. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Sizteen. 





Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section five of chapter three of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1914 is hereby amended in the clause establish- 
ing the salaries of assessors by striking out the words 
“The first assistant assessors, each ten dollars per day 
for street work, not to exceed forty days, and six hundred 
dollars for office work, including investigation of supple- 
mentary assessments in accordance with chapter 400, 
Acts of 1901,” and inserting in place thereof the follow- 
ing: ‘‘The first assistant assessors, each six hundred 
dollars for street work and preparation therefor, and 
six hundred dollars for services on dooming board and 
for work on abatements and investigations.” 

This ordinance shall take effect April 1, 1916.

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REMARKS OF HON. THOMAS N. HART, FORMER 
MAYOR OF BOSTON, AT A DINNER GIVEN 
IN HIS HONOR BY THE BOSTON CITY CLUB 
JANUARY 20, 1916.

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen,— I am glad to be here 
with you to-day and I am thankful for all this honor. 
I have thought of some things to say to you that the 
people of Boston really ought to know. 

Lately you have heard a great deal in relation to city 
governments not being equal to business enterprises, 
and it seems to be in the minds of the people that any- 
thing conducted by the city is conducted wrongly. 

Now, if you will go with me for a few minutes I should 
like to take for illustration an enterprise which belongs 
to the city. Any man who has had anything to do with 
public affairs realizes how long it takes to put through 
any enterprise for the public. And this enterprise which 
I propose to talk about this afternoon was proposed in 
1825 by the city government of Boston. We were 
made a city in 1822. Three years afterward the people 
began to cry for pure, soft water for Boston. That was 
taken up in 1825. It was thought of that year. It was 
referred to the next council, and went along from year 
to year, although approved by every mayor except one 
up to the year 1848. 

In 1829 Mayor Otis called attention to the matter, 
and in 1830 he did the same thing, and again in 1831. 
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But nothing was done. In 1832 Mayor Wells had a 
committee chosen and the subject referred to him, and 
finally it was turned over to the next year. The talk 
about it and the discussion of it was enough to fill a 
large size volume. One mayor after another questioned 
whether it would be for the best interest of Boston to 
go into this thing. That story continued along up to 
about 1844, and it was almost the same thing every 
year,— referred to the next city government, talked 
over with talk enough to do a great deal of good, but it 
did not work. 

In 1846 Mayor Quincy said, ‘‘ The time has come that 
we must do something.”’ They asked a charter, which 
was passed, subject to the vote of the people. The 
votes cast by the people were 4,637 in favor and 438 
votes against it. That was the first time they ever had 
a show of doing the thing. In 1846 the ground was 
broken, twenty-one years after the first request for 
this improvement had been made. 

On October 14, 1848, water came into Boston through 
the conduits, leaving the lake at 11.45 a. m. and arriving 
at the fountain on the Common at 2.05 p. m. that day. 
That was the first time that we had ever had a decent 
supply of water in Boston, and you men who are old 
enough to know how the thing was done will remember 
that in old times when you looked out in your yard you 
found a well in one corner and a cesspool in the other. 
The wonder is that we did not have an epidemic here, 
but we never did, and since the introduction of water 
we never have had. 

From that time on we had good water. ‘The cost of 
this enterprise up to 1898, fifty years after the water 
came in, was $26,831,000. The State of Massachusetts 
took over all this property outside of Boston and paid 
$13,000,000. Boston still owns everything pertaining 
to the water supply inside of Boston lines, at a cost of 
$13,831,000. The present debt is $1,910,000. And 
the sinking fund for the payment of the debt more than 
equals the debt. So to-day you have the water supply 
at a cost of $13,800,000, which is all paid for, and the 
enterprise takes care of itself and will for all time to 
come. [Applause.| 

So we have left us a property worth much more than 
the original cost, with no debt, and an earning capacity 
that takes care of all expenses. 

Now, you business men of Boston, match this, if you 
can. [{Applause.| 
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This was the work of the city government, with no 
help from the state except to grant the charter. That 
is a condition that we have and it is a condition that 
the city may be proud to talk about, that after the water 
has been in use for fifty years we have got the best 
system of water in the world, and it really costs the 
City of Boston nothing. [Applause.] 

That is one thing that I want the citizens of Boston 
to understand, that there are things done in the city 
government which are quite equal to any business 
enterprise. 

Now, one word in relation to the Mayor. He is 
elected by a majority of the votes, and he thinks that he 
is the king pin. [Laughter.| What does he find? He 
finds a council of nine men, all assistant mayors, or 
would-be mayors. [Laughter.]| Nothing can be done 
without their consent. Then he has a first-class man 
for an important position. He hopes to appoint him. 
The Civil Service Commission says, ‘No.’ Then he 
has a plan by which a great improvement financially 
can be accomplished. The Finance Commission says, 
“No.” He has an idea that he can present a plan to the 
Superintendent of Schools that will be of benefit; he has 
an interview with the superintendent who politely tells 
him that the superintendent is an appointee of the 
School Committee, and that as he understands it the 
Mayor has no authority over him at all. 

Next, a citizen comes in about a license for a saloon. 
He finds the License Commissioners much like the other 
functionaries, all appointed by the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts. He wonders what he will do next. Then 
come in the reformers and he wonders what they will 
do next. What a comfortable time the Mayor has! 
That is the condition to-day and we find pretty nearly 
all the places I have spoken of are appointees of the 
Governor of Massachusetts. .They ought to be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor of Boston. [Applause.| 

They elect a mayor and then the state makes a law to 
take the care of the city away from him. It is not right, 
and the time will come sometime, if we go on like this, 
where the Mayor will have nothing to do and all will be 
turned over to the State of Massachusetts. But the 
great City of Boston should be independent. She pays 
the bills and she ought to have the credit of it. / 

I thank you, gentlemen, very much for this meeting 
to-day. It is an honor I| never expected to have. I 
thank you all.

CHAPTER 1. 


CONCERNING THE QUARANTINE SERVICE. 


All the powers and duties of the board of health 
relative to the maintenance of the quarantine service 
for the port of Boston shall be abolished upon the date 
of the execution of a lease by the City of Boston to the 
United States of America of all property used in the > 
said service. *

CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING THE City PLANNING DEPARTMENT. 


Chapter twelve of the Revised Ordinances of 1914 
is hereby amended in section four by striking out the 
word ‘‘three’’ and inserting in place thereof the word 
‘“‘five’’, so that said section, as amended, shall read as 
follows: 

Sect. 4. The board shall serve without pay, and 
may expend, for the salary of its secretary and for such 
other expenses as may be necessary in the performance 
of its duties, a sum not exceeding five thousand dollars 
per annum.

CHAPTER 3. 


CONCERNING HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Chapter forty of the Revised Ordinances of 1914 is 
hereby amended in section nineteen of said chapter by 


* Lease approved by the City Council May 24, 1915, to take effect June 1, 1915. 
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striking out the whole of said section, and inserting in 
place thereof the following: 

Section 19. No person shall hawk or peddle any 
fruits or vegetables or any of the articles enumerated in 
chapter 345 of the Acts of 1906 and acts in amendment 
thereof or in addition thereto, until he has been assigned 
a number by the health commissioner, and until he has 
recorded with said commissioner his name and residence 
and, if he hawks or peddles articles which are sold by 
weight or measure, a certificate from the sealer of weights 
and measures that all weights, measures and balances 
to be used by him have been properly inspected and 
sealed. The presence of unsealed weights or measures 
on the team, cart or person of such hawker or peddler 
shall terminate permission to hawk or peddle under such 
registration. 

No person shall hawk or peddle any fruits or vege- 
tables until he has obtained a license therefor from the 
health commissioner, unless he is engaged in the pursuit 
of agriculture or unless such articles are the product of 
his own labor or of the labor of his family. 

The health commissioner is hereby authorized to grant 
licenses to hawk or peddle fruits and vegetables to 
persons who have complied with the foregoing require- 
ments, such licenses to be for the term of one year from 
the date of issue, and to charge therefor a license fee of 
five dollars per annum. 

The foregoing provisions shall not apply to minors 
licensed by the mayor and city council, unless such 
minors hawk or peddle fruits or vegetables.

CHAPTER 4. 


CONCERNING HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 1914 is 
hereby amended in section 21 by striking out the whole 
of said section and inserting in place thereof the following: 

Sect. 21. No hawker or peddler shall carry or 
convey articles enumerated in chapter 345 of the Acts 
of 1906 and acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
thereto, in a manner tending to injure or disturb the 
public health or comfort, or except in vehicles or recep- 
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tacles which are neat and clean and do not leak, and 
which have printed on them in letters and figures at 
least two inches in height the name of the person selling 
and the number given him by the health commissioner, 
and which are approved monthly by the health com- 
missioner. 

[Approved November 15, 1915. 


CHAPTER 5. 





CONCERNING SALARIES OF First ASSISTANT ASSESSORS. 


Section five of chapter three of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1914 is hereby amended in the clause estab- 
lishing the salaries of assessors by striking out the words 
“The first assistant assessors, each ten dollars per day 
for street work, not to exceed forty days, and six hun- 
dred dollars for office work, including investigation of 
supplementary assessments in accordance with chapter 
400, Acts of 1901,” and inserting in place thereof the 
following: ‘‘The first assistant assessors, each six hun- 
dred dollars for street work and preparation therefor, 
and six hundred dollars for services on dooming board 
and for work on abatements and investigations. ”’ 

This ordinance shall take effect April 1, 1916.

COUNCIL OF 1915. 












In Crry Councit, February 5, 1916. 


Councilor James A. Watson offered the following: 

Resolved, That the thanks of the city council be 
extended to George W. Coleman for the impartiality 
and ability he has displayed as presiding officer of this 
body for the municipal year 1915. 

The question came on the passage of the resolution. 

Councilor Watson said: 

Mr. Clerk, the hour for my swan song has arrived, 
and I trust that I shall be permitted to speak somewhat 
beyond the scope of the resolution I have just intro- 
duced, in order that I may make certain references that 
I would like to have spread upon the record at this 
time. I repeat, the hour for my swan _ song has 
arrived, and I hope and believe that there will be a 
chorus of harmony rather than discord. I beg to be 
permitted, Mr. Clerk, to make a brief review of the 
accomplishments of the city council in the years 1913, 
1914 and 1915, the years during which I have been a 
member of this body. I have seen improvements and 
developments brought forth for the benefit of the city 
in quite a considerable number. I have seen the 
Ward 7 Municipal Building carried to a_ successful 
conclusion and opened for public use. I have seen the 
magnificent public building in Ward 17 opened for 
public use, have seen the Charlestown Municipal 
Building, so called, or courthouse, opened for publie 
use, and the East Boston Courthouse. I have seen 
expended judiciously by the Park and Recreation 
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Department, under the direction of the city council 
and the mayor, the income from the Parkman Fund. 
I have seen great things done for the public good in 
three years, more particularly in the matter of a play- 
ground for Ward 19, a measure in which I took 
great interest and for which I worked hard in my 
humble way. I have seen the City Hall Annex opened 
for public use, and I might, Mr. Clerk, enumerate 
many other improvements for the benefit of the citi- 
zens of Boston, if I desired to take the time. I will 
simply point to one or two more, and will then con- 
tinue in another line. I have been a party to the 
appropriating of large sums of money for the different 
departments. I have not seen nor had brought to my 
attention one single case where the public moneys have 
not been spent properly, economically and for the 
benefit of all. I have seen large loan orders passed 
here, money raised for public improvements other than 
by the levying of taxes, have seen large sums borrowed 
properly and rightfully for the building of streets and 
sewers. I feel that the city councilors of 1915 have 
rendered good service to those who sent them here. I 
think we have no apology to make for anything we have 
done this year of a constructive nature, and much has 
been done. However, Mr. Clerk, I am compelled to 
make reference to and comparison with a body I served 
in more than seventeen years ago. At that time the 
body was called and was known as the popular branch 
of the city council — the old common council of seventy- 
five members. I want to say without qualification, 
Mr. Clerk, that I see no improvement in the personnel 
of the present city council or of the council of 1914 
or 1913 over the personnel of the members of the com-. 
mon council of 1898 and 1899, when I represented 
a certain section of this city in that body. I see no 
greater record of accomplishment by the three city 
eouncils of which I have recently been a member than 
the accomplishments of the common council for 1898 
and 1899. It is true we are in a more progressive 
and advanced age; but, considering the tools with 
which we had to work, I cannot see that the accom- 
plishments of the city council of 1913, 1914 and 1915 
are any greater or more creditable than the accom- 
plishments of the common council of 1898 and. 1899. 
At this time my thoughts revert to a word or two 
uttered by ex-Mayor Hart at a banquet of which 
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he was the recipient at the City Club recently. He 
said that as soon as he was elected mayor of Boston 
as a Republican, with the Republican party designa- 
tion, while the common council was Democratic by 
a majority of anywhere from twelve to fifteen and 
had a Democratic president, as soon as his inaugural 
address was read and the recommendations were 
given to the Press and the public, the president of the 
old common council of 1900 went to him and said 
that he desired to cooperate with him for the benefit 
of the entire citizenship of Boston. Mr. Clerk, I 
point to that as a pattern that may well be followed 
by the members of the council that will succeed this one. 
I sincerely trust that in the years that are to follow 
there will be more cooperation between the legislative 
branch of the Boston city government and its chief 
executive than I have seen in my three years as a 
member of this body. . 

Mr. Clerk, I have had the privilege of being asso- 
ciated in this body with Councilors Attridge, Ballan- 
tyne, Buckley, Collins, Coulthurst, Kenny, McDonald, 
Smith, Woods, Coleman, Hagan and Storrow, and 
I have had my differences with all of them; but 
those differences have led to a better understanding 
between us. We all have our peculiarities and opinions. 
It would be a mighty peculiar world if we did not. 
I have uttered words in the heat of political debate 
that undoubtedly grated harshly on the ears of my 
opponents in the discussion, but I have always accepted 
a thrust from the other fellow in the same spirit that 
I expected him to accept it from me. I have been 
rather strenuous. It is my mental make-up, my 
nature. Perhaps it might have been wiser in many 
eases if I bit my tongue when discussing matters here 
rather than making statements for others to enlarge 
upon. But I want to say to each and every member 
of this body that when I depart from the Chamber 
to-day I leave with the most friendly feeling toward 
each and every one of you, and I trust that the same 
feeling will be accorded me by all who are here. I 
have absolutely no personal difference with any member 
of this body, nor have I had in the past year. I can- 
not sit down, Mr. Clerk, without being a little senti- 
mental concerning those who are not here, and I beg 
your indulgence while I make reference to them. I 
have in mind one member who has not only departed 
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from this Chamber this year, but has also departed 
this life. My thoughts go back for a moment, Mr. 
Clerk, to the days when on my left sat that good- 
natured, jolly, true friend of all mankind when they 
knew him, the late Councilor Woods. He was the 
life of this body, earnest at all times in advocating 
that in which he believed, always willing to give to 
the other man the same that he asked for himself, 
the right to his opinion, open-hearted to an extent 
that was not for his best interests. I watched him 
closely, as did Councilor McDonald. We were closely 
associated with him. I never knew of a worthy case 
to come to Councilor Woods for a political favor or 
for the price of a bed or a meal that his last penny was 
not handed to the one who approached him. I say 
that we are better for having had in our midst Coun- 
cilor William H. Woods, who has passed to his reward. 
May I be permitted at this time.while speaking of the 
dead to pay my respects to the memory of others who 
have left our midst and passed away, who although 
not members of this body were nevertheless our 
associates in fact. I refer to my good friend and 
yours, the late assistant city messenger, Charles E. 
Silloway. Words fail me with which to express my 
high regard for him, both as a man and as a faithful 
and efficient official. I can say no more and no less 
concerning my regard for Philip J. Halvosa, who for 
three years reported our doings for his paper. I miss 
them both and so do you, my associates. May the 
kind, patient and forgiving Father be kind to them. 
Another member of. whom I will speak at this time is 
absent. He, too, sat on my left, Councilor Coul- 
thurst. It is my sincere hope and prayer that he may 
enjoy speedy recovery of health as his New Year’s 
present. Councilor Kenny will be a member of the 
body next year, and I desire to add a slight testimonial 
concerning him. In my opinion Councilor-elect Thomas 
J. Kenny is as able a gentleman as graces the legal 
profession of the State of Massachusetts. We have not 
always agreed on this floor while members, nor have 
we agreed in political discussions, but I recognize 
Councilor Kenny to be sterling in character, in purpose. 
and integrity. My thoughts go back to another one 
who has left us to go to higher honors,— councilor 
in fact rather than in name,— Timothy J. Buckley. 
There has always been a difference of opinion ‘as to 
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whether or not members of this body were council- 
men or councilors; but if we are councilors, the coun- 
cilor bug has bitten Councilor Buckley in two places. 
He was a valuable member of the city council and is 
now a valuable member of the governor’s council; 
and if there had been a little more thought given to 
his candidacy by the late governor of this state, to-day 
instead of being a member of the governor’s council 
for the third or fourth time he would be, as he should 
have been, justice of the Juvenile Court. He has 
the ability and all that goes with if to make an excel- 
lent justice. Who of us has not at times thought of 
Earnest Smith, who has gone into the business world 
and I am told is meeting with great success? Pro- 
gressive, pugnacious, persevering and persistent! Many 
reforms started by Councilor Smith of the council of 
1913 will, in my opinion, blossom into full grown facts 
in the coming years. 

Mr. Clerk, I need not tell you what I think of each 
and every one of the present members. ‘There is one, 
however, who is not here, with whom I have disagreed 
several times in the past. He is absent, | am informed, 
because of illness, in the far West, for his health, and I 
trust that he will regain that which he needs in the high 
lands of Arizona. To Councilor Collins I tender my 
friendship, to Councilor Ballantyne likewise, to Councilor 
Attridge and Hagan, and, in fact, every member of this 
body. I leave the body without a regret, without a 
feeling against a single member, personal or otherwise. 
There is one member to whom I have not referred as yet, 
my pal in this body, Councilor McDonald. I would 
perhaps like to leave behind me in his great big heart 
a thought that he might dwell upon occasionally, and 
that is that I respect his friendship, political and per- 
sonal, and I trust that the day will never come when 
either will be severed. I want to pay my little humble 
tribute, Mr. Clerk, to you, sir, and your assistant, and 
those in your office; to you, Mr. City Messenger, like- 
wise, and your assistants; and I need not tell our genial 
friend, the Clerk of Committees, what I think of him or 
what good wishes I extend to him. He knows that he 
has my. good wishes, although we do not always get 
along very well together outside of this Chamber, in 
other places. To the members of the Press I extend my 
thanks for their courtesy and sometimes strenuous 
treatment of me. They have always been very frank 
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about me. Anything that has not been said about me 
by some other member of the council, that would look 
good in print, they have added. (Laughter.) I don’t 
object. It has saved my thinking up something that 
the councilors who have opposed me in debate might be 
thinking about. I have no quarrel with any of them, 
and I wish them Godspeed. I might go on and enumer- 
ate individual after individual. I leave this hall with 
nothing but the friendliest feelings for everybody, from 
the good souls who clean our halls to the chief executive, 
and not forgetting the two gallant officers who protect 
us from one another. 

Mr. Clerk, I am now obliged to speak to the order I 
have introduced. It has been the custom almost from 
the beginning of time, so far as the legislative branch of 
the city government is concerned, to give to the departing 
president a gift commemorating the respect and regard 
in which he is held by the members of the body over 
which he has presided. I started the other evening, 
although tired, to prepare something to read. I could 
not doit. I thought it best to express myself down here 
inmy own way. I did derive some inspiration, however, 
from a little volume of which our presiding officer is the 
author and a pamphlet which I received through the 
mail, which J think he inspired having sent tome. Heis 
quite a wanderer as you know, here to-day and away 
to-morrow — but always here at three o’clock on meeting 
days, much to the dismay and discomfort of some 
members who are lazy. I think I would be remiss 
in my duty to-day if I did not read to you a little gem 
for which I understand he is responsible; and, while I 
have my own creed in the church to which I belong, if I 
had none I could not find a better one than he has 
ie forth in this little bit of writing that he is responsible 
or: 

‘When we pray together, unbosoming ourselves 
before a common Father, we are in the vestibule of 
the Kingdom of Heaven. Then comes out the best 
there is in us. If the prayers of the people could be 
adequately voiced, the millennium would not be far 
away. May this little collection of the prayers of the 
people, a cross section of real life, give you a fresh hint 
of the exquisite joys that come from the highest fellow- 
ship with all kinds of people. Such fellowship is my 
best wish for you in the days and months that are 
bearing down upon us just now.”

Mr. Clerk, that little foreword is on the very first 
page of a small book I hold in my hand of which our 
president is the author. It is signed, ‘‘ With friendly 
greetings, George W. Coleman.” And _ perhaps the 
sentiment contained on a card that I received from 
Dallas, Texas, sent out by the advertising men of that 
city to the friends and associates of our president,— 
because you know he is an advertising man, one who 
recognizes the fact that it pays to advertise,— will 
be appropriate at this time as throwing a sidelight 
on the ideals of our presiding officer. Mr. Clerk, 
these sentiments are excellent, and they voice my 
sentiments. They will voice your sentiments and the 
sentiments of every citizen of this city. 

“We love our native city. We are loyal to the 
place of our habitation. We have regard for the 
locality that gives us our opportunity to earn a 
living. We rejoice in the law and order that protect 
our homes. We delight in the community that per- 
mits us to work in accordance with our conscience. 
All we are, all we have, all we hope to be, rest upon 
the virtue, the prosperity and the enterprise of the 
community in which our lot is cast. But our dear 
old city has been doing so much, for so long a time, 
for all her sons and daughters and grandchildren that 
it has been easy for most of us to forget that our fine 
old city needs any kindness or consideration at our 
hands.”’ 

Of course, those words refer to Boston, which we all 
so dearly love. And our president goes on: 

“On this Christmas Day let us ask ourselves what 
Wwe can give our city. What has she need of that we 
can supply? Oh, she is rich in possessions, and her 
children may be counted by the thousands. She 
has an honored name and a priceless heritage, and, 
in spite of years, she is strong and alert. What more 
does she need? Oh, is there anything we can give 
our city that will make her stronger, finer, happier? 

“Yes, we will give her the best there is in us of affec- 
tion, strength and ability. We will put her interests 
before our own. We will respond to her need, any time 
and every time. We will always ask, not what can 
she do for us, but what can we do for her,—just as if 
she were our mother, as she truly is. She has made 
us strong, and now we will protect her from her enemies. 
She has given us wisdom, and we will lay our laurels at

her feet. She has brought us happiness, and we will 
enlarge the borders of her generosity. And in giving 
all this to our city, we shall each be making an all-the- 
year-round Christmas present to every man, woman 
and child within her borders.” 

In conclusion, Mr. President, on behalf of the members 
of the city council for the year 1915, knowing your 
literary inclination, knowing your desire to write and 
to communicate with others, knowing that you are 
not much on memorizing, as you told me to-day, the 
council have seen fit, together with the officials con- 
nected with this body, to select as their testimonial 
to your fairness and squareness in this body a gift that 
we cannot hand to you here to-day in person; but 
you will find when you arrive at your home at 177 
West Brookline street a desk, chair and equipment 
that will aid you in your literary work. Perhaps 
it will aid you in answering a letter to me some time, 
if I should burden you with one. In conclusion, I 
want to say, as one member of this body, that with 
my share in this gift goes my heartfelt wish that you will 
live to use them for many years to come. (Applause.) 

The resolutions were adopted by a unanimous rising 
vote. 

President Coleman said: 

Mr. City Clerk, Fellow Members and Officials of the 
City Council,— These expressions of your appreciation 
and good will are most gratifying to me. They spring 
from your gracious consideration rather than from any 
special merit of mine. Even the most formal felicita- 
tions coming in due course of events are freighted with 
happiness to him who knows that warm hearts are 
behind them. The generous token of your good fellow- 
ship, the beautiful mahogany desk and chair, with 
complete furnishings, which you have sent to my home 
will be one of the delights of my daily life for all the 
years yet remaining to me. I shall never want nor 
allow any other desk to take its place. And the group 
portrait of the city council for 1915 shall hang close by 
so that I can look up into your faces at any moment 
and never once be obliged to call any one of you to order. 
No remembrance you could have given me would have 
brought me more satisfaction and long continued 
pleasure than this beautiful piece of furniture for the 
living room in my home. My warmest thanks go to 
each and every one who has had a share in it. After 
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our official dinner with his Honor the Mayor this after- 
noon I hope you will all accompany me to my home and 


_help me christen it. It will always be a source of pride 


to me that it ever fell to my lot to preside over this 
body, a branch of our city government which in recent 
years has been accorded the confidence and esteem of 
our citizens in ever growing measure. To hold such 
an office is a distinction which our worthiest citizen 
might well covet. And it has been such a lively and 
interesting year, the most stressful in the history of 
the council as now organized, I am told by those who 
are qualified to judge. I confess to a little reluctance 
in passing on the scepter of office to my successor. 
But it may be quite proper for me to wish him a. less 
tumultuous passage than was vouchsafed to me. 

Thrice during the year have our ranks been broken 
into by death. Early in the year Councilor William 
H. Woods was suddenly removed from our midst, 
passing out on the very evening following a heated 
session of the council, in which he had taken an active 
part. We have all missed his jovial, hearty personality 
and many times our thoughts have tenderly reverted 
to him. Toward the close of the year our assistant 
city messenger was found in failing health and very 


shortly he was called away, never to return. For 


thirty-seven years Charles E. Silloway had _ been 
employed by this branch of the city government and 
every one agrees that he was a model city employee 
in every respect — able, conscientious, dependable under 
any and all circumstances. And our third loss was 
over at the Press table, where one of the knightlest of 
reporters, Philip J. Halvosa of the Boston American, 
was struck down in the prime of his manhood by that 
dread disease, pneumonia. One of the last services he 
rendered his paper was to take an’ interview from me 
over the telephone. I still recall the conscientious, 
painstaking manner in which he did it. That was the 
way he did everything he undertook. 

Owing to the vacancy in the membership of the 
council caused by death the duty of electing a citizen 
to fill that vacancy fell to our lot. That duty was 
discharged in the election of James J. Storrow, one of 
Boston’s most distinguished and worthy citizens. That 
our choice commended itself to the citizens of Boston 
and that Mr. Storrow’s generous sacrifice in accepting 
the responsibility thrust upon him was appreciated 
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by the electorate was overwhelmingly demonstrated 
within the year at the polls. And because of other 
special circumstances I am constrained to pay my 
respects to another valued member of this body. The 
brave and patient spirit of Councilor Coulthurst in 
surmounting staggering obstacles presented by a most 
painful physical handicap has won my: unstinted admi- 
ration and everlasting regard. 

It is not intended that these closing remarks by the 
president at the last session of the council should 
present even the briefest review of the year’s work. 
The official records do it in fullest detail. I will not 
even enumerate the larger and more important matters 
which have engrossed our attention during the year. 
But in all likelihood the council of 1915 will be most 
favorably known and longest remembered by apprecia- 
tive citizens for its legislation inaugurating a segregated 
budget. 

And to you, Councilor Watson, retiring member and 
therefore spokesman for your fellows on this occasion, 
let me say that you will be missed as no other councilor 
ever was. Our faithful and patient official stenographer 
will miss you tremendously. The other attachés of the 
council will feel lost without you. The reporters will be 
broken-hearted and your fellow members will find them- 
selves living in an entirely new world. And speaking 
seriously many a dull hour will be the more wearisome 
without your wit to brighten it and many a hard situa- 
tion will be the more unbearable without your sentiment 
to illuminate it. 

The last word of your president is to the men who 
assist the members of the council in the daily routine 
of their work, to the members of the Fourth Estate 
and to the police officers who protect us from annoyance. 
They have all been very good to me with so rare an 
exception that it is hard to recall it. They have all 
been faithful to their special tasks in so far as they 
have come under my observation. 

City Messenger Leary has shouldered the extra duties 
which have come to him since the death of Mr. Silloway 
in the most willing spirit and in the most helpful manner. 
The superheated atmosphere that has often enveloped 
discussions in the council has more than once been 
prevented from developing into an explosion through 
the coolness, courtesy, tact, patience and common sense 
of members of our staff of employees. ‘The members 
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of the Press, as is their mission in making the news 
interesting, worry us one day and gratify us the next 


_ and more often than not have pleased me most by letting 


me entirely alone. But too much of such kindness 
would be disastrous to a public man. On the whole 
they have done better by me than I could have done for 
myself. My hearty and sincere thanks go to every one. 
(Applause. ) 

The Chair awaits the pleasure of the council.
